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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  its  168th  Annual  Report. 

The  past  year,  1989,  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  members  of 
your  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  addition  to  serving  the  Town  as  the  Local 
Licensing  Authority  and  the  Appointing  Authority,  the  various  members  also 
serve  as  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  the  Brockton 
Area  Transit  Authority,  the  Plymouth  County  Advisory  Board,  the  Plymouth 
County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Associa- 
tion. The  Board  members  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  volunteer 
efforts,  such  as,  the  Beautification  Project,  the  Stars  &  Stripes,  the  Memorial 
and  Veterans'  Day  celebrations  and  many  other  activities.  Mrs.  Kinney 
continues  to  give  countless  hours  as  the  Town's  Parking  Clerk.  In  many 
communities  this  function  in  performed  by  a  paid  employee. 

Unfortunately,  the  State's  fiscal  crisis  has  overshadowed  all  other  local 
concerns.  Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  State  receipts  at  the  time  of  budget 
preparations  and  the  defeat  of  the  General  Override  question  on  the  June  10, 
1989  Special  Election,  Special  Town  Meetings  had  to  be  called  to  reduce 
appropriations  to  bring  the  Town  into  compliance  with  Proposition  2-1/2. 

Although  the  Legislature  level-funded  Local  Aid  at  1988  levels,  the  change 
from  quarterly  payments  to  semi-annual  payments  has  severely  impacted  on 
the  Town's  cash  flow.  The  December  cut  of  over  $25,000  in  Lottery  receipts 
was  another  negative  impact.  The  State  has  continued  to  try  to  balance  its 
budget  on  the  backs  of  local  governments.  Cherry  Sheet  receipts  in  many 
categories,  such  as,  Police  Career  Incentive,  Veterans'  Benefits,  reimburse- 
ments for  abatements  for  veterans,  widows,  blind  have  continued  to 
deteriorate. 

The  Selectmen's  focus  for  fiscal  year  1989/90  has  been  to  maintain  the 
current  level  of  services  for  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater.  The  Town  has 
always  been  conservative  in  its  spending  habits.  While  this  approach  is 
acceptable,  during  times  of  constraint  there  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  absorb 
losses  in  State  aid  and  cuts  in  services  provided  by  the  Commonwealth. 

During  1989,  we  completed  the  audit  required  and  have  received  in  excess  of 
$26,000  as  a  final  disbursement  for  Hurricane  Gloria.  We  also  received  the 
final  payment  on  the  Howard  School  from  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau.  In  addition,  the  Town  received  a  $15,000  grant  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  Community  Affairs  which  represents  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the 
Administrative  Assistant's  salary.  The  Town  has  also  been  awarded  $187,000 
in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  new  library. 

The  Phase  I  computerization  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  completed  along 
with  the  conversion  of  the  accounting  from  a  manual  system  to  the  Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System,  all  of  which  improves  the  reporting  and 
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accountability  of  all  departments.  The  Town  should  continue  to  provide  for 
additional  conversions  to  computer.  The  benefits  to  the  Town  are  difficult  to 
quantify,  however,  the  Board  feels  that  better  accountability  and  more  timely 
reports  benefit  the  Town  by  providing  improved  budget  monitoring  and 
collections. 

During  1989,  we  had  several  retirements.  John  Golder  retired  as  the  Town 
Hall  custodian  after  forty-one  (41)  years  of  service.  Ervin  (Whitey)  Lothrop 
retired  as  Police  Chief  after  serving  in  that  capacity  eighteen  (18)  years.  Whitey 
served  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  for  a  total  of  thirty-nine  (39)  years. 
Charles  Anderson  retired  from  the  Police  Department  as  Sergeant  after  thirty- 
four  (34)  years  of  service.  Charles  Dyke  retired  having  served  as  Fire  Chief  for 
eight  (8)  years.  In  addition,  John  Eldridge  chose  not  to  seek  re-election  as 
Town  Moderator  having  served  a  total  of  twenty-five  (25)  years.  We  wish  all  of 
our  retirees  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Leonard  Hunt,  the  former  Deputy 
Chief,  to  the  position  of  Fire  Chief  and  Howard  Anderson,  Sergeant,  to  Police 
Chief.  We  extend  to  each  of  them  our  congratulations  and  assistance.  The 
Town  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  qualified  individuals  to  fill  these  most 
difficult  roles. 

The  work  load  in  the  Selectmen's  office  continues  to  increase.  Under  the 
Massachusetts  Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA)  the  Board  filed  comments 
on  the  proposed  wood-to-energy  plant  to  be  located  in  Brockton,  the 
Bridgewater  Mall  project  and  on  the  designation  of  the  Hockomock  Swamp 
and  the  surrounding  area  as  an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern 
(ACEC).  These  efforts,  although  very  time  consuming,  are  essential  in 
protecting  the  quality  of  life  in  West  Bridgewater  and  mitigating  any  possible 
adverse  impacts  these  projects  would  have  on  the  Town. 

We  are  extremely  grateful  to  all  of  those  individuals  who  have  contributed 
their  time  and  financial  resources  to  the  Town.  West  Bridgewater  continues  to 
rely  heavily  on  volunteerism.  There  is  currently  a  shortage  of  volunteers  for 
several  committees  and  positions.  At  the  front  of  this  Annual  Report  is  a  form 
which  may  be  completed  and  returned  to  the  Selectmen's  office  if  you  are 
interested  in  serving  the  community. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  employees,  department  heads  and 
elected  and  appointed  members  of  Boards  and  Commissions  without  whose 
efforts  the  Town  could  not  survive.  During  these  difficult  times,  they  have  gone 
the  "e::tra  mile"  in  providing  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  with  quality 
services.  If  the  average  citizen  has  not  felt  the  impact  of  budget  cut-backs,  it  is 
due  to  the  efforts  of  these  dedicated  individuals  and  we  salute  them  all.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater,  we,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  submit  our 
annual  report. 

The  miracle  of  Massachusetts  has  reached  its  pinnacle  and  with  it  the 
rapid  growth  in  property  valuation  has  stopped  and  regressed.  Vibrations  from 
this  unhealthy  state  situation  will  be  felt  in  many  areas  for  years  to  come. 

Specifically,  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  has  had  a  very  lean  new 
construction  year  which  means  a  lower  level  of  new  revenue  and  a  higher 
probability  of  needing  a  proposition  2-1/2  override. 

1990  is  a  complete  revaluation  year  which  may  show  an  interesting  trend 
for  property  valuations.  Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England  has  been 
retained  to  provide  this  service. 

A  State  requirement  for  map  updating  has  been  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  we  are  presently  soliciting  proposals  from  various  engineering 
firms.  Cost  will  be  presented  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  townspeople  and  the  various 
departments  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  nature  and  the  status  of  the  litigation  in 
which  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  is  involved  as  of  the  date  of  this  report:

CABLE  TELEVISION  COMMITTEE 

The  Cable  Television  Committee  held  10  meetings  in  1989,  all  open  to  the 
public.  Most  meetings  were  attended  by  a  representative  of  Continental 
Cablevision  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  Inc.  The  meetings  have  been  held 
at  the  Howard  School.  The  Committee  extends  a  note  of  appreciation  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal  of  the  Howard  School  for  their 
cooperation  in  the  use  of  the  building  and  to  the  staff  for  the  courtesy  extended 
during  its  use. 

During  this  past  year,  the  license  was  reviewed  on  a  line  by  line  format 
and  it  was  determined  that  it  was  being  adhered  to.  Available  programming 
was  expanded,  as  a  part-time  station  became  full-time.  The  few  service 
complaints  that  were  brought  to  our  attention  were  resolved  within  a 
reasonable  time  frame.  Regrettably,  the  committee  lost  another  member 
increasing  our  vacancies  to  two. 

The  Cable  Television  local  origination  studio  continued  to  conduct 
periodic  classes  educating  interested  people  in  the  use  of  the  studio  equipment. 
While  the  quantity  of  people  enrolled  in  the  classes  has  been  disappointing,  the 
quality  and  dedication  of  the  "graduates"  has  been  appreciated.  They  have 
sacrificed  their  own  time  and  efforts  to  bring  a  variety  of  meetings  and  other 
Town  events  into  our  living  rooms.  We  hope  that  others  interested  in  other 
activities  will  enroll  and  bring  even  more  variety  and  public  awareness  to  the 
townspeople.  Students  from  the  high  school  have  been  attending  the  studio 
after  school  on  an  informal  basis  to  explore  studio  operation  and  eventually 
produce  some  original  programming.  We  hope  other  students  in  Town,  as  well 
as  adults,  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater,  the  West  Bridgewater  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to 
submit  their  annual  report. 

In  1989,  the  Conservation  Commission  held  21  regular  meetings  and  1 
emergency  meeting  to  administer  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  M.G.L., 
Chapter  131  Section  40  along  with  our  other  duties. 

During  the  year  22  Notices  of  Intent  and  2  Requests  for  Determination  of 
Applicability  were  filed. 

Twenty-six  Public  Hearings,  8  of  which  were  continued  for  further 
information,  were  held.  Twenty-three  of  these  hearings  were  closed  during 
1989,  with  3  hearings  remaining  open. 

Twenty-one  Orders  of  Condition  were  issued,  including  3  denials.  These  3 
denials  the  Board  felt  were  detrimental  to  the^ wetlands  involved.  Also,  2 
Determinations  of  Applicability  were  issued. 

Four  Orders  of  Condition  were  appealed  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering,  with  1  Superseding  Order  issued  to  a 
1988  appeal,  and  1  an  agreement  with  our  denial,  issued  on  a  1989  appeal.  Two 
appeals  remain  active  and  1  refused  by  D.E.P. 

The  Department  of  Quality  Engineering  has  now  been  changed  to  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection. 

The  Board  issued  4  Certificates  of  Compliance  to  properly  completed 
projects,  and  refused  to  issue  at  least  5  because  the  Orders  of  Conditions  had 
not  been  complied  with. 

We  conducted  between  30  and  40  site  inspections,  which  consisted  of 
violation  sites,  properly  filed  sites  and  2  potential  areas  of  interest.  We  also 
issued  20  formal  Enforcement  Orders  and  contacted  many  landowners  who 
had  wetland  problems  on  their  property.  Of  the  Enforcement  Orders,  2  were 
resolved  by  a  filing  of  a  Notice  of  Intent,  3  by  agreement  on  a  course  of  action 
to  avoid  a  violation  and  15  are  still  not  resolved  although  most  are  working  to 
resolve  their  problems. 

Two  violators  were  prosecuted  in  court  with  their  cases  still  pending. 
After  going  to  workshops  put  on  by  the  state,  we  find  that  we  have  to  issue 
more  Enforcement  Orders  for  the  protection  of  environmental  damage. 

We  made  1  recommendation  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Robery  Farm 
under  M.G.L.  Chapter  61  A.  We  also  proposed  a  delineation  of  land  in  West 
Bridgewater  to  include  the  Hockomock-Nippenicket  area  of  Critical  Environ- 
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ment  Concern  (ACEC)  of  which  the  Commission  submitted  the  information  to 
the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  John  DeVillars.  We  attended  several 
public  hearings  on  ACEA  and  had  much  of  our  delineation  approved  as  part 
of  the  ACEC  plan. 

As  part  of  our  effort  to  improve  the  administration  of  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act,  we  were  able  to  get  a  Town  non-zoning  Wetlands  Protection 
By-Law  passed  at  the  1988  Town  Meeting.  Our  intention  was  to  enable  us  to 
charge  fines,  assess  fees,  get  developers  to  present  understandable  plans  with 
proper  markings  of  boundaries  on  sites,  and  charge  them  for  any  costs  the 
Town  incurs  in  reviewing  their  projects  for  accuracy  through  a  consultant  on 
large  difficult  plans. 

The  Attorney  General  refused  to  approve  the  wording  of  the  segment  on 
review  costs,  but  the  by-law  will  help  protect  the  Town's  wetlands,  also  the 
citizens'  property  near  the  wetlands. 

In  August,  1989,  when  D.E.Q.E.  changed  its  name  to  DEP,  it  instituted 
new  state  regulations  establishing  a  new  fee  structure  for  filing  Notices  of 
Intent  and  appeals.  Part  of  this  new  fee  structure  is  paid  directly  to  DEP  and 
part  to  the  Town,  which  enables  the  Commission  to  help  cover  administrative 
costs,  such  as  a  part-time  secretary. 

The  Commission  found  1989  a  very  busy  year.  More  and  more  wetland  is 
trying  to  be  used  which  is  in  violation  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  This 
increases  Enforcement  Orders,  the  dangers  of  pollution  to  drinking  water 
sources  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  flooding  of  private  and  Town  property  is 
becoming  more  of  a  problem  as  altering  or  filling  wetlands  create  hardships  for 
landowners  who  should  be  aware  that  any  such  activity  should  come  before 
the  Commission  before  said  work  is  done  and  not  after  a  project  is  started. 
This  presents  many  problems  to  developers,  the  consulting  engineers  and  the 
Commission. 

Our  thanks  to  the  different  departments  of  Town  government  and  to  the 
citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  who  try  to  comply  in  helping  us  govern  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  during  our  budgetary  crisis.

REPORT  OF  THE 
OLD  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater. 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  we  are 
pleased  to  present  this  report  of  Council  activities  for  1989. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  the  agency  designated  to  serve  as  the 
Area  Agency  on  Aging;  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  for 
Transportation  Planning;  the  Regional  Clearinghouse  for  the  review  of  federal 
and  state  grant  applications;  and,  the  Economic  Development  District 
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responsible  for  coordinating  area  economic  development  efforts.  Basic  to  these 
designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  the  region's  planning  agency 
concerned  with  a  wide  variety  of  areawide  and  inter-municipal  issues  and 
concerns  such  as  land  use  policy,  water  supply,  solid  waste  disposal, 
environmental  protection,  housing  and  natural  resource  conservation.  The 
Council  also  assists  its  member  local  governments  with  grantsmanship  services 
and  local  technical  planning  assistance,  and  provides  socio-economic  informa- 
tion on  local  and  regional  trends. 

In  1989,  to  further  inter-municipal  cooperation  and  to  avoid  haphazard 
and  improper  development,  the  Council  established  a  Development  of 
Regional  Impact  Review  process  in  the  Old  Colony  region.  The  Council 
circulated  among  the  member  municipalities  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
that  was  authorized  through  the  local  legislative  process.  Of  the  fourteen 
member  communities  of  the  Council,  ten  have  approved  their  participation  in 
an  advisory,  non-binding  review  process.  This  was  designed  to  assist  local 
decision-making  authorities  in  evaluating  major  development  proposals.  The 
system  has  already  proven  to  be  an  important  asset  in  the  review  of 
development  proposals  by  mitigating  several  possible  problems. 

In  1989,  Robert  W.  Smith  of  East  Bridgewater  was  elected  President  of 
OCPC;  John  F.  Lenox  of  Plymouth  was  elected  Council  Secretary;  and, 
James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  was  elected  Council  Treasurer. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and  involvement  of 
members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Hurley; 
the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Joseph;  and,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Ms. 
Barbara  Farnsworth.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards 
and  commissions  and  the  many  government  agencies,  public  and  private 
institutions  and  individuals  who  have  assisted  the  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  past  year  the  Police  Department  has  experienced  difficulty  in 
maintaining  the  level  of  policing  in  a  way  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  and 
others  in  the  Town  should  be  able  to  expect. 

We  had  two  members  of  the  Department  retire  during  the  year.  In  July, 
Sergeant  Charles  Anderson,  who  was  the  Police  Prosecutor,  retired.  He  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Department  for  34  years.  On  the  last  day  of  August, 
Chief  Ervin  G.  Lothrop  retired.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Department  for 
approximately  43  years. 

Two  new  officers  were  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

On  October  30,  1989  Officer  Donald  Clark  was  enrolled  in  the  Training 
Council  course  at  Foxbo.ro  and  will  graduate  on  February  14,  1990  and  will  be 
able  to  fill  one  of  the  open  positions  at  that  time. 

On  February  5,  1990  Officer  Kenneth  Bryant  started  the  Training  Council 
course  at  Needham  and  will  graduate  on  May  25,  1990  and  will  fill  the  second 
open  position. 

We  still  have  only  two  police  officers  on  patrol  to  cover  the  entire  Town  on 
all  day  shifts  and  midnight  to  eight  a.m.  shifts  and  about  half  of  the  four  p.m. 
to  midnight  shifts  which  is  the  same  level  of  staffing  we  had  twenty  years  ago. 

There  are  a  number  of  reasons  why  it  is  difficult  to  provide  the  level  of 
services  expected  of  the  Police  Department.  Two  of  the  most  prominent 
reasons  are;  first,  an  increase  in  the  calls  for  internal  investigations  at  some  of 
the  large  commercial  establishments  and,  secondly,  the  growing  problems  with 
crimes  related  to  or  caused  by  the  use  of  drugs  and  crimes  and  the  criminal 
element  which  spill  over  from  the  city  of  Brockton,  which  is  also  experiencing 
severe  strain  on  its  resources. 

During  the  year,  I  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  on  September  1,  1989  and 
became  Permanent  Chief  on  January  23,  1990. 

Officer  Robert  Smith  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Sergeant  on 
October  1,  1989.  Officer  Walter  Thayer  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  West 
Bridgewater  Police  Prosecutor  on  August  1,  1989.  Officer  Bruce  Holmquist 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Safety  Officer  and  Officer  Robert  Kominsky 
was  appointed  to  the  duel  position  of  Arson  Investigator  and  Crime 
Prevention  Officer  on  October  3,  1990. 

Officer  Ann  Savignano  received  training  to  become  a  qualified  instructor 
for  the  D.A.R.E.  program  which  is  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  and 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  school  administrators  has  implemented  a 
D.A.R.E.  program  at  the  schools  one  day  per  week,  which  has  been  well 
received  by  the  students,  administrators  and  teachers  at  the  school. 
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Detective  Raymund  Rogers  has  had  his  position  eroded  to  the  point 
where  it  is  almost  non-existent  due  to  vacancies  making  it  necessary  to  assign 
him  to  regular  patrol  instead  of  detective  duties.  We  have  more  than  enough 
work  for  a  detective  and  I  look  forward  to  being  able  to  return  this  to  a 
full-time  position  in  the  new  fiscal  year,  if  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  1989: 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  Chief,  a 
permanent  Deputy  Chief,  two  (2)  permanent  lieutenants,  five  (5)  permanent 
firefighters,  a  call  captain,  and  twenty-one  (21)  call  firefighters.  Seven 
permanent  firefighters  and  two  call  firefighters  are  certified  as  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians  at  both  the  national  and  state  level.  One  permanent 
firefighter  and  two  call  firefighters  are  certified  EMT's  at  the  state  level  only. 

During  the  year  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  one 
thousand  thirty-seven  (1,037)  calls.  Of  these  calls,  five  hundred  eighty-nine 
were  ambulance  responses.  These  ambulance  incidents  returned  approximately 
$52,000.00  in  revenue  to  the  Town. 
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The  Fire  Department  conducted  numerous  drills  for  both  the  permanent 
and  call  members  of  the  department.  Our  main  goal  is  to  train  our  firefighters 
to  give  the  best  possible  service  to  the  townspeople.  EMTs  received  additional 
training  in  the  use  of  the  Military  Anti-shock  Trousers  or  MAST  suit  as  it  is 
commonly  referred  to.  This  training  was  provided  to  the  department  by  the 
Norfolk/ Bristol  Ambulance  Service  of  Brockton  at  no  charge.  I  would  like  to 
than  them  for  their  assistance. 

The  Fire  Department  conducts  many  different  inspections  over  the  course 
of  the  year.  Working  closely  with  the  Building  Inspector,  the  department  is 
involved  from  the  beginning  in  any  new  construction  which  takes  place  in  the 
Town.  We  will  continue  to  do  everything  within  our  scope  of  authority  to 
make  sure  that  these  buildings  are  safe  for  the  public  and  the  firefighters  who 
may  be  required  to  enter  them. 

Fire  prevention  is  one  of  the  most  important  areas  in  which  the 
department  is  involved.  Lieutenant  Paul  Golder  of  the  permanent  force  and 
Firefighter  Thomas  Hunt  of  the  call  force  have  spent  many  hours  in  our  local 
schools  impressing  upon  our  young  people  the  importance  of  fire  prevention 
and  the  dangers  of  fire.  Both  members  of  this  department  have  been  very  well 
received  by  the  children  and  I  commend  them  for  their  efforts. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Hebert  of  Estabrook's  Restaurant  sponsored  a 
"Fire  Prevention  Poster  Contest"  in  Grades  K  thru  3  at  the  MacDonald 
School.  This  contest  was  a  great  success  and  will  continue  again  next  year. 
George  and  Liz  Hebert  are  extremely  supportive  of  the  department  and  have 
my  heartfelt  thanks. 

I  am  recommending  this  year  that  we  purchase  a  new  ambulance.  The 
present  unit  is  a  1984  chassis  with  a  1976  rear  compartment  or  "box." 
Ambulance  technology  has  progressed  substantially  over  the  last  fourteen  (14) 
years  and  I  believe  that  now  is  the  time,  while  the  unit  is  still  serviceable,  it 
should  be  replaced. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  monies  be  appropriated  to  purchase  protective 
clothing  for  the  members  of  the  department.  I  firmly  believe  that  any  member 
of  the  department,  whether  he  or  she  is  full-time  or  part-time,  should  be 
supplied  with  the  protective  equipment  necessary  to  do  the  job  we  ask. 

We  were  extremely  fortunate  to  have  on  loan  from  the  City  of  Boston  a 
1974  Maxim  1500  GPM  pumping  engine.  This  truck  is  presently  being  used  to 
take  some  of  the  burden  off  of  Combination  #1,  the  1968  Pierre  Thibault/ 
Dodge.  Engine  #3,  which  it  is  presently  being  called,  is  being  used  to  carry  the 
"Jaws  of  Life"  and  other  rescue  equipment  and  gives  us  a  third  pumping  engine 
which  we  desperately  needed.  Combination  #1  is  twenty-two  (22)  years  old 
and,  in  the  past  year,  has  been  out  of  service  more  than  it  has  been  in  service. 
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We  were  also  very  fortunate  to  purchase  a  1974  Seagrave  100  foot  ladder 
truck.  This  truck  was  previously  owned  by  the  City  of  Somerville  and  in  1986 
was  completely  refurbished.  In  April  1989  the  ladder  was  tested  and  certified 
by  an  independent  testing  company  and  found  to  be  safe  for  aerial  ladder 
operations. 

I  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  townspeople  to  refrain  from 
making  reductions  in  the  funding  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  coming  fiscal 
year.  Recent  experience  has  shown  us  that  the  days  of  a  completely  call  Fire 
Department  are  long  gone.  Call  personnel,  who  twenty  years  ago  were 
available  during  the  day  to  respond  to  emergency  calls,  are  no  longer  working 
within  the  Town.  Of  the  present  compliment  of  twenty-one  (21)  call 
firefighters,  four  or  five  may  be  available  during  the  day.  This  is  hardly  enough 
manpower  to  operate  the  required  apparatus.  Mutual  aid  can  no  longer  be 
relied  upon  because  the  surrounding  communities  are  also  experiencing 
financial  constraints. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  several  people 
who  have  made  my  job  as  your  new  Fire  Chief  a  little  easier.  To  retired  Chief 
Charlie  Dyke,  who  appointed  me  as  his  Deputy  Chief  in  1981,  and  made  sure 
that,  during  his  tenure  as  Chief,  I  was  involved  in  the  day  to  day  operation  of 
the  department,  a  sincere  thank  you.  His  tutelage  and  support  over  the  last 
eight  years  has  definitely  made  me  better  prepared  for  the  many  varied  duties 
of  Chief.  To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  appointed  me  to  this  position,  and 
to  the  Administrative  Assistant  Doris  Haight  a  sincere  thank  you  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  making  the  transition  a  smooth  one.  To  Building 
Inspector  Steve  Crawford  a  thank  you  for  helping  me  understand  the  Mass. 
Building  Code  and  its  relationship  to  the  Fire  Department.  To  Easton  Chief 
David  Brown,  Bridgewater  Chief  Roderick  Walsh,  East  Bridgewater  Chief 
Robert  Winsor  and  Whitman  Chief  Timothy  Travers,  thank  you  for  your 
support  and  counsel. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department.  In  my  nineteen  plus  years  of  involvement  in  the  fire 
service,  I  have  never  seen  a  more  dedicated  group  of  people  working  under,  at 
times,  severe  pressure.  You  have  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  THE  finest,  Fire 
Departments  in  the  area.  I  am  extremely  fortunate  to  have  the  privilege  of 
commanding  them.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer  for  1989: 

Dog  licenses  revenue  brought  in  was  approximately  $8,000.00. 

We  have  the  lowest  rate  of  unlicensed  dogs  in  Plymouth  County. 
Approximately  7  to  10  calls  received  per  day.

This  past  year  a  number  of  structural  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  day 
to  day  operation  of  this  department.  In  March,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
changed  the  work  schedule  as  well  as  rearranged  it  to  bring  the  Town  into 
compliance  with  Federal  Laws  and  budget  restraints.  The  department  now  has 
a  forty  hour  work  week  as  opposed  to  the  seven  day,  twenty-four  hour  duty 
schedule  of  the  past,  which  is  creating  some  challenges  in  times  of  assistance 
during  off-duty  hours  and  during  summer  months  when  things  are  extremely 
hectic.  My  voluntary  programs  established  for  the  elderly  and  their  pets  as  well 
as  other  programs  were  cut  due  to  the  time  involved  in  providing  these 
services.  Now,  all  calls  that  are  not  dog  related  are  being  referred  to  the 
appropriate  authorities.  Wildlife  calls  are  referred  to  Mass.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
and  other  centers  who  deal  exclusively  with  wildlife.  Cat  calls  are  referred  to 
Humane  Societies.  If  you  have  a  complaint  or  question  regarding  a  dog  or  the 
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Mass.  Dog  Laws,  you  can  call  me.  The  office  hours  are  8:00  a.m.  to  12  noon, 
Monday  thru  Friday.  You  may,  however,  call  at  any  time  and  leave  a  message 
with  this  office  and  I  will  return  your  call. 

Now  for  the  good  news.  For  those  who  were  concerned  in  December,  I 
reinstated  my  adoption  program.  This  program  allows  for  the  adoption  of 
impounded  dogs  that  go  unclaimed.  It  save  the  Town  money  by  cutting 
euthansia  costs.  Anyone  now  interested  can  call  me  to  see  what  is  available. 
There  are  some  minor  fees.  I  would  like  to  reintroduce  a  "Caring  for  Pets, 
Caring  for  People"  program  to  teach  responsible  pet  ownership  to  kindergarten 
through  second  grade  students.  Anyone  interested  in  getting  involved,  please 
call  me. 

The  Animal  Control  Officers'  Association  of  Mass.  in  conjunction  with 
the  Needham,Mass.  Criminal  Justice  Academy  graduated  another  thirty-seven 
Dog  Officers  this  past  year.  This  brings  the  number  of  certified  officers  in  the 
state  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five.  We  still  have  a  long  way  to  go  to 
compete  with  other  states.  As  Vice-President  for  the  Plymouth  County  Dog 
Officers'  Association  and  Representative  to  the  Mass.  Animal  Control 
Association,  Officers  in  the  County  are  kept  abreast  of  legislative  changes  and 
participate  in  them. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  who  obey 
the  leash  law  and  are  responsible  pet  owners,  and  to  the  West  Bridgewater 
Police  Department  for  their  assistance.

FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  in  past  summers,  the  Forestry  and  Parks  Department  has  maintained 
six  town-owned  cemeteries,  War  Memorial  Park,  sixteen  greens  at  intersec- 
tions, the  Town  Hall  grounds  and  Legion  Memorial  Baseball  Field,  all  of 
which  were  mowed  and  trimmed  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  season. 

Summer  months  are  also  a  time  for  the  eradication  of  poison  ivy,  both  on 
Town-owned  land  and  private  as  well.  This  has  been  declared  a  public 
nuisance  by  the  state  and  we  urge  anyone  that  has  this  problem  to  contact  our 
department. 

With  good  weather  and  an  extended  growing  season  last  fall,  we  were 
unable  to  plant  new  trees.  This  planting  program  normally  performed  during 
fall  and  spring  will  be  limited  to  the  spring  only  this  year. 

As  always  during  winter  months  we  removed  numerous  dead  or  diseased 
trees.  Elimination  of  these  trees  was  accomplished  mostly  with  the  aid  of  a 
contracted  crane.  This  has  proven  to  be  extremely  costly  to  the  Town,  but  with 
the  upcoming  purchase  of  a  used  bucket  truck,  much  of  the  cost  of  removal 
will  be  less  expensive.  This  truck  will  pay  for  itself  in  just  a  few  years. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  this  department  and  all  other 
departments,  boards  and  committees  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in 
accomplishing  the  duties  of  this  office.  More  importantly,  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  residents  of  this  Town  for  their  support  and  patience.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


WEST  BRIDGEWATER  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Nineteen  eighty-nine  was  a  very  difficult,  yet  very  rewarding  year  for  the 
schools  of  West  Bridgewater.  The  election  in  April  saw  the  re-election  of  Mr. 
Joseph  Kennedy  to  the  Committee,  and  welcomed  Mr.  Mark  Burley  to  his  first 
term  on  the  Committee.  The  Committee  extends  its  thanks  to  Mr.  William 
Oakhem  for  his  term  of  service  to  the  children  of  our  community. 

The  passage  of  the  school  budget  for  the  1989-1990  school  year 
dominated  the  work  of  the  Committee  for  most  of  the  year.  Due  to  the 
reduction  in  aid  from  the  state,  and  the  limits  of  Proposition  2-1/2,  the 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  presented  for  override  questions  to  the 
town.  One  question  was  to  allow  an  override  for  a  bond  to  repair  the  roofs  on 
the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  school  and  half  of  the  High  School.  This  was  defeated 
at  the  first  attempt  in  June,  but  was  supported  in  a  special  election  in  the  fall.  A 
second  question  sought  an  overrise  to  fund  the  operating  budgets  of  both  the 
town  departments  and  the  schools.  This  was  defeated  and  necessitated  the 
reduction  of  staff  members,  extracurricular  programs'  and  other  services  to  the 
students.  Our  goal  in  all  the  decisions  on  budget  cuts  was  to  maintain  the  core 
curriculum  and  to  provide  a  comprehensive  program  for  the  students.  Our 
mission  is  to  prepare  students  to  take  their  place  as  contributing  members  of 
our  community,  and  we  feel  that  maintaining  these  two  areas  is  vital  to  this 
goal. 

In  spite  of  the  problems,  many  good  things  have  happened  in  our  schools 
this  year.  The  success  of  the  eight  period  day  in  the  Junior  High  led  to  a 
recommendation  to  extend  the  plan  to  the  High  School.  This  has  been 
accomplished  and  allowed  more  flexibility  in  scheduling  the  students  for  a 
varied  program.  An  honors  program  has  been  implemented  in  the  Junior  High 
to  provide  more  challenges  for  our  talented  students.  This  gives  us  a  program 
for  the  talented  students  from  grade  three  through  eight  and  feeds  into  our 
honors  sections  in  the  High  School,  allowing  our  students  to  be  prepared  to 
compete  for  acceptance  at  a  wide  variety  of  colleges. 

A  program  for  students  entering  the  work  force  after  graduation,  MY 
TURN,  has  met  with  great  success  at  the  High  School  this  year.  The  seniors 
involved  have  been  working  with  local  businesses  on  job  search  skills,  learning 
about  opportunities  that  are  available,  and  preparing  to  become  dedicated 
employees.  The  support  of  local  businesses  is  vital  to  this  project  and  we  are 
very  grateful  for  their  cooperation. 

The  cuts  in  all  sub-varsity  athletics  has  necessitated  the  institution  of  user 
fees  for  the  students  participating  in  the  athletic  program.  It  has  also  increased 
the  importance  of  our  athletic  support  groups.  The  Boosters  Club  and  the 
Gridiron  Club  have  been  most  helpful  in  providing  funds  to  help  maintain  the 
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total  sports  program.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  time  and  effort  put  in  by  the 
members  of  these  groups,  the  Gridiron  Club  and  the  Youth  Football 
Association  have  also  built,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  a  snack  bar  and  storage 
facility  at  the  football  field.  This  was  a  much  needed  building  and  will  serve  the 
community  for  many  years. 

Also  stepping  in  to  fill  a  need  has  been  the  very  active  Parent  Teacher 
Organization.  Their  fund-raising  efforts  have  provided  programs  and  equip- 
ment for  the  schools  that  we  were  not  able  to  fund  this  year  due  to  the  limits  of 
our  budget.  It  is  only  with  the  help  of  all  school  support  groups  that  we  have 
been  able  to  maintain  our  quality  programs. 

The  School  Committee  was  notified  in  the  fall  of  the  approval  of  a  Health 
Education  Grant  for  three  years  from  the  state.  This  has  enabled  us  to  institute 
a  health  program  in  grades  K-12,  provide  a  school  nurse  in  each  building,  and 
supply  texts  and  reference  materials  for  the  students.  With  the  problems 
children  face  in  coping  with  the  pressures  in  our  society,  this  will  be  a  very 
valuable  program.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Police  Department,  our  sixth 
graders  have  participated  in  a  special  drug  abuse  prevention  program  called 
DARE.  Officer  Savignano  has  come  into  the  school  every  week  to  work  with 
the  students  to  teach  them  how  to  cope  with  peer  pressure.  The  cooperation  of 
the  Police  Department  has  been  very  important  to  the  program  and  we  extend 
our  gratitude  to  Chief  Lothrop  and  Chief  Anderson  for  supporting  DARE. 

The  problems  of  the  budget  continue  to  dominate  the  work  of  the 
Committee  into  1990  as  we  prepare  for  the  coming  fiscal  year.  We  are  making 
every  effort  to  maintain  a  quality  program,  but  it  is  getting  extremely  difficult. 
Our  students  will  soon  feel  the  effects  of  outdated  texts,  limited  supplies  and 
failing  equipment,  but  most  of  all,  they  will  begin  to  suffer  from  the  cuts  in 
teaching  staff  that  are  inevitable  without  more  funding.  Our  entire  staff  has 
been  very  creative  and  dedicated  in  finding  ways  to  compensate.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  such  a  highly  qualified  team  of  administrative,  teaching  and 
support  staff.  It  is  only  with  the  support  of  the  town  that  we  will  be  able  to 
continue  to  provide  our  students  with  the  education  they  need  to  succeed. 

West  Bridgewater  should  be  proud  of  its  students  and  their  accomplish- 
ments. Education  has  always  been  a  top  priority  for  its  citizens  and  we  are  sure 
it  will  continue  to  be  so.  As  a  Committee  we  are  grateful  for  the  continued 
support  and  cooperation  of  all  the  town  departments.  We  look  forward  to 
serving  the  children  and  the  community  in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

My  sixth  town  report  as  your  School  Superintendent  is  written  during  a 
time  of  financial  crisis.  As  of  this  writing,  the  State  is  deadlocked  somewhere 
between  reducing  their  own  expenditures  and  raising  taxes.  It  is  very  clear  tht 
the  schools  and  town  will  suffer  set-backs  of  unparalleled  magnitude  if  a 
solution  is  not  found  by  the  time  of  Annual  Town  Meeting.  If  additional  cuts 
are  made,  we  will  be  considering  a  reduction  of  10  to  15  teachers  in  addition  to 
a  further  reduction  of  textbooks,  supplies,  and  equipment. 

Enrollment  projections  continue  to  show  a  drop  to  below  400  students  in 
our  7-12  grade  enrollment  by  1992.  The  final  report  of  our  Declining 
Enrollment  Committee  stressed  (1)  flexibility  of  scheduling,  (2)  establishment 
of  a  six-day  cycle,  (3)  maintenance  of  current  staffing  levels,  and  (4) 
announcement  of  all  extra-curricular  opportunities. 

We  have  completed  replacing  the  roof  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School 
and  half  of  the  High  School.  With  this  work,  our  roofs  should  be  in  good 
condition  for  the  next  several  decades.  We  were  able  to  complete  a  limited 
number  of  maintenance  projects  because  of  the  significant  decrease  in 
resources.  Indeed,  purchase  orders  have  been  curtailed  since  Thanksgiving  and 
there  is  no  relief  in  sight. 

The  High  school  has  been  awarded  continued  accreditation  by  the 
Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  The  Commission  commended  the  school  for  the  high 
student  morale  resulting  from  the  dedication  of  the  staff  and  administration  to 
the  students  and  the  school,  the  extensive  involvement  of  parents  with  the  staff 
and  administration,  and  the  development  of  curriculum  maps  to  serve  as  a 
basis  for  curriculum  development  and  evaluation.  The  excellent  student/ 
counselor  ratio  and  the  recent  building  improvements  which  include  an 
updated  security  system,  new  lighting  and  ceilings,  painting  in  various  areas  of 
the  school  and  refinished  lockers  were  also  commended  by  the  Commission. 

Within  the  next  two  years,  the  following  recommendations  must  be 
addressed: 

•  review  the  existing  school  goals  to  ensure  that  they  not  only  communicate 
clear  priorities  and  directions  for  the  school  but  also  challenge  students 
and  staff  to  excel. 

•  establish  a  committee  of  faculty,  administration,  department  coordinators, 
and  the  Curriculum  Coordinator  to  implement  a  process  that  enhances  the 
development  and  evaluation  of  course  objectives  that  are  consistent  with 
school  goals. 
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•  establish  a  committee  of  faculty,  department  coordinators,  the  curriculum 
coordinator,  and  the  administration  to  examine  the  effect  on  instruction 
of  heterogeneous  grouping  practices  in  the  school  and  provide  appropriate 
professional  development  opportunities  to  address  identified  needs. 

•  develop  and  implement  a  procedure  that  ensures  the  use  of  information 
from  test  results  to  improve  curriculum,  instruction  and  student  placement. 

•  address  immediately  the  implications  of  the  general  school  population 
using  the  health  room  with  its  one  unlockable  toilet  as  the  only  lavatory 
available  to  students  during  much  of  the  school  day. 

•  increase  vocational,  personal  and  career  counseling  for  non-college  bound 
students  beginning  at  the  Junior  High  School  level,  and 

•  place  all  audiovisual  equipment  and  materials  under  the  control  of  the 
library/  media  center. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  achieved  many  noteworthy  accomplish- 
ments. We  have  (1)  worked  with  the  Police  Department  in  establishment  of 
Project  DARE,  a  drug  and  alcohol  awareness  program  for  students  in  the 
elementary  schools,  (2)  established  a  Student  Awareness  Program  at  the 
secondary  school,  (3)  continued  to  have  a  very  high  rate  of  students  passing  the 
State  Basic  Skills  tests,  (4)  expanded  an  Honors  Program  to  the  Junior  High 
School,  (5)  involved  over  200  student  athletes  in  interscholastic  sports,  (6) 
established  a  Peer  Education  Program  at  the  High  School,  and  (7)  began  a 
complete  review  of  the  School  Committee's  policies  for  the  school  system. 

It  is  important  to  note  the  valuable  help  of  our  committees,  School 
Improvement  Councils,  the  Parent-Teacher  Organization  for  providing 
numerous  programs  and  presentations  in  the  performing  arts  area,  and  to  the 
local  Lions  Club,  Kiwanis,  and  Rotary  for  offering  a  variety  of  programs  and 
services  to  our  young  people. 

In  addition  to  our  academic  achievements,  the  many  accomplishments  of 
our  athletic  program  should  be  acknowledged.  It  is  always  a  source  of  pride  to 
have  so  many  exceptional  teams  come  from  the  West  Bridgewater  school 
system.  Few  districts,  of  any  size,  can  field  teams  that  are  of  a  consistently  fine 
caliber. 

In  conclusion,  it  remains  a  privilege  for  me  to  serve  as  your  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.  The  next  several  years  will  be  exceptionally  difficult;  the 
continued  cooperation  of  all  town  departments,  committees,  administrators, 
teachers,  parents,  students,  and  residents  in  an  effort  to  make  this  a  better 
school  system  is  a  source  of  great  help  and  inspiration.  We  will  continue  to 
move  ahead,  cope  with  the  problems,  and  emerge  as  a  stronger  school  system.

CURRICULUM  REPORT 


As  has  been  true  for  at  least  the  past  five  years,  curriculum  remains  the 
main  focus  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Schools. 

Curriculum  is  defined  as  everything  which  is  taught  in  the  schools.  At  the 
Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  all  students  in  grades  K-3  are  instructed  in 
Reading,  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  Science,  Social  Studies,  Music,  Art 
and  Physical  Education.  This  year  we  have  added  Health,  instructed  by  the 
school  nurse  and  funded  by  a  State  Health  Education  Grant.  In  addition,  third 
grade  students  may  qualify  for  inclusion  in  "Kaleidoscope,"  the  school's 
program  for  the  academically  able.  Enrichment  programs  bringing  outside 
groups  into  the  school  have  been  funded  by  the  P.T.O.,  exposing  the  students 
to  an  array  of  dramatic  and  educational  presentations.  Remedial  programs  in 
Reading,  Chapter  I  and  far-reaching  Special  Education  programs  ensure  that 
students  of  all  academic  needs  have  been  met. 

The  Howard  School,  grades  4-6,  has  the  same  variety  of  instructional 
disciplines,  and  serves  the  needs  well  of  developing  adolescents.  The  Howard 
houses  the  school  system's  flagship  program  for  the  academically  able,  TOP 
HAT,  and  is  continuing  its  computer  program,  also  the  first  in  the  school 
system.  This  year  a  team  of  three  teachers  and  the  Howard  School  Principal 
have  taken  part  in  a  National  Science  Foundation  grant,  introducing  more 
physics  and  earth  science  instruction  into  the  public  schools. 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School,  grades  7-12,  has  implemented  many 
curriculum  changes  during  the  school  year.  The  junior  high,  7-8,  has  initiated 
an  honors  program  and  the  senior  high,  9-12,  has  moved  from  a  seven  to  an 
eight  period  day.  This  expansion  has  allowed  the  school  to  begin  to  explore 
new  course  offerings  in  all  of  the  disciplines.  It  also  has  allowed  the  school  to 
expand  the  course  requirements  in  Mathematics  and  Science  from  two  to 
three,  which  matches  the  Social  Science  graduation  requirement.  The  English 
department  has  a  five  year  graduation  sequence. 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  awarded  a  continued  accreditation 
by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  after  their  team 
visited  the  school  in  1989.  The  self-evaluation  conducted  by  the  staff  and 
administration  in  curriculum  was  well  received  by  the  visiting  team,  with 
curriculum  maps  and  manuals  being  cited  as  evidence  of  fine  work. 

Curriculum  review  and  revision  is  not  stagnant  but  requires  constant 
action.  The  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  can  be  certain  of  the  interest  all  of  the 
schools  take  in  the  school  curriculum  and  the  work  they  will  continue  to  do  in 
serving  the  community's  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROSE  L.  MacDONALD  SCHOOL 


Presently  there  are  325  students  enrolled  in  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald 
School,  K-3.  Our  population  has  remained  stable  since  last  year,  though  all 
projections  indicate  growth  through  the  mid-90's. 

Classrooms  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  are  self-contained, 
meaning  the  students  spend  the  majority  of  the  school  day  with  their  assigned 
homeroom  teacher  for  the  major  CORE  curriculum  areas  of  Reading, 
Language,  Spelling,  Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science. 
This  year  we  have  implemented  a  new  Health  program. 

Students  meet  once  each  week  with  the  Art,  Music,  Library  Science  and 
Physical  Education  specialists  who  instruct  them  in  these  important  areas. 
Third  grade  students  who  meet  established  criteria  have  the  option  of  enrolling 
in  our  Gifted  and  Talented  program,  Kaleidoscope. 

Throughout  the  school  year  each  child's  program  is  periodically  assessed 
and  when  appropriate,  needed  changes  are  made.  Students  that  are 
expeiencing  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  whether  it  be  academic,  social,  and/ or 
emotional,  are  provided  extra  help  through  our  Reading/ Language  Arts 
department,  Special  Needs  department,  Chapter  I  program,  and/ or  Counsel- 
ing department. 

Language  Arts  instruction  (meaning  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and 
compositional  skills)  continue  to  be  given  top  priority  at  all  grade  levels.  The 
emphasis  in  Reading  at  the  primary  level  is  on  the  skills  involved  in  learning  to 
read.  In  all  grades  students  utilize  a  series  of  reading  textbooks  referred  to  as 
basal  reader  programs.  In  conjunction  with  the  basal  readers,  students  are 
provided  with  high  quality  literature,  plays,  and  poetry  through  our  paperback 
book  selections  and  the  school  library.  In  addition,  students  in  grades  K-3  are 
involved  in  an  array  of  State,  Regional  and  National  Reading  projects. 
Students  are  involved  in  the  "Partners  in  Excellence"  program  in  which 
individual  classes  could  win  sets  of  World  Book  Encyclopedias. 

Through  a  state  Health  Education  Grant  we  were  able  to  expand  the  role 
of  our  school  nurse,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  to  be  our  prime  health  instructor. 
The  program  is  designed  not  only  to  teach  students  safety  and  proper  nutrition 
but  also  to  help  develop  the  personal  skills  needed  to  make  the  proper 
decisions  regarding  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco  as  they  face  those  issues  in  the 
future. 

Our  Silver-Burdett  Science  program  is  a  nationally  respected  science 
series  and  encompasses  both  in-class  academic  exercises  and  lab  experiences. 
We  have  fully  adopted  the  Graphic  Learning  Social  Studies  program,  K-3,  and 
other  social  studies  concepts  are  reinforced  through  literature  and  teacher- 
created  activities. 
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This  year  has  been  one  in  which  the  focus  has  been  placed  upon 
Mathematics.  We  have  had  joint  teacher  in-services  with  the  Raynham, 
Bridgewater  and  East  Bridgewater  Schools,  hosted  the  Center  for  Innovation 
in  Education  to  discuss  "Math  Their  Way"  and  "Math:  A  Way  of  Thinking," 
been  awarded  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Teacher  Association  entitled 
"West  Bridgewater:  Manipulating  Mathematics,"  and  have  teachers  attending 
courses  and  workshops. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  academic  and  specialized  areas  as  described 
above,  students  are  offered  a  wealth  of  highly  specialized  programs  — 
programs  that  speak  to  the  needs  of  particular  students.  Remedial  and 
enrichment  Reading,  field  trips  and  theatrical  productions  are  but  some  of  the 
extra  programs  run  during  the  school  year.  Our  rejuvenated  Parent-Teacher 
Organization  has  again  done  an  outstanding  job  of  arranging  enrichment 
programs  and  purchasing  needed  education  equipment  and  materials.  And  for 
our  fourth  year  we  have  been  running  "Mr.  J's  Super  Students"  awards  for 
students  who  have  shown  great  effort  in  their  classes. 

Rose  L.  MacDonald  has  a  School  Improvement  Council  which  allocated 
monies  awarded  by  the  state  and  our  third  graders  were  tested  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  in  basic  skills. 

Committees  made  up  of  parents  and  staff  have  been  established.  Our 
"Math  Matters"  Committee  has  been  working  on  at-home  projects  in 
Mathematics  for  parents,  our  Kindergarten  Committee  is  styding  our 
Kindergarten  curriculum  as  we  move  to  a  more  developmentally-based 
program,  our  Discipline  Code  Committee  has  been  working  on  the  establishing 
of  new  standards  of  behavior  at  Rose  L.  MacDonald,  and  our  Grading 
Committee  has  been  meeting  to  study  our  guidelines  for  grading  students  in 
the  various  disciplines  at  different  grade  levels. 

Parent  volunteers  are  involved  with  students  and  staff.  Volunteers  assist 
with  clerical  tasks,  help  supervise  specialized  activities,  and  in  some  cases 
provide  small  group  instructional  help.  All  volunteers  are  to  be  thanked  for 
their  dedication. 

The  dedicated  staff  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  is  to  be 
complimented  for  the  outstanding  job  they  do  in  nurturing  and  teaching  West 
Bridgewater's  most  important  resource:  its  future,  its  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOWARD  SCHOOL 


Presently,  the  Howard  School,  Grades  4-6  has  an  enrollment  of  237  students  -an 
increase  of  eight  students  from  last  year. 

Daily,  students  receive  instruction  in  Reading,  Language,  Spelling,  Handwriting, 
Mathematics,  Social  Science,  and  Physical  Science.  As  students  progress  from  Grade  4 
to  Grade  6,  they  move  from  a  self-contained  classroom  program  to  a  more 
departmentalized  program.  In  this  way,  we  attempt  to  group  students  of  similiar 
abilities  for  their  major  academic  subjects. 

Each  students  progress  is  periodically  assessed  and  if  his/her  performance 
indicates  a  need  then  changes  are  made  in  placement.  Students  experiencing  major 
difficulties  whether  it  be  academic,  social  and/ or  emotional  are  provided  extra  help 
through  a  number  of  departments  -  Reading,  Language  Arts,  Special  Needs,  Chapter  I, 
Counseling. 

Weekly,  students  receive  instruction  in  the  specialized  areas  of  Art,  Computer 
Literacy,  Library  Science,  Physical  Education,  and  Vocal  Music.  For  those  students 
who  have  an  interest,  the  following  are  available:  instrumental  music  lessons,  school 
band,  chorus  presentations,  and  intramurals. 

Health  education  is  an  addition  to  each  child's  program  Grades  4-6  this  school 
year.  Weekly,  students  receive  a  half  hour  of  health  instruction. 

In  September  an  Open  House  was  held  -  this  was  an  opportunity  for  parents  to 
become  familiar  with  their  childs  daily  academic  program.  Parental  conferences  are 
held  in  the  spring  and  fall  -  with  report  cards  being  sent  home  four  times  a  year. 

This  year,  students  in  Grade  6  are  involved  in  a  17  week  substance  abuse  program 
called  DARE  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education).  The  program  is  designed  to  equip 
children  with  the  necessary  social  skills  to  resist  the  pressure  to  begin  using  drugs. 

A  half-day  a  week  gifted  program  (TOP  HAT)  is  provided  for  those  students 
Grades  4-6  who  have  demonstrated  high  academic  ability  in  their  regular  classroom. 

Throughout  the  school  year  staff  and  students  become  involved  in  various 
incentive  programs.  These  programs  are  an  attempt  to  encourage  students  to  become 
more  academically  oriented  with  the  hope  that  academic  activities  such  as  leisure 
reading,  writing  etc.  will  become  lifetime  activities.  Some  of  the  programs  we  have 
participated  in  this  year  are:  World  Book  Reading-Partners  in  Excellence,  Book  It- 
reading  program  sponsored  by  Pizza  Hut,  Geography  Bee-Nation  Geographic  Society, 
Writer  of  the  Month,  Literary  Journal,  Very  Important  Student-Effort  Award,  and 
Trade-a-Book  Day. 

Students  are  also  involved  in  a  Student  Council  and  the  Howard  School  store. 

The  PTO  (Parent  Teachers  Organization)  through  its  fundraising  activities 
provides  the  students  with  various  enrichment  programs  -  programs  that  the  school 
cannot  afford  to  fund. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  personnel  associated  with  the  Howard  School 
for  the  fine  cooperation  and  assistance  received  during  the  past  year.

JUNIOR/SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

The  Art  Department  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Cynthia  Bucacci  and  Miss 
Carole  Meyer.  Both  instructors  hold  a  Masters  Degree  in  art  education. 

This  year  Bridgewater  State  College  held  an  invitational  art  show  for  area 
high  school  art  students.  Several  of  our  students'  works  qualified  for  the 
exhibition  held  in  the  Wallace  Dean  Gallery  at  the  college,  namely:  Stacie 
Beals,  Scott  Rohnstrom  and  Chris  Pratt. 

Art  awards  were  received  from  the  National  Scholastic  Art  Competition: 
Chris  Pratt  won  regional  and  state  awards;  Stacie  Beals,  Michelle  Tibbetts, 
Eva  Marcotte  and  Kristen  Malinsky  won  regional  awards.  All  winning  art 
works  were  on  exhibit  at  the  Visitors  Center  at  the  Plimouth  Plantation  in 
Plymouth  in  January. 

Art  shows  are  held  annually.  The  Fall  and  Spring  Exhibits  are  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Parent-Teacher  Conferences.  The  Senior  Art  Exhibit  is 
held  in  late  May  and  the  public  is  invited. 

Though  our  staff  are  the  motivators,  mentors  and  advocates,  the  true 
stars  are  the  West  Bridgewater  talented,  hard-working  students.  Students 
expend  much  time  and  energy  developing  their  works  but  without  the 
commitment  and  unfailing  support  received  through  the  years  by  the 
administration  and  school  committee,  the  art  program  would  not  remain 
strong  and  viable  .  .  .  for  this  the  staff  and  students  are  grateful. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  ART  PROGRAM 

The  Junior  High  School  Art  Program  serves  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
students.  Each  Junior  High  homeroom  particpates  in  the  Fine  Arts  Program 
for  one  quarter.  Students  meet  five  times  a  week,  and  explore  the  principles  of 
design,  drawing  in  perspective,  painting  and  printmaking. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Junior  High  Classroom  Challenge,  the  Junior 
High  Art  Department  during  the  month  of  October,  conducts  the  "Great 
Pumpkin  Contest."  All  Junior  High  students  are  encouraged  to  be  as  creative 
as  possible  by  decorating  as  real  pumpkin. 

ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  goals  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  and  intramural  programs  are 
to  develop  skills,  values,  and  attitudes  along  with  a  competitive  spirit  which 
will  enable  our  students  to  take  their  place  in  todays  active  fast-paced  society. 
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Our  Athletic  department  should  not  be  thought  of  as  an  entity  in  itself,  but  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  total  educational  experience. 

An  added  goal  of  our  athletic  programs  has  surfaced  in  light  of  the  user 
fees  being  established  and  the  fact  of  our  ever  changing  society  offering  our 
children  many  choices.  That  goal  is  to  keep  as  many  students  as  possible  in  our 
athletic  programs  so  they  will  not  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  these 
programs. 

During  the  1988-1989  school  year,  there  were  some  526  students  involved 
in  the  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  and  Intramural  programs.  Three  hundred 
sixty-two  student  athletes  represented  West  Bridgewater  in  some  230  Varsity, 
Junior  Varsity,  Freshman  and  Junior  High  contests.  During  the  1988-1989 
school  year,  there  were  164  students  involved  in  the  intramural  program  which 
included  the  activities  of  volleyball,  basketball,  weight-training  and  junior  high 
recreational  games. 

The  1988-1989  school  year  again  proved  to  be  a  very  successful  one  for  the 
West  Bridgewater  Athletic  teams.  The  following  teams  made  the  State 
Tournaments:  Field  Hockey,  Soccer.  The  following  teams  were  League 
Champions:  Girls  Basketball,  Boys  Basketball,  Girls  Cross  Country,  Girls 
Track,  Boys  Track,  Baseball  and  Softball. 

We  can  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  teams  as  well  as  the 
individuals  on  the  teams.  We  at  West  Bridgewater  are  lucky  enough  to  have  a 
coaching  staff  that  is  second  to  none.  They  work  long  and  hard  hours  to 
accomplish  the  goals  of  our  athletic  programs,  combining  this  with  the  drive 
and  spirit  of  our  student  athletes  is  what  helps  to  make  our  athletic  programs 
at  West  Bridgewater  excel. 

It  is  often  asked  "What  values  are  derived  from  athletic  participation?". 
Aside  from  the  obvious  physical  values,  the  West  Bridgewater  Student  learns 
the  meaning  of  sportsmanship,  cooperation,  and  commitment.  These  lessons 
are  among  the  most  important  to  be  learned  by  the  young  people  of  today. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High  School  Business  Department 
currently  services  178  students  grades  9-12. 

Mrs.  Gail  Callahan,  Business  Coordinator  was  named  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Business  Education  Directors;  Association  Board  of  Directors. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  the  Business  Department  was  successful 
in  securing  Federal  funding  —  this  time  for  two  new  IBM  computers. 

All  total  the  Business  Department  now  houses  15  IBM  computers. 
Teachers  throughout  the  high  school  donated  copies  of  various  software 
programs.  Six  IBM  Wheelwriter  3  Electronic  Typewriters  were  purchased.

These  machine  replaced  six  Silver  Reed  Ex  50's  that  were  purchased  with 
Federal  funds. 

The  NEASC'S  report  commended  the  Business  Department  for  it's  use  of 
new  software  to  the  greatest  extent  possible. 

Finally,  the  Business  Department  now  has  a  cost-free  working  relation- 
ship with  Southeastern  to  repair  our  remaining  Radio  Shack  Model  III  and  IV 
computers. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1988-89  school  year,  the  English  Department  continued  to 
update  materials  and  curriculum. 

The  NEASC  accreditation  report  commended  the  English  Department 
for  its  "revision  of  curriculum  that  has  retained  the  strength  of  a  traditional 
English  program"  and  also  for  the  "two  electives  in  composition  for  advanced, 
average,  and  remedial  students." 

Jennifer  Rice  and  Becky  Pierson  represented  WBHS  in  The  Lions  Club 
Youth  Competition.  Jennifer  Rice  won  the  Zone  Competition. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1988-89  school  year,  the  Guidance  Department  continued  to 
assist  students  in  developing  their  ability  to  make  decisions  about  personal, 
social,  career  and  educational  issues.  Educational,  vocational,  and  personal 
counseling  was  provided  on  an  individual  and/  or  group  basis  to  students  in 
grades  one  through  twelve. 

Various  curriculum  programs  were  provided.  Incoming  fourth  and 
seventh  graders  became  more  familiar  with  facilities  and  policies  by 
participating  in  orientation  programs.  Classroom  workshops  were  imple- 
mented at  the  elementary  level  relative  to  sexual  growth/ development, 
academic  development  issues,  study  skills,  responsibility  and  positive  attitude 
in  the  classrooms.  A  unit  on  Career  Education  was  presented  to  all  eighth 
graders  as  well.  Homeroom  Challenge  was  coordinated  to  foster  student  and 
faculty  morale,  and  to  increase  participation  and  enthusiasm  by  all  participants 
in  the  junior  high  school.  A  variety  of  tests  continued  to  be  administered 
systemwide. 

The  Peer  Education  Program  at  the  high  school  generated  a  positive 
impact  over  the  school  year  by  sponsoring  Edie  Was  Here,  American 
Smokeout  activities,  drinking  and  driving  activities,  as  well  as  providing 
assistance  with  Health  Department  sponsored  programs. 
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1989  was  a  memorable  year  for  awards  which  included:  a  National  Award 
from  the  Citizen's  Scholarship  Foundation  of  America;  four  Massachusetts 
Commonwealth  Scholars;  another  senior  was  nominated  to  receive  the  Robert 
C.  Byrd  Honors  State  Scholarship  Award;  participation  in  the  summer  P.C.C. 
Advanced  Studies  Program  at  Bridgewater  State  College;  and  participation  in 
the  "Talent  Search"  sponsored  by  CTY  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Scholarships  totaling  over  $59,000.00  were  awarded  to  graduates  and 
former  graduates  of  West  Bridgewater  High  School.  The  funds  were  raised 
through  the  efforts  of  the  local  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation.  The  total 
also  represents  contributions  from  the  Horace  Howard  Aid  Fund,  local 
businesses,  social  organizations,  memorial  scholarships,  private  contributions, 
and  trust  funds. 

The  Class  of  1989  decided  upon  various  pursuits  after  graduation.  Sixty- 
two  percent  of  the  class  was  planning  on  continuing  their  education  after  high 
school. 

FRENCH  DEPARTMENT 

The  1989  school  year  for  the  French  classes  was  highlighted  by  a  four  day 
trip  by  bus  to  Quebec,  Canada.  Approximately  80  French  students  partici- 
pated. 

Some  of  the  activities  included  visits  to  St.  Anne  de  Beaupre,  St.  Morency 
Falls,  and  a  French-speaking  high  school.  Students  had  a  treasure  hunt 
through  Old  Quebec  and  participated  in  an  evening  of  roller  skating. 

The  students  sampled  various  French  foods  at  wonderful  restaurants.  In 
particular  was  a  restaurant  at  an  old  farmhouse.  After  dinner  everyone 
participated  in  some  traditional  folk  dancing. 

HEALTH 

Physicals  for  Fall  Athletics  were  held  in  August  and  September.  Dr. 
Arthur  P.  Carriere  performed  the  physicals.  The  turn-out  was  great  as  is  the 
usual  custom. 

Confidential  information  was  distributed  to  members  of  the  faculty  and 
staff  the  day  before  school  opened  so  as  to  acquaint  the  faculty  with  students 
that  could  have  any  specific  medical  or  emotional  problems.  In  the  case  of 
vision  and  hearing  problems,  preferential  seating,  by  the  teacher,  may  be 
arranged  for  the  student  prior  to  the  opening  of  school. 

Handicaps,  diabetes  and  epilepsy,  to  name  a  few,  and  their  special 
instructions  to  the  faculty  are  included.  This  confidential  information  is 
updated  as  needed. 
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Students  have  all  been  immunized  according  to  the  Massachusetts 
Immunization  Law.  Updating  the  T/D  boosters  is  done  each  year  through 
school  clinics  or  by  the  student's  private  physicians. 

We  were  all  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  school  physician,  Dr.  Joseph 
Calitri,  who  served  as  school  physician  for  many  years.  We  will  truly  miss  him. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  1989-1990  school  year  has  been  a  time  of  great  growth,  development, 
and  excitement  of  the  Health  Education  Department.  The  excitement  began  in 
September  when  we  were  one  of  only  six  schools  in  Southeastern  Mass.  to 
receive  a  State  Department  Comprehensive  Health  Education  Grant.  This 
grant  is  to  last  for  a  three  year  period  if  funded  by  the  state  and  is  for  $39,000 
per  year. 

This  school  year  was  also  marked  by  the  organization  of  a  health  advisory 
board  who's  role  it  is  to  help  guide  the  direction  of  the  health  program  as  well 
as  oversee  the  grant  and  it's  implementation.  The  advisory  committee  is  made 
up  of  a  number  of  community  members,  including  clery,  doctors,  policemen, 
teachers,  parents,  nurses,  firemen,  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  health.  Listed 
below  are  the  major  goals  of  the  program.  These  goals  were  developed  by  the 
committee  and  are  based  on  needs  assessments  done  by  the  teachers,  parents, 
and  the  students  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Major  Goals 

A.  The  major  goal  of  our  program  is  to  prepare  the  students  and  the  staff 
at  West  Bridgewater  to  meet  the  health  related  demands  and  pressures 
in  todays  society.  Our  direction  in  health  education  is  toward 
providing  proper  information,  analyzing  the  concepts  of  conflicting 
information  and  providing  the  skills  necessary  so  that  the  individual 
may  eventually  make  favorable  decisions  which  are  felected  in  his  /  her 
daily  practices.  Health  should  be  understood  as  the  ability  of  the 
individual  to  function  at  maximum  levels  within  the  environment  so 
that  he  /  she  is  capable  of  achieving  a  fuller,  richer,  and  higher  quality 
of  life. 

B.  The  leading  causes  of  death  in  today's  society  for  those  people 
between  the  ages  of  15-24  are  accidents-homicide-suicide,  with  the 
leading  cause  of  death  of  the  total  population  being  heart  disease.  A 
majority  of  all  causes  of  death  can  be  directly  related  to  LIFESTYLE. 
It  is  our  belief  that  through  health  education  we  can  significantly  help 
to  reduce  these  frightful  statistics  over  which  we  do  have  some 
control. 

Future  Program  Development  and  Needs: 

It  is  our  plan  to  continue  to  develop  and  implement  the  goals  that  we  have 
already  established  as  well  as  to  continually  evaluate  and  assess  the  needs  of 
the  population  we  are  serving.  As  new  needs  are  recognized  we  will  try  to 
address  them  in  a  positive  professional  manner. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Home  Economics  Department  has  successfully  grown  and  broadened 
in  enrollment  and  scope  with  a  43%  increase  in  the  high  school  population. 
Courses  offered  are  Life  Skills  I  and  II,  Singles  Living  and  Chefs,  plus  child 
care  and  development.  The  courses  include  a  wide  range  of  subjects  such  as 
consumer  economics,  personal  and  family  relationships,  nutrition,  food 
preparation,  housing,  parenting  and  development  and  care  of  children. 
Students  receive  first  hand  experience  working  with  preschool  children  in  a 
nursery  school  program. 

The  Junior  High  program  has  been  restructured  to  accommodate  one- 
fourth  of  each  grade,  five  days  a  week  for  one  term  to  provide  a  more 
productive  and  purposeful  program.  The  curriculum  includes  teenage  buying 
practices  and  guidelines,  advertising,  nutrition,  food  preparation,  safety  and 
creative  uses  of  fabrics  and  decorating  clothing. 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

Students  in  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  worked  closely  with  the 
Booster's  Club  to  help  construct  the  snack  bar  last  spring. 

The  Drafting  II  class,  under  the  supervision  of  Gene  Mozzone,  designed 
the  building  and  the  roof  trusses.  The  Wood  Shop  classes  built  the  roof  trusses 
as  part  of  their  class  responsibilities. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Again  this  year,  the  results  of  the  state  mandated  basic  skills  test  reflect 
favorable  on  mathematics  education  in  West  Bridgewater  schools.  The  results 
clearly  show  that  the  basic  concepts  of  mathematics  are  taught  in  West 
Bridgewater.  According  to  this  state  test,  there  is  no  minimum  competency 
problem  in  West  Bridgewater.  This  conclusion  agrees  with  the  results  of  the 
California  Achievement  Tests. 

Generally,  the  California  Achievement  Test  is  administered  each  year  to 
all  junior  high  and  elementary  students.  The  results  are  used  not  only  for 
another  view  of  minimum  competency  but  also  for  more  general  curriculum 
assessment.  Since  it  is  administered  to  all  students,  it  is  used  to  more  closely 
examine  any  problems  which  are  pointed  to  by  the  other  state  test:  The 
Curriculum  AssessmentTest.  Since  the  Curriculum  Assessment  Test  uses  a  very 
small  group  of  students  to  test  each  concept,  the  results  of  this  test  can  give  an 
inaccurate  picture.  This  year,  both  tests  indicate  that  West  Bridgewater  is 
generally  doing  well. 
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MY  TURN 


Massachusetts  Teenage  Unemployment  Reduction  Network,  (MY 
TURN,  INC.)  is  a  new  program  this  year  at  West  Bridgewater  High  School. 
This  is  a  private,  non-profit  corporation  designed  to  equip  career  bound  high 
school  seniors  with  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  self-esteem  necessary  to  make  a 
successful  transition  from  school  to  work. 

The  program  was  welcomed  into  the  High  school  by  the  administration, 
faculty,  and  students.  There  are  21  students  currently  enrolled  in  the  two  year 
program.  The  first  year  provides  classroom  instruction  covering  career 
awareness,  employment  seeking  skills,  job  retention,  and  personal  finance.  The 
2nd  phase  of  the  program  provides  follow-up  services  for  a  year  after 
graduation,  to  ensure  the  success  of  each  student. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  has  undergone 
great  change  over  the  past  year.  The  most  significant  being  the  cutting  of  all 
high  school  music  ensembles. 

The  Junior  High  band  and  chorus  began  the  school  year  preparing  for 
concerts  at  the  Joy  Center  and  the  Howard  School.  These  events  were  enjoyed 
by  all. 

All  Junior  High  students  take  general  music  five  times  a  week  for  nine 
weeks.  The  emphasis  here  is  on  developing  listening  skills. 

Thanks  to  the  Arts  Lottery  and  the  PTO,  students  in  grades  five  through 
eight  had  the  unique  opportunity  to  experience  firsthand  the  opera  Carmen. 
The  Brown  Bag  Opera,  specializing  in  bringing  scaled  down,  age  appropriate 
opera  experience  to  schools  in  Greater  Boston,  played  to  enthusiastic 
audiences  on  April  10th. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Junior  High  Science  Fair  Exhibits  held  during  the  fall  and  spring 
were  a  great  success  with  many  of  the  projects  reflecting  student  ingenuity  and 
hard  work.  Winners  from  the  8th  grade  were:  1st  —  Tim  Santry,  2nd  —  Jill 
Metcalf,  and  3rd  —  Jeremy  Winchell.  7th  grade  winners  were:  1st  —  Melissa 
Johnson,  2nd  —  Tracy  Bellevue,  and  3rd  —  Janet  Muckenthaler. 

Some  of  the  more  interesting  class  sessions  included  a  brain  dissection,  a 
trip  to  the  Mass.  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  construction  of  a  whale  skeleton,  a 
trip  to  the  Museum  of  Science,  and  an  ecological  coastal  field  studies  program. 

The  inclusion  of  a  3rd  year  of  science  as  a  future  graduation  requirement 
has  strengthened  our  program,  and  hopefully  will  instill  an  awareness  in  the 
student  as  to  the  importance  of  science,  not  only  as  a  high  school  subject,  but 
also  in  our  everyday  lives. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Social  Science  Department  continues  to  research  and  implement 
effective  classroom  techniques  in  order  that  our  students  may  better 
understand  the  ever-changing  pluralistic  world  in  which  they  live. 

"Cursed  Tennets,"  a  play  concerning  the  strife  between  Plymouth's 
colonial  government  and  the  Society  of  Friends  (Quakers),  adherents  of  a  new 
strain  of  religio-social  dissent  who  arrived  from  England  around  1650  and 
made  many  converts  to  their  doctrines  or  "CURSED  TENNETS,'  '  as  the 
Puritans  called  them  was  presented  to  Grade  8  students  on  Monday, 
December  4,  1989.  The  play  combined  many  court  sessions  in  order  to  present 
several  aspects  of  the  problem  in  one  representative  trial.  All  the  characters 
really  existed  and  appeared  in  court  in  Plymouth  at  different  times.  This 
program  was  generously  sponsored  by  the  West  Bridgewater  P.T.O. 

During  the  1988-89  school  year  Junior  High  School  students  participated 
in  the  first  annual  National  Geographic  "GEOGRAPHY  BEE."  The  Grade  7 
winner  at  the  local  level  was  Matt  McAuley  who  went  on  to  compete  at  the 
State  Level.  The  program  was  run  by  seventh  grade  Geography  teacher  Mr. 
Ronald  C.  Broman.  The  Geography  Bee  was  again  held  this  year.  The  winner 
was  Ronald  C.  Broman,  a  7th  Grade  student. 

At  the  Senior  High  School  level,  Grade  1 1  and  12  Social  Science  students 
participated  in  this  year's  VOICE  OF  DEMOCRACY  contest.  A  three  minute 
speech  was  prepared  on  the  topic  "WHY  I  AM  PROUD  OF  AMERICA." 
The  contest  at  the  local  level  was  judged  by  High  school  Principal  S.  Erick 
Benson,  Mrs.  Anne  M.  Kelley,  Ms.  Wendy  Marber,  Ms.  Janice  Ricciardelli, 
Mrs.  Elaine  Peckham,  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Reese.  Our  winner  was  Rebecca 
Pierson,  Class  of  1990. 

On  Tuesday,  November  7,  1989  (Election  Day),  a  school-wide  election 
was  held  in  order  to  elect  West  Bridgewater's  representative  for  Massachusetts 
Student  Government  Day.  The  winner  of  this  election  was  Derek  Hofmann 
and  the  alternate  was  Jennifer  Spadea.  Both  students  will  attend  several 
workshops  to  be  held  throughout  the  school  year  in  order  to  prepare  for  their 
part  in  Student  Government  Day  on  April  6,  1990. 

On  Friday,  December  15,  1989,  interested  Senior  students  visited 
Bridgewater-Raynham  Regional  High  School  to  participate  in  a  forum  with 
United  States  Senator  John  Kerry.  Nine  other  area  school  districts  were 
represented,  each  district  being  allowed  to  ask  two  (2)  questions  dealing  with 
national  and  international  issues. 

Earlier  this  year  Mr.  Broman 's  Sociology  classes  completed  a  unit  on 
Deviant  Behavior  culminating  in  a  field  trip  to  MCI  Plymouth,  and  a  unit  on 
Cultural  and  Ethnic  Backgrounds  with  a  field  trip  to  New  York  City  where 
students  visited  Harlem,  the  lower  East  Side,  and  the  West  Village.  This 
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Spring,  in  association  with  the  unit  on  Social  Stratification  students  will  visit 
and  tour  the  Newport  Mansions. 

Also,  it  is  with  immense  pride  that  the  Social  Science  Department 
announces  that  Mr.  Scott  Asack  (Class  of  1989),  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donald 
G.  Asack,  was  awarded  the  South  Shore  Council  for  the  Social  Studies 
STUDENT  OF  THE  YEAR  AWARD.  Scott  wrote  an  essay  in  which  he 
discussed  the  following  two  issues:  (a)  What  has  been  your  most  important 
contribution  to  the  social  studies?  and  (b)  What  have  you  gained,  and/ or  what 
has  been  the  most  important  lesson  you  have  learned  from  your  participation 
in  social  studies  classes?  Scott  competed  with  all  participating  schools  on  the 
South  Shore  and  was  honored  at  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  South  Shore 
Council  for  the  Social  Studies  on  Wednesday,  May  10,  1989.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

It's  hard  to  believe  that  I'm  writing  my  second  annual  report  for  the 
Special  Education  Department  of  West  Bridgewater.  Time  seems  to  pass  even 
more  quickly  in  education  because  you  continually  face  is  progress  through  the 
growth  and  development  of  our  children  .  .  .  and  how  fast  they  grow. 

The  department  has  made  steady  progress  toward  our  goal  of  ensuring 
quality  and  cost-effectiveness  in  the  services  and  programs  we  provide  to 
students.  Unfortunately,  as  a  result  of  the  state's  fiscal  crisis,  the  town  is  now 
faced  with  budgetary  constraints  that  have  already  necessitated  the  elimination 
of  our  summer  Sped  language  and  reading  programs.  We  can't  continue  to  use 
our  funds  to  provide  supplemental  and/ or  enrichment  services  when 
mandated  services  and  programs  are  being  reduced  to  the  "bare  bones."  We 
will  consider  reinstating  these  programs  in  the  future  when  and  if  our  resources 
and  needs  allow. 

Our  department  is  presently  undergoing  a  state-mandated  three-year 
evaluation  of  all  services,  programs  and  procedures  in  Special  Education 
within  our  system.  Our  goal  is  to  utilize  the  results  to  develop  a  long-range 
plan  for  Special  Education  service  delivery  in  West  Bridgewater  over  the  next 
few  years.  We  are  also  clinically  evaluating  psychological  services  within  the 
system  in  an  effort  to  better  meet  increased  student  need  effectively  and  cost-efficiently.

Throughout  these  evaluations,  we  are  gathering  more  evidence  and 
feedback  that  the  collaboration  efforts  of  regular  and  special  education  staff  to 
maintain  students  in  regular  ed  settings,  as  well  as  create  opportunities  to 
re-integrate  special  ed  students  into  the  "mainstream"  are  showing  significant 
results.  In  each  of  the  schools,  all  staff  and  administrators  have  devoted  much 
extra  time  and  energy  individualizing  programs  for  students,  consulting  with 
parents  and  specialists,  and  looking  for  creative  ways  to  combine  and  share 
our  limited  resources.  The  results  can  be  seen  in  the  number  of  students  who 
are  meeting  with  success  in  their  individual  educational  plans  and  thereby 
decreasing  overall  time  spent  in  special  education,  as  well  as  the  decrease  in  the 
total  number  of  students  being  served  this  year  by  special  education  in  and  out 
of  the  system  (specific  figures  will  be  provided  later  in  this  report). 

Some  examples  of  our  efforts  include: 

•  The  second  year  of  the  integration  plan  for  three  multi-handicapped 
students  into  our  kindergarten  and  first  grade  classrooms. 

•  Team  design  of  highly  individualized  special/ regulared  programs  for 
severely  learning  disabled  students  at  the  MacDonald  and  Howard 
schools. 

•  Successful  integration  of  students  into  the  high  school  Alternative 
Program  and  continued  achievement  of  students  already  participating 
in  this  program. 

These  accomplishments  could  not  be  realized  without  the  tremendous 
efforts  of  regular  and  special  ed  staff  and  administrators.  Without  their 
commitment  and  diligence,  these  students  would  otherwise  be  considered  for 
out-of-district  placements,  which  would  remove  them  from  their  community 
educational  system  and  significantly  increase  the  cost  of  their  education. 

This  year  we  also  received  a  technical  assistance  grant  from  the 
Department  of  Education  that  provides  funds  to  support  our  efforts 
integrating  low-incidence  multi-handicapped  students  into  our  public  schools. 
The  money  is  being  used  for  staff  training  and  time  for  staff  to  develop 
modified  curriculums  and  materials  for  these  students. 

In  the  area  of  in-service  training,  we  have  also  provided: 

•  staff  training  in  the  area  of  psychological/ counseling  services 

•  staff  training  in  behavior  management  skills 

•  staff  training  in  Chapter  766  pre-referral  policies  and  evaluation  of 
our  internal  pre-referral  procedures  within  each  school 

•  training  in  Sped  transportation  procedures/ policies 
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•  training  activities  dealing  with  transitional  planning  for  Sped  students 
entering,  moving  through  or  leaving  our  school  system 

•  training  for  School  Committee  in  Chapter  766  regulations  and 
procedures 

The  Special  Ed  Department  has  continued  to  work  with  our  Parent 
Advisory  Council  (PAC)  on  developing  the  council's  organizational  structure 
and  planning  activities  to  meet  the  needs  of  parents  whose  children  receive 
specil  ed  services.  Efforts  are  underway  to  strengthen  the  linkage  between 
parents,  community  and  schools. 

As  a  member  school  system  of  the  READS  Collaborative,  we  are  working 
with  READS  staff  and  administration  in  the  following  areas: 

•  refining  and  expanding  student  evaluation  services  and  program 
offerings  for  low-incidence  studsent  populations  in  our  region 

•  developing  early-childhood  programs  within  the  southeast  region 

•  developing  and  sharing  in-service  training  programs  within  the  region 

•  investigating  the  viability  of  instituting  a  regionalized  transportation 
program  that  member  districts  could  utilize  for  transporting  their 
special  ed  students  within  their  school  systems  and  to  out-of-district 
programs.  The  future  benefits  of  transportation  collaboration  within 
our  region  could  be  increased  cost-effectiveness  and  efficiency  of 
coordinating  services. 

Presently,  our  department  coordinates  all  transportation  services  for 
special  education  students  within  our  schools  and  those  attending  out-of- 
district  programs.  Transportation  of  this  kind  is  a  major  undertaking  that 
requires  an  inordinate  amount  of  time,  energy,  patience  and  good  humor  on 
the  part  of  the  special  ed  office  staff  and  transportation  personnel.  Their 
dedication  and  ability  to  provide  efficient  and  safe  transportation  for  our 
students  deserves  our  praise  and  support. 

Currently,  we  are  providing  Sped  services  and  programs  to  181  studsents, 
ages  3  to  22  years  old.  Of  this  group,  11  are  presently  in  programs  outside  of 
our  school  system.  At  this  time  last  year,  we  were  providing  for  a  total  of  195 
students  and  since  the  first  few  months  of  the  ^9-^0  school  year,  the  number 
of  students  in  outside  placements  has  decreased  from  14  to  11.  These  changes 
have  occurred  as  a  result  of  increased  integration  efforts,  student  achievement 
of  special  education  goals  and  objectives  and  student  transfers  to  other 
districts. 
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In  summary,  Special  Education  has  continued  to  provide  quality  services 
and  programs  to  the  children  of  West  Bridgewater  even  during  a  time  of 
diminishing  resources  and  budgetary  constraints.  In  order  for  our  community 
to  maintain  a  balance  between  quality  education  and  costs  as  we  move  on  in 
these  difficult  times,  the  community  will  need  to  work  even  more  closely  with 
the  schools  to  support  these  efforts. 

I  encourage  parents  and  community  people  to  share  their  ideas  and 
suggestions  with  me  and  the  staff  and  to  feel  free  to  contact  me  directly  with 
any  concerns  or  needs  that  they  may  have.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 


DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  Committee  voted  unani- 
mously to  voluntarily  reduce  their  FY  90  budget  from  an  increase  of  5.43%  to 
2.5%.  This  reduction,  totalling  $215,000.00,  placed  a  severe  hardship  on  the 
school  district,  however,  the  School  Committee  was  aware  of  local  Cherry 
Sheet  reductions  for  the  eight  towns  and  the  City  of  Brockton. 

In  cooperation  with  state  and  local  human  service  agencies,  Southeastern 
Technical  Institute  is  providing  post-secondary  educational  programs  to  adults 
who  are  dislocated  workers,  single  parents  and  women  who,  after  a  long 
absence  from  the  world  of  work,  are  returning  to  the  job  market.  In  addition  to 
the  six  daytime  post-secondary  programs,  Dental  Assistant,  Medical  Assistant, 
Medical  Laboratory  Technician,  Electronic  Technology,  Licensed  Practical 
Nursing  and  Computer  Programming,  a  new  two  year  evening  Practical 
Nursing  Program  enrolling  twenty  students  will  be  implemented  in  January  of 
1990.  A  new  open  ended  Office  Technology  Program  utilizing  computer 
assisted  instruction,  data  entry,  word  processing,  database  and  spread  sheet 
instruction  began  in  September. 

In  keeping  with  its  philosophy  of  providing  quality  educational  programs, 
Southeastern 's  MLT  Program  was  awarded  a  two  year  certification  by  the 
Committee  on  Allied  Health  Education  and  Accreditation. 

An  evening  Diesel  Mechanics  Program  was  initiated  with  the  help  of  a 
$50,000.00  Federal  Grant  that  was  awarded  to  fund  and  equip  this  innovative 
project. 

Curriculum  revision  and  staff  development  continue  to  improve  the 
quality  of  instruction.  Many  staff  members  have  participated  in  the  evaluation 
process  of  other  vocational  schools  in  anticipation  of  the  upcoming  evaluation 
of  Southeastern  Regional  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges,  Inc. 

Computer  instruction  and  the  use  of  word  processing  has  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  English  Program.  The  Business  Department  is  also  using 
new  computer  software  to  teach  typing.  Mathematics  courses  designed  to 
develop  and  reinforce  basic  skills  and  to  provide  practical  applications  of 
mathematical  principles  have  been  introduced  this  past  year. 

Participation  in  student  organizations  continues  to  increase.  Thirty 
students  belonging  to  the  Distributive  Education  Club  of  America  competed 
successfully  with  other  vocational  students  at  the  regional  and  state  levels. 
Also,  three  Vocational  Industrial  Club  of  America  students  were  selected  to 
compete  at  the  national  level  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma. 
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Southeastern  offers  twenty-four  high  school  vocational  training  programs 
and  six  Technical  Institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1988, 
1273  students  were  enrolled  in  the  high  school  and  1 12  post-secondary  students 
were  enrolled  in  the  Technical  Institute. 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  $7,554,454  total  budget  consists  of  3.20%, 
representing  44  students. 

In  June  1989,  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  graduated  253  students.  Guidance  Department  records  indicate  that 
92%  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1989  were  placed  either  in  full-time  jobs  or 
had  elected  to  further  their  education. 

Federal  grants  from  a  variety  of  sources  were  used  to  offset  equipment 
costs.  Federal  vocational  grant  funds  were  used  to  purchase  plumbing  supplies, 
a  robot,  diagnostic  electronic  equipment,  and  a  laser  printer  for  the  Graphic 
Arts  Department.  Special  Education  funds  were  used  to  support  our  Chapter 
766  Program.  Chapter  II  funds  were  used  to  purchase  computers.  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant  funds  were  used 
to  purchase  academic  and  vocational  supplies. 

The  school  district  also  received  an  energy  grant  from  the  Common- 
wealth's Executive  Office  of  Energy  Resources.  These  funds  were  used  to 
retube  our  boilers  and  replace  over  five  thousand  fluorescent  lights  and 
ballasts. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of  conducting  its 
educational  programs  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  district.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  superintendent  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Highway  Department,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  1989  annual  town  report  highlighting  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  department. 

Resurfacing  Type  1-1: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Highway  Department  completed  Thayer 
Avenue  for  a  distance  of  842  feet  including  loaming  and  seeding.  The  entire 
length  of  Union  Street  was  resurfaced,  loamed  and  seeded.  A  3,360  foot 
section  of  Manley  Street,  which  was  in  deplorable  shape,  due  largely  to  the 
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amount  of  truck  traffic  and  the  lack  of  a  good  solid  sub  base,  was  repaired 
temporarily  by  shaping  and  leveling.  Our  plans  for  this  coming  spring  are  to 
repair  sections  of  Copeland  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  as  well  as  to  crack-fill 
approximately  eight  miles  of  Town  roadways. 

New  Construction: 

New  construction  plans  under  Chapter  90,  State  Aid,  are  to  complete 
West  Street  from  Manley  Street  to  the  Easton  town  line.  This  scope  of  work 
will  consist  of  installation  of  622  feet  of  12  inch  concrete  pipe,  eight  catch 
basins,  two  manholes,  2  feet  of  box  widening,  leveling  and  shaping,  and 
resurfacing  with  2  inches  of  top  for  a  distance  of  3,643  feet  by  24  feet. 

Drainage: 

The  men  of  the  Highway  Department  repaired  nine  catch  basins  due  to 
salt  deterioration.  A  drainage  project  on  Copeland  Street  is  on  hold  due  to  the 
lack  of  funds. 

Snow: 

The  hired  contractors  and  the  four  men  of  the  Highway  Department  have 
done  an  outstanding  job  of  keeping  your  roads  plowed  and  sanded  throughout 
the  winter  months.  We  would  again  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their 
continued  efforts  and  cooperation  in  observing  the  winter  parking  ban  in  effect 
and.  keeping  their  vehicles  off  the  roadways  to  facilitate  plowing. 

Maintenance: 

All  roads  were  swept  once  by  our  street  sweeper;  643  basins  were  cleaned; 
all  73.5  miles  of  street  lines  were  painted.  The  skating  pond  located  behind  the 
police  station  was  cleaned  and  readied  for  winter  recreation.  Many  pot  holes 
were  cut  out  and  repaired  with  hot  mix.  Three  large  sections  of  sidewalks  were 
repaired  due  largely  to  automobiles  parking  on  them.  As  you  know,  the  garage 
roof  has  deteriorated  and  is  scheduled  for  replacement  this  year.  It  will  become 
more  and  more  difficult  to  maintain  the  Town  without  sufficient  manpower  on 
this  department.  The  four  men  on  this  department  have  a  total  of  seventeen 
weeks  vacation  time  taken  over  the  summer  months  when  the  majority  of 
maintenance  is  scheduled.  The  department  thus  downgrades  to  three  men  or 
two  men  if  sick  time  occurs.  There  are  presently  136  miles  of  two-sided 
roadways  in  our  Town  to  maintain.  This  is  nearly  an  impossible  task  with  such 
a  small  crew.  Surrounding  communities  reflect  double  to  quadruple  the 
manpower  to  accomplish  the  same  scope  of  work. 

Transfer  Station: 

Last  May,  the  Town  implemented  its  contract  with  SEMASS  at  a  cost 
savings  of  approximately  $100,000.  In  the  future  we  will  be  researching  the 
feasibility  of  recycling  materials  at  the  transfer  station  for  an  even  more 
efficient  operation.  The  sticker  fee  was  increased  by  the  Selectmen  to  help 
defray  the  operating  costs  of  the  transfer  station.  The  cost  for  the  first  sticker  is 
$10.00  and  each  additional  $2.00,  upon  presentation  of  a  vehicle  registration  to 
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verify  a  West  Bridgewater  address.  The  men  of  the  Highway  Department,  on  a 
rotating  basis,  have  done  a  commendable  job  of  operating  the  transfer  station. 

I  wish  to  express  my  pleasure  with  the  high  quality  performance  level 
given  by  the  four  highway  men  under  extreme  conditions.  I  should  also  like  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Administrative  Assistant  and  individuals 
for  their  continued  support  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1989. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  292,370,400  gallons  of  water  was  pumped.  This 
is  25,641,106  gallons  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount  for  any 
one  day  was  June  3  with  1,533,600  gallons  being  pumped.  The  largest  month 
was  June  with  34,653,000  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week  was  June  21  with 
7,343,100  gallons  pumped. 

With  292,370,400  gallons  of  water  pumped  plus  874,556  gallons  bought 
from  Easton,  a  total  of  293,244,956  gallons  of  water  was  used.  This  makes  a 
daily  average  usage  of  803,410  gallons. 

Sixteen  new  services  were  installed  bringing  our  total  to  2,346  services. 

During  the  past  year  the  Water  Department  has  been  involved  in 
replacing  the  water  meters  throughout  the  Town.  At  the  end  of  this  year  we 
hope  to  have  all  meters  replaced  so  that  they  can  be  read  from  the  outside  of 
the  house  reducing  the  number  of  estimated  readings  and  improving  the 
accuracy  of  our  billing.  After  all  meters  are  replaced  we  will  begin  replacing 
10%  of  the  system's  meters  each  year  to  maintain  the  greatest  accountability 
for  the  water  being  pumped. 

During  this  year  the  Water  Department  built  two  new  wells;  one  on  Cyr 
Street  and  one  on  Norman  Avenue.  The  Norman  Avenue  well  was  built  to 
replace  the  40  year  old  well  that  has  become  plugged  over  the  years.  The  Water 
Department  staff  has  built  and  piped  much  of  the  well  system  saving  the  Town 
thousands  of  dollars  in  construction  costs.  The  two  new  wells  should  help  to 
relieve  the  pumping  burden  on  the  existing  well  system. 
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In  the  fall  of  this  year  the  Water  Department  set  out  to  explore  for  water 
in  two  new  locations.  One  was  between  Matfield  Street  and  East  Center  Street. 
This  area  was  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  municipal  use.  The  second  area  was 
that  of  the  Robery  Farm  on  North  Elm  Street.  This  area  proved  to  be  an 
exceptional  site  for  water  bearing  material.  A  pump  test  was  run  and  our 
engineers  estimate  the  area  could  support  a  300  gallon  per  minute  well  or  series 
of  wells.  The  farm  has  been  purchased  by  the  Town  and  will  be  protected  for 
future  water  use  as  our  community  grows. 

Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily  after  every  severe  storm  and 
after  all  power  failures.  A  total  of  444  hours  of  overtime  was  spent  in 
emergency  leaks  and  maintenance. 

During  the  year  156  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  made  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  for  bacterial 
elements.  All  reports  were  most  satisfactory  showing  it  to  be  of  highly 
acceptable  quality  and  free  from  bacterial  elements.  Analysis  of  sodium 
concentration  in  our  water  averaged  16  milligrams  per  litre  for  1989  allowing 
us  to  meet  the  state  regulation  of  a  maximum  of  20  milligrams  per  litre.  We 
also  ran  individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants 
in  our  water  and  none  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  feel  1989  has  been  a  very  successful  year  and  we  in  the  water 
department  are  finishing  the  task  of  catch  up  between  production  capability 
and  demand.  The  Manley  Street  well  still  needs  some  upgrading,  but  we  feel 
we  can  meet  the  demands  we  anticipate  in  the  next  few  years.  Now  with  this 
goal  met,  we  are  looking  to  secure  enough  water  for  the  future  and  make  sure 
the  land  is  protected  so  that  the  water  will  be  available  when  the  Town  needs  it 
to  expand  its  tax  base. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when 
requested  and  most  importantly  all  the  townspeople  who  have  supported  us  in 
reaching  our  goals.

Again  this  year  we  thank  the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and 
our  Public  Health  Nurse  for  running  the  clinics  on  blood  pressure  and  blood 
sugar  screening,  TB  testing  and  flu  shots.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  is  available 
every  first  and  third  Tuesday  from  1 1:30  A.M.  until  12:30  P.M.  at  our  office  in 
the  Town  Hall. 

The  Veterinary  clinic  for  rabies  shots  for  cats  and  dogs  was  well  received. 

We  were  very  happy  to  be  able  to  join  a  consortium  of  area  towns  that 
enabled  us  to  offer  two  hazardous  waste  days  this  year.  We  hope  to  continue 
these  increasingly  important  collections. 

Lastly,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Health  Inspector  for 
handling  all  the  day  to  day  work  that  allows  our  Board  to  function.  The 
ongoing  restaurant  and  food  handling  inspections,  septic  site  inspections  and 
follow-up  visits  and  calls  on  public  health  complaints  received  by  the  Board 
are  not  seen  in  yearly  reports  such  as  this  but  are  essential  to  the  public  health 
of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1989. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957 
and  is  now  composed  of  23  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

1989  was  a  year  when  overall  mosquito  production  was  higher  than 
normal.  The  timing  and  amounts  of  rainfall  were  nearly  optimal  for  the  most 
bothersome  mosquito  species.  Every  single  month  from  April  through 
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September  had  above  normal  rainfall.  Trap  collections  of  flood-water 
mosquitoes  were  far  greater  than  ever  before,  significantly  exceeding  1988 
which  had  been  the  record  year.  In  our  operating  area  efforts  aimed  at 
immature  larval  mosquitoes  were  successful,  but  could  not  keep  up  with 
spreading  populations.  More  and  more  reliance  had  to  be  placed  on  ultra  low 
volume  spraying  to  reduce  adult  mosquito  populations  to  tolerable  levels.  All 
sprayers  and  trucks  operated  well  and  almost  no  time  was  lost  to  breakdowns. 
Employees  pitched  in  and,  when  needed,  overtime  was  carried  out. 

The  threat  of  the  mosquito  transmitted  disease  Eastern  Equine  Encephali- 
tis (EEE)  was  low  in  1989.  There  was  some  concern  that  this  season's  outbreak 
of  EEE  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  states  might  spread  northward.  Some  stepped-up 
spraying  was  carried  out.  No  horse  or  human  cases  occurred.  Virus  was 
recovered  from  bird  feeding  mosquitoes.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this 
Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below. 
While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  West  Bridgewater  residents. 

Insecticide  Application:  4,688  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Aerial  Application:  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before 
the  leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  West 
Bridgewater  this  year  we  aerially  larvicided  480  acres. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was  less  than 
three  days. 

Water  Management:  During  1989  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  700  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and 
winter. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  fcr 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or 
any  other  matters  of  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRIDGEWATER 
VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Now,  more  than  ever  before  health  care  is  vitally  important  to  the  people 
of  West  Bridgewater  as  they  endeavor  to  cope  with  mandated  cuts  in 
reimbursement  for  all  health  care  services.  The  significant  cuts  in  health  care 
support  have  increased  financial  responsibilities  for  the  Bridgewater  Visiting 
Nurse  Association. 

Early  discharge  of  patients  and  the  therapeutic  value  of  the  home  setting 
have  contributed  to  an  increased  use  of  our  home  health  care  services.  The  one 
nurse  staff  of  1902  with  limited  service  hours  of  the  early  days  has  increased  to 
a  supervisor/ administrator,  five  registered  nurses,  six  home  health  aides  and 
four  therapists  serving  seven  days  a  week  from  8  a.m.  to  9  p.m. 

During  the  1989  fiscal  year  our  agency  provided  the  following  services:

Community  services  have  included  participation  in  the  Health/ Fitness 
Fair,  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program,  Cancer  and  Cholesterol  Screenings. 
Twenty-four  Red  Cross  Baby  Sitting  Classes  have  been  conducted.  Monthly

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  RAPE  CRISIS  CENTER 

The  Rape  Crisis  Center  offers  a  24-hour  hotline,  crisis  intervention, 
medical  and  legal  advocacy,  individual  and  group  counseling  services  to 
residents  of  West  Bridgewater  who  are  survivors  of  sexual  assault,  their 
families  and  friends.  Our  services  are  extensive.  We  work  closely  with  local 
hospitals  and  police  to  guarantee  that  every  rape  survivor  gets  the  best 
treatment  possible.  We  are  the  only  rape  hotline  available  in  Plymouth 
County.  The  crime  of  rape  is  a  personal  tragedy  which  creates  an  immediate 
trauma  for  the  entire  family.  Our  services  are  designed  to  deal  with  the  effects 
of  this  devastating  experience. 

We  do  not  believe  that  a  survivor  of  rape  or  incest  should  pay  for  services. 
We  depend  heavily  on  communities  such  as  West  Bridgewater  to  defray 
expenses.  In  West  Bridgewater  we  have  helped  four  rape  survivors,  her  family 
and  friends  and  answered  16  hotline  telephone  calls. 

We  also  offer  community  education  programs  to  church  and  civic  groups 
in  the  hope  that  public  awareness  of  rape  and  incest  will  contribute  to  rape 
prevention. 

24-HOUR  HOTLINE:  The  hotline  provides  24-hour  counseling  to 
victims  and  their  significant  others.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

"Growth"  is  a  one  word  description  of  the  Council  on  Aging  during  the 
1989  fiscal  year.  Not  only  has  the  over  sixty  population  grown  to  be  twenty- 
five  percent  of  the  Town's  total  population,  but  the  Senior  Citizens  now  out 
number  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  our  public  schools.  The 
majority  of  our  seniors  are  very  active  and  vital  people.  A  growing  number  of 
our  seniors  need  the  support  and  services  that  the  Council  on  Aging  can 
provide.  This  enables  them  to  continue  to  be  independent  in  this  complex  and 
increasingly  costly  way  of  life.  As  times  become  more  difficult,  there  are  often 
many  problems  of  life  that  sometimes  cannot  be  coped  with  and  this  is  where 
the  Council  on  Aging  has  had  to  intervene.  Due  to  budget  constraints  the 
Council  on  Aging  has  had  to  be  more  creative  in  providing  needed  services 
with  less  money. 
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Several  new  services  were  initiated  in  1989.  In  April,  the  Council  on  Aging 
along  with  the  assistance  of  Dunnington  Super  Drug  and  the  Brockton 
Community  Schools  initiated  the  "Vial  of  Life"  Program.  Vial  of  Life  is  a 
small  plastic  bottle  taped  to  the  upper  right-hand  shelf  of  the  refrigerator.  It 
contains  information  concerning  names  of  residents,  doctors,  next  of  kin, 
medical  problems  and  medications  used.  A  red  decal  is  placed  on  the  outside  of 
the  refrigerator  to  alert  emergency  personnel  that  the  information  is  available. 
All  materials  were  donated  by  Dunnington  Super  Drug  and  the  Brockton 
Community  Schools. 

In  cooperation  with  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Health,  the 
Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Council  on  Aging  a  monthly 
health  clinic  is  provided  at  the  senior  center. 

In  October,  the  Council  on  Aging's  monthly  newsletter  "Capen  Caller" 
went  to  press  once  again  and  is  now  published  and  mailed  monthly  to  the 
Town's  elders.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  very  effective  way  for  the  Council  on 
Aging  to  reach  more  of  the  senior  citizens  of  the  community.  This  year,  for  the 
first  time,  the  Council  on  Aging  is  offering  tax  assistance  to  its  senior  citizens. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  now  offering  "Telephone  Reassurance."  This 
offers  telephone  contact  for  those  persons  who  may  be  homebound,  isolated  or 
just  in  need  of  talking  to  an  understanding  peer.  This  service  is  provided  by  a 
Council  on  Aging  Senior  Aide.  Calls  may  be  as  frequent  as  once  a  day,  every 
other  day  or  once  in  a  while. 

Other  services  provided  are:  Employment  Volunteer  opportunities,  fuel 
assistance,  congregate  meals,  home  delivered  meals,  health  services,  food 
stamps,  handicapped  services,  home  care,  hot  lunch  program,  hospice,  housing 
issues  and  referrals,  legal  services,  tax  assistance,  library  services,  recreation, 
education,  telephone  reassurance,  transportation,  Vial  of  Life,  emergency  food 
bank,  surplus  commodity  foods,  hospital  equipment,  outreach,  information 
and  referral,  senior  citizen  identification  discount  cards,  senior  citizen  Bay 
State  Gas  discount,  flu  clinics,  eye  and  ear  screening,  podiatry  service,  carrier 
alert  program,  education  programs,  Thrift  Shop,  line  dancing,  quilting, 
ceramics,  walking  club,  bowling,  Senior  Citizen  Club  and  J.O.Y.  (Just  Older 
Youth  which  is  the  Council  on  Aging's  support  fund  raising  group)  and  the 
monthly  birthday  parties. 

Our  staff  is  efficient,  devoted  and  dedicated  in  all  aspects  of  their  job 
functions.  We  at  the  Council  on  Aging  believe  in  a  team  concept,  that  means 
we  all  work  together  to  promote  awareness  and  a  good  image  to  the 
community  through  a  positive  approach. 

The  Council  on  Aging  employs  nine  staff  people.  The  Elder  Services 
Director,  Kitchen  Manager  Cook  and  Assistant  Cook  are  funded  by  the  Town 
of  West  Bridgewater.  Three  Senior  Aides  who  provide  clerical  information  and 
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referrals,  transportation,  telephone  reassurance  and  outreach.  They  are 
salaried  through  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  Inc.,  which  administers  the 
Senior  Aide  Program  through  the  Department  of  Labor.  An  Elder  Service 
Corp  transportation  driver  who  receives  a  monthly  stipend  from  the  State 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  and  a  Kitchen  Aide  and  a  Clerical  Typist 
funded  by  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council  Youth  Employment 
Training  Program.  The  Council  on  Aging  in  cooperation  with  PIC  and  Reads 
Academy  have  been  able  to  provide  a  supervised  work  training  for  several 
Reads  Academy  students  and  these  students  have  been  and  are  a  valuable 
resource  for  the  programs  in  which  they  work.  The  most  valuable  part  of  our 
staff  are  the  many  volunteers.  They  are  our  "unsung  heroes"  and  the  reason  for 
our  success.  Their  combined  volunteer  hours  totaled  12,480  hours  in  1989. 
Their  pay  for  their  kind  services  figured  at  minimum  wage  totals  $98,956.00. 
We  are  very  grateful  that  these  people  consider  themselves  as  part  of  the 
Council  on  Aging  team. 

In  1989  we  were  successful  in  obtaining  several  grants.  The  Executive 
Office  of  Elder  Affairs  decided  not  to  fund  new  programs  with  Discretionary 
Grants.  Consquently,  the  Council  on  Aging  was  not  able  to  apply  for  a  Social 
Day  Care  Program,  as  planned.  We  were,  however,  granted  Formula  I  funds 
to  supplement  our  utility  costs  for  the  1989  year.  However,  we  received  a  ten 
percent  reduction  in  our  original  request. 

The  Arts  Lottery  Council  awarded  the  Council  on  Aging  two  grants.  In 
April,  with  these  funds,  we  purchased  a  portable  sound  system  for  the  theater 
group.  In  December,  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  complete  sound  system  for 
the  center  with  matching  funds  from  J.O.Y.  (Just  Older  Youth)  and  the  Arts 
Lottery  Council. 

There  are  many  people  whom  we  want  to  thank:  —  Dr.  Ronald  Gerhart, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the  interest  and  support  he  has  given  to  us  in  all 
of  our  endeavors. 

Our  three  day  a  week  nutrition  program  has  continued  under  the  School 
Lunch  Program  and  the  Council  on  Aging  sponsorship.  We  are  very  grateful 
to  Mrs.  Beverly  Reynolds,  School  Lunch  Director,  and  her  staff  for  their 
continued  cooperation  and  efforts  to  provide  our  seniors  with  nutritional 
meals  when  surplus  food  allocations  and  funding  are  in  short  supply. 

Thanks  to  Joe  Vallon  and  Gene  Pessanelo  for  their  assistance  in  our 
maintenance  emergencies.  Thanks  to  Donald  Newman,  Highway  Superinten- 
dent and  his  crew  for  clearing  snow  and  sanding  our  parking  lot,  making  it 
accessible  in  time  of  storms. 

Our  goal  for  the  coming  year  is  simple  and  uncomplicated.  It  is  to 
maintain  the  services  and  activities  already  in  place.  Basically  to  keep  our 
doors  open! 
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Many  thanks  to  all  of  the  West  Bridgewater  citizens,  businesses  and 
organizations  who  have  given  their  assistance  and  time  toward  making  1989  a 
successful  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY 
PLANNING  COUNCIL  AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency 
on  Aging  Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the 
Area  Agency's  activities  for  1989. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  acting  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging, 
is  responsible  for  administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older  Americans  Act 
in  the  twenty-three  communities  in  the  service  area.  The  Area  Agency  funds 
and  coordinates  a  wide  range  of  community,  in-home  and  nutrition  services 
through  local  Councils  on  Aging  and  other  elder  service  agencies.  In  addition, 
the  Area  Agency  periodically  conducts  surveys  to  identify  the  needs  of  elders 
and  to  develop  services  to  address  these  needs. 

During  this  year,  the  Area  Agency  conducted  a  comprehensive  needs 
assessment  survey  of  elders  in  the  entire  service  area.  Four  subgroups  of  the 
elderly  population  were  surveyed:  congregate  and  home  delivered  meal 
recipients,  elders  who  participate  at  senior  centers,  and  homebound  elders  who 
do  not  receive  home  delivered  meals.  A  total  of  1419  elders  were  surveyed.  The 
results  of  the  survey  were  compiled  for  each  community  and  for  the  entire 
region.  In  addition,  a  small  survey  of  nursing  and  rest  home  residents  was  also 
conducted  this  year. 

Several  regional  programs  which  provide  services  in  all  or  part  of  the 
service  area  received  funding.  Included  among  these  regional  programs  are  two 
programs  administered  by  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  —  The  Volunteer 
Transportation  Program  and  the  Nursing  Home  Ombudsman  Program.

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Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  administered  the  Emergency  Assistance  Program 
for  elders  with  extraordinary  needs  and  the  Minibus  Program  which  assisted 
elders  in  eight  communities  with  group  transportation. 

Other  regional  programs  funded  this  year  include  the  legal  assistance  for 
elders,  home  health  aide,  and  home-based  geriatric  mental  health  programs. 
Also,  several  programs  which  assist  elders  with  special  needs,  including  those 
who  are  deaf,  blind  and  physically  disabled,  were  funded. 

Nutrition  services  in  the  form  of  congregate  and  home  delivered  meals 
continued  to  be  funded  through  Title  III-C  monies  in  many  communities  in  the 
service  area.  These  nutrition  programs  play  an  integral  role  in  attending  to 
both  the  social  and  nutritional  needs  of  elders. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  member  communities,  specifically  the 
participation  and  involvement  of  the  members  of  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Advisory  Committee  and  officers,  Ms.  Barbara  Farnsworth,  Chairperson, 
Marshfield,  and  Ms.  Virginia  Murray,  Vice-Chairperson,  Plymouth.  The 
Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the 
many  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals 
who  have  assisted  the  Council.

In  the  course  of  the  year,  eleven  veterans  or  dependents  of  a  veteran  were 
assisted  with  financial  and  medical  assistance.  Forty-nine  veterans  or 
dependents  were  assisted  with  other  various  services. 

A  refund  in  the  amount  of  $77.55  was  received  from  Blue  Cross/ Blue 
Shield  and  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Two  V.A.  Pensions,  two  Compensation  and  one  Widows  Pension  forms 
were  filed  with  the  Veterans'  Administration  Regional  Office. 

As  in  the  past  a  quarterly  computer  match  was  sent  to  our  main  office  in 
Boston  to  check  the  accuracy  of  wage  information  given  by  veterans  and 
dependents  receiving  financial  benefits.  Appropriate  action  is  taken  against 
persons  in  receipt  of  benefits  to  which  they  are  not  entitled. 
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All  decisions  made  by  the  Veterans'  Agent  are  done  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  directives  set  forth  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELF  HELP,  INCORPORATED 

Self  Help,  Inc.  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's  anti-poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1989,  Self  Help  received  a 
total  funding  of  $9.6M  and  provided  direct  services  to  77,812  limited-income 
households  in  the  area. 

253  West  Bridgewater  residents  received  direct  services  totaling  $92,040 
during  the  program  year  1989. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,654,308  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human 
services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to 
mobilize  an  additional  $1,639,542  of  other  community  resources  such  as 
Commonwealth  Service  Corp.,  contributions  from  the  towns  and  volunteers. 
The  gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program  year  was  $1 1.3  Million 
Dollars! 

Self  Help  currently  employs  approximately  200  individuals,  many  of 
whom  are  of  limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/88  through  9/30/89  was  a  successful 
one  for  us  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  population.  We  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  town  volunteers  and  your  representative  to  our  Board  of 
Directors,  Mr.  Donald  Shurtleff,  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1989,  the  Trustees  directed  most  of  their  attention  to  the 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  new  library  and  working  with  the  Director 
on  operating  the  existing  library  under  a  reduced  budget. 

Because  of  site  drainage  problems  involving  D.E.Q.E.  intervention  and 
other  delays,  the  building  was  not  completed  in  the  Fall  as  anticipated.  Final 
completion  and  acceptance  by  the  Building  Committee  and  opening  cere- 
monies are  now  scheduled  for  the  Spring  of  1990.  The  Building  Committee  has 
done  an  excellent  job  in  managing  this  project  and  have  spent  long  hours  in 
meeting  with  the  architect  and  contractors  and  frequent  on-site  visits. 
Members  are:  Chairman  Paul  Galvin,  Vice-Chairman  Joseph  Flint,  Secretary 
Thomas  Snell,  Gary  Keith,  James  Grandfield,  Helen  Millet  and  Library 
Director  Beth  Roll  (ex-officio). 

In  the  Spring  of  1989,  we  were  awarded  a  grant  of  $187,000  for  our  new 
library  under  the  Massachusetts  Public  Library  Construction  Program. 
Unfortunately,  because  of  the  State's  fiscal  problems,  the  Governor  has 
declined  to  fund  this  program.  The  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  has 
informed  the  Trustees  that  this  grant  may  possibly  be  funded  in  fiscal  year 
1991. 

Added  site  preparation  and  other  costs  have  taken  some  of  the  money 
planned  for  furniture  and  equipment.  To  offset  this  and  to  conform  with  our 
original  intentions,  a  fund  raising  committee  was  established  with  Frederick 
McPeck,  Chairman,  Eugene  DeVine,  Rev.  Paul  Hanna,  Karen  Hoffman, 
Fiona  Miller,  Dr.  Florian  Muckenthaler,  Evelyn  Thayer,  Warren  Turner, 
Helen  Wood  and  the  Trustees.  Thanks  to  their  diligent  efforts  over  $50,000  has 
been  raised,  with  generous  gifts  still  being  received. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  their  support  and  assistance. 
Notable  was  the  fair  that  they  conducted  on  the  Howard  School  grounds  with 
the  cooperation  of  Principal  William  Jones.  We  are  grateful. 

Following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Trustees  responded  to  requests 
for  budget  reductions  because  of  cuts  in  State  aid  to  the  Town.  The  authorized 
budget  of  $160,998  was  reduced  to  $142,167  resulting  in  reducing  the  hours 
open  to  the  public  from  44  to  37,  temporary  staff  reductions,  fewer  book 
purchases  and  cuts  in  expense  items  and  special  programs. 
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We  look  forward  to  next  year  when,  despite  State  budget  deficiencies,  we 
will  enjoy,  along  with  the  townspeople  who  built  it,  a  great  cultural, 
recreational  asset,  our  new  library.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  TO  THE 
TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  library's  1989  highlights  are  the  new  library  building  construction, 
new  staff,  new  children's  programs,  and  special  additions  to  the  collection. 

During  the  year  construction  work  on  the  new  library  has  been 
progressing  although  there  has  been  some  delay  in  materials.  Everyone 
involved  eagerly  looks  forward  to  the  expansion  of  services  to  the  community 
in  the  new  and  larger  facility. 

The  library  presented  a  wide  variety  of  activities  for  young  people.  Story 
hours  were  given  for  3  through  5  year  olds  at  the  same  time  a  Young  Authors 
Club  commenced  for  ages  6  through  10.  The  California  Raisins  Reading  Club 
sponsored  by  the  California  Raisin  Advisory  Board  and  the  American  Library 
Association  attracted  the  interest  of  young  patrons  ages  6  through  1 1 . 
Children's  programs  included  the  "Hats  Off  to  Young  Readers"  Reading  Club 
involving  65  children  and  several  Mad  Hatter  tea  parties.  Entertainment 
throughout  the  year  were  the  Looking  Glass  Theatre,  Firefoot  and  Darkmoon, 
Renaissance  period  storytellers,  and  Steven  Ralph  King  who  presented 
personalized  short  stories  and  a  "bubbleology"  (blowing  bubbles  the  size  of 
hula  hoops)  to  the  delight  of  the  Reading  Club  children. 

Children's  materials  continue  to  be  a  very  important  part  of  the  library's 
focus.  Stuffed  animal  puppets  and  educational  children's  videocassettes 
circulated  to  patrons  for  the  first  time  this  year  have  become  popular  items.  At 
year's  end  the  library  offered  25  puppets  and  14  videotapes. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  participated  with  the  Children's  Librarian, 
Christine  Palmeiri,  in  holding  two  free  distributions  of  new  paperback  books 
through  the  national  Reading  is  Fundamental  (RIF)  Program.  West 
Bridgewater  children  ages  7  and  8  were  happy  to  receive  new  books  of  their 
own. 
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A  grant  was  received  from  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  federal 
money  to  set  up  a  separate  library  collection  at  the  Council  on  Aging  Senior 
Center.  Shelving,  large  print  books,  and  audio  cassette  tapes  were  purchased. 
This  outreach  library  service  is  open  to  all  who  use  the  Council  on  Aging 
services.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Joan  Johnson,  Director  of  the 
Council,  on  this  project. 

In  the  near  future  the  library  expects  to  provide  public  access  terminals 
for  expanded  services  by  becoming  a  full  member  of  the  Automated  Bristol 
Library  Exchange  (ABLE).  This  giant  step  is  now  possible  through  the  hope  of 
obtaining  LSCA  federal  funds  applied  for  in  a  grant  providing  for  expansion 
of  computers  and  programs  at  the  central  headquarters  in  Seekonk.  Local 
funds  for  terminals  and  services  rendered  would  be  required  to  complete  the 
automation  of  library  services.  Automation  of  circulation  and  cataloging 
offers  the  capability  for  patrons  to  search  the  holdings  of  the  entire  ABLE 
library  network  often  libraries.  Such  computerization  is  a  cost  effective  way  of 
improving  library  services  and,  above  all,  pleasing  our  patrons. 

The  support  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  is  very  much  appreciated.  They 
provide  needed  extras  and  interesting  programs.  The  Friends  applied  to  the 
Arts  Lottery  Council  and  were  approved  funds  to  purchase  five  museum 
passes  for  Boston  and  other  area  museums.  Thanks  also  to  the  volunteers  who 
give  freely  of  their  time  and  to  town  businesses  and  organizations  for  their 
support.  All  are  so  needed  to  give  our  patrons  the  level  of  service  we  want  to 
provide.  I  deeply  appreciate  both  the  hard  work  and  support  shown  by  the 
library  staff  and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Finally,  thank  you  to  our  patrons  for 
your  continued  support.

The  West  Bridgewater  Arts  Lottery  Council  meets  approximately  six 
times  per  year  to  decide  the  expenditure  of  funds  allocated  to  the  community 
by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council,  a  division  of  the  Massachusetts 
Cultural  Council.  Applications  are  available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  and  the 
Library.  Grants  are  awarded  to  individuals  and  organizations  dedicated  to 
promoting  apreciation  of  the  arts  and  humanities. 

This  year  grants  have  been  awarded  to  the  Friends  of  the  West 
Bridgewater  Library  for  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Peabody 
Museum,  the  Harvard  Museums,  Plimoth  Plantation,  and  several  programs 
which  are  planned  for  local  children  during  vacation  periods. 

The  W.B.A.L.C.  in  association  with  the  P.T.O.  presented  numerous 
programs  to  all  students  in  K-12.  Some  of  those  programs  included:  The 
Gerwick  Puppets  "Inside  the  Haunted  House,"  Plimoth  Plantation's  "Cursed 
Tennets,"  and  Scot  Cannon's  "Mime  to  Order." 

Assistance  was  given  to  the  Council  On  Aging  to  install  a  sound  system  in 
the  J.O.Y.  Center. 

The  students  in  the  R.E.A.D.S./C.LD.  were  able  to  attend  a  production 
of  "The  Velveteen  Rabbit."  Their  tickets  were  funded  by  the  Performing  Arts 
Student  Series.  High  School  students  will  attend  a  performance  of 
Shakespeare's  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  also  thru  the  P.A.S.S. 
program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  submit  a  report  for  the  1989  Summer 
Recreation  program. 

There  was  a  problem  with  whether  or  not  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
had  the  money  to  finance  a  summer  program.  Everything  was  held  in  a  state  of 
limbo;  hiring  summer  staff,  ordering  supplies  and  being  unable  to  give  out  any 
information  to  all  the  inquiring  phone  calls  and  public.  It  all  depended  upon 
the  outcome  of  the  Town  Meeting,  which  was  held  late  in  June  of  1989.  In  the 
twelfth  hour,  several  townspeople  got  up  and  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Summer 
Program  and  its  importance  to  the  youth  of  the  Town.  With  a  limited  amount 
of  available  funds,  a  small  budget  was  voted  to  the  Recreation  Committee. 

The  next  task  was  how  to  set  up  a  1989  Summer  Program  with  a  budget 
that  was  less  than  what  the  1988  Summer  Program  had  cost  to  run.  The 
Committee  met  at  several  long  meetings  with  the  Program  Director  Doreen 
Langer  and  Assistant  Director  Jeffrey  Metcalf.  After  much  discussion  it  was 
decided  that  we  could  still  provide  a  program  that  the  children  would  enjoy. 
There  were  a  few  changes  that  had  to  be  made  for  it  to  succeed:  first,  the 
program  was  shortened  from  six  weeks  to  four  weeks;  second,  field  trips  were 
limited  to  one  small  outing  and  the  popular  Rocky  Point  Day;  third,  for  the 
first  time  ever  a  registration  fee  of  five  dollars  had  to  be  charged.  The  latter 
change  was  not  one  that  we  were  comfortable  with,  but  we  had  no  other  option. 

On  July  12th  the  1989  Summer  Recreation  Program  opened  at  the  Rose 
L.  MacDonald  School  for  four  weeks.  The  program  ran  from  9:00  a.m.  to 
12:00  noon,  Monday  thru  Friday  for  all  children  in  grades  1-6.  The  children 
enjoyed  all  types  of  sports,  various  games,  and  many  art  activities.  A  Family 
Day  Picnic  was  held  where  Moms,  Dads,  brothers  and  sisters  could  come  visit 
and  see  the  program  in  operation.  The  program  ended  with  the  favorite  Rocky 
Point  Day  which  is  a  highlight  for  all  the  children. 

The  Recreation  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater,  Dr.  Gerhart,  the  School  Department,  the  School  Maintenance 
Department,  all  of  the  parents  who  bring  the  children  everyday  and  for  all  of 
the  people  who  lend  their  support  to  help  make  it  what  it  is  for  the  children  of 
our  Town,  West  Bridgewater  "Where  the  Kids  Come  First."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

Cooperative  Extension  is  located  on  High  Street,  Hanson  (on  the  grounds 
of  the  County  Hospital).  Cooperative  Extension  is  a  partnership  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  land-grant  college  —  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst  and  county  government.  It  is  a  nationwide  informal 
educational  program. 

County  Agents  are  specialists  in  programs  targeted  to  Agriculture  and 
Natural  Resources  and  Communities,  Families  and  Youth  (4-H). 

Staff  consists  of  a  director,  two  regional  agricultural  specialists,  a 
community  resource  development  specialist,  two  home  economists,  two  4-H 
agents  and  a  split  position,  4-H /home  horticulture.  In  addition,  Cooperative 
Extension  administers  a  federally  funded  nutrition  education  program,  the 
Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  (E.F.N.E.P.)  located  in 
Brockton.  This  is  staffed  by  a  nutrition  specialist  and  three  program  assistants 
who  deliver  educational  programs  to  families  with  limited  resources. 

Cooperative  Extension  agents  serve  the  public  through  planning  and 
conducting  educational  conferences,  workshops,  phone  call  consultations, 
field  visits  and  timely  newsletters. 

In  our  4-H  program  last  year  9,358  youth  were  enrolled  either  in  the  club 
programs  or  exposed  to  4-H  through  short-term  projects.  356  volunteers 
assisted  in  conducting  the  county  4-H  program. 

During  this  past  year  over  10,000  educational  publication  orders  were 
processed  by  the  county  office  staff.  Soil  pH  tests  were  done  for  307  county 
residents.  In  Plymouth  County  over  504  educational  outreach  programs  were 
conducted  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  its  168th  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  past  year,  1 990,  has  again  been  an  extremely  busy  one  for  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  In  addition  to  serving  the  Town  as  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and  the 
Appointing  Authority,  the  various  members  also  serve  as  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council,  the  Brockton  Area  Transit  Authority,  the  Plymouth  County  Advisory 
Board,  the  Plymouth  County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's 
Association.  The  members  of  the  Board  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  such 
volunteer  projects  as  the  Beautification  Committee,  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Memorial  and 
Veterans'  Day  celebrations,  Community  Day  and  many  other  activities.  Mrs.  Kinney 
continues  to  donate  many  hours  in  her  role  as  the  Town's  Parking  Clerk. 

The  state's  ongoing  fiscal  crisis  and  its  impact  on  local  aid  continues  to  be  a  major 
concern  for  the  Town.  As  of  the  date  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  it  appears  as  if  local  aid 
for  FY92  for  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  will  be  cut  by  approximately  $153,000.00.  This 
represents  a  nine  percent  (9%)  cut  from  the  level  of  state  aid  of  the  prior  fiscal  year  and,  when 
combined  with  the  virtual  absence  of  any  new  growth  revenue  during  FY9 1 ,  presents  the 
Town  with  a  severe  fiscal  challenge  for  the  upcoming  year.  The  goal  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  to  attempt  to  maintain  as  high  a  level  of  services 
for  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  as  is  possible  given  the  severe  fiscal  constraints  under 
which  the  Town  is  currently  forced  to  operate. 

The  past  year  saw  the  Town  enjoy  its  first  annual  Community  Day  on  June  16th.  Its 
success  was  the  result  of  the  joint  efforts  of  many  local  organizations  operating  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Joy  Center.  The  rides  and  amusements  were  enjoyed  by  many  local 
residents,  and  all  of  the  proceeds  were  donated  to  the  Town.  Local  residents  also  enjoyed  a 
band  concert  at  the  gazebo  last  summer  for  the  second  straight  year. 

Doris  Haight  left  her  position  as  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
on  August  3 1st  to  assume  the  position  of  Town  Administrator  in  the  Town  of  Kingston.  The 
Board  appointed  Mark  T.  Winer  to  succeed  her  on  September  1 8th.  Prior  to  coming  to  West 
Bridgewater,  Mr.  Winer  had  served  as  shared  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  Towns  of 
Hancock,  Florida  and  Savoy.  Last  year  also  saw  William  Turner  resign  as  Chairman  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  after  many  years  of  distinguished  service.  Mr.  Turner  was 
succeeded  by  William  Lucini. 

During  1990,  the  By-Law  Study  Committee  completed  its  work  on  the  revision  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town.  Several  years  of  hard  work  have  gone  into  the  creation  of  this 
document,  and  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the  committee  for  their 
efforts.  The  revised  By-Laws  will  be  presented  to  the  community  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
this  spring  for  approval. 
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On  May  6,  1990,  the  Town  witnessed  the  opening  of  its  new  library.  This  beautiful 
building  is  a  wonderful  addition  to  the  Town  and  a  significant  new  resource  which  all  Town 
residents  are  encouraged  to  utilize.  The  Board  would  like  to  congratulate  the  Library  Building 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  and  all  of  the  individuals  who  were  involved  in 
fundraising  efforts. 

This  past  year  saw  the  Selectmen's  office  file  comments  on  the  proposed  East 
Bridgewater  Integrated  Waste  Disposal  System  and  the  Route  24  Industrial  Center  with 
MEPA.  The  Board  also  filed  comments  on  the  proposed  River's  Edge  Condominium  Project 
on  Ash  Street  with  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Financing  Agency.  The  Board  will  continue 
to  make  whatever  efforts  are  necessary  to  preserve  the  quality  of  life  in  West  Bridgewater  and 
to  attempt  to  mitigate  the  adverse  effects  which  any  proposed  project  would  have  on  the 
Town. 

The  Board  would  again  like  to  extend  its  undying  gratitude  to  everyone  who  has 
contributed  their  time  and  financial  resources  to  the  Town.  There  continues  to  be  a  shortage 
of  volunteers  for  several  Town  boards  and  committees.  At  the  back  of  this  Annual  Town 
Report  is  a  form  which  may  be  completed  if  you  are  interested  in  serving  on  any  of  the  Town 
boards  or  committees. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  Town  employees, 
department  heads  and  board  and  committee  members  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 
During  these  difficult  fiscal  times,  they  have  put  forth  extra  effort  in  providing  the  citizens 
of  West  Bridgewater  with  quality  services.

Such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  enforcing  person  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  offender  whenever  practicable  in  acknowledgement  that  such  notice  has  been 
received. 

Section  2.  The  enforcing  person  shall,  if  possible,  deliver  to  the  offender  a  copy  of  said 
notice  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  violation.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  deliver  a  copy  of  said  notice 
to  the  offender  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  violation,  said  copy  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered 
by  the  enforcing  person,  or  by  his  commanding  officer  or  the  head  of  his  department  or  by 
any  person  authorized  by  such  commanding  officer  or  department  head  to  the  offender's  last 
known  address,  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  said  violation.  Such  notice  as  so  mailed  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice  and  a  certificate  of  the  person  so  mailing  such  notice  that  it  has 
been  mailed  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BY-LAW  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  By-Law  Study  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater  has  completed  its  work  relating 
to  the  updating  of  a  zoning  by-law  text  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater. 

The  Committee  met  regularly  every  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  during 
1990.  The  By-Law  Study  Committee,  working  in  concert  with  our  consultant,  Thomas 
Planning  Services,  embarked  on  a  five-phase  plan  to  study  and  make  relevant  changes  to  the 
existing  zoning  by-law.  We  established  and  completed  this  objective.  The  plan  consisted  of: 


Three  public  workshops  were  held  during  1989.  A  preliminary  revised  zoning  by-law 
text  was  presented  at  this  time.  Three  hundred  copies  of  the  manual  were  distributed  to 
townspeople  for  their  evaluation  and  information. 

Since  then,  the  By-Law  Study  Committee  has  very  carefully  studied  this  text.  Along 
with  the  recommendations  of  our  consultant  and  the  many  citizens  and  elected  officials  of  the 
town,  the  By-Law  Study  Committee  has  directed  its  efforts  towards  producing  a  zoning  by- 
law capable  of  realizing  the  present  needs  and  accommodating  the  future  needs  of  the  town. 

The  final  draft  of  the  proposed  zoning  by-law  was  completed  in  January  of  1991  and 
received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  By-Law  Study  Committee.  A  revised  zoning  map  has 
been  completed,  as  contracted  for,  by  Thomas  Planning  Services. 

In  accordance  with  our  directive,  the  completed  Committee  copy  of  the  proposed 
zoning  by-law  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  April  16,  1991.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CABLE  TELEVISION  COMMITTEE 

The  Cable  Television  Committee  held  1 0  meetings  in  1 990,  all  open  to  the  public.  Most 
meetings  were  attended  by  a  representative  of  Continental  Cablevision  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts,  Inc.  The  meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Howard  School.  The  committee 
extends  a  note  of  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal  of  the  Howard 
School  for  their  cooperation  in  the  use  of  the  building,  and  to  the  staff  for  the  courtesy 
extended  during  its  use.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  committee  that  we  will  eventually  be  able  to  move 
to  the  library  conference  room  built  by  the  town  specifically  for  use  by  its  various  committees, 
as  well  as  for  library  functions. 

During  the  past  year,  available  programming  expanded,  as  a  part-time  station  was 
added.  No  official  service  complaints  were  recorded.  The  committee  is  also  pleased  that  it 
finally  has  a  full  complement  of  six  members  and  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  as  well  as  the  volunteers. 

The  Cable  Television  local  origination  studio  classes  were  a  disappointment  this  year, 
as  few  people  showed  interest  in  becoming  involved.  Only  through  the  dedication  of  a  few 
volunteers  has  the  limited  amount  of  local  programming  been  made  possible.  We  hope  that 
others  interested  in  publicizing  local  activities  will  enroll  and  bring  even  more  variety  and 
public  awareness  to  the  townspeople.

We  welcomed  Mrs.  Theresa  Boardman  as  a  new  member  to  our  board  and  congratu- 
lated Mr.  Albert  Greiner  as  our  Executive  Director. 

We  again  offer  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  West  Bridgewater  Fire  and 
Police  Departments,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Council  on  Aging  and  the  concerned 
people  of  the  town  for  all  the  assistance  they  have  given  to  us  at  Esther  Drive.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  residents  of  West  Bridgewater,  the 
Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  1990. 

Due  to  economic  hard  times,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  noted  a  vast  decrease 
in  the  number  of  new  projects  this  past  year.  Therefore,  the  major  amount  of  activities  by  this 
Commission  have  been  enforcement  in  nature.  These  Enforcement  Orders,  when  ignored, 
have  been  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  disposition;  and  several  complaints  have  been  issued 
requesting  court  action. 

The  Commission  held  twenty-three  public  meetings  and  issued  Orders  of  Conditions 
on  twelve  applicants  after  holding  public  hearings.  Two  of  these  Orders  were  denied,  one  of 
which  has  been  appealed  to  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  consideration 
of  the  Superseding  Order  of  Conditions.  Three  affirmative  Orders  of  Conditions  were  also 
appealed;  one  citing  the  cost  of  compliance,  one  for  failure  of  the  Commission  to  schedule 
a  public  hearing  within  twenty-one  days  as  required  by  Chapter  131,  Section  40  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  Wetlands  By-Law  and, 
finally,  an  Amended  Order  for  drainage  work  proposed  at  a  warehouse  facility  on  Pleasant 
Street  which  had  been  referred  back  to  the  Commission  for  refiling.  One  project,  a  proposed 
industrial  park,  was  subjected  to  aMEPA  review  with  a  request  for  an  Environmental  Impact 
Study  as  a  result. 

In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  valuable  assistance 
received  from  the  many  town  boards  and  agencies  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY 
PLANNING  COUNCIL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater: 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  we  are  pleased  to  present 
this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  1990. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  serves  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging;  the  Metropoli- 
tan Planning  Organization  for  Transportation  Planning;  the  Region  Clearinghouse  for  the 
review  of  federal  and  state  grant  applications;  and,  the  Economic  Development  District 
responsible  for  coordinating  area  economic  development  efforts.  Basic  to  these  designated 
responsibilities,  the  Council  is  the  region's  planning  agency  concerned  with  a  wide  variety 
of  area  wide  and  inter-municipal  issues  and  concerns  such  as  land  use  policy,  water  supply, 
solid  waste  disposal,  environmental  protection,  housing  and  natural  resource  conservation. 
The  Council  also  assists  its  member  local  governments  with  grantsmanship  services  and  local 
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technical  planning  assistance,  and  provides  socio-economic  information  on  local  and 
regional  trends. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  District  includes  fourteen  communities  for  general 
planning  purposes  consisting  of  the  City  of  Brockton  and  the  thirteen  towns  of:  Abington, 
Avon,  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater,  Easton,  Halifax,  Hanson,  Kingston,  Pembroke, 
Plymouth,  Stoughton,  West  Bridgewater  and  Whitman.  This  year,  the  Town  of  Plympton, 
voted  to  become  a  member  of  the  Planning  District  effective  January  1 , 1 99 1 .  In  its  capacity 
as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  the  Council  serves  a  twenty-three  community  area. 

Each  municipality  is  represented  on  the  Council  by  one  delegate  and  one  alternate 
delegate.  The  Council  members  establish  policy,  develop  the  work  program,  employ  the 
professional  staff  and  determine  the  activities  of  the  Council  to  be  carried  out  by  the  staff.  The 
Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  8  PM  in  the  Council  offices  located 
at  70  School  Street,  Brockton,  MA. 

In  1990,  Robert  W.  Smith  of  East  Bridgewater  served  as  President  of  OCPC;  John  F. 
Lenox  of  Plymouth  served  as  Council  Secretary;  and,  James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  served 
as  Council  Treasurer. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation  of  its 
member  communities;  the  participation  and  involvement  of  members  of  the  Joint  Transpor- 
tation Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Hurley;  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Commit- 
tee chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph  Joseph;  and,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  chaired  by  Ms.  Barbara 
farnsworth,  The  council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the 
government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  assisted  the 
Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater,  I  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  1990: 

During  1990,  the  Police  Department  has  struggled  to  maintain  an  acceptable  level  of 
response  to  the  calls  for  police  services  from  the  residents,  businesses  and  persons  within 
West  Bridgewater. 

I  would  like  to  inform  you  of  both  the  negative  and  positive  sides  of  where  the  Police 
Department  stands  today  in  terms  of  finances. 

During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  suffered  the  effects  of  several  adverse  situations, 
such  as  Proposition  2  1/2,  greatly  decreased  state  aid  and  the  lack  of  new  growth  in  taxable 
property.  This  has  caused  the  department  to  regress  because  of  its  inability  to  keep  up  with 
inflation.  If  we  had  had  an  inflated  budget  at  the  start  of  this  trend,  it  would  have  been  easier; 
but  our  budget  has  not  had  any  excesses,  and  cuts  have  been  made  in  areas  where  they  could 
not  be  justified  in  terms  of  either  departmental  efficiency  or  public  safety. 

I  will  give  you  a  couple  of  examples  of  where  we  stand  in  comparison  to  other 
communities.  I  will  compare  this  department  to  those  of  the  four  other  towns  that  work  under 
the  Brockton  District  Court  system;  Abington,  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater  and  Whitman. 
The  numbers  of  full-time  police  officers  in  each  of  these  departments  are  22,  30,  21  and  20 
respectively.  The  size  of  our  department  is  1 8  full-time  officers,  including  the  Chief.  Despite 
these  relatively  small  differences,  West  Bridgewater  has  the  highest  number  of  complaints 
taken  out  and  prosecuted  in  the  Brockton  District  Court.  The  West  Bridgewater  Police 
Department  took  out  1,247  complaints  in  1990.  The  range  in  the  other  four  towns  extended 
from  a  low  of  789  to  a  high  of  1 , 1 52. 

Due  to  the  aforementioned  efforts  by  our  officers,  we  were  also  able  to  turn  back  to  the 
town  more  revenue  than  that  of  any  of  the  other  four  towns.  For  1990,  the  figure  for  fines 
returned  to  the  town  from  the  Brockton  District  Court  was  $153,439.75. 
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Despite  the  work  involved  in  achieving  the  above  figures  and  the  fact  that  we  have 
minimum  staffing  on  most  shifts  which  requires  the  filling  of  vacancies  for  vacations,  sick 
time,  injured  time,  etc.,  we  have  a  budgetary  problem  which  has  reached  a  crisis  point.  I  will 
address  this  through  means  of  a  comparison  in  order  to  place  things  in  perspective. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department  has  one  budget  item  which  covers  all  types 
of  overtime  pay  and  includes  regular  overtime,  vacation  time,  sick  time,  injury  time,  holiday 
time,  bereavement  time  and  court  time.  The  other  four  departments  have  separate  line  items 
to  cover  each  of  these  overtime  items.  West  Bridgewater' s  one  line  item  provides  for 
$78,000.00  to  cover  all  the  categories.  In  comparison  with  other  towns,  I  submit  the  following 
figures:  $214,073.00,  $197,000.00,  $220,407.00  and  $185,000.00.  These  figures  speak  for 
themselves.  I  will  not  belabor  the  fact  with  other  budget  comparisons. 

Equipment  is  a  major  concern  for  the  department.  Equipment  in  good  condition  is 
essential  for  the  e  very-day  operation  of  the  department  and  the  safety  of  both  the  officers  and 
the  citizens. 

Cruisers  are  very  important,  and  all  but  one  have  high  mileage.  I  am  requesting  your 
vote  to  purchase  a  minimum  of  two  cruisers  this  year.  The  two  crusiers  we  hope  to  replace 
are  #228,  which  will  have  in  excess  of  135,000  miles  on  the  odometer  by  the  start  of  the  new 
fiscal  year,  and  #227,  which  will  have  over  1 10,000  miles  on  it.  There  will  also  be  another 
20-25,000  miles  of  idle  time  on  the  engines  of  each  of  these  cruisers,  bringing  the  figure  to 
the  155-160,000  mile  range  on  the  #228  and  the  130-135,000  mile  range  on  the  #227.  Due 
to  the  high  mileage,  we  have  had  two  cruisers  out  of  service  on  several  occasions,  which 
makes  it  difficult  to  operate  a  responsive  Police  Department. 

Radar  equipment  is  also  in  need  of  replacement,  and  you  will  find  I  have  asked  for  one 
new  radar  to  replace  a  unit  which  is  17  years  old  and  can  no  longer  be  repaired.  This  is 
important  because  a  great  deal  of  the  fines  which  are  returned  to  the  town  from  the  court  are 
generated  by  the  radar  units.  The  radar  also  serves  to  keep  our  streets  safe. 

The  in-house  computer,  which  is  vital  to  record  everything  we  do,  is  in  poor  shape;  but 
I  have  decided  to  try  to  go  another  year  with  it.  It  is  a  used,  first  generation  computer,  which 
is  both  at  the  end  of  its  lifespan  and  inadequate  for  our  present  needs. 

As  I  stated  last  year,  we  have  a  very  real  need  to  be  able  to  use  our  detective  on  a  100% 
basis;  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  so  again  this  year.  We  have  been  able  to  use  him  for 
probably  less  than  50%  of  the  time,  with  the  remaining  time  spent  on  regular  patrol  and  police 
duties. 

On  the  positive  side,  we  have  been  able  to  continue  our  Drug  Abuse  Resistance 
Education  Program,  known  as  D.A.R.E.,  in  the  school  system  with  Officer  Ann  Savignano 
teaching  the  course.  The  program  is  important  to  the  education  of  our  children,  and  I  would 
like  to  thank  the  school  administration  and  teachers  involved  for  being  so  cooperative. 
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Safety  Officer  Bruce  Holmquist  has  also  been  very  active  with  the  schools  and  has  set 
up  a  Safehouse  Program  with  the  cooperation  of  many  homeowners  in  town  who  have 
volunteered  the  use  of  their  homes  as  safehouses  where  our  children  can  go  if  they  have  a 
problem  or  are  in  danger  when  they  are  away  from  their  homes. 

Our  Arson  Investigator,  Officer  Robert  Kominsky,  now  works  when  needed  with  the 
Fire  Department  to  investigate  suspicious  fires.  This  was  something  that  was  needed  in  the 
past,  but  was  not  implemented  for  several  years. 

Officer  Richard  Warmington  is  making  inspections  of  the  licensed  premises  of  new, 
used  and  junk  vehicle  dealers,  which  was  a  requested  service,  but  which  was  done  only 
sporadically  in  the  past. 

Three  officers,  Donald  Clark,  Kenneth  Bryant  and  John  Pettingill,  were  graduated 
from  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council's  15  week  course  and  are  now  full-time  officers 
on  the  Police  Department. 

We  have  started  sending  officers  to  the  one  week  In-Service  Training  Sessions  at  the 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  Academy  at  Plymouth,  and  we  expect  all  members  to 
complete  the  course  by  July  1 .  This  course  is  mandated  by  a  state  statute  and  is  supposed  to 
be  offered  on  a  yearly  basis;  but  due  to  lack  of  funds,  it  has  not  been  offered  for  three  years. 
The  continued  failure  of  some  of  our  officers  to  take  the  course  would  place  the  town  in  a 
difficult  position  when  it  comes  to  liability. 

As  a  result  of  your  vote  last  year,  new  mobile  two-way  radios  have  been  installed  in 
our  vehicles;  and  we  have  also  purchased  10  new  portables.  I  have  also  asked  for  funds  this 
year  to  complete  the  radio  replacement  program. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  cooperation 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  help  and  guidance.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  other 
town  boards  and  officers  with  whom  we  work  closely,  such  as  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  Treasurer/Collector.  Finally,  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
West  Bridgewater  for  their  help  and  cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 

1990: 

PERSONNEL 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  chief,  a  permanent 
deputy  chief,  three  (3)  permanent  lieutenants,  four  (4)  permanent  firefighters,  a  call  captain, 
and  twenty-one  (21)  call  firefighters.  Eight  of  the  permanent  personnel  and  two  (2)  call 
firefighters  are  certified  as  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  at  both  the  national  and  state 
levels.  One  (1)  permanent  firefighter  and  five(5)  call  firefighters  are  certified  EMT's  at  the 
state  level  only.

TRAINING 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  hold  monthly  and  bi-monthly  drills  for  all  members 
of  the  department.  These  drills  cover  a  wide  range  of  topics,  including  medical  as  well  as 
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firefighting  skills.  Attendance  at  these  sessions  is  mandatory  for  the  members  and,  I  believe, 
help  to  keep  them  abreast  of  the  rapidly  changing  environments  in  which  they  must  work.  As 
I  have  said  before,  it  is  our  goal,  as  well  as  our  responsibility,  to  keep  your  firefighters  as  well 
trained  as  is  physically  possible  given  the  constraints  of  today's  economic  climate. 

INSPECTIONS 

During  the  last  year,  it  has  become  more  and  more  difficult  to  conduct  the  inspections 
that  are  not  only  required  by  law,  but  are  required  for  the  safety  of  the  personnel.  Presently, 
in  an  effort  to  reduce  overtime  costs,  we  are  not  covering  day  shifts  when  one  of  the 
firefighters  is  off  duty  by  virtue  of  vacation  or  sick  time,  etc.  During  these  times,  there  is  only 
one  firefighter/EMT  on  duty.  In  the  event  that  an  ambulance  incident  or  minor  fire  occurs, 
I,  as  Chief,  must  take  the  place  of  that  second  firefighter.  During  these  times,  which  are 
becoming  more  and  more  frequent,  I  am  unable  to  perform  the  duties  that  are  required  of  me. 
Consequently,  routine  inspections  of  both  commercial  and  residential  property  in  town  have 
to  be  placed  on  the  "back  burner"  so  to  speak.  Should  a  further  reduction  in  this  department's 
budget  take  place,  then  we  will  have  to  give  serious  consideration  to  eliminating  inspections 
altogether. 

FIRE  PREVENTION 

Fire  Prevention  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  areas  in  which  this 
department  is  involved.  Fortunately,  we  have  two  members  who  spend  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  in  our  elementary  schools,  primarily  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald,  teaching  fire 
prevention  to  our  children.  These  individuals  receive  no  compensation  for  the  time  involved, 
but  are  comfortable  in  the  knowledge  that  they  are  making  a  difference  in  a  child' s  life  should 
a  fire  occur  in  their  home.  I  believe  that  both  these  men,  Permanent  Lieutenant  Paul  Golder 
and  Call  Firefighter  Thomas  Hunt,  would  agree  that  they  have  made  an  impression  on  their 
students. 

Along  these  same  lines,  Permanent  Lieutenant  Thomas  Dunlevy  and  Firefighter 
Gerald  Stetson  have  spent  numerous  hours,  again  without  compensation,  in  many  of  the  local 
businesses  conducting  first  aid  and  CPR  courses.  Both  of  these  individuals  have  been  well 
received  and  their  efforts  continue. 

REQUESTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  am  again  recommending  this  year  that  we  replace  our  1984  ambulance.  I  am  well 
aware  of  the  difficult  economic  times  that  we  face  in  the  future.  However,  this  unit  is  slowly 
but  surely  wearing  out.  The  failure  of  this  piece  of  equipment  during  a  time  that  it  is  needed 
could  have  disastrous  results.  When  you  take  into  consideration  the  amount  of  revenue  that 
this  facet  of  the  Fire  Department's  operation  has  returned  to  the  town  since  its  inception  in 
1976,  the  amount  of  money  that  we  spend  to  replace  the  unit  is  minor. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  the  practice  of  updating  the  protective  clothing 
for  our  firefighters  and  replacing  the  "self  contained  breathing  apparatus".  To  date  we  have 
only  replaced  six  (6)  of  the  total  of  thirty  (30)  breathing  units  currently  in  use  by  the 
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department.  My  plan  is  to  replace  four  (4)  more  of  these  units  this  year  and  continue  to  buy 
four  (4)  units  per  year  in  the  future  until  the  equipment  is  replaced.  I  believe  that  this  is  a  viable 
option  when  you  consider  the  funds  available. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  other  town  departments  for  their  cooperation  with  this  department.  We  are  basically  a 
family;  and,  with  that  in  mind,  we  try  to  work  closely  together  to  give  the  townspeople  the 
best  possible  service  for  the  money  they  invest  in  us. 

Last,  but  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department.  As  I  have 
said  in  the  past,  this,  I  believe,  is  the  FINEST  Fire  Department  in  the  area.  You  are  extremely 
fortunate  to  have  the  caliber  of  people  available  at  a  moment's  notice  that  you  do.  I,  again, 
am  indeed  fortunate  to  have  the  privilege  of  commanding  them.

Fire 
Chief  Leonard  Hunt  was  compelled  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the  generator,  which  is  installed  at 
the  high  school.  This  deficiency  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  head  custodian  when  it  was  first  installed  eight  (8)  years  ago.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater, 
The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer  for  1990: 

Dog  Licenses  revenue  for  the  year  was  approximately  $10,500.00.  We  have  main- 
tained the  lowest  rate  of  unlicensed  dogs  in  Plymouth  County.  Approximately  7  to  9  calls  are 
responded  to  per  day  by  this  one  person  department.  Despite  budget  and  hour  restraints,  I  have 
continued  to  try  and  provide  some  assistance  when  I  am  available  during  off  duty  hours,  not 
only  for  the  benefit  and  welfare  of  the  animals  involved,  but  also  for  the  citizens  of  our  town. 

The  Canine  Control  Department  has  attempted  to  maintain  the  same  standards  and 
objectives  for  the  day  to  day  operations  as  I  have  in  the  past: 

To  encourage  responsible  dog  ownership,  provide  effective  enforcement  of  the  dog 
laws,  continue  management  techniques  on  town  streets,  school  yards  and  in  our  neighbor- 
hoods as  time  allows,  to  protect  citizens  from  irresponsible  dog  owners  and  free  roaming  dogs 
and  to  protect  animals  from  neglect  and  abuse.  Unfortunately,  a  new  objective  had  to  be 
added:  to  fight  for  sufficient  funding  to  continue  to  provide  these  services  effectively, 
keeping  as  many  services  and  programs  intact  while  remaining  within  budget  and  scheduled 
hour  restraints. 

Liability  has  always  been  a  fact  of  day  to  day  operations  and  will  continue  to  be  so.  As 
you  are  aware,  this  past  year's  funding  for  my  department  budget  was  cut  by  more  than  30% 
below  level  funding.  Due  to  these  restraints,  only  two  volunteer  programs  now  remain;  and 
these  are  performed  only  on  a  limited  case  by  case  basis.  Funding  for  replacement  of  standard 
and  emergency  equipment  is  no  longer  provided.  I  am  now  working  without  this  much  needed 
equipment  that  protects  me,  the  animal  I'm  working  with  and  citizens.  Less  than  40  dogs  can 
be  impounded  as  opposed  to  the  average  of  1 00  dogs  impounded  per  year.  Monies  for  animals 
injured  on  the  roadways  and  euthansia  costs  have  not  been  made  available.  We  have  only 
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enough  funding  to  operate  the  business  phone  for  1 1  months  use.  Return  phone  calls  can  no 
longer  be  made  outside  the  508  area  code. 

At  the  very  least,  overtime  has  been  eliminated;  and  we've  kept  two  volunteer 
programs  basically  intact,  Fortunately,  no  one,  including  myself,  suffered  any  injuries  as  a 
result  of  lack  of  equipment.  I  will  continue  to  provide  the  town  with  viable  proposals  for 
operational  changes  to  substantially  reduce  adverse  budgetary  impact.  Hopefully,  at  some 
point  in  time,  we  will  be  allowed  to  restore  many  of  these  much  needed  services  to  the  citizens. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  who  obey  the  leash  law 
and  who  are  responsible  pet  owners,  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department  for  their 
assistance  and  those  citizens  who  have  assisted  in  the  adoption  program.

FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Forestry  and  Parks  Department  continues  to  maintain  six  town  owned  cemeteries, 
the  War  Memorial  Park,  16  greens  at  intersections,  the  Town  Hall  grounds  and  Legion 
Memorial  Baseball  Field.  All  of  these  areas  were  mowed  and  trimmed  on  a  weekly  basis 
throughout  the  season. 

We  were  able  to  plant  a  substantial  number  of  new  trees  last  fall.  The  department  now 
has  available  for  its  use  a  recently  purchased  used  bucket  truck.  The  truck  has  been  extremely 
helpful  in  removing  dead  branched  from  trees  and  in  hoisting  flags  on  local  flagpoles, 
thereby  preventing  their  theft. 

This  spring,  the  department  will  again  spend  considerable  time  and  effort  in  refurbish- 
ing the  War  Memorial  Park.  New  picnic  tables  have  been  built  over  the  winter,  and  new 
fencing  will  be  installed  where  it  is  most  badly  needed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  department  and  all  the  other  departments,  boards 
and  committees  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  what  has  been  a  difficult  and  trying 
year.  Most  importantly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  town  for  their  support  and 
patience.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
WEST  BRIDGEWATER  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Nineteen  ninety  was  a  year  of  major  transition  for  the  schools  of  West  Bridgewater.  In 
April,  Mr.  Fred  Fitch  and  Mr.  Paul  Curnutte  left  the  committee,  as  they  moved  out  of  the 
community.  We  are  grateful  for  their  very  capable  work  while  they  served  the  children  of 
West  Bridgewater.  The  election  in  April  brought  Mr.  Jeff  Russell  to  the  committee  and  saw 
the  re-election  of  Mrs.  Linda  Santry.  Mr.  David  Gill  was  appointed  to  serve  the  final  year  of 
Mr.  Curnutte' s  term. 

Dominating  the  year  was  the  resignation  of  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Ronald 
P.  Gerhart.  Dr.  Gerhart  served  the  children  of  our  community  for  six  years  and  was  the 
moving  force  behind  the  growth  of  the  system  as  it  recovered  from  the  effects  of  Proposition 
2  1/2.  We  wish  Dr.  Gerhart  as  much  success  in  his  new  position  as  Superintendent  for  the 
Rockland  Public  Schools. 

In  February,  a  search  committee  was  formed  to  find  a  new  Superintendent  of  Schools; 
and  in  June,  after  interviewing  the  finalists  and  visiting  their  systems,  the  Committee  was 
pleased  to  appoint  Dr.  Ronald  W.  Pacy.  Dr.  William  Casey  served  as  our  interim  superinten- 
dent until  August,  when  Dr.  Pacy  was  able  to  assume  his  new  duties.  Dr.  Casey  provided  us 
with  expert  advice  while  he  was  here,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  contributions.  The  committee 
welcomed  Dr.  Pacy  and  looks  forward  to  continued  growth  for  our  system  under  his 
leadership. 

The  budget  cuts  were  the  other  major  issues  for  the  schools  in  1990.  After  a  defeat  of 
the  override  in  the  April  election,  the  committee  was  forced  to  make  deep  cuts  in  the  school 
staff.  As  a  result,  our  students  no  longer  have  a  gifted  and  talented  program  in  grades  three 
through  six;  we  have  no  high  school  music  or  band;  the  industrial  arts  program  and  the  home 
economics  program  have  been  cut  in  half;  the  guidance  staff  at  the  High  School  has  been 
reduced;  the  high  school  librarian  is  now  a  part-time  position;  high  school  juniors  and  seniors 
no  longer  have  physical  education;  and  class  sizes  are  starting  to  increase  as  regular 
classroom  teachers  are  cut.  In  addition,  there  were  minimal  purchases  of  supplies  and 
equipment;  maintenance  funds  are  down,  which  will  soon  show  in  the  buildings;  and  perhaps 
the  most  noticeable  cut  to  parents  was  the  reduction  in  funding  for  the  sports  program.  There 
is  now  a  user  fee  of  $  1 25 .00  per  student  per  sport  at  the  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High 
School.  Even  with  this  fee,  the  only  way  that  the  sport  program  is  functioning  is  through  the 
donation  of  upwards  of  $50,000.00  from  the  Booster  Club.  Under  the  very  capable  leadership 
of  Mr.  Paul  Salvador,  and  now  Mr.  Edward  Brearley,  the  Boosters  have  coordinated  efforts 
by  many  groups  in  town  and  conducted  many  successful  fund-raisers  to  keep  the  sports 
program  alive.  In  addition,  the  PTO  has  been  providing  funds  for  enrichment  programs  for 
all  schools  and  for  equipment  that  the  committee  has  been  unable  to  fund.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  the  work  of  all  the  people  who  have  done  more  than  their  fair  share  in  the  past 
year. 
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The  good  news  is  the  quality  of  the  staff  that  remains  and  the  programs  that  we  still 
have.  Our  accreditation  status  has  been  a  serious  concern;  but  we  have  been  informed  that  we 
will  remain  under  warning,  as  opposed  to  being  put  on  probation,  because  of  the  creative  and 
capable  way  in  which  our  staff  has  compensated  for  the  cuts.  Our  administrators,  teachers  and 
support  staff  have  worked  together  to  ensure  that  we  still  have  a  program  that  serves  the  best 
interests  of  the  students  and  prepares  them  to  take  their  place  in  the  community.  We  are  proud 
of  all  of  them,  as  the  community  should  be. 

As  we  move  into  nineteen  ninety-one,  we  continue  to  watch  the  budget;  but  we  are 
confident  that  the  town  will  continue  to  support  education  as  it  has  in  the  past.  We  are 
appreciative  of  the  continued  help  and  support  from  all  town  departments,  and  we  look 
forward  to  serving  the  children  and  the  community  in  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  honored  to  write  my  first  town  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  1 990  was  more 
than  half  over  when  I  assumed  my  new  position  as  your  superintendent.  By  the  time  I  arrived, 
many  dedicated  people  had  done  the  difficult  job  of  cutting  the  budget  and  laying  off  people. 
Dr.  Gerhart,  Mrs.  Santry,  the  School  Committee,  administrators,  teachers,  support  staff, 
students  and  parents  had  completed  these  difficult  tasks  effectively.  I  thank  each  of  them. 
They  made  my  transition  easier  and  smoother.  Most  important,  they  found  creative  ways  to 
keep  the  quality  of  our  good  schools  in  spite  of  deep  budget  cuts. 

Truly  the  caring,  creativity  and  collegiality  of  our  staff  has  carried  us  forward  in  these 
trying  times.  With  financial  pressures  and  changes  occurring  all  around  them,  teachers, 
principals  and  support  staff  bonded  together  to  be  sure  all  our  children  received  a  quality 
education.  I  have  heard  stories  of  teachers  buying  needed  materials  out  of  their  own  pockets; 
of  teachers  and  administrators  working  extra  hours  creating  materials  cut  from  the  budget; 
and  staff  and  parents  working  tirelessly  raising  money  for  athletics,  school  projects  and 
materials.  Clearly,  these  wonderful  people  made  the  system  work  well,  despite  shrinking 
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resources.  Our  most  valuable  asset  is  our  staff  working  together  to  keep  our  schools  strong. 
West  Bridgewater  should  be  rightfully  proud  of  them. 

My  job  is  to  work  effectively  with  this  talented  staff  to  do  an  even  better  job  in  1991. 
Of  course,  we  cannot  expect  our  staff  to  continue  to  work  without  needed  resources.  It  is 
difficult  to  make  a  silk  purse  out  of  a  sow's  ear.  Even  though,  we  have  nearly  done  so  in  the 
last  year.  We  must  find  ways  to  make  the  most  of  our  financial  resources.  Careful  planning 
will  be  needed  to  restructure  our  schools  to  fit  the  financial  restraints  we  will  face  over  the 
next  several  years. 

To  this  end,  I  began  a  "Planning  and  Goal  Setting"  program  involving  staff  and  the 
School  Committee.  We  established  a  set  of  realistic  goals  and  objectives  which  the  School 
Committee  will  adopt.  This  plan  will  guide  the  schools  over  the  next  several  years  and  will 
allow  us  to  be  pro-active  in  dealing  with  fiscal  problems. 

The  next  several  years  will  be  exciting  and  challenging  for  our  staff  and  profitable  for 
our  students.  We  cannot  settle  for  anything  less  than  the  best  for  our  pupils.  We  can  continue 
to  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  staff,  students  and  administration.  I  look  forward 
to  your  continued  support  and  encourage  you  to  become  involved  in  our  schools  and  your 
child's  education.

CURRICULUM  REPORT 

As  has  been  true  for  at  least  the  past  five  years,  curriculum  remains  the  main  focus  of 
the  West  Bridgewater  Schools. 

Curriculum  is  defined  as  everything  which  is  taught  in  the  schools.  At  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School,  all  students  in  grades  K-3  are  instructed  in  Reading,  Language  Arts, 
Mathematics,  Science,  Social  Studies,  Music,  Art  and  Physical  Education.  Last  year  we  had 
added  Health,  instructed  by  the  school  nurse  and  funded  by  a  State  Health  Education  Grant. 
Enrichment  programs  bringing  outside  groups  into  the  school  have  been  funded  by  the 
P.T.O.,  exposing  the  students  to  an  array  of  dramatic  and  educational  presentations. 
Remedial  programs  in  Reading,  Chapter  I  and  far-reaching  Special  Education  programs 
ensure  that  students  of  all  academic  needs  have  been  met. 

The  Howard  School,  grades  4-6,  has  the  same  variety  of  instructional  disciplines  and 
serves  the  needs  well  of  developing  adolescents. 
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This  fall  we  received  the  results  of  the  state  mandated  Curriculum  Assessment  Tests. 
The  tests  are  given  every  other  year  to  all  fourth,  eighth  and  twelfth  graders  in  Reading,  Math, 
Science  and  Social  Studies.  Our  results  were  very  optimistic.  We  showed  no  significant 
decrease  in  any  area  tested  and  showed  significant  positive  increase  in  five  areas.  We  will  use 
these  results  as  one  of  the  tools  to  continually  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  our  curriculum. 

Although  the  town's  fiscal  constraints  of  the  past  year  have  had  an  effect  on  necessary 
purchases  of  textbooks  and  supplies  and  forced  the  delay  of  some  new  courses  proposed  at 
the  secondary  level,  the  community  can  be  assured  that  a  structured,  sequential  curriculum 
is  in  place,  will  continue  to  be  monitored  and  evaluated  and  will  serve  the  needs  of  the  town's 
most  precious  resource,  its  children.

REPORT  OF  THE 
ROSE  L.  MacDONALD  SCHOOL 

Presently,  there  are  325  students  enrolled  in  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  K-3.  Our 
population  has  remained  stable  since  last  year,  though  all  projections  indicate  growth  through 
the  mid- 90' s. 

Classrooms  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  are  self-contained,  meaning  the  students 
spend  the  majority  of  the  school  day  with  their  assigned  homeroom  teacher  for  the  major 
CORE  curriculum  areas  of  Reading,  Language,  Spelling,  Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social 
Studies  and  Science.  Last  year  we  implemented  a  new  Health  program.  Further,  students 
meet  once  each  week  with  the  Art,  Music,  Library  Science  and  Physical  Education  specialists 
who  instruct  them  in  these  important  areas. 

Throughout  the  school  year,  each  child's  program  is  periodically  assessed;  and  when 
appropriate,  needed  changes  are  made.  Students  that  are  experiencing  a  great  deal  of 
difficulty,  whether  it  be  academic,  social  and/or  emotional,  are  provided  extra  help  through 
our  Reading/Language  Arts  Department,  Special  Needs  Department,  Chapter  I  program  and/ 
or  Counseling  Department. 

Language  Arts  instruction  (meaning  reading,  writing,  spelling  and  compositional 
skills)  continue  to  be  given  top  priority  at  all  grade  levels.  The  emphasis  in  Reading  at  the 
primary  level  is  on  the  skills  involved  in  learning  to  read.  In  all  grades,  students  utilize  a  series 
of  reading  textbooks  referred  to  as  basal  reader  programs.  In  conjunction  with  the  basal 
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readers,  students  are  provided  with  high  quality  literature,  plays  and  poetry  through  our 
paperback  book  selections  and  the  school  library.  In  addition,  students  in  grades  K-3  are 
involved  in  an  array  of  state,  regional  and  national  Reading  projects. 

Through  a  state  Health  Education  Grant,  we  were  able  to  expand  the  role  of  our  school 
nurse,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  to  be  our  prime  health  instructor.  The  program  is  designed  not 
only  to  teach  students  safety  and  proper  nutrition,  but  also  to  help  develop  the  personal  skills 
needed  to  make  the  proper  decisions  regarding  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco  as  they  face  those 
issues  in  the  future. 

Our  Silver-Burdett  Science  Program  is  a  nationally  respected  science  series  and 
encompasses  both  in-class  academic  exercises  and  lab  experiences.  We  have  fully  adopted 
the  Graphic  Learning  Social  Studies  Program,  K-3;  and  other  social  studies  concepts  are 
reinforced  through  literature  and  teacher-created  activities. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  academic  and  specialized  areas  as  described  above,  students  are 
offered  a  wealth  of  highly  specialized  programs  —  programs  that  speak  to  the  needs  of 
particular  students.  Remedial  and  enrichment  Reading,  field  trips  and  theatrical  productions 
are  but  some  of  the  extra  programs  run  during  the  school  year.  Our  Parent-Teacher 
Organization  has  again  done  an  outstanding  job  of  arranging  enrichment  programs  and 
purchasing  needed  education  equipment  and  materials. 

Rose  L.  MacDonald  has  a  School  Improvement  Council  which  allocated  monies 
awarded  by  the  state,  and  our  third  graders  were  tested  under  the  auspices  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Educational  Assessment  program  in  basic  skills. 

Parent  volunteers  are  involved  with  students  and  staff.  Volunteers  assist  with  clerical 
tasks,  help  supervise  specialized  activities  and  in  some  cases,  provide  small  group  instruc- 
tional help.  All  volunteers  are  to  be  thanked  for  their  dedication. 

The  staff  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  continually  investigates  new  ways  to 
deliver  services  to  its  students.  Committees  are  formed,  issues  are  studied  and  recommenda- 
tions made.  Our  goal  is  simple  yet  solemn:  to  prepare  children  for  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOWARD  SCHOOL 


Presently,  the  Howard  School,  grades  4-6,  has  an  enrollment  of  24 1  students  —  a  slight 
increase  from  last  year. 

A  typical  intermediate  child's  daily  academic  program  consists  of  Reading,  Language, 
Spelling,  Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science.  Weekly,  students  receive 
instruction  in  Art,  Computer,  Health,  Library  Science,  Music  (Vocal  and  Instrumental)  and 
Physical  Education. 

Each  student's  program  is  continually  monitored  and  assessed;  and  if  his/her  perfor- 
mance indicates  a  need,  then  appropriate  extra  help  is  provided  through  a  number  of 
departments  —  Reading,  Language  Arts,  Special  Needs,  Chapter  I  and/or  Counseling. 

The  results  of  BASIC  SKILLS  testing,  Assessment  testing  and  the  California  Achieve- 
ment tests  indicate  that  the  majority  of  our  students  are  progressing  at  an  above  average  pace 
in  the  major  academic  areas.  However,  a  number  of  students  continue  to  have  an  indifferent 
attitude  towards  learning  —  an  attitude  that  is  in  many  ways  pervasive  in  our  society. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  encourage  students  to  become  more  academically  oriented,  the  staff 
and  students  have  become  involved  throughout  the  school  year  in  various  incentive 
programs.  Some  of  these  are:  Book  It-Reading  Program  sponsored  by  Pizza  Hut,  Geography 
Bee  —  National  Geography  Society,  Language  Arts  Olympiad,  Literacy  Journal,  Reading  is 
Fundamental  Program,  Trade-a-Book  Day,  Writer  of  the  Month  and  Very  Important  Student- 
Effort  Award. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Organization  (PTO),  through  its  fundraising  activities,  provides 
the  schools  with  services  in  three  important  areas:  enrichment  programs  for  the  students,  the 
purchase  of  educational  materials  and  equipment  and  programs  for  adults  on  timely  issues. 
All  members  of  this  organization  (parents  and  teachers)  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts 
expended  on  behalf  of  our  students. 

Contact  with  each  child's  home  is  an  ongoing  process  with  parents  and  staff  meeting 
on  a  regular  basis.  Early  in  September  an  OPEN  HOUSE  is  held.  This  is  an  opportunity  for 
parents  to  become  familiar  with  their  child' s  daily  academic  program.  Twice  yearly  (fall  and 
spring),  scheduled  parent-teacher  conferences  are  held.  Written  report  cards  go  home 
quarterly  ;  and  throughout  the  school  year,  written  and/or  verbal  progress  reports  can  be  and 
are  initiated  when  needed  by  individual  staff  members. 

In  Grade  6,  students  are  once  again  involved  in  a  17  week  substance  program  called 
DARE  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education).  This  program  attempts  to  equip  children  with  the 
necessary  social  skills  to  resist  the  pressure  to  begin  to  use  drugs. 
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An  ongoing  Student  Council  and  School  Store  provide  students  with  a  means  to 
become  more  active  in  the  daily  life  of  the  school. 

Once  again,  a  two  day  after  school  intramural  program  is  being  offered  to  all  students 
in  Grades  4, 5,  and  6.  The  cost  of  this  program  is  no  longer  a  part  of  the  school  budget.  Parents 
of  students  involved  now  pay  a  fee  of  $30.00  for  the  twenty  week  program. 

Lastly,  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  our  academically  talented  program  (TOP  HAT) 
has  been  eliminated.  This  program,  established  in  1983,  was  for  Grade  4,  5,  and  6  students 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  academic  spectrum.  Students  in  the  program  met  of  2  1 12  hours  weekly 
and  worked  in  activities  that  developed:  1.  critical  thinking  skills  in  the  areas  of  logic, 
deductive  reasoning  and  problem  solving;  2.  self-concept  and  effective  needs  as  they  deal 
with  their  talents  and  relationships  with  others;  3.  creativity  in  the  areas  of  content,  process 
and  product;  and  4.  self-directed  learning  in  the  area  of  study,  inquiry,  research  and 
responsibilities.  Yearly,  40-45  students  were  enrolled  in  the  program.  It  is  hoped  that  when 
funds  are  available,  this  highly  successful  program  can  be  reinstated. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  personnel  associated  with  the  Howard  School  for 
their  cooperation,  diligence  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  students.

REPORT  OF  THE 
JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

HUMANITIES  DEPARTMENT 

Beginning  with  the  1990-91  school  year,  the  Humanities  Department  was  created, 
combining  the  previously  separate  departments  of  Art,  English,  Foreign  Language,  Music 
and  Social  Science.  The  Humanities  Department  serves  all  students  in  grades  seven  through 
12  and  consists  of  17  faculty  members,  several  of  whom  are  multi-disciplinary.  Malcolm  D. 
Reese  is  Department  Chairman. 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

The  Art  Program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Cynthia  Bucacci  and  Miss  Carol  A.  Meyer.  Both 
instructors  hold  a  Masters  Degree  in  Art  Education. 

1990  was  a  year  of  artistic  activity  and  recognition  for  the  senior  high  (Grades  9-12) 
program.  Six  students  represented  their  school  in  the  1990  National  Scholastic  Art  Compe- 
tition. This  is  the  only  national  competition  that  recognizes  notable  artistic  talents  of  high 
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school  students.  Rachel  Phelan,  Carin  Macuch  and  Jessica  Temple  won  Gold  Key  Regional 
Art  Awards.  Eva  Marcotte,  Kristin  Malinsky  and  Scott  Rohnstrom  won  Honorable  Mention. 
Jessica  Temple  moved  up  to  win  a  Blue  Ribbon  State  Award. 

Also  this  year,  the  Art  Program  was  the  recipient  of  an  Arts  Lottery  Council  grant.  The 
Art  III  class  worked  in  cooperation  with  the  Bridgewater  Historical  Society  to  produce  1 6  pen 
and  ink  drawings  of  West  Bridgewater' s  historical  sites.  These  drawings  were  combined  and 
printed  to  produce  a  "Historical  Tour  of  West  Bridgewater  Coloring  Book".  Two  hundred 
copies  of  the  book  were  delivered  to  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  to  help  young  people 
there  learn  more  about  the  history  of  their  hometown.  These  pen  and  ink  drawings  were  also 
reduced  and  used  as  designs  for  the  front  and  back  covers  of  the  Town  Report. 

Students  from  ART  II-IV  visited  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston. 

Similarly,  the  junior  high  program  was  also  active.  In  October,  Homeroom  Challenge 
culminated  in  the  "Annual  Great  Pumpkin  Decorating  Contest"  in  which  points  were 
awarded  to  winning  homerooms.  Categories  included  Scariest,  Prettiest,  Best  Character, 
Cutest,  Best  Carved,  Best  Painted  and  Best  Mixed  Media.  Student  creativity  and  individu- 
ality were  encouraged.  In  another  area,  students  ages  11-13  were  encouraged  to  participate 
in  the  Third  Annual  Lions  Club  International  Peace  Poster  Contest  — "People  at  Peace" — 
where  students  expressed  their  feelings  and  hopes  about  what  peace  meant  to  them  and  how 
it  could  be  achieved.  The  seventh  grade  winning  entry  from  the  junior  high  school  was 
produced  by  Jamie  Anderson. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  English  Program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Tilda  Bystrom,  Ms.  Susanne  Geary,  Mrs. 
Nancy  Emord,  Ms.  Wendy  Marber,  Mrs.  Sandra  Reese,  Ms.  Janice  Ricciardelli,  Ms.  Lynne 
Salvador  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Woods.  Many  instructors  hold  Masters  Degrees  or  beyond.  Two 
are  additionally  certified  and  teach  within  the  Social  Studies  Program,  and  one  is  additionally 
certified  and  is  a  part-time  Guidance  Counselor  for  grades  9  and  10. 

In  Mrs.  Bystrom' s  Seventh  Grade  reading  classes,  special  emphasis  was  given  to  a  unit 
entitled  "Dealing  With  Adversity".  Within  this  unit,  students  read  both  biographies  and 
novels  about  people  who  must  cope  with  physical,  mental  or  emotional  "challenges"  and  also 
prepared  research  projects  relating  to  their  reading.  Other  related  projects  included  teaching 
a  class  lesson  on  a  handicap  or  disease,  participating  in  panel  discussions  and  role-playing. 
This  unit  was  designed  to  encourage  students'  desire  to  read  and  to  increase  their  empathy 
for  others. 

Also,  as  part  of  a  history/historical  fiction  unit,  Mrs.  Woods'  reading  class  read  the 
novel  No  Promises  in  the  Wind,  which  takes  place  during  the  Great  Depression  years  of 
1932-33.  A  variety  of  Depression  topics  were  researched  and  reported  on  orally  by  class 
members.  Then,  as  a  culminating  activity,  students  wrote  letters  to  or  personally  interviewed 
friends  or  relatives  who  remembered  the  Depression  years.  Some  of  the  interviews  were 
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taped  for  the  remainder  of  the  class  to  share;  other  interviews  and  answers  to  letters  were 
presented  orally  in  class.  Through  these  activities,  the  Great  Depression  was  personalized  for 
students. 

Members  of  8H,  9-1,  10-1  and  Writing  Workshop  I  classes,  along  with  teachers  Ms. 
Geary,  Mrs.  Emord,  and  Ms.  Salvador,  attended  a  performance  of  Shakespeare's  A 
Midsummer  Night's  Dream  in  Beverly  at  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  in  April.  Funding 
for  the  play  was  made  possible  by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery. 

Students  in  Ms.  Salvador' s  1 0- 1  and  Writing  Workshop  I,  Mrs.  Ricciardelli' s  1 2- 1  and 
Mrs.  Emord's  9-1  English  classes  contributed  to  a  literary  anthology,  "Strands  of  Time", 
published  in  June. 

Junior  high  reading  students  in  Mrs.  Woods',  Mrs.  Bystrom's  and  Ms.  Salvador's 
classes  participated  in  the  seven-week  "Read-a-thon"  sponsored  by  World  Book  in  January 
and  February.  As  a  result,  students  earned  sets  of  encyclopedias,  student  dictionaries  and 
atlases  for  their  classrooms. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Foreign  Language  Program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Denise  Boutin,  Mrs.  Elaine 
Peckham  and  Dr.  Martha  Russell.  Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  within 
the  Social  Studies  Program;  Dr.  Russell  is  certified  and  is  part-time  Librarian/Media 
Specialist. 

The  French  I  class,  Grade  8,  worked  with  students  in  Miss  Smith's  Grade  4  class  with 
a  "Christmas  Around  the  World"  project.  Students  sang  French  Christmas  carols  and  learned 
about  the  customs  of  France. 

A  new  Spanish  textbook  was  introduced  in  Spanish  I,  which  was  designed  to  improve 
students'  ability  to  communicate  in  the  language.  The  Spanish  III  class  took  a  field  trip  to  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  All  three  Spanish  classes  visited  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald 
School  with  pinatas  to  discuss  Christmas  in  Mexico.  Likewise,  all  three  Spanish  classes  have 
sampled  a  variety  of  foreign  foods. 

The  National  Spanish  Exam  will  be  offered  at  the  high  school  in  March.  For  the  past 
two  years,  Michael  Nystrom  has  won  awards  on  the  State  level. 

Latin  will  continue  to  be  offered  in  alternate  years. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Program  at  the  junior- senior  high  school  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Barbara 
Charnley,  who  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  in  the  Math  Program  (Technology 
Department). 
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The  Music  Program  this  year  consists  of  two  general  music  classes  at  the  junior  high 
level.  Students  in  Grade  7  review  and  expand  upon  their  knowledge  of  music  theory;  and  in 
Grade  8,  music  history  and  appreciation  are  stressed.  Presently,  there  are  no  music  courses 
offered  at  the  high  school  level. 

The  Junior  High  Band  and  Chorus  gave  their  final  concert  in  May.  The  Class  of  1990 
was  the  last  class  to  have  the  school  band  play  at  Commencement. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Social  Science  Program  staff  consists  of  Mr.  Ronald  Broman,  Mrs.  Anne  Kelley, 
Mrs.  Elaine  Peckham,  Ms.  Janice  Ricciardelli,  Ms.  Lynne  Salvador  and  Mr.  Robert  Woods. 
Mr.  Malcolm  Reese  is  both  Humanities  Department  Coordinator  and  Social  Science  teacher. 
As  previously  stated,  Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  in  the  Foreign 
Language  Program;  and  both  Ms.  Ricciardelli  and  Ms.  Salvador  are  additionally  certified  and 
teach  within  the  English  Program.  Both  Mr.  Broman  and  Mrs.  Kelley  are  additionally 
certified  and  have  taught  in  dual-areas  in  previous  years. 

World  History  classes  visited  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  in  December, 
viewing  exhibits  of  the  ancient  Sumerians,  Egyptians,  Far  East  and  Greece  as  a  culmination 
to  their  classroom  study  of  these  civilizations. 

The  subject  of  this  year's  Voice  of  Democracy  Scriptwriting  Scholarship  Program  was 
"Democracy  —  The  Vanguard  of  Freedom."  Students  competed  by  giving  a  three  to  five- 
minute  speech  on  the  subject.  They  were  judged  on  delivery,  originality  and  content.  Alison 
Duhamel,  daughter  of  Peter  and  Linda  Duhamel,  was  the  winner  for  West  Bridgewater 
Junior-Senior  High  School.  Alison  then  went  on  to  win  second  prize  at  the  district  level  of 
the  contest.  Alison  is  also  a  member  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  Key  Club  and  Varsity 
Club.  In  addition,  she  has  been  on  the  track  team  for  four  years. 

On  Thursday,  November  1 ,  the  members  of  the  Honors  U.S.  History  class  went  to  the 
Martin  Institute  at  Stonehill  College.  Joe  Martin  had  been  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  under  two  Presidents — Truman  and  Eisenhower.  His  papers  are  housed  in 
a  special  collection  at  Stonehill  College.  Dr.  Jim  Kenneally,  History  professor  and  curator  of 
the  Martin  Collection,  spoke  to  the  students  about  Martin's  life  in  politics  and  showed  them 
slides  and  documents.  Students  were  given  a  tour  of  the  research  center  and  saw  a  film  on 
Martin's  role  in  the  MacArthur  Firing  in  the  Korean  War.  Finally,  the  class  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  work  with  primary  source  documents  in  the  Martin  Library. 

This  year,  too,  the  Honors  Grade  12  Government  class — Contemporary  American 
Issues  (C.AI) — interviewed  veterans  about  their  Vietnam  experiences. 

Grade  7  students  sent  Christmas  gifts  to  soldiers  in  Saudia  Arabia  with  the  help  of  Mrs. 
Elaine  Peckham. 
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Students  in  Grade  8  American  History  participated  in  a  field  trip  to  Boston  in  October, 
enjoying  the  Freedom  Trail  and  various  Boston  historical  sites. 

The  44th  Annual  Student  Government  Day  Program  will  take  place  on  April  5. 
Students  from  across  the  Commonwealth  will  take  over  positions  in  State  government  on  that 
day.  Each  school  elected  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  in  a  school-wide  election  held  on 
Tuesday,  November  6.  Scott  Morrison,  son  of  Peter  and  Nancy  Morrison,  was  elected  as  the 
delegate.  Scott  is  a  junior  who  plays  varsity  soccer  and  baseball.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Varsity  Club.  Scott  is  an  Eagle  Scout  from  Troop  23  and  plans  on  a  career  in  Law 
Enforcement.  Leah  Barry,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Barbara  Barry,  was  elected  as  the 
alternate.  Leah  is  a  junior  and  is  a  member  of  the  Student  Council,  Key  Club,  Student 
Advisory  Council,  National  Honor  Society  and  Varsity  Club.  She  also  plays  field  hockey, 
basketball  and  track.  Both  Scott  and  Leah  have  already  participated  in  one  workshop  at 
Brockton  High  School  for  students  from  the  southeastern  part  of  the  Commonwealth.  Next, 
they  will  attend  two  more  workshops  at  the  State  House  before  taking  over  their  roles  in  State 
government  on  April  5. 

As  part  of  an  intra-department  project,  each  student  in  the  school  was  involved  in  a 
massive  letter-writing  campaign  to  our  servicemen  and  women  in  Saudi  Arabia. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

—  As  a  result  of  funds  from  the  School  Improvement  Council,  we  were  able  to  offer 
a  program  of  coastal  field  studies  for  the  7th  and  8th  grade  honor  classes  at  the  Cape  Cod 
Museum  of  Natural  History  in  Brewster. 

—  Grade  7  science  students  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  Plymouth-Carver  Interme- 
diate School  Planetarium  and  take  part  in  a  lesson  in  Astronomy. 

—  As  usual,  the  Junior  High  Science  Project  Exhibits  held  during  the  fall  and  spring 
were  inspiring,  with  many  of  the  projects  demonstrating  student  ingenuity  and  hard  work. 
Winners  from  the  8th  grade  were:  1st  —  John  Therien,  2nd  —  Sarah  Goldman,  and  3rd  — 
Kwaku  Asare.  Seventh  grade  winners  were:  1st  —  Emily  Goldman,  2nd  —  David  Morrison, 
and  3rd  —  Tenille  Carlevale. 

—  We  hated  to  see  Dr.  Edward  Kelly  leave  the  confines  of  West  Bridgewater  Jr.-Sr. 
High  School  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  new  position  in 
industry. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mathematics  Department  used  funds  from  a  federal  grant  to  help  train  mathematics 
and  science  teachers  in  the  use  of  computers. 
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The  eighth  grade  honors  mathematics  team  earned  second  place  in  Plymouth  County 
in  American  Junior  High  School  Mathematics  Exam.  The  team  was  led  by  Janet 
Muckenthaler,  John  Therien,  Kathleen  Pidgeon,  William  Kellogg  and  Melissa  Johnson. 

Again  this  year,  the  state  mandated  basic  skills  test  and  the  California  Achievement  test 
show  that  West  Bridgewater  students  are  strong  in  basic  mathematics  skills. 

Mr.  Allen  Kropp  left  West  Bridgewater  after  three  years  of  teaching  and  coaching.  He 
will  be  missed  by  the  students  and  his  fellow  teachers. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High  School  Business  Department  currently 
services  178  students,  grades  9-12. 

This  year's  offerings  include:  Accounting  1 ,  Accounting  2,  Keyboarding  1 ,  Keyboard- 
ing  2,  Office  Practice/Model  Office  and  Computer  Applications.  The  curricula  for  all  of  these 
courses  require  students  to  utilize  the  department's  IBM  computers. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  the  Business  Department  was  successful  in  securing 
Federal  funding  —  funding  was  used  to  purchase  textbooks  for  the  keyboarding  classes. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  functioning  with  a  half-time  teacher  position 
after  being  reinstated  from  total  cancellation  due  to  financial  constraints.  One  and  one-half 
courses  are  offered  in  the  high  school,  and  term  courses  are  required  of  the  seventh  grade 
students  using  homeroom  groupings. 

The  high  school  classes  are  heterogeneous  by  ability  and  grade  levels;  and  the 
curriculum  includes  consumer  issues,  personal  finance  (banking,  credit,  budgets),  nutrition, 
food  preparation,  housing  and  family  living.  The  half  year  class  runs  consecutively  with  a  half 
year  of  industrial  arts.  The  seventh  grade  curriculum  includes  advertising  (techniques, 
consumer  value  and  evaluation),  kitchen  safety  and  sanitation,  food  borne  illnesses,  food 
preparation  and  modification  and  decoration  of  basic  sport  clothes. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  functioning  with  one  half-time  teaching  position. 
This  provides  one  course  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  Each  eighth  grade  homeroom  gets 
woodshop  for  nine  weeks.  At  the  high  school  level,  one  full  year  and  one  half-year  course  are 
offered.  Both  courses  deal  with  woodworking. 

ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  goal  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  program  is  to  develop  skills,  values  and 
attitudes,  along  with  a  competitive  spirit,  which  will  enable  our  students  to  take  their  place 
in  today's  active,  fast-paced  society.  Our  Athletic  Department  should  not  be  thought  of  as  an 
entity  in  itself,  but  as  an  integral  part  of  the  total  educational  experience. 
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An  added  goal  of  our  athletic  program  has  surfaced  in  light  of  the  user  fees  being 
established  and  the  fact  of  our  ever-changing  society  offering  our  children  many  choices. 
That  goal  is  to  keep  as  many  students  as  possible  in  our  athletic  programs  so  they  will  not  be 
deprived  of  the  benefits  of  these  programs. 

This  goal  could  not  have  been  reached  without  the  help  of  several  organizations.  The 
Booster's  Club  has  been  instrumental  in  helping  with  the  funding  for  athletics.  The  Gridiron 
Club  has  helped  a  great  deal,  along  with  Youth  Football  and  the  YAA. 

During  the  1989-1990  school  year,  three  hundred  forty-two  student  athletes  repre- 
sented West  Bridgewater  in  some  230  Varsity,  Junior- Varsity,  Freshman  and  Junior  High 
contests.  One  of  the  casualties  of  our  tight  budget  restraints  was  the  loss  of  our  intramural 
programs. 

The  1 989- 1 990  school  year  showed  continued  success  stories  for  the  West  Bridgewater 
athletic  teams.  The  following  teams  were  League  Champions:  Girl's  Cross  Country, 
Football,  Girl's  Basketball,  Boy's  Track,  Girl's  Track  and  Baseball.  The  following  teams 
made  the  State  Tournaments:  Soccer,  Field  Hockey,  Girl's  Basketball,  Baseball  and  Softball. 

We  can  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  our  teams,  as  well  as  the  individuals  on 
the  teams.  We  at  West  Bridgewater  are  lucky  enough  to  have  a  coaching  staff  that  is  second 
to  none.  They  work  long  and  hard  hours  to  accomplish  the  goals  of  our  athletic  programs. 
Combining  this  with  the  drive  and  spirit  of  our  student  athletes  is  what  helps  to  make  our 
athletic  programs  at  West  Bridgewater  excel. 

It  is  often  asked,  "What  values  are  derived  from  athletic  participation?"  Aside  from  the 
obvious  physical  values,  the  West  Bridgewater  student  learns  the  meaning  of  sportsmanship, 
cooperation  and  commitment.  These  lessons  are  among  the  most  important  to  be  learned  by 
the  young  people  of  today. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Physicals  for  fall  athletics  were  held  in  August  and  September.  Dr.  Arthur  P.  Carriere 
performed  the  physicals.  The  turn-out  was  as  great  as  is  the  usual  custom  in  spite  of  the  new 
users'  fee.  Pre-physicals  were  done  also,  which  consisted  of  heights,  weights  and  blood 
pressures. 

Confidential  information  was  distributed  to  members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  the  day 
before  school  opened  so  as  to  acquaint  the  faculty  with  students  that  could  have  or  have  any 
specific  medical  or  emotional  problems.  In  cases  of  vision  and  hearing  problems,  preferential 
seating  by  the  teacher  may  be  arranged  for  the  student  prior  to  the  opening  of  school. 
Handicaps,  Diabetes  and  Epilepsy,  to  name  a  few,  and  their  special  instructions  to  the  faculty 
are  included.  This  confidential  information  is  updated  as  needed.

Instructions  for  the  use  of  the  Epipen  were  given  to  all  faculty  members,  as  there  are 
some  students  severely  affected  by  insect  bites.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  school 
be  informed  of  any  unusual  home  situations  which  could  affect  the  student  and  their  school 
life,  such  as  a  death  in  the  family,  a  divorce  or  separation  or  an  illness  to  a  member  of  the 
family  which  could  be  stressful  to  the  student. 

Vision  and  hearing  screening  was  done  in  the  latter  part  of  October  and  first  of 
November,  as  required  annually,  by  law,  with  failures  rescreened  by  the  school  nurse. 
Referrals  are  then  sent  home  with  those  students  who  have  failed. 

Parent  cooperation  is  a  must  in  returning  these  referrals  so  that  the  school  nurse  is 
informed  of  what,  if  any,  action  is  indicated. 

Students  have  all  been  immunized  according  to  the  Massachusetts  Immunization  Law. 

Updating  Tetanus/Diphtheria  boosters  is  done  each  year  through  school  clinics  or  by 
the  student's  private  physician. 

Mandatory  Scoliosis  screening  is  done  annually  by  the  Physical  Education  Depart- 
ment, with  positive  findings  being  referred  to  the  school  nurse  for  rescreening.  All  positive 
or  questionable  findings  by  the  school  nurse  are  sent  home  by  way  of  a  notice.  Students  should 
then  be  checked  by  their  own  private  physician.  Health  counseling  continues  daily. 

The  school  nurse  is  an  advisor  to  the  Future  Nurses  Club  and  also  has  been  trained  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Student  Assistance  Program,  which  meets  weekly  at  7:00  AM. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  1990-1991  school  year  has  again  been  very  productive  and  exciting  for  the  West 
Bridgewater  Health  Education  Department.  West  Bridgewater  was  again  selected  as  one  of 
eight  schools  in  the  south  shore  to  receive  a  comprehensive  health  education  grant  from  the 
state.  The  grant  monies  will  be  used  to  continue  to  develop  and  expand  the  comprehensive 
health  services  offered  to  the  community  by  the  school  system. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Health  Program  is  a  composite  of  learning  activities  and 
experiences  within  the  school  setting  that  are  directed  toward  developing  an  environment  that 
protects  and  promotes  the  health  of  the  students  and  the  school  personnel.  Our  comprehensive 
school  health  program  includes  health  education,  health  services,  a  healthy  environment  and 
community  outreach  activities.  The  ultimate  goal  of  our  program  is  to  help  our  young  people 
achieve  their  fullest  potential  by  accepting  responsibility  for  personal  health  decisions  and 
practices,  by  working  with  others  to  maintain  an  ecological  balance  helpful  to  society  and  the 
environment  and  by  becoming  discriminating  consumers  of  health  information,  health 
services  and  health  products. 
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It  is  our  plan  to  continue  to  develop  and  implement  programs  that  have  already  been 
established,  as  well  as  to  continually  evaluate  and  assess  the  needs  of  the  population  we  are 
serving.  As  new  needs  are  recognized,  we  will  address  them  in  a  positive  and  professional 
manner. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1 989-90  school  year,  the  Guidance  Department  continued  to  assist  students 
in  developing  their  ability  to  make  decisions  about  personal,  social,  career  and  educational 
issues.  Educational,  vocational  and  personal  counseling  was  provided  on  an  individual  and/ 
or  group  basis  to  students  in  grades  one  through  12. 

Various  curriculum  programs  were  provided.  Incoming  fourth  and  seventh  graders 
became  more  familiar  with  facilities  and  policies  by  participating  in  orientation  programs. 
Classroom  workshops  were  implemented  at  the  elementary  level  relative  to  sexual  growth/ 
development,  academic  development  issues,  study  skills,  responsibility  and  positive  attitude 
in  the  classrooms.  A  unit  on  Career  Education  was  presented  to  all  eighth  graders  as  well. 
Homeroom  Challenge  was  coordinated  to  foster  student  and  faculty  morale  and  to  increase 
participation  and  enthusiasm  by  all  participants  in  the  junior  high  school.  A  variety  of  tests 
continued  to  be  administered  system-wide. 

The  Peer  Education  Program  at  the  high  school  generated  a  positive  impact  over  the 
school  year  by  sponsoring  anti-smoking  activities,  anti-drinking  and  driving  activities,  a 
handicap  awareness  activity,  as  well  as  providing  assistance  with  Health  Department 
sponsored  programs. 

1990  was  a  memorable  year  for  awards,  which  included:  a  National  Award  from  the 
Citizen's  Scholarship  Foundation  of  America,  four  Massachusetts  Commonwealth  Scholars, 
another  senior  was  nominated  to  receive  the  Robert  C.  Byrd  Honors  State  Scholarship  Award, 
two  students  were  commended  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program,  another  senior 
received  a  Chancellor's  Award  for  Academic  Excellence  sponsored  by  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  19  students  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the  summer  P.C.C.  Advanced 
Studies  Program  at  Bridgewater  State  College  and  nine  students  initially  qualified  to 
participate  in  the  "Talent  Search"  sponsored  by  CTY  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Scholarships  totaling  over  $66,000.00  were  awarded  to  graduates  and  former  gradu- 
ates of  West  Bridgewater  High  School.  The  funds  were  raised  through  the  efforts  of  the  local 
Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation.  The  total  also  represents  contributions  from  the  Horace 
Howard  Aid  Fund,  local  businesses,  social  organizations,  memorial  scholarships,  private 
contributions  and  trust  funds. 

The  Class  of  1990  ventured  onto  various  career  paths  after  graduation.  Sixty-six 
percent  of  the  class  continued  on  in  post-secondary  education  after  high  school. 
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LIBRARY 

This  year  the  high  school  library  began  a  project  of  re-cataloging  many  books  in  the 
collection.  By  describing  the  books  more  carefully,  students  and  teachers  will  be  able  to  find 
them  more  easily.  The  school  library  ran  a  successful  book  fair  in  December  and  will  run 
another  book  fair  in  April.  At  these  fairs,  students  are  able  to  purchase  a  variety  of  popular 
and  classic  literature  and  also  support  the  library. 

The  librarian  began  a  program  of  bibliographic  instruction  using  the  World  Almanac. 
This  program  requires  students  to  find  answers  to  a  variety  of  questions  in  fields  ranging  from 
geography  to  science  using  the  World  Almanac,  and  also  teaches  them  basic  research  and 
critical  thinking  skills.  The  librarian  has  begun  to  develop  a  collection  of  educational 
videotapes  from  MET  (Mass.  Educational  Television)  and  the  Classroom  Channel  from 
Channel  One. 

MY  TURN 

The  Massachusetts  Youth  Teenage  Unemployment  Reduction  Network  (My  Turn, 
Inc.)  is  a  private,  non-profit  corporation  designed  to  equip  career  bound  high  school  seniors 
with  the  knowledge,  skills  and  self  esteem  necessary  to  make  a  successful  transition  from 
school  to  work. 

My  Turn  was  founded  six  years  ago  and  currently  services  students  in  four  local  high 
schools.  Besides  classroom  instruction,  My  Turn  offers  students  job  placement,  follow  up 
and  field  trips  chosen  for  career  exploration.  Some  special  events  held  in  the  past  have 
included  visits  to  the  J.F.K.  Library,  annual  installation  ceremonies  and  the  annual  confer- 
ence, which  is  held  every  April  to  allow  students  from  all  four  chapters  to  compete  in  acquired 
competencies. 

When  this  year's  classes  graduate,  My  Turn  will  have  assisted  over  1,500  students  in 
career  preparation.  With  the  continued  support  of  school  administrations,  local  business 
communities  and  dedicated  staff,  the  organization  will  continue  striving  to  assist  high  school 
students  in  the  attainment  of  their  goals.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

Another  year  has  passed,  and  much  work  has  been  done  in  Special  Education.  A  major 
accomplishment  has  been  the  completion  and  subsequent  review  of  the  state-mandated, 
three-year  evaluation  of  all  our  Special  Education  services,  programs  and  procedures.  At  this 
point,  we  are  in  the  process  of  responding  to  those  areas  identified  for  further  development 
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as  part  of  our  continuing  efforts  to  expand  and  improve  our  programs  and  services.  An 
evaluation  of  one  area  per  year  will  continue  to  occur  for  purposes  of  annual  compliance  with 
state  and  federal  guidelines.  This  will  allow  us  to  allocate  the  required  time  and  costs  over 
a  longer  period  of  time. 

The  outside  evaluator,  Dr.  Ronald  Linari,  stated  in  his  final  report  that:  "The  overall 
positive  outcome  of  this  evaluation  of  special  education  in  the  West  Bridgewater  Public 
Schools  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  cooperative  efforts  of  school  personnel  working 
together.  From  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  teachers  in  the  classroom,  the  needs  of 
children  are  being  recognized  and  served".  In  a  time  of  much  confusion  and  controversy  in 
education,  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  our  system  is  working  well  for  the  majority  of 
children  in  this  community. 

The  evaluation  process  involved  parents,  students,  staff  and  administrators.  Each 
group  was  surveyed  and/or  interviewed,  and  the  majority  of  feedback  was  positive  and 
reinforcing.  Over  one-third  of  all  parents  surveyed  responded,  and  all  seventh  through  12th 
grade  students  receiving  supportive  services  responded  to  the  questionnaire.  The  consistently 
positive  ratings  and  evaluator  review  support  the  conclusion  that  West  Bridgewater' s  Special 
Education  programs  and  services  are  regarded  quite  favorably  by  both  students  and  parents 
who  responded  to  the  survey. 

Students  recommended  purchasing  more  computers,  providing  bigger  classrooms  for 
resource  services  and  different/newer  furniture.  Parents'  suggestions  included  "...expanding 
public  relations  efforts  to  better  inform  the  community  of  the  nature  of  special  education  in 
West  Bridgewater  and  their  success  stories".  They  also  recommended  a  newsletter  for 
parents  and  community  members  and  further  developing  programs  for  students  with  learning 
disabilities. 

Comments  from  parents  included: 

"The  Special  Education  Program  was  so  good  and  effective  that  my  child  is  now  in  the 
regular  classroom  full  time.  I  am  extremely  happy  with  the  program". 

"You  have  a  very  dedicated  staff.  Always  willing  to  try  new  things  —  always  on  top 
of  everything  —  and  the  most  creative  group  of  individuals". 

"My  husband  and  I  have  a  very  positive  attitude  toward  our  child' s  education.  Our  child 
is  receiving  more  than  an  education.  He  is  receiving  a  healthy  attitude  towards  learning. 
That's  most  important". 

"I  appreciate  the  teachers  and  therapists  caring  and  personal  consideration  of  the 
students  as  well  as  the  parent". 
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The  seventh  through  12th  grade  students  receiving  supportive  services  had  the 
following  to  say: 

"The  teachers  are  understanding,  helpful,  thoughtful,  patient  and  looking  out  for  us  to 
get  a  good  education,  and  for  us  to  become  the  best  we  can  be". 

"The  thing  I  liked  about  special  ed  is  that  the  teachers  are  cool  and  they  are  real  caring, 
and  through  the  years  Special  Ed  really  helped  me". 

"Knowing  that  when  I  need  help  that  I  get  it  and  how  to  get  along  with  others  and  how 
to  act  like  a  gentleman". 

"The  teachers  help,  the  field  trips,  and  the  way  they  push  you  so  that  you'll  do  better". 

Dr.  Linari  summarized  as  follows:  "The  outcome  of  the  evaluation  clearly  indicates  a 
very  positive  system  of  service  provision  is  provided.  The  system  is  comprehensive  and 
services  are  provided  in  an  integrated  and  meaningful  approach. 

The  Special  Education  personnel  are  very  committed  to  their  roles  to  support  student 
needs  and  work  diligently  to  provide  successful  experiences  and  environments. 

As  in  any  system  that  is  diverse  and  demanding,  special  education  is  never  imple- 
mented perfectly.  However,  West  Bridgewater  does  not  have  to  improve  substantially.  The 
major  areas  requiring  further  development  include:  attention  to  the  consulting  education 
model;  greater  inclusion  of  nursing  personnel  in  the  Team  evaluation  process;  diagnostic  skill 
development  for  staff  and  greater  emphasis  on  career  development  for  students.  Through 
further  effort  and  school/community  teamwork,  special  education  will  continue  to  provide 
even  better  services  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  children  who  require  assistance  to  succeed". 

This  year  we  again  were  awarded  a  technical  assistance  grant  from  the  Department  of 
Education  that  provides  funds  to  support  our  efforts  integrating  low-incidence,  multi- 
handicapped  students  into  our  public  schools.  The  money  is  being  used  for  staff  training  and 
time  for  staff  to  develop  modified  curriculums  and  materials  for  these  students.  We  also 
received  a  grant  that  provides  seed  money  to  establish  a  "lending-library"  of  books  and 
materials  related  to  Special  Education  for  use  by  parents,  students  and  community  members. 

In  the  area  of  in-service  training,  we  have  provided: 

•  opportunities  for  staff  to  observe  integrated  educational  programs 

•  training  in  the  area  of  psychological/counseling  services 

•  training  in  behavior  management  techniques 

•  opportunities  to  review  and  evaluate  Chapter  766  pre-referral  policies  and  our 
internal  pre-referral  procedures  within  each  school 

•  training  in  Sped  transportation  procedures/policies 
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•  training  in  transitional  planning  for  Sped  students  entering,  moving  through  or 
leaving  our  school  system 

•  training  in  career  awareness  and  education 

Our  department  continued  to  coordinate  all  transportation  services  for  Special  Educa- 
tion students  within  our  schools  and  those  attending  out-of-district  programs.  Transportation 
of  this  kind  is  a  major  undertaking  that  requires  an  inordinate  amount  of  time,  energy, 
patience  and  good  humor  on  the  part  of  the  Special  Ed  office  staff  and  transportation 
personnel.  Their  dedication  and  ability  to  provide  efficient  and  safe  transportation  for  our 
students  deserves  our  praise  and  support. 

Currently,  we  are  providing  Sped  services  and  programs  to  1 85  students,  ages  three  to 
22  years  old.  Of  this  group,  eight  are  presently  in  programs  outside  our  school  system.  At  this 
time  last  year,  we  were  providing  for  a  total  of  181  students;  and  since  the  first  few  months 
of  the  '90-'91  school  year,  the  number  of  students  in  outside  placements  has  decreased  from 
1 1  to  eight.  These  changes  have  occurred  as  a  result  of  increased  integration  efforts,  student 
achievement  of  Special  Education  goals  and  objectives  and  student  transfers  to  other 
districts.  The  last  three  years  have  seen  a  significant  decrease  in  outside  placements  from  2 1 
in  1987  to  eight  in  1991. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  and  challenging  one,  as  you  can  see  by  the  number  and 
range  of  our  various  undertakings.  We  will  continue  in  our  efforts  to  provide  the  best  we 
possibly  can  to  the  children  and  families  of  West  Bridgewater.  Your  support  and  cooperation 
is  encouraged  and  genuinely  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Southeastern  offers  twenty-four  high  school  vocational  training  programs  and  six 
Technical  Institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1989,  1,213  students  were 
enrolled  in  the  high  school;  and  129  post-secondary  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Technical 
Institute. 

West  Bridgewater' s  share  of  the  $7,932,454  total  budget  consists  of  3.15%,  represent- 
ing 42  students. 
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Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of  conducting  its  educational 
programs  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  district.  For  the  past  five  years,  Southeastern 
has  maintained  the  third  lowest  per-pupil  cost  of  all  regional  vocational  technical  schools  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

Various  federal  grants  were  received  from  a  variety  of  sources  to  offset  supply  and 
equipment  costs.  Carl  Perkins  vocational  funds  were  used  in  the  high  school  to  purchase  a 
low  voltage  fire  alarm  system  trainer  and  a  burglar  alarm  system  trainer  for  the  Electrical 
Program.  Trouble-shooting  diagnostic  computers,  analog  trainers  and  robotic  supplies  and 
equipment  were  purchased  for  the  Electronics  Program.  Commercial  Art  acquired  two 
additional  interactive  desktop  publishing  computers.  Graphic  Arts  purchased  three  offset 
presses,  a  paper  cutter,  an  image-maker  camera,  laser  printer  and  bindery  equipment.  New 
equipment  for  the  Machine  Drafting  Program  included  two  IBM  PS  Model  50  computers  and 
four  additional  computer-aided  drafting  stations.  Supplies  and  hand  tools  were  purchased  for 
the  Masonry  Program.  Pipe  rack,  tools,  tubing  and  fixtures  were  purchased  for  the  Plumbing 
Program.  The  Metal  Fabrication  Program  purchased  three  mig  welders  and  two  portable 
welders. 

The  Technical  Institute  was  awarded  federal  funds  to  obtain  computer/word  proces- 
sors, transcribers  and  electric  typewriters  for  the  Medical  Assistant  Program.  A  new  x-ray 
unit  with  chair  was  purchased  for  the  Dental  Assistant  Program.  The  Licensed  Practical 
Nursing  Program  purchased  a  laser  disc  and  nursing  software.  The  Medical  Laboratory 
Technician  Program  acquired  a  multi-view  four  student  station  microscope.  In  addition,  tool 
kits  and  supplies  were  purchased  for  the  evening  Diesel  Program. 

The  following  equipment  was  purchased  with  Block  Two  grant  funds:  computers, 
printers,  interactive  computer  laser  discs,  software  and  audio/visual  equipment. 

Funds  from  PL94-142  (Chapter  766)  were  used  to  fund  a  moderate  special  needs 
teacher,  three  special  education  aides  and  to  purchase  computer  software  and  supplies.  Funds 
for  the  disadvantaged  students  were  used  to  hire  vocational  aides  in  Auto  Body,  Graphic  Arts 
and  Plumbing. 

The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs  grant  provided  audio- visual  materials  includ- 
ing video  tapes  and  curriculum  materials.  This  also  helped  to  establish  a  student  peer 
leadership  training  program. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  is  continuing  to  implement  the  Energy 
Grant  received  from  the  Commonwealth's  Office  of  Energy  Resources.  In  addition  to  re- 
tubing  the  boilers  and  replacing  fluorescent  ballasts,  new  lens  covers  have  been  installed  and 
emergency  lighting  has  been  retro-fitted. 

The  school's  bus  transportation  system  now  uses  a  computerized  street  map  with 
student  residences  electronically  digitized  into  their  proper  location.  Using  advanced 
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mathematical  computations,  the  system  automatically  generates  bus  runs  and  routes  and 
assigns  students  to  stops. 

Curriculum  revision  and  staff  development  continue  to  improve  the  quality  of 
instruction.  Many  staff  members  have  participated  in  the  evaluation  process  of  other 
vocational  schools  in  anticipation  of  the  upcoming  evaluation  of  Southeastern  Regional  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.,  which  is  scheduled  for  the  fall 
of  1991. 

The  Department  of  Education's  Massachusetts  Migrant  Education  Program  was  held 
at  Southeastern  during  the  summer  with  over  250  students  attending.  In  addition,  a  federal 
grant  for  handicapped  students  supported  a  summer  vocational  exploratory  camp. 

A  waste  to  energy  furnace  has  been  installed  to  eliminate  paying  for  disposal  of 
hazardous  waste  materials. 

The  former  Electric  Appliance  Repair  Program  was  replaced  by  a  program  in  Heating, 
Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration. 

Student  on-campus  projects  include  building  a  three  story  addition  to  the  Plumbing 
Shop,  installation  of  siding  to  the  warehouse  and  the  completion  of  a  120'  x  40'  Masonry 
Building.  Anticipated  projects  include  an  addition  to  the  bus  garage  and  vehicle  storage 
building. 

In  June,  1 990,  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  graduated 
233  students.  Guidance  Department  records  indicate  that  93%  of  the  members  of  the  Class 
of  1990  were  placed  either  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their  education. 

An  Alumni  Association  was  developed  during  the  past  year.  All  alumni  are  invited  to 
participate  in  the  school  programs,  become  Advisory  Board  members  to  our  craft  programs 
and  participate  in  annual  Open  House  activities.  Over  four  hundred  graduates  participated  in 
last  year's  Open  House. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  vocational  programs  continues  to  be  very  strong.  Studies 
indicate  that  tens  of  thousands  of  vocational  technical  graduates  are  needed  each  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Residents  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridge  water: 

As  Superintendent  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Highway  Department,  I  am  pleased  to 
submit  my  1990  annual  town  report  highlighting  our  accomplishments  and  our  dilemmas  of 
this  past  year. 

RESURFACING  TYPE  1-1 

During  this  past  year,  a  large  section  of  Forest  Street,  as  well  as  a  large  section  of 
Kenneth  Street,  were  repaired.  Many  trenches  were  repaired,  as  were  wheel  ruts  due  to  road 
fatigue. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

West  Street  has  been  completed  for  a  distance  of  3,642'  x  24'.  The  scope  of  work 
included  622'  of  12"  drainage  pipe,  box  widening,  loaming  and  seeding. 

DRAINAGE 

The  three  men  of  the  Highway  Department  installed  one  new  catch  basin  on  Progres- 
sive Avenue  to  alleviate  a  problem  of  water  freezing  on  the  roadway  during  the  winter 
months. 

SNOW 

Once  again,  the  three  men  of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  hired  contractors  have 
done  an  outstanding  job  of  keeping  our  roads  plowed  and  sanded  during  the  winter  months. 
We  would  like  to  thank  you,  the  townspeople,  for  your  continued  efforts  and  cooperation  in 
observing  the  winter  parking  ban  in  effect  and  keeping  your  vehicles  off  the  roadways  to 
facilitate  plowing  and  sanding. 

MAINTENANCE 

All  roads  were  swept  once  by  our  street  sweeper,  all  645  catch  basins  were  cleaned  and 
most  all  road  lines  were  painted.  We  managed  to  mow  the  roadsides  twice  and  graveled  those 
that  required  it.  Potholes  continued  to  be  high  on  our  list  for  repairs.  This  past  spring,  the  men 
of  the  department  cleaned  three  miles  of  streams;  and  this  job  is  still  going  on  at  the  present. 
The  department  continues  to  experience  manpower  shortages  in  the  summer.  Maintenance 
work  has  to  be  completed  by  three  men  when  someone  is  on  vacation  and  by  two  men  when 
sick  time  occurs.  There  are  presently  136  miles  of  two-sided  roadways  in  town  to  maintain. 
The  requirements  of  maintaining  that  many  miles  of  roads  places  a  severe  strain  on  the  limited 
resources  of  the  Highway  Department. 

TRANSFER  STATION 

The  cost  factor  at  the  Transfer  Station  continues  to  be  stable,  thus  allowing  us  to  limit 
the  fluctuations  of  our  budget  by  maintaining  the  operational  costs.  We  continue  to  look  at 
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the  feasibility  or  recycling  newspapers,  bottles  and  cans.  Our  sticker  program  went  well,  and 
most  all  town  residents  are  in  compliance.  The  price  remains  at  $10.00  for  the  first  vehicle 
and  $2.00  for  a  second  vehicle  registered  in  West  Bridgewater. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  high  quality  of  work  of  the  five  men  under 
my  supervision.  It  has  seemed  an  impossible  task,  but  they  have  put  their  backs  to  it  and  got 
it  well  done.  I  would  like  also  like  to  thank  all  of  the  town  boards  and  employees  for  their 
continued  support  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1990. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  266,549,800  gallons  of  water  were  pumped.  This  is 
25,820,600  gallons  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount  for  any  one  day  was  July 
16th,  with  1,682,300  gallons  being  pumped.  The  largest  month  was  June,  with  29,189,900 
gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week  was  June  22nd,  with  7,252,600  gallons  pumped. 

With  266,549,800  gallons  of  water  pumped,  plus  820,654  gallons  bought  from  Easton, 
a  total  of  267,370,454  gallons  of  water  were  used.  This  makes  a  daily  average  of  732,522 
gallons. 

Fourteen  new  services  were  installed,  bringing  our  total  to  2,360  services. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Water  Department  has  been  involved  in  replacing  the  water 
meters  throughout  the  town.  At  the  end  of  this  year,  we  had  hoped  to  have  all  meters  replaced 
so  that  they  could  be  read  from  outside  of  the  house,  reducing  the  number  of  estimated 
readings  and  improving  the  accuracy  of  our  billing.  As  of  December  31,  1990,  we  still  had 
about  1 25  houses  that  we  were  having  difficulty  accessing  in  order  to  complete  the  work.  All 
large  meters  in  the  system  have  either  been  replaced  or  tested,  repaired  and  certified  accurate. 
After  all  meters  are  replaced,  we  will  begin  replacing  10%  of  the  system's  meters  each 
subsequent  year  to  maintain  the  greatest  accountability  for  the  water  being  pumped. 

During  this  year,  the  Water  Department  laid  approximately  600'  of  8"  water  main  on 
Old  Kenneth  Street,  connecting  the  new  section  to  Maolis  Avenue  and  eliminating  the  dead- 
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end  condition  on  Kenneth  Street.  The  results  are  increased  fire  protection  to  the  area  and 
increased  water  changes  in  the  main.  All  houses  on  Old  Kenneth  were  tied  into  the  new  water 
main,  and  the  old  service  lines  were  disconnected.  All  work  was  carried  out  by  our  own  crew 
using  our  equipment,  saving  the  town  thousands  of  dollars. 

In  the  fall  of  this  year,  the  Water  Department  experienced  major  damage  to  a  water 
main  that  is  suspended  under  the  Walnut  Street  overpass  to  Route  24.  An  1 8  wheeler  traveling 
south  on  Route  24  hit  the  bridge  when  the  trailer,  loaded  with  stone,  raised  up,  shattering  the 
cast  iron  water  main  suspended  in  the  structure.  The  main  was  severed,  and  all  homes  east 
of  the  ridge  lost  water.  The  Fire  Department  laid  fire  hose  between  a  hydrant  east  of  the 
damaged  bridge  and  west  of  it,  supplying  the  neighborhood  with  water  on  a  temporary  basis. 

Plastic  water  main  had  to  be  brought  in  from  out-of-state  and  assembled  by  our  own 
crew  over  the  top  of  the  bridge  in  the  sidewalk  area.  As  of  this  day,  this  temporary  water  main 
is  still  in  service;  and  we  are  pursuing  the  water  main  replacement  under  the  bridge  with  the 
insurance  company,  state  and  engineers  working  on  this  problem. 

Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily  after  every  severe  storm  and  all  power 
failures.  A  total  of  567  hours  of  overtime  was  spent  in  emergency  leaks  and  maintenance. 

During  the  year,  156  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  made  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  bacterial  elements.  All  reports  were  most 
satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free  from  bacterial  elements. 
Analysis  of  sodium  concentration  in  our  water  averaged  19.8  milligrams  per  litre  for  1990, 
allowing  us  to  meet  the  state  regulation  of  a  maximum  of  20  milligrams  per  litre.  We  also  ran 
individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants  in  our  water,  and  none 
were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

In  September  of  this  year,  Charles  Bunker,  the  backhoe  operator  for  the  Water 
Department,  was  called  to  active  duty  in  Operation  Desert  Storm.  The  absence  of  Charlie  is 
felt  by  the  entire  crew  every  day,  but  we  all  know  that  the  Navy  has  borrowed  the  best;  and 
Charlie,  being  Charlie,  is  giving  them  1 10%,  just  as  he  always  gives  the  Water  Department. 
The  water  commissioners  and  crew  wish  Charlie  good  luck  and  a  quick  return. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  crew  of  the  Water  Department  for  making  this  year  a 
success,  all  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when  requested  and,  most  importantly,  all 
of  the  townspeople  who  have  supported  us  in  reaching  our  goals.

The  following  list  of  fees  gathered  by  the  Board  is  a  glimpse  of  some  of  the  Board 
activities.  This  year,  because  of  the  construction  slow-down,  perc  test  observations  and 
disposal  works  permits  were  significantly  lower. 


Again  this  year  we  thank  the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  our  Public 
Health  Nurse  for  running  the  clinics  on  blood  pressure  and  blood  sugar  screening,  TB  testing 
and  flu  shots.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  is  available  every  first  and  third  Tuesday  from  1 1 :30 
a.m.  to  12:30  p.m.  at  our  office  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Veterinary  Clinic  for  rabies  shots  for  cats  and  dogs  was  well  received. 

We  were  very  happy  to  be  able  to  again  join  a  consortium  of  area  towns  that  allowed 
us  to  continue  to  offer  hazardous  waste  days  this  year.  We  hope  to  continue  these  increasingly 
important  collections.  Collection  days  were  in  May  and  September,  held  at  West  Junior  High 
School  in  Brockton;  and  the  Board  again  plans  to  hold  this  civic  project  in  199 1 .  Information 
may  be  obtained  by  calling  the  office  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Lastly,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Health  Inspector  for  handling  all  the 
day  to  day  work  that  allows  our  Board  to  function.  The  ongoing  restaurant  and  food  handling 
inspections,  septic  site  inspections  and  follow-up  visits  and  calls  on  public  health  complaints 
received  by  the  Board  are  not  seen  in  yearly  reports  such  as  this,  but  are  essential  to  the  public 
health  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1990. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957  and  is  now 
composed  of  23  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in 
Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way 
of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees  and  mosquito  control 
professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 
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1990  was  a  year  of  extensive  mosquito  activity  due  to  significant  rainfall  during 
autumn  and  spring.  Efforts  aimed  at  the  immature  larval  mosquitoes  were  pushed  to  the  limit. 
Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra  low  volume  spraying  began. 
Residential  complaints  were  received  at  our  office  in  record  numbers,  and  all  available 
manpower  was  utilized  to  combat  requests  from  homeowners  concerning  the  abundance  of 
mosquitoes  in  their  particular  areas.  All  sprayers  and  trucks  performed  well,  and  almost  no 
time  was  lost  to  breakdowns. 

In  April  of  1990,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  issued  an  advisory 
on  Eastern  Encephalitis  to  local  Boards  of  Health  and  Mosquito  Control  Districts.  An 
additional  advisory  was  issued  to  all  campgrounds  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  in  early 
summer.  The  first  isolation  of  Eastern  Encephalitis  Virus  in  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting 
species,  was  detected  in  Halifax  the  week  of  June  22nd;  and  Health  officials  were  concerned 
about  a  spillover  of  virus  into  other  mosquitoes  known  to  bite  humans.  The  highest  risk  for 
transmission  of  virus  to  humans  usually  occurs  during  August  and  September.  Information 
based  on  the  Department  of  Public  Health  mosquito  trapping  data  precipitated  an  aerial  spray 
program  for  all  Plymouth  and  Bristol  Counties,  plus  a  portion  of  Norfolk  County,  during  the 
mornings  and  evenings  of  August  27-29th.  A  dramatic  reduction  in  adult  mosquito  popula- 
tions occurred  after  the  spray  program  but  three  human  EE  cases  had  been  contracted  prior 
to  the  aerial  spray.  All  historical  case  data  suggests  a  return  of  the  EE  virus,  which  runs  in  a 
two  or  three  year  cycle,  in  1991. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of  the 
activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  West  Bridgewater 
residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  3,552  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers  for 
control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if 
mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  October. 

Aerial  Application.  Larvicidng  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before  the  leaves  come 
out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  West  Bridgewater  this  year,  we  aerially 
larvicided  770  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can  be 
found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 
continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature 
mosquitoes  are  present. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between  notice 
of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time 
in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was  less  than  two  days,  with  more  than  66  complaints 
answered. 
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Water  Management.  During  1990,  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other  obstruc- 
tions from  1 1,695  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that 
can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often 
carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  1,265  linear  feet  of  ditch  was  reconstructed  in  West 
Bridgewater  using  one  of  the  Project's  three  driven  backhoes. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  of  the  mosquitoes  in  West  Bridgewater 
indicates  that  Coquillittidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  included  Aedes  vexans  and  Culex  pipiens. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information  about 
mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices  or  any  other  matters  of  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  RAPE  CRISIS  CENTER 

THE  PROGRAM 

The  Plymouth  County  Rape  Crisis  Center  is  a  program  of  Health  Care  of  Southeastern 
Mass.,  which  is  a  private,  non-profit  agency.  The  rape  crisis  center  was  established  ten  years 
ago  in  response  to  the  need  for  these  services  in  every  community.  We  at  the  center  struggle 
to  eliminate  rape  and  sexual  assault  in  our  communities.  All  services  are  free  of  charge. 

SERVICES 

The  Plymouth  County  Rape  Crisis  Center  provides  an  array  of  services  which  include: 

24-HOUR  HOTLINE:  The  hotline  provides  24-hour  counseling  to  victims  and  their 
significant  others. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION:  Through  the  hotline,  counselors  are  available  24  hours 
a  day  to  respond  to  victims,  victims'  families,  police  departments  or  emergency  rooms 
immediately  after  an  assault.  The  counselor  provides  support  to  the  victim  and  the  family  to 
help  them  regain  control  of  a  particularly  devastating  situation. 

INDIVIDUAL  AND  GROUP  COUNSELING:  Individual  and  group  counseling  are 
offered  to  victims  and  their  significant  others  in  order  the  help  them  deal  with  the  devastating 
emotional  impact  of  the  rape  or  sexual  assault.  Group  counseling  brings  victims  together  to 
help  them  deal  with  the  feelings  of  isolation  and  helplessness. 

MEDICAL  LIAISON:Counselors  are  trained  in  emergency  protocols  for  treatment 
of  rape  survivors  utilized  by  various  community  hospitals. 

COMMUNITY  EDUCATION:Educational  and  training  progrms  are  offered  to 
schools,  churches,  social  service  agencies,  police  departments,  hospitals  and  community 
organizations  on  rape  awareness/prevention,  child  sexual  assault,  rape  trauma  syndrome  and 
other  related  issues. 

THE  NEED:      One  out  of  every  two  women  will  be  raped  or  be  a  victim  of 
attempted  rape  in  their  lifetime. 

One  out  of  every  seven  males  are  sexually  assaulted  by  the  age  of 
eighteen.

During  1 990  with  the  fiscal  crisis  and  budget  cuts  the  Council  on  Aging  had  to  be  more 
frugal  and  watchful  of  our  spending.  We  also  had  to  be  more  creative  and  find  new  ways  to 
fund  the  services  already  in  place.  In  September,  with  Town  Meeting  approval,  we  were  able 
to  initiate  a  Social  Day  Care  Program  for  town  elders.  For  a  fee  of  $20.00  per  day  we  were 
able  to  provide  daily  supervision  for  those  seniors  who  are  unable  to  be  alone  during  the  day. 
This  has  also  enabled  us  to  provide  respite  care  for  family  caregivers.  We  have  more  than 
exceeded  our  proposed  goals. 

Our  monthly  newsletter,  the  "Capen  Caller",  is  still  a  very  effective  way  for  the  Council 
on  Aging  to  reach  out  to  those  who  are  age  60  and  over.  This  keeps  them  informed  of  the 
services  and  activities  that  are  available.  These  services  include  telephone  reassurance,  vial 
of  life,  volunteer  opportunities,  fuel  assistance,  congregate  meals,  home  delivered  meals, 
food  stamps,  handicapped  services,  home  care,  hospice,  housing  issues  and  referrals,  legal 
assistance,  tax  assistance,  library  services,  talking  books,  recreation,  education,  transporta- 
tion, emergency  food  bank,  surplus  commodity  foods,  hospital  equipment,  senior  citizen 
identification  and  discount  cards,  senior  citizen  Bay  State  Gas  discount  card,  carrier  alert 
program,  health  services  including  eye  screening  clinics,  and  podiatry  service. 

In  cooperation  with  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Health,  the  Bridgewater  Visiting 
Nurse  Association,  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Council  on  Aging,  we  were  able  to  continue 
our  monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics.  We  serviced  a  total  of  219  handicapped  and  elderly 
clients  and  administered  202  flu  shots.  Other  successful  activities  offered  were  line  dancing, 
quilting,  bowling,  walking  club,  low  impact  aerobics,  and  monthly  birthday  parties.  Boccie, 
our  newest  activity,  was  initiated  in  September.  Eagle  Scout  Tim  Sullivan  and  his  Eagle  Scout 
project  spent  more  than  300  hours  and  constructed  a  10'  by  60'  boccie  court  as  well  as  three 
benches  on  the  West  Bridgewater  Senior  Center  grounds.  Participants  enjoyed  their  new 
outdoor  activity  until  the  weather  would  no  longer  permit  it. 

J.O.Y  (Just  Older  Youth)  has  continued  to  be  supportive  by  holding  several  fund 
raising  events  during  the  year. 

Our  staff  and  volunteers  remain  efficient  and  dedicated  in  all  aspects  of  their  jobs.  The 
Council  on  Aging  employs  nine  staff  people.  The  Elder  Services  Director,  Kitchen  Manager, 
Cook,  and  Assistant  Cook  are  funded  by  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  Four  Senior  Aides 
who  provide  clerical  support,  transportation,  and  assistance  with  the  Social  Day  Care  clients, 
are  salaried  through  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  Inc.  which  administers  the  Senior  Aide 
Program.  That  program  is  funded  by  the  Department  of  Labor.  An  Elder  Service  Corp.  driver 
who  receives  a  monthly  stipend  from  the  State  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  and  a 
Kitchen  Aide  who  is  funded  by  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council  Youth  Employ- 
ment Training  Program  round  out  the  staff.  The  Council  on  Aging,  in  cooperation  with  P.I.C. 
and  Reed's  Academy,  has  been  able  to  provide  a  supervised  work  training  program  for 
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several  of  the  Reed  students  over  the  past  several  years.  Fifty  five  volunteers  gave  a  total  of 
14,448  hours  of  their  time  in  1990.  Pay  for  their  in  kind  services,  figured  at  minimum  wage, 
would  have  totaled  $155,736.00.  The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  support  of  the 
following  individuals:  Dr.  Ronald  W.  Pacy,  Superintendent  of  Schools;  Mrs.  Beverly 
Reynolds,  School  Lunch  Director,  and  her  staff, who  have  provided  us  with  nutritional  meals 
even  when  budget  allocations  have  been  continually  cut;  Jim  Yarnell  and  his  custodial  staff; 
Highway  Superintendent  Don  Newman  and  his  crew. 

Many  thanks  to  all  of  the  Towns  people,  businesses  and  organizations  who  have  given 
their  support  this  past  year.

AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area  Agency's  activities  for 
1990. 

In  1 990,  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  completed  its  tenth  year  as  the  Area  Agency 
on  Aging.  The  Area  Agency  is  responsible  for  administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older 
Americans  Act  for  twenty-three  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  This  federal 
f  unding  has  enabled  the  Area  Agency  to  respond  to  the  growing  needs  of  elders,  particularly 
those  over  the  age  of  85.  In  partnership  with  Councils  on  Aging  and  other  community 
agencies,  Title  III  monies  have  been  creatively  combined  with  other  funding  to  develop  a 
range  of  in-home  and  community  services. 
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Services  funded  by  the  Area  Agency  during  fiscal  year  1990  included: 

•  Senior  center  and  outreach  programs 

•  Home  health  aide  services 

•  In-home  mental  health  services 

•  Senior  center  services  for  deaf  and  physically  handicapped  elders 

•  Transportation  services 

•  Legal  services 

•  Emergency  services 

•  Congregate  and  home  delivered  meals 

•  Nursing  home  ombudsman  services 

These  services  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  elder  service  network. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  member  communities,  specifically  the  participation  and  involvement 
of  the  members  of  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Ms.  Barbara 
Farnsworth  of  Marshfield.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions  and  the  many  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and 
individuals  who  have  assisted  the  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  SERVICES 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  year  thirty-five  veterans  and  dependents  were  assisted  by  Veterans'  Services. 
Fourteen  received  financial  and  medical  aid;  and  twenty  one  were  assisted  with  other  various 
services,  such  as  V.A.  Compensation  forms,  V.A.  Insurance,  V.A.  Education  loans  and 
requesting  Veterans  to  apply  for  Social  Security  Disability,  Social  Security  and  Blue  Cross/ 
Blue  Shield  reimbursements. 

Refunds  in  the  amount  of  $3,032.02  were  received  from  V.A.  Compensation,  Social 
Security  Disability  and  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  reimbursements.  The  refunds  were  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  upon  receipt. 
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A  quarterly  computer  match  was  sent  to  our  main  office  in  Boston  to  check  the  accuracy 
of  wage  information  given  by  veterans  receiving  benefits  from  this  office.  Appropriate  action 
is  taken  in  any  case  where  the  veteran  or  dependent  of  a  veteran  does  not  report  to  us  all 
income,  if  any,  received  while  getting  Veterans  Services  benefits. 

All  decisions  made  by  the  Veterans'  Agent  are  done  so  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  directives  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELF  HELP,  INCORPORATED 

Self  Help,  Inc.  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's  anti-poverty  agency  dedicated  to 
improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and  families  and  making  all 
segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and 
minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30, 1 990,  Self  Help  received  a  total  funding 
of  $9.3M  and  provided  direct  services  to  79,442  limited-income  households  in  the  area. 

263  West  Bridgewater  households  received  direct  services  totaling  $7 1 ,84 1  during  the 
program  year  1990. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,348,658  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $  1 ,770,25 1 
of  other  community  resources,  such  as  contributions  from  the  towns  and  volunteers.  The 
gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program  year  was  $1 1,343,436. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  approximately  175  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of 
limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  1 0/1/89  through  9/30/90  was  a  successful  one  for  us  and 
very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  population.  We  thank  the  Boards  of  Selectmen,  town 
volunteers  and  your  representative  to  our  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  Donald  Shurtleff,  for 
helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  1990  was  a  unique  and  banner  year  in  the  history  of  our  library.  On  May  6, 
1990,  the  new  facility  was  opened  with  appropriate  public  ceremonies.  The  Honorable 
Hastings  Keith  gave  the  keynote  speech  and  dedicated  the  Clock  Tower  to  the  memory  of 
Captain  Gary  Carlson,  who  was  killed  in  action  during  the  Vietnam  War. 

The  gray  brick  building  sits  on  the  Howard  land  grant  and  is  adjacent  to  three  public 
schools,  yet  it  is  situated  in  a  spot  that  is  far  removed  from  the  traffic  which  plagued  the  old 
location.  One  wing  consists  of  a  children's  section  and  the  other  wing  of  an  area  that  is 
dedicated  to  browsing,  book  selection  and  research.  The  building  plan  has  proved  to  be 
functionally  sound  for  administration  and  offers  patrons  adequate  space  in  which  to  fully 
utilize  the  building's  resources. 

The  building  has  not  received  final  acceptance  by  the  Town  due  to  certain  contractual 
problems  with  the  builders  which  have  not  as  of  yet  been  resolved.  This  condition  temporarily 
restricts  the  public's  use  of  the  meeting  room,  but  does  not  restrict  its  utilization  for  programs 
which  are  directly  supervised  by  the  library  staff. 

Building  costs  have  not  exceeded  the  amount  which  was  appropriated  at  the  May,  1 988 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Of  all  the  appointments  in  the  new  building,  only  the  carpet  came 
from  appropriated  monies.  All  of  the  furniture  and  shelving  were  either  transferred  from  the 
former  building  or  purchased  through  donations  raised  by  the  Furniture  Fundraising 
Committee.  Actual  cash  donations  to  date  total  $66,701 .00;  gifts  in  kind  or  donated  services 
are  valued  at  $12,000.00 

Donors  of  $1,000.00  or  more  include  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  Shaw's  Markets, 
Careful  Moving  Company,  Component  Manufacturing  Services,  Christy's  Markets,  H.N. 
Bull  Information  Services,  Campello-Keith  Oil  Co.,  Iannitelli  Landscape  Center,  Reid- 
Hofman  Insurance,  Trucchi's  Markets,  Willis  Furniture  Company,  the  Amerigian  Family, 
Herbert  and  Patricia  Billett,  the  Arthur  Carriere  Family,  James  and  Alice  Grandfield,  the 
James  Howell  Family,  Marjorie  MacDonald,  Charles  and  Helen  Millett,  Elizabeth  G.  Turner, 
Ralph  and  Stephanie  Wall,  Wayne  and  Marilyn  Legge  and  Philip  and  Lois  Watts.  Mrs.  Ben 
Cook,  Reverend  Elizabeth  Davidson,  James  Eng  and  Hastings  Keith  made  their  donations  in 
memory  of  departed  family  members. 

The  fund  substantially  furnished  the  library  and  covered  two  thirds  of  the  landscaping. 
Still  lacking  are  shrubberies  along  the  sides  of  the  building,  some  study  carrels,  tables  and 
chairs  and  an  outside  flagpole. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  the  staff  has  coped  well  with  the  augmented  circulation  and 
reference  assistance  with  which  it  has  been  commissioned,  and  that  during  the  last  eight 
months,  these  services  have  been  provided  without  exceeding  the  library's  appropriated 
operating  budget,  which  is  but  1 .43%  of  the  total  Town  operating  budget.  The  staff  deserves 
congratulations  for  this  achievement.  However,  the  fact  remains  that  the  number  of  hours 
during  which  the  facility  is  open  is  just  above  the  minimum  required  by  the  State  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners. 

It  would  be  desirable  for  the  library  to  join  the  ABLE  online  circulation  system.  Linking 
up  with  this  program  would  greatly  facilitate  the  cataloging,  circulation  and  accessing  of 
book  resources  within  the  regional  networks  of  the  state.  The  capital  expenditure  for  the 
ABLE  system,  encompassing  the  libraries  in  our  geographical  area,  would  be  $12,000.00 
spread  over  three  years,  with  $7,000.00  per  year  for  operating  costs.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
believes  that  in  the  long  run,  this  computerized  system  would  greatly  enhance  patron  services 
and  allow  staff  more  time  for  community  outreach  and  programs.  But  under  our  current  fiscal 
situation,  the  Board  will  not  press  for  ABLE's  adoption. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  every  person  and  business  that  contributed  time,  money, 
gifts  and  moral  support  to  the  completion  of  the  library,  especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Administrative  Assistant,  the  School,  Highway  and  Fire  Departments,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  and  Continental  Cablevision.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  Fred  McPeck,  Eugene 
DeVine,  Reverend  Paul  Hanna,  Helen  Fisher,  Florian  Muckenthaler,  Warren  Turner  and 
Helen  Wood  for  their  hours  of  service  on  the  Furniture  Fundraising  Committee;  Karen 
Hofmann  for  her  engrossing  of  the  gift  recognition  book;  and  Warren  and  Betty  Turner,  Ken 
Leder,  John  MacDonald  and  the  late  Warren  Sylvia  for  their  assistance  in  adapting  the  book 
stacks  from  the  old  library  for  use  in  the  new  one  and  for  the  repair  of  the  furniture. 

We  wish  to  particularly  acknowledge  Paul  Galvin,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Building 
Committee,  for  his  long  and  time  consuming  commitment  to  the  project,  along  with  the  other 
members  of  the  committee:  Joseph  Flint,  Gary  Keith  and  Thomas  Snell.  Last,  but  not  least, 
we  thank  Beth  Roll,  Library  Director,  who  participated  enthusiastically  at  all  times  and  who, 
with  her  staff,  brilliantly  carried  out  the  move  and  organization  of  duties  in  the  new  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  TO  THE 
TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Library  Building  Committee  is  proud  to  have  opened  the  new  facility  on  May  6, 
1990.  All  the  hard  work  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Library 
Building  Committee,  the  architect,  contractor  and  subcontractors,  the  Careful  Moving 
Company,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  Furniture  Fundraising  Committee  and  the  Opening 
Day  Ceremony  Committee  culminated  in  a  beautiful,  stately  and  useful  building.  The 
structure  has  a  projected  life  span  of  20  years. 

Already  in  its  first  six  months  of  usage,  the  circulation  figures  of  materials  borrowed 
from  the  library  are  double  those  of  the  old  building.  Patron  use  is  triple  that  of  the  old  facility. 

The  library  is  preparing  ahead  of  time  to  have  as  much  as  possible  of  the  retrospective 
conversion  of  library  records  completed  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  the  installation  of  an 
automated  circulation  system  as  funding  becomes  available.  The  library  is  slated  to  take  a 
position  in  the  Automated  Bristol  Library  Exchange  (ABLE).  Bridgewater  Public  Library  is 
an  example  of  one  of  the  eleven  libraries  in  the  network  in  which  the  ABLE  system  is  up  and 
running. 

The  library  staff  would  like  to  thank  Paul  Revere  Brown  and  Ted  Nystrom  for  their  oil 
and  water  color  paintings  of  local  buildings  and  landscapes,  which  were  given  to  the  library. 
We  would  also  like  to  thank  Mike  Feresten  for  leading  a  fundraising  project  to  provide 
calendars  with  a  picture  of  the  new  building  for  patrons  to  purchase.  The  four  local  businesses 
which  contributed  in  order  to  make  the  project  possible  were  Dempsey  Village  Barn, 
Trucchi's  Super  Market,  LA.  Lacina,  Inc.  and  Shaw-Barton  Co. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  actively  continued  their  work  in  supplementing  library 
programs  through  their  fundraising  efforts,  such  as  the  Membership  Drive  and  the  June  book 
sale.  The  Friends  have  provided  furniture  for  the  new  building,  and  museum  passes  and 
children's  programming  sponsored  by  the  Friends  have  been  made  possible  through  the 
generosity  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Arts  Lottery  Council.  The  Friends  have  refurbished  the 
antique  roll  top  desk  that  has  been  moved  to  each  new  library  location  from  the  1 880' s  to  the 
present. 

Peter  Bergstrom  is  to  be  acknowledged  for  his  presentation  of  two  tax  and  investment 
workshops  during  the  autumn  at  the  library. 

The  library  has  been  successful  in  implementing  a  volunteer  program.  Volunteers 
assist  with  projects  that  augment  those  of  regular  staff.  Six  members  of  the  community  have 
offered  their  time  to  this  program.  In  addition,  high  school  students  and  Key  Club  members 
have  provided  several  volunteers  to  work  on  projects  at  the  library  during  their  study  periods 
in  order  to  earn  special  commendation. 
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The  Summer  Reading  Club  attracted  children  to  a  program  starring  "Investigator 
Alligator".  There  was  an  ice  cream  party  to  celebrate  the  end  of  the  summer  program  at  which 
children  made  their  own  ice  cream  sundaes.  Halloween  trick  or  treats  brought  storyteller 
Stephen  Ralph  King  and  the  Dolly  and  Debbie  theatre  troupe  to  entertain  the  children  and 
their  parents.  The  Story  Hour  Clubs  celebrated  Easter  with  bunny  cakes  decorated  by  the 
children  and  with  an  Easter  egg  hunt  inside  the  library  that  delighted  all.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 


Cooperative  Extension  is  located  on  High  Street,  Hanson  (on  the  grounds  of  the  County 
Hospital).  Cooperative  Extension  is  a  partnership  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  land-grant  college  —  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst  and  county 
government.  It  is  a  nationwide,  informal  educational  program.  County  Agents  are  specialists 
in  programs  targeted  to  Agriculture  and  Natural  Resources  and  Communities,  Families  and 
Youth  (4-H).  Staff  consists  of  a  director,  two  regional  agricultural  specialists,  a  community 
resource  development  specialist,  two  home  economists,  two  4-H  agents  and  a  split  position, 
4-H/home  horticulture.  Cooperative  Extension  administers  a  federally  funded  nutrition 
education  program,  The  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  (E.F.N. E.P.), 
located  in  Brockton. 

County  Cooperative  Extension  works  on  key  issues  related  to  Youth  Development  (4- 
H),  Water,  Nutrition  Education,  Agriculture  and  Family  Life  Programs.  Throughout  Ply- 
mouth County,  this  agency  provides  teacher  trainings,  teen  programs  (4-H)  and  projects, 
volunteer  opportunities  and  numerous  educational  programs  for  all  ages. 

New  this  year  is  a  cable  TV  show,  "Cooperative  Extension  News  and  Notes".  In  the 
4-H  program  last  year,  8,923  youth  were  enrolled.  Over  23,000  educational  publications 
requested  were  processed.  Last  year,  489  outreach  programs  were  offered. 

For  the  past  three  years,  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  attempted  unsuc- 
cessfully to  transfer  the  primary  funding  source  from  county  dollars  to  state  funds  under  the 
"University  of  Massachusetts".  Currently,  the  budget  is  provided  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners  with  approval  by  the  County  Financial  Advisory  Board  (one  selectman  per 
town  represented).

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  1990,  the  Historical  Commission  continued  to  research  the  forms  whose  architec- 
tural research  was  prepared  in  1988.  The  goal  is  to  complete  these  forms  in  1991 .  Meetings 
have  been  held  at  the  Old  Bridgewater  Historical  Society  to  make  use  of  available  resources. 

The  Historical  Commission  worked  with  the  Conservation  Commission  in  efforts  to 
preserve  a  colonial  graveyard  off  of  Walnut  Street.  The  property  owner  desired  to  erect  a 
building  on  the  property.  The  original  plans  would  have  placed  the  building  directly  over  the 
graves.  The  plans  were  revised,  and  the  building  was  relocated  away  from  the  graves. 

The  Historical  Commission  was  approached  by  the  Town  Beautification  Committee 
about  the  Cary  Monument  at  the  intersection  of  Bryant  and  South  Streets.  The  monument  is 
in  a  state  of  disrepair,  the  stucco  breaking  away  in  several  places.  Research  revealed  that  the 
monument  was  erected  in  August  of  1905  by  the  descendants  of  John  Cary.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  date  to  identify  who  owns  the  property  or  the  monument. 

The  goals  of  the  Commission  are  to  complete  the  inventory  forms  begun  in  1 988  which 
cover  the  Howard  Street,  South  Street,  and  River  Street  areas,  and  then  progress  on  to  the 
remaining  areas  of  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  its  169th  Annual  Town 
Report. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  addition  to  carrying  out  the 
duties  of  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and  the  Appointing  Authority, 
continued  to  represent  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection  with  the 
activities  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  the  Brockton  Area  Transit 
Authority,  the  Plymouth  County  Advisory  Board,  the  Plymouth  County 
Selectmen's  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association.  Mrs. 
Kinney  maintained  the  role  of  Parking  Clerk,  donating  an  untold  number  of 
hours  in  completing  the  responsibilities  associated  with  the  position.  The 
Selectmen  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  volunteer  projects  such 
as  the  Beautification  Committee,  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Memorial  and 
Veterans'  Day  celebrations,  Community  Day  and  many  other  activities. 

On  Monday,  January  21,  1991,  a  crowd  of  over  100  people  confronted  a 
bone-chilling  snowstorm  in  a  touching  tribute  to  those  Americans  who  served 
in  Operation  Desert  Storm.  A  ribbon  tying  ceremony  was  held  at  the  gazebo  in 
the  Town  Hall  parking  lot,  and  the  names  of  those  brave  men  and  women 
from  our  community  and  families  were  acknowledged  with  pride.  We  are 
forever  grateful  to  the  members  of  our  armed  forces  for  the  selfless  sacrifices 
made  in  providing  peace  and  security  to  our  great  nation  and  others  around 
the  world. 

Although  the  Town  continues  to  face  severe  fiscal  pressures,  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  package  policy  insurance  coverage  —  including 
property,  general  liability,  crime,  boiler  and  miscellaneous  floaters  —  obtained 
through  the  sealed  bid  procedure  in  accordance  with  the  Uniform  Procurement 
Act,  Chapter  30B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  saved  our  taxpayers 
thousands  of  dollars  in  FY92. 

On  June  8,  1991,  the  Town  enjoyed  its  second  annual  Community  Day. 
Many  non-profit  groups  and  Town  departments  volunteered  to  host  a  variety 
of  events  such  as  a  parade,  an  outdoor  dance,  a  bon  fire,  a  carnival  and  a 
selection  of  food  booths,  game  booths  and  contests.  Our  thanks  and 
congratulations  to  the  members  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Community  Day 
Committee,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  J.O.Y.  Senior  Center,  for  their 
efforts  in  creating  such  a  successful,  memorable  day  for  all. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Recycling  Committee  was  formed;  and  their 
activities  have  included  supplying  a  compost  pile,  Tire  and  Battery  Disposal 
Days  and  White  Goods  Collection  Days.  The  year  1992  will  see  the  recycling 
of  tin  cans  and  the  opening  of  a  full  recycling  center  at  the  Transfer  Station  to 
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include  plastics,  glass,  aluminum  and  paper.  Volunteers  will  be  needed!  There 
will  also  be  a  bin  from  the  Salvation  Army  for  usable  clothing.  The  dedication 
and  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  members  of  the  Recycling  Committee  are  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  ongoing  drainage  problem  on  Copeland  Street  was  repaired  with  the 
installation  of  900'  of  pipe,  alleviating  threats  of  flooding  and  concerns 
surrounding  public  safety.  Our  thanks  to  all  of  the  men  of  the  Highway 
Department  for  their  efforts  in  this  project. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  extend  its  endless  gratitude  to  everyone  who 
has  contributed  their  time  and  financial  resources  to  the  Town.  There 
continues  to  be  a  shortage  of  volunteers  for  several  Town  boards  and 
committees.  At  the  back  of  this  Annual  Town  Report  is  a  form  which  may  be 
completed  if  you  are  interested  in  serving  in  any  capacity. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  Town  employees, 
department  heads  and  board  and  committee  members  for  their  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  During  these  difficult  fiscal  times, 
they  have  put  forth  extra  effort  in  continuing  to  provide  our  community  with 
quality  services.

14.2  In  hiring  outside  consultants,  the  Commission  may  engage  a 
Registered  Professional  Engineer,  Botonist,  Hydrologist,  Lawyer 
or  other  appropriate  professionals  who  can  assist  the  Board  in 
analyzing  a  project  to  ensure  compliance  with  all  relevant  laws, 
by-laws  and  regulations. 

14.3  Funds  received  by  the  Commission  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  who  shall  establish  a  special 
account  for  this  purpose.  Minimum  deposit  to  be  determined  by 
the  Commission  or  to  be  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  review. 
Expenditures  from  this  special  account  may  be  made  at  the 
direction  of  the  Commission  without  further  appropriation. 
Expenditures  from  this  special  account  shall  be  made  only  in 
connection  with  the  review  of  the  specific  project  for  which  a 
review  fee  has  been  or  will  be  collected  from  the  applicant.  Failure 
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of  an  applicant  to  pay  a  "review  fee"  shall  be  grounds  for  denial  of 
the  project. 

14.4  Review  fees  may  only  be  spent  for  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  specific  project  from  which  they  were  collected.  Accrued 
interest  may  also  be  spent  for  this  purpose.  At  the  completion  of 
the  Commission's  review  of  a  project,  i.e.,  upon  issuance  of  a 
Certificate  of  Compliance,  any  excess  amount  in  the  account, 
including  interest,  attributable  to  a  specific  project,  shall  be  repaid 
to  the  applicant  or  the  applicant's  successor  in  interest.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  regulation,  any  person  or  entity  claiming  to  be  an 
applicant's  successor  in  interest  shall  provide  the  Commission  with 
documentation  establishing  such  succession  in  interest. 

14.5  Any  applicant  may  take  an  appeal  from  this  section,  of  the  outside 
consultant,  to  the  Superior  Court.  The  grounds  for  such  an  appeal 
shall  be  limited  to  claims  that  the  consultant  selected  has  a  conflict 
of  interest  or  does  not  possess  the  minimum,  required  qualifica- 
tions. The  minimum  qualifications  shall  consist  either  of  an 
educational  degree  in,  or  related  to,  the  field  at  issue  or  three  or 
more  years  of  practice  in  the  field  at  issue  or  a  related  field.  The 
time  limit  for  action  upon  an  application  by  the  Commission  shall 
be  extended  by  the  duration  of  the  appeal, 

or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

Section  1  of  Chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1986  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
the  following  paragraph: 

Whereas,  a  serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
citizens  of  the  said  Town,  which  emergency  has  been  created  by  the 
threatened  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  certain  mobile  home  parks  by 
certain  owners  of  the  said  mobile  home  parks  that  unless  discontinuances 
of  mobile  home  parks  are  regulated  and  controlled  by  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater,  such  emergency  will  produce  serious  threats  to  the  public 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  and  will 
produce  a  drastic  loss  of  housing  units,  will  increase  homelessness  and 
will  cause  the  loss  of  many  residents'  life  savings,  especially  the  elderly. 
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Section  2. 

Said  Chapter  393  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  Section  3  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3  —  Regulating  Rents 

(a)  The  Rent  Board  established  under  Section  2  shall  make  such 
individual  or  general  adjustments  of  rent,  either  upward  or  downward, 
for  any  mobile  home  park  accommodation,  or  any  class  of  mobile 
home  park  accommodations,  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  that 
rents  for  mobile  home  park  accommodations  are  established  at 
levels  which  yield  to  owners  a  fair  net  operating  income  for  such 
accommodations.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the  word  "class" 
shall  include  all  mobile  accommodations  within  said  Town,  or  any 
categories  of  such  accommodations  based  on  size  and  age  character- 
istics providing  the  board  has  by  regulation  defined  such  categories. 

(b)  The  following  factors,  among  other  relevant  factors  which  the  board 
by  regulation  may  define,  shall  be  considered  in  determining 
whether  a  controlled  rental  unit  yields  a  fair  net  operating  income: 
(1)  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes;  (2)  unavoidable 
increases  or  any  decreases  in  operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 
(3)  capital  improvement  of  the  housing  unit  as  distinguished  from 
ordinary  repair,  replacement  and  maintenance;  (4)  increases  or 
decreases  in  living  space,  services,  furniture,  furnishings  or  equip- 
ment; (5)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  dwelling  units  other  than  as 
a  result  of  ordinary  wear  and  tear;  and,  (6)  failure  to  perform 
ordinary  repair,  replacement  and  maintenance. 

Section  3 

Said  Chapter  393  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  6  a 
new  Section  7,  as  follows: 

Section  7  —  Discontinuance  Permits 

(1)  Scope:  The  provisions  of  this  section  regarding  the  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  part  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a  mobile 
home  park  shall  apply  to  all  mobile  home  parks  and  mobile  home 
park  accommodations. 

(2)  Definitions  of  "Discontinuance":  When  used  in  this  act,  the  term 
"discontinuance"  shall  include  any  change  of  use  or  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  part  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a  mobile 
home  park  requiring  a  two  (2)  year  notice  pursuant  to  Subsection  8 
of  Section  32L  of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws.  The  term 
"discontinuance"  shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  licensee's 
conversion  of  the  mobile  home  park  or  part  thereof  to  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  corporation. 
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Discontinuance  Prohibited:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  part  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a 
mobile  home  park  without  having  first  obtained  a  Discontinuance 
Permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  subject  to  the  provisions 
contained  in  this  act. 

Discontinuance  Permit  Procedure: 

(a)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider  an  application  for  a 
Discontinuance  Permit  for  a  mobile  home  accommodation 
upon  receipt  of  an  application  filed  by  the  licensee  or  other 
authorized  person.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  forward  said 
application  within  14  days  to  the  Rent  Control  Board. 

(b)  The  Rent  Control  Board  shall  schedule  a  public  hearing  within 
65  days  of  receipt  of  the  application.  Notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  public  hearing,  and  of  the  subject  matter, 
sufficient  for  identification,  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  once  in 
each  of  two  (2)  successive  weeks,  the  first  publication  to  be  not 
less  than  14  days  before  the  date  of  the  public  hearing,  and  by 
posting  such  notice  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Town  Hall 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  14  days  before  the  day  of  said 
hearing.  The  Rent  Control  Board  shall  also  notify  all  tenants 
living  in  the  affected  mobile  home  accommodations  of  the 
time,  place  and  subject  matter  of  the  public  hearing.  No  defect 
in  the  form  of  any  notice  under  this  section  shall  invalidate  any 
grant  or  denial  of  a  Discontinuance  Permit  unless  such  defect 
is  found  to  be  misleading. 

(c)  No  vote  taken  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  grant  or  deny  a 
Discontinuance  Permit  shall  be  taken  until  a  report  with 
recommendations  by  the  Rent  Control  Board  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  21  days  after  said 
hearing  have  elapsed  without  submission  of  such  report.  After 
such  notice,  hearing  and  report,  or  after  21  days  shall  have 
elapsed  after  such  hearing  without  submission  of  such  report, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  vote  to  grant  or  deny  the 
Discontinuance  Permit.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fails  to  vote 
on  the  proposed  Discontinuance  Permit  within  90  days  after 
such  hearing,  no  action  shall  be  taken  thereon  until  after  a 
subsequent  hearing  is  held  with  notice  and  report  as  above 
provided. 

(d)  No  Discontinuance  Permit  may  be  granted  except  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  section,  the  Rent 
Control  Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  recommend 
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the  denial  of  a  Discontinuance  Permit  if  a  decision  has  been 
made  with  regard  to  the  discontinuance  of  a  mobile  home  park 
accommodation  within  the  preceding  12  months  and  if  the 
park  licensee  fails,  in  the  new  application,  to  allege  a 
substantial  change  of  circumstances  since  the  previous  hearing 
which  would  merit  the  Rent  Control  Board  in  hearing  new 
evidence.  In  addition,  the  Rent  Control  Board  may  recom- 
mend denial  of  the  Discontinuance  Permit  without  holding  a 
hearing  if  the  application  is  not  in  conformance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  or  other  applicable  regulations. 

Discontinuance  Permit  Criteria: 

In  determining  whether  to  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
grant  or  deny  a  Discontinuance  Permit,  the  Rent  Control  Board 
shall  consider  the  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and 
affordable  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  West  Bridgewater 
which  may  result  from  the  discontinuance,  especially  for  tenants  of 
low  and  moderate  income  and  handicapped  or  elderly  persons  on 
fixed  incomes.  In  making  such  determination,  the  Rent  Control 
Board  shall  make  findings  of  the  following  factors: 

(a)  the  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom  this  act  and 
this  section  seek  to  protect; 

(b)  the  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant  residing  in  the  mobile 
home  accommodations  proposed  to  be  discontinued; 

(c)  circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  inequity  to  the 
licensee  seeking  a  Discontinuance  Permit; 

(d)  the  rate  of  vacancy  of  mobile  home  accommodations  in  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater  at  the  time  the  licensee  applies  for  a 
Discontinuance  Permit  and  the  average  rental  rates  for  said 
available  accommodations; 

(e)  the  availability  of  land  zoned  and  otherwise  suitable  for 
development  or  expansion  of  mobile  home  parks. 

The  Rent  Control  Board,  in  its  discretion,  may  also  review  other 
relevant  factors  in  making  its  report  and  recommendations. 

For  purposes  of  this  act,  the  "vacancy  rate"  shall  be  defined  as  that 
percentage  of  the  mobile  home  parks  accommodations  which  are 
empty  of  mobile  homes  and  are  offered  for  rental  to  mobile  home 
tenants. 

Further,  to  be  considered  a  "vacancy"  the  rental  offer  of  the  mobile 
home  park  accommodation  must  be  without  entrance  fee;  without 
restrictions  as  to  the  age,  size  or  character  of  the  mobile  home;  and, 
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without  a  requirement  that  the  prospective  tenant  purchase  a  mobile 
home  from  the  park  owner. 


In  its  report,  the  Rent  Control  Board  shall  determine  the  current 
vacancy  rate  for  comparable  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  Any  parties  involved  may  submit 
evidence  presented  to  the  Rent  Control  Board  at  the  public  hearing. 

(6)    Additional  Provisions: 

(a)  The  licensee  or  applicant  seeking  a  Discontinuance  Permit 
must  make  application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  said 
permit  within  30  days  of  serving  the  tenants  with  the  notices 
required  under  the  provisions  of  Subsection  8  of  Section  32L 
of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  no  eviction  certificate  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Rent  Control  Board  because  of  the  discontinu- 
ance of  the  use  of  all  or  a  part  of  a  mobile  home  park  unless  a 
Discontinuance  Permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Section  4 

Said  Chapter  393  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  Section  4 
the  following  section: 

Section  4  (a)  The  provisions  of  Chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
relating  to  judicial  review  of  an  agency  order  shall  be  applicable  to  a 
decision  and  order  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
grant  or  deny  a  Discontinuance  Permit  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  7  herein. 

Section  5 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  petition  the  General  Court,  through  its 
local  representation,  for  passage  of  the  proposed  act  titled,  "An  Act  Relative  to 
the  Discontinuance  of  Mobile  Home  Parks  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater,  we,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  submit  our 
annual  report. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  determined  that  recent  declines  in  real  estate 
values  indicate  a  need  to  review  all  property  information  in  West  Bridgewater 
and  update  as  necessary. 

The  Board  will  initiate  a  sales  analysis  program  and  discuss  with 
Appraisal  Consultants  Of  New  England  the  most  appropriate  method  to 
accomplish  this.  Currently,  the  Board  would  hope  to  target  an  implementation 
date  of  June  30th,  with  any  valuation  changes  to  be  effective  for  fiscal  1993. 

Furthermore,  the  Board  would  like  to  stress  the  need  for  updating  our 
present  maps,  which  are  in  very  poor  condition.  The  implementation  of  this 
would  be  a  first  step  in  modernizing  the  office.  We  have  been  visited  in  the 
office  by  a  representative  of  the  Department  of  Revenue,  and  he  has  brought 
the  situation  to  our  attention  and  has  suggested  to  the  Board  the  need  for 
updating. 

Starting  June  1st,  our  consulting  firm,  Appraisal  Consultants  Of  New 
England,  will  be  working  in  the  Town  on  the  updating  program,  which 
includes  all  new  building  permits  and  any  other  property  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  the  last  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  townspeople  and  the  various 
departments  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CABLE  TELEVISION  COMMITTEE 

The  Cable  Television  Committee  held  seven  meetings  in  1991,  all  open  to 
the  public.  Most  meetings  were  attended  by  a  representative  of  Continental 
Cablevision  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  Inc.  The  meetings  have  been  held 
at  the  Howard  School.  The  committee  extends  a  note  of  appreciation  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal  of  the  Howard  School  for  their 
cooperation  in  the  use  of  the  building,  and  to  the  staff  for  the  courtesy 
extended  during  its  use.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  committee  that  by  the  time  this 
report  is  distributed  to  the  Town,  we  will  be  meeting  in  our  library's  spacious 
conference  room,  built  by  the  Town  specifically  for  the  use  of  its  various 
committees,  as  well  as  library  functions. 

This  year  an  Assistant  Program  Director  was  added  to  the  local 
programming  studio  staff.  This  should  improve  professional  staff  accessability 
and  coverage  of  Town  events.  Advances  were  made  in  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  volunteers  working  at  our  local  studio.  Classes  training  Town  residents 
on  equipment  use,  while  not  full,  were  fairly  well  attended. 
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The  West  Bridgewater  school  system  has  been  working  with  Continental 
Cablevision  to  develop  MCET,  an  educational  television  service  purchased  by 
the  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  this  service  can  be  distributed  to  all  of  the  schools 
over  the  cable  television  network.  Cable  in  the  Classroom,  a  privately  funded 
educational  program  collection,  is  currently  available  in  the  system.  The 
schools  are  provided  with  directories  describing  what  programs  are  on  when, 
so  that  they  may  be  recorded  and  viewed  by  students  at  a  later  date. 

For  the  future,  Continental  Cablevision  is  willing  to  help  the  Town 
develop  the  capability  of  generating  local  programming  live.  This  would  mean 
that  School  Committee  meetings,  Selectmen  meetings,  Town  Meetings,  and 
maybe  even  outdoor  sporting  events,  could  be  broadcast  live,  not  taped  and 
shown  at  a  later  date.  This  would  be  an  enormous  undertaking  and  would 
require  considerable  volunteer  help,  but  it  is  a  possibility  for  the  future. 

On  the  down  side,  the  Town  received  its  periodic  rate  increase  for  cable 
service.  Additionally,  the  Cable  Guide  was  discontinued  due  to  its  increasing 
cost  and  the  availability  of  alternative  guides.  Since  the  cable  television 
industry  cannot  be  regulated  in  West  Bridgewater  due  to  the  availability  of 
quality  antenna  service,  Continental  is  free  to  adjust  rates  as  it  wishes,  just  as 
any  business  can  adjust  its  rates  for  goods  and  services. 

We  also  saw  another  change  in  staff  at  the  local  studio.  We  hope  the  new 
Programming  Director  will  continue  the  improvements  made  by  his 
predecessor.

Building  Inspector  of  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  and 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater 

This  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  in  the  Plymouth  County 
Superior  Court  in  1982  to  enjoin  the  Town  from  interfering  with  the  use  of 
their  land.  The  complaint  was  subsequently  amended  to  request  damages 
against  certain  Town  officials  for  alleged  violations  of  the  plaintiffs' civil  rights. 
This  case  was  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  on  November  6,  1991,  and  the  Court 
made  certain  findings  for  the  plaintiffs  and  as  damages  awarded  them 
attorneys'  fees.  The  Town  has  appealed  the  Superior  Court  decision  to  the 
Appeals  Court.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BY-LAW  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


In  accordance  with  the  directive  dated  October,  1986,  given  to  the  By-Law 
Study  Committee  by  the  Selectmen,  the  completed  proposed  zoning  by-law 
was  submitted  to  the  West  Bridgewater  Board  of  Selectmen  on  April  16,  1991. 

This  proposed  zoning  by-law  represents  a  culmination  of  — 

(1)  an  in-depth  study  of  the  text  in  concert  with  our  consultant,  Thomas 
Planning  Service, 

(2)  public  workshops  held  by  the  By-Law  Study  Committee  in  an  effort 
to  — 

(a)  inform,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  - 

(b)  receive  all  suggestions,  concerns  and  questions  of  the  towns- 
people in  order  to  complete  our  work  successfully. 

As  of  May  15,  1991,  the  proposed  by-law  has  been  before  the  West 
Bridgewater  Planning  Board.  Open  hearings  conducted  by  this  board  were 
held  between  May,  1991,  and  January,  1992.  Subsequent  questions  raised 
during  these  open  hearings  will  be  discussed  further. 

The  By-Law  Study  Committee  unanimously  approved  the  removal  of  the 
Watershed  Resource  Protection  Section  from  the  zoning  by-law  for  inclusion 
on  the  1992  Town  Meeting  Warrant.  This  will  appear  as  a  separate  article. 

The  By-Law  Study  Committee  will  continue  to  direct  its  efforts  toward 
producing  a  zoning  by-law  capable  of  realizing  the  present  needs  and 
accommodating  the  future  needs  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  dog  officer  for  1991: 

As  you  are  aware,  a  recommendation  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
vote  at  our  last  Town  Meeting  resulted  in  this  department's  budget  being  cut 
by  fifty  percent  in  funding  and  hours.  This  has  adversely  affected  my  attempts 
to  keep  our  Town  byways  free  of  loose  dogs.  All  extra  services,  such  as  the  low 
cost  spay  and  neuter  program,  the  adoption  program  and  the  reduced  cost 
rabie  inoculation  programs  previously  provided,  have  been  eliminated  to 
reduce  the  chance  of  going  over  the  time  established  by  the  board.  Some  calls 
are  not  getting  adequate  response  due  to  the  time  involved,  or  they  require 
equipment  or  facilities  that  are  no  longer  available. 

The  Canine  Control  Department  of  any  Town  plays  an  integral  part  in 
public  health  and  safety  issues.  It  has  always  been  the  first  line  of  detection  and 
defense  in  protecting  the  public  from  the  rabie  virus.  I  am  troubled  that  this  is 
no  longer  the  case.  We  want  the  protection,  we  have  the  expertise,  but  we  do 
not  fund  the  position  nor  allow  the  time.  Diseased  animals  are  not  being 
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apprehended  and  properly  evaluated  and  tested  to  detect  the  virus.  Up  until 
1988,  over  one  hundred  dogs  were  impounded  yearly.  My  department  was 
funded  for  only  approximately  forty,  which  does  not  include  euthanasia  and 
burial  costs  or  any  fees  for  injured  animals  that  must  be  included.  That  left  a 
lot  of  dogs  and  potential  problems  roaming  our  streets.  Dogs  not  claimed  are 
put  to  sleep  due  to  the  loss  of  the  adoption  program.  We  did,  however,  place 
two  dogs  into  new  homes. 

Calls  involving  cats  are  still  being  referred  to  the  S.P.C.A.,  and  wildlife 
calls  are  being  referred  to  the  fish  and  wildlife  agency.  The  phone  was  only 
funded  for  six  months.  Use  of  my  vehicle  was  curtailed  to  reflect  the  stipends 
provided  for  use  and  maintenance.  Enough  funds  were  left  in  office  supplies  to 
send  out  late  license  notices  and  purchase  some  stamps  for  limited  mailing  of 
notices.  Leashes  were  purchased  from  tools  and  supplies,  but  there  wasn't 
enough  to  purchase  or  replace  much  needed  equipment. 

I  will  continue  to  try  and  provide  as  much  service  as  possible  with  the 
limited  funding  and  time  made  available. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Officers  for  their  assistance, 
and  thanks  to  all  who  obey  the  leash  law  for  the  protection  of  their  pet  and  out 
of  respect  for  their  neighbors'  property.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  residents  of  West  Bridgewater: 

As  Superintendent  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Highway  Department,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  1991  annual  town  report  highlighting  the  dilemmas  of 
this  past  year. 

Resurfacing  Type  1-1 

During  this  past  year,  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  repaired 
several  water  trenches  throughout  the  Town.  Because  of  the  lack  of  money  in 
the  asphalt  line  item,  we  were  unable  to  resurface  any  Town  roads.  As  our 
road  system  deteriorates,  so  will  the  investment  in  our  homes. 
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New  Construction 

Due  to  the  lack  of  funds,  we  were  unable  to  provide  this  service. 

Drainage 

The  men  of  the  Highway  Department  helped  to  assist  a  contractor  to 
install  900  feet  of  12"  pipe  on  Copeland  Street.  The  cost  of  this  job  was 
provided  through  a  grant  from  the  state.  The  line  item  for  drainage  in  the 
highway  budget  is  zero.  Throughout  the  year,  catch  basins  deteriorate  due  to 
salt.  We  have  no  money  to  repair  those  catch  basins.  Frames  and  grates  get 
broken  and  need  replacing.  Again,  there  is  no  money. 

Maintenance 

All  the  roads  were  swept  once,  and  all  our  catch  basins  were  cleaned  by 
contract.  The  men  of  the  Highway  Department  were  able  to  mow  the 
roadsides  twice,  as  well  as  to  sweep  the  sidewalks  around  the  schools.  We 
picked  trash,  patched  potholes;  street  signs  were  repaired  and  replaced  as 
needed.  Our  roads  were  painted  by  contract. 

Snow 

Because  this  year  has  been  the  warmest  on  record,  the  men  of  the 
Highway  Department  were  not  needed  to  plow  snow.  There  were,  however, 
several  occasions  to  sand  the  roads  to  help  the  motoring  public  travel  with 
safety. 

Transfer  Station 

The  Transfer  Station  continues  to  run  well  and  stays  within  the  budget. 
Our  attendant  continues  to  assist  the  people  of  our  Town  with  their  trash,  and 
he  keeps  the  area  clean  of  debris.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Jefferson  for  his 
dedication  to  our  Town. 

To  the  four  men  of  the  Highway  Department,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  for  their,  at  times,  overwhelming  tasks  in  trying  to  maintain  our 
deteriorating  road  system.

REPORT  OF  THE 
OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater: 

As  your  representative  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  I  are  pleased 
to  present  this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  1991. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  serves  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging; 
the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  for  Transportation  Planning;  the 
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Regional  Clearinghouse  for  the  review  of  federal  and  state  grant  applications; 
and,  as  an  Economic  Development  District  designed  by  the  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Commerce  to  coordinate  area  economic  development  efforts.  Basic  to  these 
designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  the  authorized  planning  agency  for 
the  region  concerned  with  a  wide  variety  of  areawide  and  inter-municipal 
issues  and  concerns  such  as  land  use  policy,  water  supply,  solid  waste  disposal, 
environmental  protection,  housing  and  natural  resource  conservation.  The 
Council  also  assists  its  member  local  governments  with  grantsmanship  services 
and  local  technical  planning  assistance  and  maintains  current  socio-economic 
and  other  information  on  local  and  regional  trends. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  District  includes  fifteen  communities 
for  general  planning  purposes  consisting  of  the  City  of  Brockton  and  the 
fourteen  Towns  of:  Abington,  Avon,  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater,  Easton, 
Halifax,  Hanson,  Kingston,  Pembroke,  Plymouth,  Plympton,  Stoughton, 
West  Bridgewater  and  Whitman.  As  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  the  Council 
serves  a  twenty-three  community  area,  which,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
planning  district,  includes  the  eight  communities  of  Carver,  Duxbury, 
Hanover,  Lakeville,  Marshfield,  Middleborough,  Rockland  and  Wareham. 

Each  municipality  is  represented  on  the  Council  by  one  delegate  and  one 
alternate  delegate.  The  council  members  establish  policy,  develop  the  work 
program,  employ  the  professional  staff  and  determine  the  activities  of  the 
Council  to  be  carried  out  by  the  staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  8  P.M.  in  the  Council  offices  located  at  70 
School  Street,  Brockton,  MA. 

In  1991,  John  F.  Lenox  of  Plymouth  was  elected  as  President  of  OCPC; 
James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  as  Council  Secretary;  and,  John  G.  Mather  of 
Halifax  as  Council  Treasurer. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and  involvement  of 
members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Hurley; 
the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Joseph;  and  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Ms. 
Delores  Kent.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions  and  the  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and 
individuals  who  assisted  the  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater,  I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1991. 

During  1991  the  focus  has  been  to  try  to  maintain  a  level  of  manpower 
that  will  enable  the  Police  Department  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  the 
community.  This  has  not  always  been  possible  due  to  budget  conditions.  One 
example  of  this  is  that  one  officer  has  to  cover  the  entire  Town  during  most 
day  shifts. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  which  is  July  1,  1991 
to  December  31,  1991,  a  total  of  115  day  shifts  should  have  had  an  additional 
officer  on  duty  due  to  vacation  days,  sick  days,  injured  on  duty  days,  etc.  It 
was  not  possible  to  supply  this  manpower  due  to  lack  of  funds.  During  that 
same  time  period,  298  shifts  were  not  filled  on  all  shifts  due  to  the  same 
reasons.  The  department  still  is  not  able  to  maintain  a  full  time  detective.  He  is 
used  on  general  patrol  50%  of  the  time  when  actual  need  for  his  services  would 
require  full  time  plus  about  half  time  for  a  second  detective. 

Equipment  is  still  a  major  concern  with  cruisers  being  the  most 
significant.  I  am  requesting  the  replacement  of  cruiser  #227  which  by  July  1st, 
when  the  new  fiscal  year  goes  into  effect,  will  have  over  140,000  miles  on  the 
odometer  and  another  30,000  miles  idle  time  on  the  engine.  The  transmission 
in  #227  is  worn  out  and  we  will  replace  it  with  another  used  transmission  with 
high  mileage,  which  is  stored  in  back  of  the  station,  from  an  old  cruiser  we  are 
using  for  parts.  This  is  a  stop  gap  measure  to  try  to  get  a  few  months  more  out 
of  the  vehicle.  I  am  also  requesting  another  radar  unit  be  replaced  due  to  age 
and  frequency  of  repairs. 

The  in-house  computer  system  I  reported  was  in  poor  condition  last  year 
has  now  reached  the  point  where  the  statistics  at  the  end  of  this  report  may  not 
be  accurate.  Sometime  in  the  near  future  the  system  should  be  replaced. 

Mobile  and  portable  radios  are  in  excellent  condition  due  to  your  votes 
the  last  two  years.  All  old  units  have  now  been  replaced. 

All  officers  attended  one  week  In-Service  Training  at  the  academy  in 
Plymouth  during  1991.  This  training  is  mandated  by  the  State  and  is  to  be 
done  on  a  yearly  basis.  We  will  not  be  able  to  send  any  officers  in  1992  due  to 
lack  of  funds. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department  for  their 
cooperation  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  their 
efforts  in  trying  to  enable  the  Police  Department  to  keep  a  level  of  services  that 
is  acceptable  to  the  residents.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  other  Town  boards 
and  officers  with  whom  we  work  closely,  such  as  the  Town  Clerk,  the 
Treasurer/ Collector,  Building  Inspector,  Board  of  Health,  etc. 
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Finally,  thank  you  to  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  for  their  help  and 
cooperation  during  these  difficult  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  1991: 

Personnel 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  Chief,  a 
permanent  deputy  chief,  three  (3)  permanent  lieutenants,  four  (4)  permanent 
firefighters,  a  call  captain,  twenty-two  (22)  call  firefighters,  and  two  (2) 
chaplains.  All  of  the  permanent  personnel,  including  myself,  are  certified  as 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  Nine  (9)  of  the  call  firefighters  are  also 
certified  EMT's.

and  Forestry  Department,  Service  truck,  1978  Ford  pickup,  Chiefs  car,  1984 
Ford  Sedan  (former  police  cruiser). 

Statistical  Report 

During  the  year  1991  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  one  (1,221)  calls.  This  is  an  increase  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  eight  (138)  calls  over  last  year.  Of  this  figure,  seven  hundred 
and  eight  were  ambulance  calls. 

On  June  1st,  this  department,  in  an  effort  to  cut  back  on  the  Town's 
expenses,  took  over  the  task  of  billing  patients  for  ambulance  usage.  Prior  to 
this  date,  this  service  was  provided  by  a  private  company,  with  an  average 
yearly  cost  to  the  Town  of  $10,000.00.  Since  June  1st,  we  have  processed 
$87,330.75  in  ambulance  charges.  Actual  revenue  received  by  the  Town  is 
approximately  $20,000.00.  This,  I  believe,  is  a  sign  of  the  hard  economic  times 
we  are  facing.

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Training 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  hold  monthly  and  bi-monthly  drills  for 
all  members  of  the  department  in  an  effort  to  keep  all  members  current  on  the 
rapidly  changing  environments  in  which  they  must  work.  This  year,  in 
cooperation  with  the  East  Bridgewater  and  Bridgewater  Fire  Departments,  we 
have  been  able  to  purchase  training  materials  and  split  the  cost  between  the 
departments.  This  has  worked  very  well;  and  we  intend  to  continue  this 
practice  in  the  future,  saving  each  municipality  a  considerable  amount  of 
money. 

Inspections 

During  1991,  this  office,  along  with  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector, 
conducted  numerous  inspections  throughout  the  business  community.  These 
inspections  were  very  well  received  by  the  businesses  in  Town  and,  fortunately, 
only  minor  violations  were  found  and  were  corrected  almost  immediately.  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those 
businesses  who  have  chosen  West  Bridgewater  to  operate  from  for  their 
continued  cooperation  with  this  department. 

Fire  Prevention 

Fire  Prevention  continues  to  be  one  of  our  top  priorities  throughout  the 
year.  Again,  Lieutenant  Paul  T.  Golder  and  other  members  of  the  department 
spent  numerous  hours  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  on  this  important 
topic.  This  year,  through  a  considerable  donation  of  materials  by  Estabrook 
and  Chamberlain  Insurance  Agency,  we  were  able  to  have  direct  contact  with 
over  six  hundred  and  sixty  (660)  children. 

Requests  and  Recommendations 

I  am  again,  for  the  third  year,  requesting  that  we  replace  our  1984 
ambulance.  This  unit  has  reached  a  state  where  it  is  basically  worn  out.  The 
"box,"  our  patient  compartment,  was  originally  purchased  in  1976.  The 
present  chassis  has  over  69,000  miles  on  the  odometer.  Every  mechanic  that  I 
have  spoken  with  has  told  me  that,  for  statistical  purposes,  I  can  double  the 
existing  mileage  to  get  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  wear  on  the  motor  when 
you  consider  the  amount  of  idle  time  at  accident  scenes  and  medical 
emergencies.  Since  July  1st,  we  have  spent  over  $2,500.00  of  the  existing  repair 
budget  to  keep  this  unit  operating.  In  comparison,  the  Town  of  East 
Bridgewater,  who,  along  with  this  Town,  originally  purchased  their  ambulance 
in  1976,  is  presently  operating  their  third  brand  new  unit.  Each  Bridgewater 
Fire  Department  does,  on  an  average  over  the  last  five  years,  between  100  and 
150  less  ambulance  runs  per  year  than  we  do. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  the  practice  of  replacing  our  "self- 
contained  breathing  apparatus."  To  date  we  have  replaced  ten  (10)  of  the  total 
of  thirty  breathing  units  that  I  believe  is  required  for  a  department  of  this  size. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that,  as  of  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal  year,  we  have 
replaced  and  updated  all  of  the  protective  clothing  worn  by  members  of  this 
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department.  From  this  point  forward,  barring  any  unforseen  circumstances, 
we  should  be  able  to  maintain  this  clothing  within  the  confines  of  the  budget. 

I  would  like  to  request  that  we  use  approximately  $6,500.00  of  the  money 
appropriated  last  year  for  protective  clothing  to  update  our  portable  radio 
communications.  The  majority  of  these  units  were  purchased  by  former  Chief 
Edwin  T.  Gibson  and  are  in  need  of  replacement. 

I  would  also  like  to  remind  the  board  that  we  must  take  a  serious  look  at 
future  replacement  of  some  of  our  fire  apparatus.  Two  of  these  trucks  are  now 
approaching  the  25  year  plus  age  and  will  not  last  much  longer.  As  these 
vehicles  age,  the  cost  to  the  budget  to  maintain  them  increases.  Lately, 
however,  we  have  not  had  the  ability  at  our  disposal  to  increase  the  budget  to 
reflect  these  increasing  costs. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  the  other  town  departments  for  their  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department  during  this  past  year. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  the  personnel  of  the 
department.  Their  dedication  to  the  townspeople  on  a  daily  basis  is  my 
constant  source  of  inspiration.  As  I  have  said  in  the  past,  you  have  one  of  the 
finest  Fire  Departments  in  the  area.  I  have  the  privilege  of  commanding  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  BUILDINGS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

Single  family  home  construction  more  than  doubled  in  1991  in 
comparison  to  1990.  The  number  of  units  permitted  and  built  are  roughly 
equal  to  the  highest  unit  construction  of  the  last  eight  years.  Additions, 
alterations,  sheds,  barns  and  garages  increased  significantly.  Pool  construction 
declined. 

Commercial  and  industrial  new  building  construction  increased  33%  over 
1990,  while  additions  and  alterations  decreased  slightly.  The  value  of  the 
permitted  commercial  and  industrial  construction  was  increased  by  more  than 
100%  over  1990.  Commercial  and  industrial  building  construction  show  signs 
of  strong,  continued,  orderly  growth.

REPORT  OF  THE 
FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West 
Bridgewater,  I  submit  my  first  annual  report. 

Since  being  elected  in  April  of  1991,  I  have  attempted  to  increase 
productivity  in  the  Forestry  Department.  My  promise  was  to  run  the 
department  like  a  business.  Men  of  the  department  have  been  taught  a  whole 
new  style  of  work  with  a  goal  to  improve  work  performance.  This  has  been 
successful.  I  will  cover  some  of  the  areas  the  department  is  involved  in. 

We  are  maintaining: 

17  greens  at  intersections 
A  5  acre  park 
Town  Hall  grounds 
Legion  Memorial  ballfields 
Town  Library 

Police  &  Fire  Station  grounds 

Selective  landscape  projects  at  our  public  schools.

Town  greens  and  lawns  are  in  the  process  of  renovation  work.  Areas  are 
being  reloamed  and  seeded.  A  fungus  problem  has  been  treated  and  corrected. 
Lawns  and  shrubs  are  continuously  monitored  for  insect  and  disease  problems. 

Poison  Ivy  and  Hornet/ wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  this  past 
summer  for  Town  residents.  Eighteen  locations  were  sprayed  for  poison  ivy, 
and  15  locations  for  hornet/ wasp  problems. 

As  of  the  end  of  1991,  14  Town  trees  have  been  removed  because  of 
disease  or  public  safety.  Ten  trees  have  been  trimmed.  Eight  streets  have  had 
brush  clearing  (this  includes  2  school  roads). 

Every  street  in  Town  is  in  need  of  tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  This 
work  must  be  kept  up  with  to  prevent  serious  public  safety  problems. 

The  use  of  the  Town's  bucket  truck,  which  is  managed  by  the  Fire  and 
Forestry  Departments,  continues  to  be  a  great  help  in  taking  down  trees  and 
pruning  dangerous  limbs  along  our  roadways.  Large  trees  are  taken  down  by 
private  contractors.  Once  these  trees  are  dropped,  our  men  cut  up  and  disperse 
the  wood  to  townspeople. 

I  maintain  contact  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management 
—  Division  of  Forest  and  Shade  Trees.  With  their  aid,  assessment  of  Gypsy 
moth  severity  is  carried  out. 

Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times. 
Spraying  was  done  at  the  Town  playgrounds,  ballfields,  swamp  areas,  and 
private  homes.  Any  Town  resident  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  for  mosquitos 
by  contacting  the  Forestry  Department. 

Hurricane  Bob  clean-up  was  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Highway  and  Fire  Departments.  Extra  manpower  was 
brought  in.  The  Town  was  completely  cleared  in  10  working  days.  Storm 
damage  evaluation  was  conducted  by  myself  and  Federal  Disaster  Relief 
agents  regarding  damaged  and  downed  trees. 

We  now  have  3  funds  under  my  department  which  I  manage  and  to  which 
I  encourage  donations. 

Stars  and  Stripes  —  This  has  been  broadened  to  include  funds  for  all 
town  flags. 

Holiday  Decorations  Fund  —  This  has  been  utilized  to  supply  and 
upgrade  holiday  decorations  throughout  Town.  Our  Town's  War 
Memorial  Park  was  decorated  with  lights,  trees,  wreaths,  and  roping  for 
the  first  time  this  past  Christmas.  All  labor  and  material  was  donated. 

Beautification  —  This  is  our  third  fund  which  I  helped  to  establish  3  years 
ago.  More  will  be  said  of  this  fund  under  the  Park  section  of  my  report. 
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The  department  maintains  3  trucks  and  a  chipper.  Work  has  been  done  to 
upgrade  them  with  emergency  lights.  Painting  and  rust  removal  has  been 
completed  on  one  of  the  three.  General  repairs  are  continuous  to  ensure  safety 
standards  for  the  men  who  operate  them. 

Vehicles  —  1973  350  Ford  flatbed,  converted  to  a  dump  this  year,  1976 
750  Ford  Dump,  1978  Ford  pickup,  1968  Chipper. 

The  Forestry  Barn  has  been  scraped  and  painted  this  year.  Rotted  sills 
and  siding  have  been  replaced.  Windows  have  been  re-puttied  and  painted. 

Our  War  Memorial  Park  has  gone  through  considerable  renovation  this 
past  year.  A  corp  of  9  volunteers  have  put  in  approximately  2800  hours  of 
work  in  our  park.  This  labor,  if  we  had  to  pay  for  it  with  a  conservative  hourly 
rate,  amounts  to  over  $28,000.00 

High  school  students  have  contributed  many  hours  raking  and  cleaning 
brush. 

I  managed  4  workers  from  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry  Council 
for  a  7  week  summer  work  program.  These  young  men  worked  at  no  cost  to 
the  Town  throughout  the  summer. 

An  adopt-a-park  program  has  been  formed  to  allow  interested  gardeners 
to  adopt  a  section  of  the  park,  plant  it,  and  then  maintain  it. 

Cedar  fencing  is  being  donated  and  replaced  throughout  the  park. 

A  covered  bridge  has  been  donated  and  built.  Eagle  Scout  projects  have 
been  planned  and  carried  out. 

The  parking  lot  has  been  reshaped  and  stonedust  laid. 

Sluiceways  have  been  cleared  and  are  being  maintained. 

Park  walkways  have  been  reconstructed  and  stonedust  laid. 

A  park  commission  has  been  set  up  with  six  members.  These  people  have 
put  in  tireless  hours  in  the  park  renovation  process.  Without  the  help  of  these 
individuals,  much  of  the  park  restoration  could  not  have  been  completed. 

A  price  list  for  picnic  tables,  benches,  grills,  and  trash  bins  has  been 
established  for  donations.  Donations  of  $3,300.00  have  been  received  from 
April  through  December  of  1991  for  our  Town's  Beautification  Fund.  I  know 
that  this  will  grow  as  our  progress  becomes  more  visible. 

A  park  rededication  ceremony  and  "Sunday  in  the  Park"  Festival  has 
been  planned  for  September  20,  1992.  The  Park  Commissioners  are  overseeing 
the  plans  for  a  day  of  fun  with  merchant  tables,  concession  stands,  wildlife 
displays,  clowns,  music  and  crafts.  All  ideas  are  being  considered.  We  will 
make  this  an  annual  event  that  can  be  expanded  upon. 
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As  budgets  become  tighter  each  year,  new  ways  have  to  be  created  to  fund 
projects.  To  allow  the  park,  trees,  or  Town  properties  to  fall  in  disrepair  is  not 
sound  for  a  Town  that  has  invested  so  much  in  maintaining  these  things  over 
the  years.  We  always  need  fresh  ideas  by  employees,  townspeople  and 
volunteers  to  keep  things  moving  forward  in  a  positive  direction. 

I  truly  want  to  thank  all  those  that  have  helped  me  over  the  past  year. 
Much  kindness  has  been  shown  by  fellow  Town  employees  and  our  residents.  I 
see  a  great  future  for  our  Town's  beautification.

REPORT  OF  THE 
WEST  BRIDGEWATER  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Nineteen  ninety-one  was  another  difficult  budget  year  for  the  West  Bridgewater 
schools,  as  it  was  for  the  rest  of  the  Town.  The  School  Committee  remained 
stable,  as  R.  Linn  Peterson  and  David  Gill  were  returned  to  their  seats  by  the 
April  election.  Under  the  guidance  of  our  new  superintendent,  Dr.  Ronald 
Pacy,  we  began  the  year  by  working  with  our  administrators  and  staff  to 
develop  a  set  of  goals  and  objectives  for  the  schools  to  follow  for  the  next  few 
years.  The  process  was  very  successful,  and  the  goals  will  serve  us  well.  Even 
though  our  budget  difficulties  seem  overwhelming,  it  is  important  for  the 
school  system  to  strive  for  excellence  in  all  that  we  do. 

In  June  we  accepted,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Michael 
Janelli,  our  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  principal.  Mr.  Janelli  has  accepted  a 
position  in  a  larger  school,  and  his  guidance  will  be  missed  by  staff  and 
students  alike. 

During  the  summer,  a  search  committee  made  up  of  staff  and  parents 
made  recommendations  concerning  the  position  of  Principal  to  the  superin- 
tendent, and  in  August,  Dr.  Pacy  recommended  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Philip 
Dyer  to  the  position.  Mr.  Dyer  came  highly  recommended  and  we  look 
forward  to  working  with  him. 

One  of  the  changes  made  recently  was  the  introduction  of  the  Reading 
Recovery  program  at  the  first  grade  level.  Through  a  creative  use  of  grant 
money,  we  were  able  to  train  two  teachers  for  this  program,  which  will  provide 
intense  one-to-one  tutoring  to  first  graders  having  difficulty  with  reading.  We 
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expect  that  this  will  give  students  a  stronger  basis  in  reading  and  will  prevent 
future  special  education  placements.  This  will  benefit  both  the  students  and 
our  budget.  So  far,  the  results  have  been  very  positive. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  William  Jones,  our  Howard  School  principal, 
and  the  PTO,  we  now  have  a  satellite  dish  at  the  school,  allowing  us  to 
participate  in  the  MassLearnpike,  an  interactive  television  learning  network. 
This  will  soon  be  connected  to  all  the  schools,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Town 
Cable  Committee.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  PTO  for  their  donation  to  make 
this  possible. 

The  issue  of  accreditation  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  continues  to 
be  a  concern.  We  have  reinstated  band  and  physical  education  for  all  the 
students,  but  we  are  still  on  warning  status  because  we  do  not  have  a  full-time 
librarian  on  staff  at  the  High  School.  This  issue  must  be  addressed  in  the  next 
budget,  or  we  will  be  placed  on  probation  or  lose  our  accreditation  altogether. 

The  School  Committee  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  throughout  the  year  to  solve  the  budget  dilemma. 
Fortunately,  the  state  has  allowed  a  deferral  of  summer  pay  for  two  years,  to 
be  repaid  over  a  fifteen  year  period.  Acceptance  of  this  deferral,  combined  with 
the  support  of  the  Boosters  Club,  Gridiron  Club,  PTO  and  other  Town 
groups,  enabled  us  to  maintain  our  level  of  services  to  the  students  and  to  the 
Town. 

As  we  move  into  1992,  we  will  continue  to  strive  to  improve,  yet  keep  an 
eye  on  the  budget.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  an  education  that  best  serves  the 
needs  of  our  students,  in  the  most  cost-efficient  manner  possible.  With  the 
continued  support  of  the  Town,  we  will  succeed.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  are  alive 
and  well.  The  struggle  over  shrinking  financial  resources  has  made  our  schools 
strong  by  bringing  out  the  creative  abilities  of  our  staff.  It  has  drawn  together 
our  efforts  to  be  more  effective.  As  a  result,  we  are  doing  a  better  job  of 
educating  your  children. 

Nineteen  ninety-one  was  a  year  of  initiative  and  success.  Meeting  together 
in  a  collaborative  effort,  the  School  Committee,  teachers,  parents  and 
administrators  set  a  series  of  goals  and  objectives  for  the  schools.  Our  mission 
is  to  develop  each  student's  academic,  social,  cultural  and  physical  potential  to 
the  fullest.  Our  schools  are  committed  to  the  belief  that  all  students  can  learn 
well  a  rigorous  set  of  learning  objectives  established  by  the  professional  staff. 
The  schools  have  set  high,  reasonable  expectations  and  standards  for  all 
students,  and  all  students  are  expected  to  reach  a  high  standard  of 
achievement.  These  goals  have  guided  our  schools  for  the  past  year.  A  newly 
created  School  Development  Council  has  directed  continued  planning  and  will 
explore  ways  to  restructure  instructional  services  so  our  schools  are  more 
effective. 

Several  initiatives  to  make  our  schools  more  effective  have  produced 
positive  results.  This  year  saw  the  restoration  of  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  band  and  chorus  after  a  two  year  absence.  Juniors  and  Seniors  now 
take  physical  education  and  health  after  a  two  year  hiatus.  There  are  more 
courses  in  industrial  arts  and  home  economics.  These  changes  allow  us  to  meet 
the  NEASC  accreditation  standards. 

The  Reading  Recovery  program  designed  to  ensure  that  all  first  graders 
become  skilled  readers  began  this  year.  This  program  will  have  positive  effects 
on  special  education  by  reducing  the  number  of  referrals.  Presently,  many 
special  education  students  receive  support  and  services  in  the  classroom  rather 
than  in  a  resource  room.  Improvement  in  mathematics  instruction  began  this 
year  with  the  introduction  of  a  new  math  text  for  Grades  K-6.  The  new  text 
follows  the  standards  set  by  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics. 

A  foundation  for  improvement  always  rests  upon  learning  new  ideas. 
Thus,  staff  development  is  the  best  investment  a  school  system  can  make.  In 
the  past  year,  our  staff  of  sixty-five  teachers  completed  fifteen  graduate  courses 
and  attended  eighty-six  workshops.  During  the  year,  teachers  received  training 
in  cooperative  learning,  reading  recovery,  science  and  math,  global  education, 
critical  skills,  computers,  and  effective  teaching  methods. 

As  parents  and  citizens,  know  that  your  children  are  receiving  a  quality 
education.  The  West  Bridgewater  Schools  have  maintained  a  high  standard  of 
quality  while  other  schools  in  the  area  have  declined.  It  is  a  testament  to  the 
support  our  schools  receive  that  we  can  make  this  claim.  Our  schools  are  better 
than  ever  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  success  of  our  students. 
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A  profile  of  1991  students  shows  that  our  students  have  been  very 
successful.  West  Bridgewater  students  do  well  on  assessment  and  standardized 
tests.  More  and  more  students  receive  academic  honors,  achieve  at  a  high  rate, 
and  attend  four  year  colleges.  Seventy-six  per  cent  (76%)  of  the  Class  of  1991 
attend  college.  This  is  a  14%  increase  since  1989.  Many  of  our  students  are 
attending  first  rate  colleges.  All  reports  from  colleges  and  universities  state  that 
our  students  excel  at  the  college  level.  Programs  such  as  MY  TURN  prepare 
our  students  for  success  in  the  work  place  as  well.  We  are  talking  proud  about 
our  schools,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  our  students  reflects  the  pride  they  have  for 
our  schools. 

Most  of  us  realize  that  the  enthusiasm  that  comes  from  student  participa- 
tion in  extracurricular  and  athletic  programs  carry  over  into  scholastic  achieve- 
ment. Nineteen  ninety-one  was  a  banner  year  for  our  athletic  teams.  Seven  of 
our  teams  were  league  champions.  The  girls'  varisty  basketball  team,  girls' 
track  team,  softball  team,  baseball  team,  golf  team,  field  hockey  team,  and 
football  team  made  it  to  the  top.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
the  football  team  won  a  division  playoff  title.  The  Drama  Club  won  honors  in 
the  State  Drama  competition.  The  Key  Club  served  our  community  well  with 
its  many  charitable  and  public  spirited  works.  Emerson  once  wrote  that  the 
true  test  of  civilization  is  the  kind  of  men  and  women  a  country  turn  out.  We 
can  be  proud  that  West  Bridgewater  turns  out  the  finest. 

Nineteen  ninety-one  was  a  year  of  Administrative  personnel  change.  Mr. 
Mick  Janelli  left  as  Rose  L.  MacDonald  Principal  to  assume  a  new  position  in 
Sandwich.  Mr.  Janelli  received  commendation  for  his  years  of  dedicated 
service  to  the  children  of  West  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Philip  Dyer  was  appointed 
Rose  L.  MacDonald  Principal  in  August.  Mr.  Dyer  is  an  outstanding  educator 
and  a  valuable  addition  to  our  outstanding  school. 

The  public  spirited  people  of  West  Bridgewater  are  commended  for  their 
continued  support  of  our  quality  schools.  We  are  rightly  proud  of  the 
accomplishments  of  our  students  and  staff.  I  look  forward  to  your  continued 
support  and  I  encourage  you  to  become  involved  in  our  schools  and  in  your 
children's  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROSE  L.  MacDONALD  SCHOOL 


I  am  pleased  to  present  my  first  town  report  as  Principal  of  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School,  "Where  Kids  Come  First." 

As  of  October  1,  1991,  there  were  330  students  enrolled  in  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School,  K-3.  Presently,  there  are  335  students  enrolled.  Our 
population  has  grown  slightly  since  last  year,  and  projections  indicate  growth 
through  the  mid-90 's. 

Classrooms  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  are  self-contained, 
meaning  the  students  spend  the  majority  of  the  school  day  with  their  assigned 
homeroom  teacher  for  the  major  CORE  curriculum  areas  of  Reading, 
Language,  Spelling,  Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science. 
Students  meet  once  each  week  with  the  Art,  Music,  Library  Science,  Health 
and  Physical  Education  specialists  who  instruct  them  in  these  important  areas. 

Throughout  the  school  year,  each  child's  program  is  periodically  assessed, 
and  when  appropriate,  needed  changes  are  made.  Students  that  are 
experiencing  a  great  deal  of  difficulty,  whether  it  be  academic,  social  and/ or 
emotional,  are  provided  extra  help  through  our  Reading/ Language  Arts 
Department,  Special  Needs  Department,  Chapter  1  program  and /or  Counsel- 
ling Department. 

Language  Arts  instruction  (meaning  reading,  writing,  spelling  and 
compositional  skills)  continue  to  be  given  top  priority  at  all  grade  levels.  The 
emphasis  in  Reading  at  the  primary  level  is  on  the  skills  involved  in  learning  to 
read.  In  all  grades,  students  utilize  a  series  of  reading  textbooks  referred  to  as 
basal  reader  programs.  In  conjunction  with  the  basal  readers,  students  are 
provided  with  high  quality  literature,  plays  and  poetry  through  our  paperback 
book  selections  and  the  school  library.  In  addition,  students  in  Grades  K-3  are 
involved  in  an  array  of  state,  regional  and  national  Reading  projects. 

Reading  Recovery,  an  early  literacy  prevention  program  designed  to  help 
at  risk  first  graders,  was  adopted  by  the  School  Committee  in  the  summer  of 
1991.  In  August,  Reading  Recovery  teachers  Mrs.  Louise  Andrews  and  Mrs. 
Dawn  Broderick,  began  their  year  long  training  in  Wareham.  In  September, 
the  Reading  Recovery  program  began  at  MacDonald  School  and  currently 
eight  students  are  participating.  We  anticipate  serving  sixteen  students  this 
year.  Early  results  are  very  positive.  Many  reading  strategies  taught  in  the 
Reading  Recovery  program  can  be  used  in  regular  classrooms  and  with  older 
students  who  are  helped  by  specialists.  Later  this  year  and  next,  we  will  be 
providing  opportunities  for  other  staff  to  learn  some  of  these  reading 
strategies. 

The  Mathematics  program  was  studied  last  year.  The  staff  carefully 
assessed  materials  using  the  curriculum  and  evaluation  standards  of  the 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics.  The  staff  selected  the  new  D.C. 
Heath  Connections  series  which  places  a  greater  emphasis  on  problem  solving 
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and  critical  thinking.  Since  this  is  our  first  year  in  this  program,  several  in- 
service  training  afternoons  have  been  directed  to  math  in  follow-up  to  last 
year's  course  in  Cooperative  Learning  in  Math.  There  are  early  indications  of 
growth  in  problem  solving  skills. 

Our  Silver-Burdett  Science  Program  is  a  nationally  respected  science 
series  and  encompasses  both  in-class  academic  exercises  and  lab  experiences. 
We  have  fully  adopted  the  Graphic  Learning  Social  Studies  Program,  K-3, 
and  other  social  studies  concepts  are  reinforced  through  literature  and  teacher- 
created  activities. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  academic  and  specialized  areas  as  described 
above,  students  are  offered  programs  that  speak  to  the  needs  of  particular 
students.  Remedial  and  enrichment  Reading,  field  trips  and  theatrical 
productions  are  but  some  of  the  extra  programs  run  during  the  school  year. 
Our  Parent-Teacher  Organization  has  again  done  an  outstanding  job  of 
arranging  enrichment  programs  and  purchasing  needed  education  equipment 
and  materials.  The  P.T.O.  has  provided  substantial  support,  and  its  fund- 
raising  projects  have  been  exemplary. 

Parent  volunteers  are  involved  with  students  and  staff.  Volunteers  assist 
with  clerical  tasks,  help  supervise  specialized  activities  and  in  some  cases, 
provide  small  group  instructional  help.  All  volunteers  are  to  be  thanked  for 
their  dedication  and  service  to  our  students  and  staff. 

The  staff  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  continually  investigates  new 
ways  to  deliver  services  to  its  students.  Committees  are  formed,  issues  are 
studied  and  recommendations  made.  Our  goal  is  simple,  yet  solemn:  to  prepare 
children  for  the  future. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  parents  and  staff  associated  with 
the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  for  their  caring,  cooperation  and  commitment 
to  our  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOWARD  SCHOOL 


The  Howard  School  presently  has  242  students  (Grade  four  —  79,  Grade 
five  —  82,  and  Grade  six  —  81).  Student-teacher  ratios  in  Grades  four  and  five 
average  27  to  1.  In  Grade  six  the  ratio  is  21  to  1.  It  is  hoped  that  these  ratios 
can  be  maintained.  Small  classes  do  make  a  difference.  It  allows  teachers  to 
make  sure  all  students  master  the  curriculum,  to  know  their  students  better, 
and  to  provide  more  time  to  provide  immediate  remedial  help  when  students 
seem  to  be  having  problems. 

Daily,  students  receive  instruction  in  Reading,  Language  (written  and 
spoken),  Spelling,  Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social  Science,  and  Physical 
Science.  Students  receive  instruction  in  Art,  Chorus,  Computers,  Health, 
Library  Science,  Vocal  Music,  and  Physical  Education  on  a  weekly  basis. 

Students  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  instrumental  lessons  and 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Howard  Band.  An  after  school  intramural  program  is 
also  offered  to  all  students;  this  twenty  week  program  is  funded  by  the  parents 
of  the  participants. 

For  those  students  that  experience  a  great  deal  of  difficulty,  whether  it  be 
academic,  social,  and /or  emotional,  extra  help  is  provided  through  our 
Reading/ Language  Arts  Department,  Special  Needs  Department,  Chapter  I 
Program,  and/ or  Counseling  Services. 

The  Reading  and  Language  curriculum  uses  a  variety  of  materials  and 
approaches  in  order  to  enable  each  student  to  master  the  skills  needed  to 
succeed  in  our  rapidly  changing  technological  society.  The  approach  includes: 
Basal  Readers,  Whole  Language,  Phonics,  the  Writing  Process,  and  Individu- 
alized Readers.  At  the  primary  level  the  emphasis  is  on  the  skill  of  learning  to 
read  and  write.  At  the  intermediate  level,  the  emphasis  shifts  to  reading  and 
writing  to  learn.  Students  throughout  the  year  are  involved  in  many  and  varied 
reading/  writing  incentive  activities.  Some  of  these  are:  Reading  is  Funda- 
mental Program,  Pen  Pal  Letters,  Book-It  Reading  Program  sponsored  by 
Pizza  Hut,  Language  Arts  Olympiad,  Computerized  Literary  Journals,  Young 
Author  Conference,  Reading  Olympiad,  and  Mystery  Writers. 

Based  on  a  year  long  study  by  a  Mathematics  Committee  representative 
of  the  elementary  staff,  a  new  series  titled  D.C.  Heath  Connections  was 
adopted  K-6  that  speaks  to  the  Curriculum  and  Evaluation  Standards  for 
School  Mathematics  as  identified  by  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
Mathematics.  The  new  program  focuses  on  five  goals  to  promote  student 
self-confidence  in  mathematics  by  developing  mathematical  literacy.  The  goals 
are: 

Becoming  mathematical  problem  solvers 
Learning  to  communicate  mathematically 
Learning  to  reason  mathematically 
Learning  to  value  mathematics 
Becoming  confident  in  one's  own  ability 
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The  CONNECTIONS  Program  emphasizes  the  processes  that  help  mathematics 
make  sense  to  the  students.  As  students  explore,  represent,  predict,  validate, 
discuss,  investigate,  and  describe  math,  they  become  proficient  learners  who 
reason,  understand  and  remember  math.  They  become  active  learners. 

This  past  spring,  the  Howard  School  joined  the  Mass  LearnPike 
broadcast  network.  The  funds  to  join  the  network  were  provided  by  the  Parent 
Teachers  Organization.  The  network,  operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Corpora- 
tion for  Educational  Communications  (MCET),  provides  for  member  schools 
to  participate  in  interactive  programming  produced  by  MCET  and  other 
distance  learning  program  providers.  As  a  subscriber,  we  received  an 
equipment  package  consisting  of  a  steerable,  programmable,  satellite  dish 
installed,  a  27"  T.V.  monitor,  a  VCR,  T.V.  table  and  a  portable  cordless 
telephone  allowing  the  school  to  participate  interactively  in  programs  which 
are  transmitted  as  one-way  video,  two-way  audio.  More  importantly,  we 
gained  access  to  networks  that  provide  student  courses  and  staff  development 
programs.  This  year  students  have  participated  in  the  following  Mass 
LearnPike  network  produced  programs:  Seasons  on  Drumlin  Farm  and  Mass 
Performance  —  Gary  Rosen  —  both  electronic  field  trips,  and  My  Town  —  an 
interactive  series  featuring  Mass  LearnPike  students  and  their  curriculum  - 
based  video  projects.  Programs  we  have  registered  for  and  will  be  participating 
in  are:  Mystery  Writers  —  learning  to  write  original  mysteries,  The  Animal 
Communicators  —  study  of  animal  behavior,  Devoted  to  Science  —  hands-on 
science  activities,  and  Troubadour  —  poetry/ music. 

This  year  the  integration  of  students  that  are  on  an  Individualized 
Educational  Plan  (IEP)  is  a  primary  objective  of  the  Howard  staff. 
Consequently,  our  Special  Needs  teachers  are  teaching  within  the  regular 
classroom  with  many  students  that,  in  the  past,  would  have  reported  to  the 
Resource  Center  for  extra  help.  By  remaining  in  the  regular  classroom,  most 
students'  self-esteem  is  enhanced. 

This  past  year  many  of  the  staff  at  Howard  School  have  attended  a 
number  of  workshops  in  Cooperative  Learning.  Cooperative  Learning  is  a 
term  that  refers  to  instructional  methods  in  which  students  of  all  performance 
levels  work  together  in  small  groups  (2-5)  toward  a  group  goal.  The  essential 
feature  is  that  the  success  of  one  student  helps  other  students  to  be  more 
successful.  Cooperative  activities  are  carefully  structured  to  ensure  maximum 
participation,  individual  accountability,  positive  interdependence  and  social 
skill  development.  Through  cooperative  learning,  students  become  more 
involved  in  the  teaching-learning  processes  and  thus  take  more  responsibility 
for  their  own  learning.  The  teacher  becomes  the  facilitator  of  learning. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  personnel  involved  with  the  Howard 
School  for  their  dedication  to  the  students  that  attend  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


HUMANITIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  Humanities  Department  includes  Art,  English,  Foreign  Language, 
Music,  and  Social  Science.  This  department  serves  all  students  in  grades  seven 
through  twelve  and  consists  of  seventeen  faculty  members,  several  of  whom  are 
multi-disciplinary.  Malcolm  D.  Reese  is  department  coordinator. 

ART  PROGRAM 

The  Art  Program  staff  consisted  of  Mrs.  Cynthia  Bucacci  and  Miss 
Carole  A.  Meyer  from  January  to  the  end  of  the  90-91  school  year.  Both 
instructors  hold  a  Masters  Degree  in  Education  with  a  concentration  in  art. 
The  part-time  junior  high  position  was  eliminated  for  the  91-92  school  year. 

Ten  students  represented  the  school  in  the  1991  National  Scholastic  Art 
Competition.  This  national  competition  recognizes  the  advanced  artistic 
talents  of  high  school  students  throughout  the  fifty  states.  Kevin  Shipman  and 
Mike  Cruz  won  Honorable  Mentions.  Marci  MacLean,  Bill  Mehl,  Timothy 
Santry,  and  Shannon  Andrews  won  regional  Gold  Key  Awards  in  the 
Southeastern  and  Cape  Regional  Division.  Amy  Kroese  and  Eva  Marcotte 
won  a  Blue  Ribbon  State  Award.  All  winning  entries  were  on  display  in 
Boston  in  the  Spring  of  the  year. 

Two  of  the  Art  IV  Seniors  donated  art  pieces  to  the  school's  permanent 
collection  on  display  in  the  school  lobby.  Jerry  Lawrence  presented  a  rendering 
of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  Amy  Kroese  hand-lettered  the  school  song 
in  Old  English  Calligraphy. 

ENGLISH  PROGRAM 

The  English  Program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Tilda  Bystrom,  Ms.  Susanne 
Clearly,  Mrs.  Nancy  Emord,  Ms.  Wendy  Marber,  Mrs.  Sandra  Reese,  Ms. 
Janice  Ricciardelli,  Ms.  Lynne  Salvador,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Woods.  Many 
instructors  hold  Masters  Degrees  or  beyond;  two  are  additionally  certified  and 
teach  within  the  Social  Studies  Program;  one  is  additionally  certified  and  is 
part-time  Guidance  Counselor  for  Grades  9  and  10. 

Students  in  Grades  10,  11,  and  12  attended  the  movie  Hamlet.  In  May, 
Grade  12  students  and  some  Grade  10  students  attended  the  presentation  of 
Hamlet  —  set  in  modern-day  Africa  —  at  the  North  Shore  Music  Theatre  in 
Beverly  with  funds  allotted  by  the  Arts  Lottery  Council  with  teachers  Ms. 
Ricciardelli,  Mrs.  Emord,  Mrs.  Reese,  Ms.  Salvador  and  Miss  Marber. 

Students  in  Ms.  Salvador's  10-1  produced  an  anthology  called  "The  File 
Cabinets  and  Bison"  with  money  from  the  School  Improvement  Council.  This 
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year,  members  of  the  Writing  Workshop  I  class  became  storytellers  as  they 
read  their  "re-written  fairy  tales"  to  seventh  grade  students  in  Mrs.  Woods' 
class.  Nine-H  English  students  were  accompanied  by  Ms.  Salvador  and  by 
student  teacher  Mr.  Gregory  Cunningham  to  a  play  presented  at  Stonehill 
College. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

The  Foreign  Language  Program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Denise  Boutin, 
Mrs.  Elaine  Peckham,  and  Dr.  Martha  Russell.  Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally 
certified  and  teaches  within  the  Social  Studies  Program;  Dr.  Russell  is  certified 
and  is  part-time  Librarian/ Media  Specialist. 

Mrs.  Peckham 's  French  I  class,  Grade  B,  worked  with  students  in  Miss 
Smith's  Grade  4  class  with  a  "Christmas  Around  the  World"  project.  Students 
sang  French  Christmas  carols  and  learned  about  the  customs  of  France. 

French  I  and  French  II  classes  have  excellent  new  books  which  strongly 
promote  better  oral  skills  and  speaking  proficiency.  Mrs.  Boutin's  French  III 
class  prepared  a  sampling  of  French  food  in  the  Home  Economics  room  which 
consisted  of  Crepes,  fondu,  French  cheeses  and  bread.  The  French  cuisine  was 
enjoyed  by  all. 

A  new  Spanish  textbook  was  introduced  in  Spanish  II  which  was 
designed  to  improve  students'  ability  to  communicate  in  the  language.  The 
Spanish  III  and  Spanish  IV  class  took  a  field  trip  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
in  Boston.  Three  Spanish  classes  visited  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  with 
pinatas  to  discuss  Christmas  in  Mexico. 

The  National  Spanish  Exam  will  be  offered  at  the  high  school  in  March. 
For  the  past  three  years,  Michael  Nystrom  has  won  awards  on  the  State  level 
for  the  high  scores  he  has  earned  on  this  test. 

Latin  will  continue  to  be  offered  in  alternate  years. 

MUSIC  PROGRAM 

The  Music  Program  at  the  junior-senior  high  school  is  taught  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Charnley  who  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  in  the  Math 
Program  (Technology  Department). 

All  Junior  High  School  students  are  required  to  take  a  General  Music 
Class  five  (5)  times  a  week  for  one  term.  Development  of  listening  skills  by  all 
students  is  achieved  through  this  frequent  exposure  to  music  of  various  periods 
and  styles. 

Students  who  have  special  interest  and  talent  in  Music  are  encouraged  to 
participate  in  the  Band  and  the  Chorus.  In  December,  both  ensembles 
performed  for  their  peers  at  a  holiday  concert,  and  the  Chorus  sang  for  Senior 
citizens  at  a  Joy  Center  luncheon.  In  addition,  the  Spring  concert  in  May  will 
include  both  ensembles. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE  PROGRAM 

The  Social  Science  Program  staff  consists  of  Mr.  Ronald  Broman,  Mrs. 
Anne  Kelley,  Mrs.  Elaine  Peckham,  and  Mr.  Robert  Woods.  Mr.  Malcolm 
Reese  is  both  Humanities  Department  Coordinator  and  Social  Science 
teacher.  As  previously  stated,  Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally  certified  and 
teaches  in  the  Foreign  Language  Program.  Both  Mr.  Broman  and  Mrs.  Kelley 
are  additionally  certified  and  have  taught  in  dual-areas  in  previous  years. 

West  Bridgewater  students  participated  in  the  45th  Annual  Voice  of 
Democracy  National  Scholarship  Program  sponsored  by  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  of  the  U.S.  and  its  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  Students  compete  at  the 
school,  district,  state,  and  national  levels  for  scholarships  worth  up  to  $18,000. 
Each  student  who  participates  writes  a  3  to  5  minute  speech  and  records  it  on 
an  audio  cassette.  The  1991-92  program  theme  was  "Meeting  America's 
Challenge."  Speeches  were  judged  on  delivery,  originality,  and  content.  Our 
school  contest  was  held  on  November  6,  1991.  Janet  Muckenthaler,  a 
sophomore  and  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Florian  Muckenthaler,  was  the 
school  winner. 

This  year  several  students  participated  in  the  Lions  Youth  Speech  Contest 
for  the  1991-92  school  year,  which  is  a  nationwide  contest  designed  to  allow 
High  School  Juniors  and  Seniors  to  participate  in  competitive  speaking  among 
students  on  a  subject  of  interest  to  students  and  to  the  American  people  as  a 
whole.  The  topic  of  this  year's  competitition  was:  "My  Responsibility  in  the 
21st  Century."  The  speech  had  to  be  a  minimum  of  five  (5)  minutes  in  length 
and  could  not  exceed  ten  (10)  minutes.  Students  were  judged  on  the  text 
(thought  content),  delivery,  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  effort  as  a  whole. 
Thomas  Kellogg,  a  senior  and  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Kellogg,  was  the 
winner  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Lions  Club  Award.  Holly  Kucinski,  a  junior 
and  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Christopher  Kucinski,  was  the  winner  of  the 
West  Bridgewater  Lioness  Club  Award.  Both  students  then  competed  at  the 
Zone  Competition  with  student  winners  from  area  schools.  Holly  Kucinski 
won  at  the  Zone  level. 

The  45th  Annual  Student  Government  Day  Program  was  held  on  April  3, 
1992.  Students  learn  about  the  structure  of  state  government,  become  active 
citizens,  and  develop  an  understanding  of  the  rights  and  responsibilities  that 
we  share  in  democracy  by  taking  over  actual  roles  in  state  government.  School- 
wide  elections  were  held  on  November  5th  to  choose  each  school's  delegates. 
Eric  Loughman,  a  senior  and  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Loughman,  was 
selected  as  the  delegate.  Tracy  Andrews,  a  junior  and  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Richard  Andrews,  was  chosen  as  the  alternate.  Both  students  attended 
three  workshops  to  prepare  them  to  take  over  their  respective  roles  on  April  3. 
In  the  past,  this  program  has  been  funded  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  This 
year,  however,  due  to  deep  cuts  in  the  state's  budget,  the  program  will  be 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association. 

Students  in  Grade  8  American  History  participated  in  a  field  trip  to  Boston 
in  October,  enjoying  the  Freedom  Trail  and  various  Boston  historical  sites. 
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On  Friday,  October  11,  1991,  students  in  Mrs.  Kelley's  Cultural  History 
class  and  Dr.  Russell's  Spanish  III  and  Spanish  IV  classes  visited  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston.  This  trip  provided  students  with  an  opportunity  to 
view  paintings  and  sculpture  which  had  been  discussed  in  class.  While  the  visit 
concentrated  on  the  European  collection,  most  students  had  time  to  visit  other 
areas  of  the  museum.  Mr.  Jason  Lampke  and  Mr.  Gregory  Cunningham,  two 
student  teachers  from  Stonehill  College,  also  accompanied  the  group. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  direction  of  science  teacher,  Mrs.  Norma  Snipas,  the  7th  grade 
science  students  visited  the  Woods  Hole  Oceanographic  Institute  for  an 
introduction  to  Dr.  Robert  Ballard's  Jason  Project.  Using  the  Jason 
curriculum  in  their  classes,  the  students  learn  the  interrelationships  of  the 
various  branches  of  science  and  their  impact  on  technology.  Also  visited  were 
the  Fisheries  Aquarium  and  the  Exhibit  Center. 

The  Junior  High  Science  Fair  Exhibits  held  both  during  the  fall  and 
spring  were  very  successful  with  numerous  projects  showing  scientific  insight 
and  hard  work.  Winners  from  the  8th  grade  were:  1st  —  Eily  Goldman,  2nd 
— Shannon  Dunne,  3rd  —  Adam  McDonald.  Seventh  grade  winners  were:  1st 
— Thomas  McGarry,  2nd  —  Brittany  Temple,  3rd  —  Brian  Klebach. 

The  7th  grade  science  students  enjoyed  a  field  trip  to  the  Museum  of 
Science  to  view  exhibits  and  programs  closely  related  to  their  curriculum.  The 
"Ring  of  Fire"  in  the  Omni  Theater  was  particularly  enlightening,  while  the 
Gem  Exhibit  provided  a  glimpse  into  geological  creation.

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Teachers  in  the  mathematics  and  science  departments  are  involved  in  a 
year  long  training  project.  The  National  Science  Foundation  and  Bridgewater 
State  College  are  the  sponsors  of  this  program.  The  program  is  designed  to 
foster  mathematical  applications  to  science.  The  teachers  involved  in  this 
project  are  Mrs.  Barbara  Charnley,  Mr.  Robert  Kellogg,  and  Mrs.  Norma 
Snipas.  They  have  already  brought  back  materials,  techniques,  and  ideas  to 
their  classrooms. 

The  mathematics  curriculum  is  continually  evaluated  by  the  teachers  and 
administrators.  The  tests  that  can  be  used  to  help  assess  the  mathematics 
program  for  West  Bridgewater  students  include  the  California  Achievement 
Test,  state  mandated  test  of  basic  skills,  the  state  mandated  curriculum 
assessment  test,  and  the  mathematics  portions  of  the  PSAT  and  SAT.  The 
general  trend  of  these  tests  points  to  many  strong  points  in  the  program  as  well 
as  a  few  areas  where  improvements  may  be  needed.  The  various  mathematics 
curricula  are  continually  modified  to  address  these  concerns. 
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BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  West  Bridgewater  Junior-Senior  High  School  Business  Department 
currently  services  191  students  Grades  9-12. 

This  year's  offerings  include:  Accounting  1,  Acconting  2,  Keyboarding  1, 
Keyboarding  2,  Keyboarding  3,  Office  Practice/ Model  Office,  and  Computer 
Applications.  The  curriculums  for  all  of  these  courses  require  students  to 
utilize  the  department's  IBM  computers.  New  this  year  is  the  inclusion  of  the 
software  package  WORD  PERFECT  5.1  into  the  Keyboarding  3  curriculum. 

Currently,  Gail  Callahan  is  working  with  Bridgewater  Savings  Bank  to 
start  a  banking  program  at  the  high  school.  Students  from  the  Office 
Practice/ Model  Office  will  participate  in  this  program.  It  is  hoped  a  pilot 
program  will  be  in  operation  for  the  fourth  term  with  a  full  year  program 
beginning  next  year. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  functioning  at  maximum  capacity 
during  a  half-time  school  schedule.  Class  sizes  range  from  15-23  students. 
Three  courses  a  day  are  offered,  consisting  of  Human  Development  for  high 
school  juniors  and  seniors,  Life  Skills  for  all  high  school  students  and  seventh 
grade  Home  Economics.  Seventh  grade  students  are  required  to  take  Home 
Economics  for  one  term  and  the  curriculum  includes  advertising,  safe  and 
sanitary  food  preparation,  nutrition,  and  stencilling  of  fabrics  and  clothing. 
The  Life  Skills  program  is  a  half  year  course  and  includes  career  planning  and 
guidelines,  personal  finances  (banking  and  credit),  nutrition  and  food 
preparation.  Human  Development  is  a  new  course  this  year  and  incorporates 
many  aspects  of  the  courses  eliminated  due  to  budget  limitations.  The 
curriculum  includes  personality  and  behavior  development,  relationships, 
preparation  for  adjustment  to  marriage,  family  planning  and  parenting.  The 
second  half  of  the  year  will  include  family  nutrition,  diets  for  life,  consumer 
issues  and  health  food  preparation. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  staffed  with  one  part-time  teacher. 
This  provides  one  course  at  the  junior  high  level  and  one  full  year  and  two  half 
year  courses  at  the  senior  high  level.  Each  eighth  grade  homeroom  takes 
woodshop  for  nine  weeks.  At  the  high  school  level,  a  course  in  woodworking  is 
the  only  full  year  offering.  A  half  year  course  in  technical  drawing  is  a  required 
course  for  all  students  planning  to  go  into  woodshop  courses.  The  course  also 
provides  some  background  for  students  planning  to  pursue  technical  training. 
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ATHLETICS  DEPARTMENT 


The  goals  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  Program  do  not  change.  The 
goals  are  for  our  students  to  develop  skills,  values,  attitudes  and  a  competitive 
spirit  which  will  better  prepare  them  to  take  their  place  in  today's  society. 

Our  athletic  program  should  not  be  thought  of  as  an  entity  in  itself,  but  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  total  educational  experience.  The  athletic  experiences 
encountered  by  our  students  help  them  to  develop  cognitive,  affective  and 
psychomotor  skills  that  cannot  be  learned  in  any  other  area  of  the  educational 
process. 

Difficult  economic  times  at  the  national,  state  and  local  level  have  made 
reaching  our  goals  difficult  but  not  impossible.  It  should  be  noted  that  without 
the  support  of  the  Gridiron  Club,  YAA,  and  Youth  Football,  our  programs 
would  suffer.  In  particular,  without  the  efforts  of  the  West  Bridgewater 
Boosters  Club,  The  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  Program  as  we  know  it  would 
not  exist. 

The  1990-1991  year  was  again  a  good  year  for  West  Bridgewater 
Athletics.  This  year  showed  some  350  students  participating  in  over  240 
contests  at  the  Varsity,  Sub-Varsity,  and  Junior  High  School  levels. 

During  the  1990-1991  year,  West  Bridgewater  teams  won  six  Mayflower 
League  Championships  (Girls  Cross  Country,  Football,  Girls  Basketball, 
Softball,  Baseball,  Girls  Track)  with  the  Girls  Basketball,  Softball  and 
Baseball  teams  qualifying  for  State  Tourney  play. 

In  addition  to  team  achievements  during  the  1991-1992  year,  40  West 
Bridgewater  Student  athletes  were  selected  to  All-Star  Teams,  four  coaches 
were  selected  as  league  coaches  of  the  year,  and  one  coach  was  selected  by  the 
State  Association  as  Coach  of  the  Year. 

It  is  often  asked  "What  values  are  derived  from  athletic  participation?" 
We  at  West  Bridgewater  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  aside  from  the  obvious 
physical  values  derived  from  participation,  our  student  athletes  learn  the 
meaning  of  sportsmanship,  cooperation  and  commitment.  We  believe  that 
these  lessons  are  among  the  most  important  to  be  learned  by  the  youth  of 
today. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Physicals  for  fall  athletics  were  held  in  August  and  September.  Dr.  Arthur 
P.  Carriere  performed  the  physicals.  The  turn-out  was  as  great  as  is  the  usual 
custom  in  spite  of  the  users'  fee.  Pre-physicals  were  done  also,  which  consisted 
of  heights,  weights,  and  blood  pressures.  Physicals  are  also  done  in  November 
and  March  for  winter  and  spring  sports. 
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Confidential  information  was  distributed  to  members  of  the  faculty  and 
staff  the  day  before  school  opened  so  as  to  acquaint  the  faculty  with  students 
that  could  have  or  have  any  specific  medical  or  emotional  problems.  In  cases 
of  vision  and  hearing  problems,  perferential  seating  by  the  teacher  may  be 
arranged  for  the  student  prior  to  the  opening  of  school. 

Handicaps,  Diabetes  and  Epilepsy,  to  name  a  few,  and  their  special 
instructions  to  the  faculty  are  included.  This  confidential  information  is 
updated  as  needed.  Instructions  for  the  use  of  the  Epipen  were  given  to  all 
faculty  members,  as  there  are  some  students  severely  affected  by  insect  bites. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  school  be  informed  of  any  unusual 
home  situations  which  could  affect  the  student  and  their  school  life,  such  as  a 
death  in  the  family,  a  divorce  or  separation  or  an  illness  to  a  member  of  the 
family  which  would  be  stressful  to  the  student. 

Vision  and  hearing  screening  was  done  during  October  and  November  as 
required  annually,  by  law,  with  failures  rescreened  by  the  school  nurse. 
Referrals  are  then  sent  home  with  those  students  who  have  failed.  Parent 
cooperation  is  a  must  in  returning  these  referrals  so  that  the  school  nurse  is 
informed  of  what,  if  any,  action  is  indicated. 

Students  have  all  been  immunized  according  to  the  Massachusetts 
Immunization  Law.  Included  in  this  for  the  year  1991  was  the  2nd  dose  of  the 
MMR  (Measels,  Mumps  and  Rubella)  for  the  incoming  7th  grade  as  it  became 
a  law  as  of  August,  1991.  Updating  Tetanus/ Diphtheria  boosters  is  done  each 
year  through  school  clinics  or  by  the  student's  private  physician.  Mandatory 
Scoliosis  screening  is  done  annually  by  the  Physical  Education  Department, 
with  positive  findings  being  referred  to  the  school  nurse  for  rescreening.  All 
positive  or  questionable  findings  by  the  school  nurse  are  sent  home  by  way  of  a 
notice.  Students  should  then  be  checked  by  their  own  private  physician.  Health 
Counselling  continues  daily. 

The  school  nurse  is  an  advisor  to  the  Future  Nurses  Club  and  also  has 
been  trained  to  be  a  member  of  the  Student  Assistance  Program,  which  meets 
weekly  at  7:00  a.m. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  West  Bridgewater  Health  Department  was  again  awarded  a 
comprehensive  Health  Education  Grant  from  the  Mass.  Department  of 
Education.  This  year  marked  the  third  consective  year  the  West  Bridgewater 
program  was  selected  as  one  of  only  eight  South  Shore  communities  to  receive 
such  funding. 

The  Grant  monies  will  be  used  to  continue  the  development  of 
comprehensive  Health  programs  offered  to  the  students  and  the  community 
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from  a  school  based  setting.  Some  of  the  programs  that  we  are  hoping  to 
continue  include  curricula  development  and  evaluation,  access  counseling 
center  for  students  and  parents,  student  assistance  team  program  for  troubled 
youth,  community-staff-student  workshops  and  trainings,  and  providing  full 
time  nurses  at  our  elementary  schools. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Health  program  is  a  composite  of  learning 
activities  and  experiences  within  the  school  setting  including  Health  Education, 
Health  Services,  and  Community  Outreach  that  are  directed  at  promoting 
healthful  lifestyles  for  not  only  our  students  but  for  the  entire  community.  The 
number  one  killer  in  the  U.S.  today  is  lifestyle  and  the  only  way  to  attack  the 
problem  is  through  education  and  reeducation. 

Our  ultimate  goal  is  for  students  and  community  members  alike  to 
achieve  their  full  potential  by  accepting  responsibility  for  their  own  personal 
health  decisions  and  practices  based  on  knowledge  and  experience  gained 
through  participation  in  our  program. 

It  is  our  plan  to  continue  to  develop  and  expand  our  program  in  response 
to  the  needs  and  interests  of  the  students  and  community.  As  new  needs  are 
recognized,  we  will  address  them  in  a  positive  and  professional  manner. 


GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1990-91  school  year,  the  Guidance  Department  continued  to 
assist  students  in  developing  their  ability  to  make  decisions  about  personal, 
social,  career  and  educational  issues.  Educational,  vocational  and/ or  personal 
counseling  was  provided  on  an  individual  and/  or  group  basis  to  students  in 
grades  kindergarten  through  12. 

Various  curriculum  programs  were  provided.  Incoming  fourth  and 
seventh  graders  became  more  familiar  with  facilities  and  policies  by 
participating  in  orientation  programs.  Classroom  workshops  were  imple- 
mented at  the  elementary  level  relative  to  sexual  growth/ development, 
academic  development  issues,  study  skills,  responsibility  and  positive  attitude 
in  the  classrooms.  A  unit  on  Career  Education  was  presented  to  all  eighth 
graders  as  well.  Homeroom  Challenge  was  coordinated  to  foster  student  and 
faculty  morale  and  to  increase  participation  and  enthusiasm  by  all  participants 
in  the  junior  high  school.  A  variety  of  tests  continued  to  be  administered 
system-wide. 

The  Peer  Education  Program  at  the  high  school  generated  a  positive 
impact  over  the  school  year  by  sponsoring  anti-smoking  activities,  anti- 
drinking  and  driving  activities  as  well  as  providing  assistance  with  the  Health 
Department  sponsored  programs.  A  handicap  awareness  presentation  was 
given  at  the  statewide  Peer  Helpers  Conference. 
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Nineteen  ninety-one  was  a  memorable  year  for  awards,  which  included 
the  following:  one  commendation  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program, 
another  student  received  a  Semifinalist  and  Finalist  status  in  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  competition,  21  students  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the 
summer  P.C.C.  Advanced  Studies  Program  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  and 
14  students  initially  qualified  to  participate  in  the  "Talent  Search"  sponsored 
by  CTV  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Scholarships  totaling  over  $71,000.00  were  awarded  to  graduates  and 
former  graduates  of  West  Bridgewater  High  School.  The  funds  were  raised 
through  the  efforts  of  the  local  citizens'  Scholarship  Foundation.  The  total  also 
represents  contributions  from  the  Horace  Howard  Student  Aid  Fund 
($34,000),  local  businesses,  social  organizations,  memorial  scholarships, 
private  contributions  and  trust  funds. 

The  Class  of  1991  ventured  onto  various  career  paths  after  graduation. 
Seventy-six  percent  of  the  class  continued  on  to  post-secondary  education  after 
high  school. 


LIBRARY 

This  year  the  high  school  library  continued  a  major  project  of  re- 
cataloging  many  of  the  books  in  the  collection.  This  project  will  permit 
students  and  teachers  to  more  easily  find  books  in  the  library.  The  school 
library  ran  a  successful  book  fair  in  December  and  will  run  another  book  fair 
in  April.  At  these  fairs,  students  are  able  to  purchase  a  variety  of  popular  and 
classic  literature  and  also  support  the  library. 

Dr.  Russell  is  continuing  a  program  of  library  skills  instruction  begun  last 
year.  The  program  which  uses  the  World  Almanac  requires  students  to  find 
answers  to  a  variety  of  questions  in  fields  ranging  from  geography  to  science. 


MY  TURN 

The  Massachusetts  Youth  Teenage  Unemployment  Reduction  Network 
(My  Turn,  Inc.)  is  a  private,  non-profit  corporation  designed  to  equip  career 
bound  high  school  seniors  with  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  self-esteem  necessary 
to  make  a  successful  transition  from  school  to  work. 

My  Turn  was  founded  seven  years  ago  and  currently  services  students  in 
four  local  high  schools.  Besides  classroom  instruction,  My  Turn  offers  students 
job  placement,  follow-up  and  field  trips  chosen  for  career  explorations.  Some 
special  events  held  in  the  past  have  included  visits  to  the  JFK  Library,  annual 
recognition  ceremonies,  and  the  annual  conference,  which  is  held  every  April 
to  allow  students  from  all  four  chapters  to  compete  in  acquired  competencies. 
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When  this  year's  classes  graduate,  My  Turn  will  have  assisted  over  2,000 
students  in  career  preparation.  With  the  continued  support  of  school 
administrations,  local  business  communities  and  dedicated  staff,  the  organiza- 
tion will  continue  striving  to  assist  high  school  students  in  the  attainment  of 
their  goals.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

In  an  ongoing  effort  to  better  serve  children  3  to  22  years  of  age  identified 
for  Special  Education  services,  our  department  staff  continues  to  work  closely 
with  administrators  and  regular  classroom  teachers  to  increase  opportunities 
for  children  to  experience  success  within  regular  educational  programs.  Our 
goal  is  to  create  situations  that  maximize  student  achievement  in  classroom 
settings.  By  combining  the  creative  skills  and  expertise  of  regular  and  special 
education  teachers  in  the  planning  process,  we  are  working  toward  providing 
more  of  the  needed  services  within  the  classroom  setting.  Many  years  of 
research  and  our  own  observations  have  proven  that  this  approach  provides 
benefits  to  all  classroom  students,  as  well  as  to  the  classroom  teacher. 

The  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  of 
mainstreaming  children  with  significant  physical  challenges.  Our  resource 
teachers,  Rita  Broman  and  Linda  Naimey,  continue  to  work  with  adaptive 
computer  technology  and  other  adapted  materials  to  assist  classroom  teachers 
in  mainstreaming  these  Kindergarten  to  Grade  3  students. 

At  the  Howard  School,  students  on  educational  plans  are  being 
mainstreamed  for  Language  Arts  in  the  classroom  with  the  support  of  resource 
teacher  Paula  Janos-O'Connor,  who  is  working  on  a  daily  basis  with  Grade  4 
teacher,  Barbara  Shurtleff.  This  mainstreaming  model  is  also  successfully 
being  done  in  Grade  6  with  Mary  Sears  working  in  the  classroom  for  Science 
and  Math  with  Grade  6  teacher,  James  McKee.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
emphasis  on  a  classroom-based  model  of  service  delivery  will  result  in  greater 
benefits  to  the  children  in  the  near  and  long  term. 
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In  the  7th  and  8th  Grade  resource  programs,  a  counseling/  support  group  was 
formed  in  September  that  provides  special  ed  students  with  a  structured 
approach  for  managing  educational  and  behavioral  goals  and  needs.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor,  Michael  McDavitt,  and  the  Jr. 
High  Resource  Teacher,  Judy  Merra,  students  set  weekly  academic  and 
behavioral  goals  to  work  on  within  their  programs.  At  the  beginning  of  each 
week,  students  review  their  progress  on  these  goals.  Written  feedback  provided 
by  regular  ed  teachers  and  special  ed  staff,  along  with  students'  own 
assessments,  are  discussed  and  provide  the  basis  for  determining  types  of 
incentives  and  consequences  that  will  be  initiated.  Students  and  staff  report 
that  this  new  system  is  working  very  well  and  students'  motivation  and 
achievement  levels  have  been  significantly  increased. 

At  the  Early  Childhood  level,  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  and 
R.E.A.D.S.  Collaborative  have  committed  their  resources  and  energies  to 
form  the  first  Integrated  Early  Childhood  Program  in  West  Bridgewater.  The 
classroom  is  termed  "integrated"  because  children  ages  3  to  5  years  with  special 
needs  and  children  without  special  needs  participate  in  the  developmental 
nursery  school  program  which  is  partially  funded  by  a  State  Grant.  In  order  to 
enter  the  program,  a  child  must  be  a  West  Bridgewater  resident,  be  between  3 
and  5  years  old  and  not  have  any  special  needs.  Children  without  special  needs 
are  charged  $15.00  per  week  to  cover  the  costs  of  snacks  and  field  trips.  The 
teacher,  Linda  Parsons,  is  a  Speech  and  Language  Pathologist  with  experience 
with  pre-school  age  children.  The  classroom  assistant,  Janet  Keane,  also  has 
much  experience  with  young  children.  Together,  they  provide  a  beautifully 
crafted  and  educationally  appropriate  program  for  all  of  the  children  in  the 
class. 

Two  complete  computer  systems  (including  additional  adapted  keyboards/ 
hardware)  were  purchased  with  federal  grant  money  and  have  been  placed  in 
the  resource  rooms  at  the  MacDonald  School  and  the  Jr. /Sr.  High  School. 
The  grant  also  supported  the  purchase  of  additional  software  programs  as 
well  as  technical  assistance  from  an  Augmentative  Communication  consultant 
who  specializes  in  the  use  of  adapted  hardware/ software  devices  and 
programs. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  West  Bridgewater  has  been  awarded 
Technical  Assistance  grant  money  for  the  purpose  of  providing  training  to 
staff  relative  to  the  integration  of  significantly  involved  Special  Needs  students. 
Linda  Naimey,  a  certified  Generic  Consulting  Teacher,  will  continue  to 
coordinate  workshop  sessions  and  other  training  activities  for  regular  and 
special  education  staff  working  with  these  children  at  the  elementary  level.  As  a 
result  of  the  diligence  and  commitment  of  the  classroom  teachers,  aides  and 
specialists  involved  in  the  past  three  years,  our  children  have  been  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  learn  right  along  with  their  peers  as  much  as  possible. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  coming  June  marks  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  operation  of  the 
Southeastern  Regional  School  District.  Southeastern  offers  twenty-three  high 
quality  secondary  vocational  technical  training  programs  and  six  Technical 
Institute  post-secondary  programs.  Students  at  Southeastern  are  taught 
problem-solving,  analytical  and  practical  skills.  They  have  the  ability  to  apply 
instruction  to  reinforce  basic  communications  skills  and  transfer  this  learning 
to  other  vocational  areas. 

On  October  1,  1990,  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty  students  were  enrolled 
in  the  school  district. 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  $7,932,454.00  budget  is  $72,965.00.  This 
is  2.88%  of  the  total  budget  and  represents  38  students. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.  visiting  team 
evaluated  all  secondary  and  post-secondary  programs  in  the  school  in 
November.  The  school  district  had  been  involved  in  preparation  of  curriculum 
development  and  updating  its  programs  in  anticipation  of  their  visit. 

Our  post-secondary  Medical  Assistant  Program  also  was  accredited  this 
year  by  the  national  accrediting  agency. 

The  Department  of  Education's  Massachusetts  Migrant  Education 
Program  was  held  at  Southeastern  during  the  past  summer  with  over  two 
hundred  and  thirty  students  attending. 

This  year  we  were  successfully  able  to  have  a  new  roof  installed  on  the 
original  building  and  the  1976  addition  totaling  168,000  square  feet.  It  was 
financed  by  energy  grant  funds  and  bonding  approval  by  district  community 
members. 

The  school  district  is  continuing  to  implement  the  energy  grant  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  Office  of  Energy  Resources.  In  addition  to  replacing 
fluorescent  ballasts  and  re-tubing  the  boilers,  we  have  finalized  the  energy 
management  system  to  better  control  temperature  in  the  main  building  and 
outside  buildings. 

Block  II  federal  grant  funds  were  used  to  purchase  additional  library 
books,  periodicals  and  professional  library  materials  for  the  school  district. 

The  Carl  Perkins  Grant  funds  were  dramatically  increased  this  school 
year  and  enabled  the  hiring  of  personnel  and  additional  professional  staff 
members  in  the  areas  of  Distributive  Education  and  Plumbing.  Supplies, 
materials  and  equipment  were  purchased  for  Air  Conditioning,  Auto 
Mechanics,  Diesel  Repair,  Commercial  Foods,  Electricity,  House  Carpentry, 
Graphic  Arts,  Plumbing  and  in  the  Technical  Institute,  Data  Processing, 
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Dental  Assistant,  Medical  Assistant  and  Medical  Laboratory  Technician 
Programs. 

Specifically  in  the  Technical  Institute  area,  new  microscopes  were 
purchased  for  the  Medical  Laboratory  Technician  Program  and  other  much- 
needed  supplies  and  equipment  for  the  other  post-secondary  areas.  Perkins 
Funds  were  used  in  the  high  school  area  to  employ  vocational  instructors, 
vocational  aides,  special  education  aides  and  a  Social  Worker/ Adjustment 
Counselor  who  was  hired  to  improve  school  attendance  and  better  assist 
disadvantaged  and  handicapped  students. 

An  equity  grant  was  written  and  funded  to  work  with  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  students  in  elementary/ middle  schools  in  the  Towns  of  Easton, 
Mansfield,  Sharon  and  Stoughton. 

Students'  on-campus  projects  include  vinyl  siding  the  warehouse  buildings 
and  completion  of  an  addition  to  the  bus  garage  and  vehicle  storage  building. 

Advisory  Boards  for  all  of  our  trade  programs  are  made  up  of  alumni  and 
local  businessmen  and  women  who  annually  offer  support  and  guidance  for 
our  programs.  Their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  their  recommenda- 
tions keep  us  on  target  with  state-of-the-art  changes  and  the  employment  needs 
of  local  communities. 

Southeastern  has  a  comprehensive  athletic  program  and  participates  in 
the  local,  state  and  national  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America. 

At  the  national  VICA  competition  held  this  past  summer,  one  of  our 
Commercial  Foods  students  placed  second  in  the  United  States  in  baking. 

With  the  help  of  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  we  have  cleared  land  for 
an  additional  baseball  and  softball  field.  The  baseball  field  should  be  ready  in 
the  fall  of  1992. 

In  June  of  1991,  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  graduated  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  students.  Guidance  Depart- 
ment records  indicate  that  97%  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1991  were 
placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their  education. 

The  demand  for  graduates  of  vocational  programs  continues  to  be  very 
strong  in  Massachusetts. 

The  first  evening  school  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  graduated  in 
December  of  1991. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of  conducting  its 
educational  programs  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  school  district 
without  sacrificing  quality  vocational  educational  programs.  Recent  figures 
from  the  Department  of  Education  show  Southeastern  has  the  second  lowest 
per-pupil-cost  of  regional  vocational  technical  schools  in  the  Commonwealth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1991. 

During  the  year,  a  total  of  304,385,820  gallons  of  water  were  pumped. 
This  is  37,836,020  gallons  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount 
for  any  one  day  was  June  20th,  with  1,957,120  gallons  being  pumped.  The 
largest  month  was  June,  with  41,041,270  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week 
was  June  23rd,  with  10,836,880  gallons  pumped. 

With  304,385,820  gallons  of  water  pumped,  plus  1,045,643  gallons  bought 
from  Easton,  a  total  of  305,431,463  gallons  of  water  were  used.  This  makes  a 
daily  average  usage  of  836,798  gallons. 

Thirteen  new  services  were  installed,  bringing  our  total  to  2,373  services. 

Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,  after  every  severe  storm  and 
after  all  power  failures.  A  total  of  544  hours  of  overtime  was  spent  in 
emergency  leaks  and  maintenance. 

The  crew  has  continued  to  upgrade  and  replace  old  water  meters  in  our 
system.  The  investment  we  have  made  has  shown  up  in  much  more  accurate 
meter  readings,  and  the  time  spent  reading  meters  each  year  has  been  cut  in 
half. 

In  the  fall  of  1990,  an  18  wheeler  hit  the  Walnut  Street  bridge  and 
destroyed  the  water  main  in  the  structure.  The  Walnut  Street  residents  on  the 
east  side  of  Route  24  are  still  being  serviced  with  a  temporary  water  main  over 
the  top  of  the  bridge.  We  have  made  continuous  requests  to  both  the  state  and 
insurance  company  involved  in  replacing  the  main;  but,  to  this  day,  nothing 
has  been  done.  The  water  main  cannot  be  reinstalled  until  the  bridge  beams  are 
replaced. 

In  the  fall  of  this  year,  the  Water  Department  undertook  a  flushing 
program  due  to  an  increase  in  dirty  water  complaints  after  periods  of  fire  flows 
or  water  main  work  in  the  industrial  park.  The  flushing  program  seems  to  have 
been  successful,  and  the  complaints  have  decreased  dramatically. 

This  past  summer,  a  leak  detection  survey  was  carried  out  covering  the 
entire  distribution  system.  The  state  reimbursed  one-half  of  the  entire  cost 
through  a  grant  we  applied  for  and  received  through  D.E.P.  Four  leaks  were 
found  that  had  not  surfaced. 

During  the  year,  142  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  made  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  bacterial  ele- 
ments. All  reports  were  most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable 
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quality  and  free  from  bacterial  elements.  Analysis  of  sodium  concentration  in 
our  water  averaged  17.0  milligrams  per  litre  for  1991,  allowing  us  to  meet  the 
state  regulation  of  a  maximum  of  20  milligrams  per  litre.  We  also  ran 
individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants  in  our 
water,  and  none  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  crew  of  the  Water  Department  for  making 
this  year  a  success,  all  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when  requested 
and,  most  importantly,  all  of  the  townspeople  who  have  supported  us  in 
reaching  our  goals.

We  were  verv  happy  to  be  able  to  again  join,  for  a  collection  in  May,  a 
consortium  of  area  towns  that  allowed  us  to  continue  to  offer  a  Hazardous 
Waste  Day,  this  year  held  at  West  Junior  High  School  in  Brockton.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1991. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  24  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  On  July  1  the  Town  of 
Abington  rejoined  the  Project.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional 
problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially 
trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency 
with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

In  1991,  the  Project  was  again  challenged  by  the  threat  of  the  mosquito 
transmitted  disease  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE),  but  rainfall  did  not 
reach  levels  of  the  previous  year.  Residential  complaints  were  received  earlier 
than  normal  due  to  the  anticipated  EEE  threat  and  resultant  media  coverage. 
Efforts  were  again  aimed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood, 
and  aerial  larviciding  was  expanded  using  B.T.I. ,  an  environmentally  selective 
bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes, 
ultra-low-volume  spraying  began.  All  available  manpower  responded  to 
requests  concerning  mosquitoes,  and  all  sprayers  and  trucks  performed  well 
with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

In  April  of  1991,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  issued 
an  advisory  on  EEE  to  local  Boards  of  Health,  Mosquito  Control  Districts, 
and  all  campgrounds  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  Virus  was  first  isolated 
from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting  species  collected  in  Carver  the  week  of 
July  28th.  The  Project  responded  by  targeting  areas  of  high  risk.  Concern  of 
transmission  of  EEE  to  both  horses  and  humans  developed;  and  on  August 
2nd  a  Westborough  horse  died  with  symptoms  consistent  with  EEE.  On 
August  8th,  another  horse  from  the  same  farm  was  destroyed.  However,  no 
human  or  equine  cases  occurred  in  Plymouth  County,  although  additional 
virus-positive  bird  biting  mosquitoes  were  collected. 

Historical  case  data  suggests  a  return  in  1992  of  the  EEE  virus,  which  runs 
in  a  two  or  three  year  cycle. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below. 
While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the 
health  and  comfort  of  West  Bridgewater  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  7,392  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  May  and  the  last  in  October. 
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Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a 
total  of  67  inspections  were  made  to  52  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time  —  that  is,  the 
time  between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  the  response  by  one  of  our 
inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was 
less  than  two  days  with  more  than  82  complaints  answered. 

Water  Management.  During  1991,  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  4,955  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent 
overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work, 
together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and 
winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  7,150  linear  feet  of  ditch  was  reconstructed  in 
West  Bridgewater  using  one  of  the  Project's  two  track  driven  backhoes. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  of  the  mosquitoes  in  West 
Bridgewater  indicates  that  Coquillittida  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant 
species.  Other  important  species  collected  included  Aedes  vexans  and  Culiseta 
melanura. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for 
information  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices  or 
any  other  matters  of  concern.

The  Bridgewater  VNA  commitment  to  prevention  and  health  education  is 
responsible  for  five  health  clinics  and  health  conferences  and  the  Health  and 
Fitness  Fair  held  annually.  On  May  9,  1992,  we  will  hold  our  tenth  Fair  and 
offer  many  screening  tests,  health  evaluation  and  health  counseling,  plus 
satellite  programs  related  to  fitness. 

We  are  indebted  to  those  who  contribute  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  those  who  donate  to  our  fund  raising 
programs,  the  Old  Colony  United  Way  and  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  extend  to  each  of  you  who  have  contributed  time, 
energy  and  money  in  support  of  the  Bridgewater  VNA  our  sincere 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

Nineteen  ninety-one  brought  more  budget  cuts! 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  had  to  continue  to  be  more  creative  in 
providing  needed  services  with  less  money. 

The  Senior  population  continues  to  grow,  and  as  times  become  more 
difficult,  so  do  the  needs  for  services,  but  the  funds  and  resources  continue  to 
disappear. 

J.O.Y.  (Just  Older  Youth),  the  fund  raising  support  group  of  the  Council 
on  Aging,  continues  to  hold  fund  raisers  year  round.  All  monies  are  used  to 
purchase  needed  equipment  and  to  pay  any  debits  over  the  allotted  funds 
provided  for  in  the  Town  Budget.  The  Council  on  Aging  wants  to  extend  its 
gratitude  to  all  of  the  volunteer  members  of  J.O.Y.  who  have  given  their  time, 
energy,  and  support. 

Town  Meeting  in  June  approved  continuation  of  our  Social  Day  Care 
Program.  This  past  year  we  were  able  to  provide  service  to  12  elders  and  also 
provided  family  caregivers  respite. 

In  August,  we  were  notified  that  the  School  Department,  through  the 
Department  of  Education,  would  no  longer  be  providing  meals  for  our  Elderly 
luncheons.  Our  Elder  Services  Director  was  able  to  apply  and  was  allocated  a 
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$3,500.00  Nutrition  Grant,  which  enabled  the  Council  on  Aging  to  purchase 
commodity  foods  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  and  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December,  the  Council  on  Aging  was  given 
approval  to  establish  a  revolving  account  so  that  all  monies  can  be  used  to 
sustain  the  Senior  Luncheon  Program. 

In  addition,  the  Council  on  Aging  received  a  gift  from  the  Capen  Trust. 
These  funds  help  to  defray  costs  for  the  mailing  of  the  CO.  A.  newsletter  the 
"Capen  Caller."  This  newsletter  is  mailed  to  all  Town  residents  age  60  and 
over.  The  printing  of  this  newsletter  is  paid  for  by  the  following  advertisers:

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REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY 


PLANNING  COUNCIL  AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency 
on  Aging  Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the 
Area  Agency's  activities  for  1991. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1991,  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  completed  its  1 1th 
year  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  The  Area  Agency  is  responsible  for 
administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older  Americans  Act.  This  federal 
funding  has  enabled  the  Area  Agency  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  elders, 
particularly  those  very  old  and  infirmed.  Working  closely  with  local  councils 
on  aging  and  other  community  agencies,  Title  III  funds  are  frequently 
combined  with  other  monies  to  develop  and  support  a  broad  range  of  in-home 
and  community  services. 

During  FY  1991,  an  estimated  12,000  elders  received  assistance  through 
20  Title  III  programs.  Services  funded  in  FY  1991  by  the  AAA  include: 

•  Senior  center  and  outreach  programs 

•  Home  health  and  respite  services 

•  In-home  mental  health  services 

•  Services  for  deaf,  blind  and  physically  handicapped  elders 

•  Transportation  services 

•  Legal  Services 

•  Emergency  services 

•  Congregate  and  home  delivered  meals 

•  Services  to  families  and  caregivers 

•  Nursing  home  ombudsman  services 

The  service  and  planning  area  encompasses  23  communities  in  south- 
eastern Massachusetts  from  Stoughton/ Avon  to  Marshfield  to  Wareham  to 
Easton.  The  Area  Agency  on  Aging  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  generous 
support  and  cooperation  of  these  communities,  especially  the  local  citizens 
who  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Dolores  Kent  of  Easton.  The 
Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  citizens  from  each  of  the  23  communities 
served,  assists  the  Agency  in  its  important  work  of  determining  service  needs, 
the  priority  of  programs,  and  selecting  subgrantees. 

The  Council  further  notes  with  appreciation  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions,  public  and  private  agencies,  various  institutions  and  individuals 
who  have  cooperated  with  or  otherwise  assisted  the  Council.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  AND 


EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

For  anyone  concerned  about  the  well-being  of  seniors,  Fiscal  Year  91  was 
most  disappointing.  This  was  particularly  true  at  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services. 

For  the  third  straight  year,  funding  for  home  care  services  was 
significantly  reduced.  In  fact,  State  Home  Care  Program  (SHCP)  funding  for 
FY91  was  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($800,000)  less  than  it  had  been  in 
FY89.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  elders  OCES  was  able  to  serve  not  only 
dropped  to  the  lowest  level  in  nine  (9)  years;  it  also  became  necessary  to  initiate 
a  temporary  across-the-board  service  suspension  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
in  order  to  remain  within  these  severely  reduced  funding  levels,  OCES' 
operating  expenses  were  cut-back.  In  the  final  analysis,  this  meant  that  SHCP 
staffing  was  reduced  by  twenty  percent  (20%). 

Given  the  magnitude  of  these  reductions,  it  may  sound  contradictory  to 
suggest  that  OCES  still  has  much  in  which  to  take  pride;  but,  the  truth  is  that 
there  were  successes  in  FY91.  Core  services  were  maintained  and  the  integrity 
of  OCES'  service  capability  was  preserved.  Caseloads  were  reassigned  and 
functions  realigned  with  the  least  possible  disruption  to  clients.  OCES'  ability 
to  utilize  and  expand  its  computer  capacity  was  significantly  improved. 
Indeed,  every  facet  of  the  operation  was  thoroughly  re-examined  and  where 
possible  refined.  Difficult  times  and  difficult  measures  to  be  sure.  However, 
throughout  FY91,  the  Board  and  Staff  confronted  this  necessary  retrenchment 
in  a  professional  and  competent  manner;  and,  OCES'  performance  clearly 
demonstrates  that  their  commitment  and  dedication  remains  steadfast. 

Although  considerable  ground  was  lost,  it  could  have  been  worse. 
Notably,  because  of  a  concerted  lobbying  effort  by  OCES  and  the  elderly 
network,  home  care  programs  were  not  subjected  to  the  last  round  of  FY91 
budget  reductions  and  actually  managed  to  secure  a  limited  amount  of  funding 
to  help  stabilize  the  caseload  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

We  know  that  the  need  for  home  care  services  has  continued  to  grow  and 
deepen.  OCES'  client  population  is  becoming  older  and  more  frail;  their  needs 
more  complex;  their  situation  dire.  OCES  continues  to  maintain  the  service 
capacity  necessary  to  respond  to  these  needs.  What  remains  to  be  seen  is 
whether  sufficient  financial  support  will  be  forthcoming  to  insure  that  the 
services  which  so  many  of  our  seniors  desperately  need  to  remain  active, 
independent  and  at  home  will  actually  be  delivered. 

We  believe  that  the  sense  of  genuine  caring  for  seniors  throughout  the 
State  has  not  diminished.  It  is  for  us  to  help  translate  this  honest  concern  and 
good  will  into  tangible  reality.  Open  discussion  must  continue.  The  message  we 
send  must  be  kept  positive,  realistic  and  constant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  SERVICES 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  past  year,  twenty-eight  Veterans  and  their  dependents  were 
assisted  by  Veterans'  Services.  Ten  Veterans  received  direct  financial  aid;  and 
eighteen  were  helped  in  filing  applications  for  V.  A.  Pensions,  Education  Loans 
and  Social  Security  Benefits. 

The  year  1991  saw  increased  need  for  medical  aid  by  the  Veterans  and 
Widows  of  World  War  II,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  trend  will  continue.  In 
addition,  the  tough  economic  climate  has  contributed  to  furthering  the  need 
for  financial  assistance  to  Vietnam  era  Veterans.  Extreme  care  has  been  taken 
to  avoid  duplication  of  aid,  demonstrated  by  cross-checks  with  other  agencies 
involved. 

On  a  personal  note,  and  on  behalf  of  the  hundreds  of  Veterans  she  has 
assisted,  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  Lorraine  Higgins,  who  retired  this  past 
year  after  ably  serving  the  Veterans  of  West  Bridgewater  for  seventeen  years.

REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP,  INCORPORATED 

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's  anti-poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1991,  Self  Help  received  a 
total  funding  of  $10.9  M  and  provided  direct  services  to  41,485  limited-income 
households  in  the  area. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-four  West  Bridgewater  households  received 
direct  services  totaling  $105,004  during  the  program  year  1991. 

The  total  funding  of  $10,931,445  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human 
services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to 
mobilize  an  additional  $2,285,090  of  other  community  resources,  such  as 
contributions  from  the  towns  and  volunteers.  The  gross  value  of  Self  Help 
during  the  past  program  year  was  $13,216,535. 
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Self  Help  currently  employs  approximately  175  individuals,  many  of 
whom  are  of  limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/90  through  9/30/91  was  a  successful 
one  for  us  and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  population.  We  thank  the 
Boards  of  Selectmen,  Town  volunteers  and  your  respresentative  to  our  Board 
of  Directors,  Frederick  Watson,  III,  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater: 

Fiscal  year  1991  (July  1,  1990  to  June  30,  1991)  had  an  auspicious 
beginning,  as  we  had  just  moved  into  our  new  1.6  million  dollar  library.  This 
facility  provided  all  the  library  features  that  our  dedicated  townspeople  had 
carefully  planned,  worked  and  finally  voted  for. 

Our  budget  for  FY91  was  reduced  from  the  requested  $170,548.00  to 
$134,880.00  (down  from  $142,167.00  authorized  for  the  previous  year).  In  spite 
of  this,  we  improved  service,  with  much  emphasis  on  children's  programs,  and 
provided  the  Town  with  an  expanded  and  enhanced  library.  At  the  end  of 
June,  1991,  because  the  Selectmen  asked  all  departments  to  reduce  expendi- 
tures as  much  as  possible,  we  turned  back  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $3,212.00, 
making  our  actual  budget  expenditure  $131,588.00.  Even  with  a  reduced 
budget,  we  purchased  $19,439.00  worth  of  books;  although  in  previous  years, 
this  was  as  much  as  $38,224.00. 

In  mid- 1991,  we  were  informed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee 
that  there  would  be  no  funds  made  available  to  keep  the  library  open;  and, 
therefore,  it  would  have  to  be  closed.  This  meant  that  not  only  would  our 
townspeople,  who  are  paying  the  construction  bond,  be  denied  West 
Bridgewater  library  service,  but  would  also  be  denied  borrowing  privileges 
from  other  towns.  After  negotiation  and  reconsideration,  your  library  was 
granted  a  budget  of  $99,334.00,  approved  at  Town  Meeting.  This  is  the  same 
level  as  five  years  ago  when  the  small,  one-room  library  was  an  appendage  to 
the  high  school.  Unfortunately,  this  resulted  in  reduced  hours  and  staff  pay,  a 
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book  budget  reduced  to  zero  and  other  adverse  impacts  on  service.  Once 
books  go  into  print  and  are  not  ordered,  the  potential  for  future  purchase  is 
often  impossible  because  they  are  out  of  print.  To  offset  the  lack  of  book 
money,  we  have  purchased  about  $6,800.00  worth  of  new  books  from  our 
limited  library  trust  funds.  Throughout  this  difficult  year,  as  in  the  past,  we 
have  had  help  and  support  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library  organization.  Of 
interest,  even  in  good  times,  our  budget  is  only  about  1.4  percent  of  the  total 
Town  budget. 

As  a  further  and  most  serious  consequence  of  underfunding,  we  have  been 
informed  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  that  we  have 
been  denied  certification. 

Denial  of  certification  means  that: 

1.  We  will  not  be  eligible  for  any  state  or  federal  grant  funds,  which 
amounted  to  approximately  $13,000.00  in  1991. 

2.  Loss  of  $187,000.00  in  a  Library  Construction  Grant  that  was 
awarded  us,  but  not  yet  funded  by  the  state. 

3.  Our  library  patrons  are  denied  direct  borrowing  privileges  with  other 
libraries.  However,  patrons  may  obtain  books  through  the  inter- 
library  loan  process. 

The  primary  reason  for  denial  of  certification  was  the  disproportionate 
cut  in  our  budget  for  FY92.  We  were  cut  26.4  percent,  while  the  general  budget 
for  other  departments  was  cut  only  1.4  percent. 

It  concerns  the  Trustees  that  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  gave  no 
consideration  to  the  annual  bond  payment  the  Town  is  making,  even  though 
they  knew  that  the  state  has  not  funded  our  Library  Construction  Grant.  The 
only  way  to  overcome  this  obstacle  to  full  library  service  is  to  vote  for  an 
adequate  budget  at  the  coming  Annual  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  TO  THE 


TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  operated  on  a  bare  minimum  budget 
beginning  in  FY92,  and  services  were  reduced  from  32  to  20  open  hours  per 
week.  Three  part-time  staff  were  cut  back  from  19  hours  to  10  hours  each  per 
week.  High  school  page  positions  were  eliminated.  There  were  no  Town  funds 
appropriated  for  book  purchases.  The  library  very  judiciously  used  interest 
from  trust  funds  to  purchase  books  from  July  through  December,  1991. 

Children's  programming  continued  with  afternoon  and  evening  story 
hours,  summer  and  winter  reading  clubs  and  special  programs.  The  Teenage 
Mutant  Ninja  Turtles  Individualized  Reading  Program  kicked  off  the  year. 
The  Wizard  Read  Independent  Reading  Program  was  held  in  the  summer. 
People  In  Our  Neighborhood  Series  was  a  big  summer  hit  for  young  children 
bringing  in  a  teacher,  a  fireman,  a  policeman,  a  nurse,  a  Mass.  Military 
Academy  cadet,  a  dentist  and  a  librarian.  Stephen  Ralph  King  performed  in 
the  summer  for  Reading  Club  participants.  Scot  Cannon  performed  at  the 
Third  Annual  Awards  Ceremony  ice  cream  party  for  the  Summer  Reading 
Club.  Bob  Wagner  of  Birds  Unlimited  spoke  to  an  audience  of  all  ages  about 
New  England  birds.  Mark  Joel  Levitt,  aka  Johnny  Appleseed,  performed  for 
older  children  to  mark  Johnny  Appleseed's  birthday.  Dollee  and  Debbie 
performed  "Tales  From  Planet  Earth"  as  a  Halloween  special.  The  end  of  fall 
story  hour  sessions  were  marked  by  a  Pilgrim  Party.  Craft  sessions  were  held 
in  December.  Children  created  Christmas  projects  to  bring  home. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  their  work,  actively 
supplementing  library  programs  through  their  fundraising  efforts.  The  Friends 
participated  in  the  Second  Annual  Community  Day  on  June  8th  and  held 
three  book  and  bake  sales  and  three  distributions  of  new  paperback  books 
through  the  national  Reading  Is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.)  Program.  West 
Bridgewater  children  in  grades  2  through  5  were  happy  to  receive  three  new 
books  of  their  own.  This  program  expanded  to  include  the  first  graders  this 
year.  The  Friends  have  also  sponsored  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  Pass  Program 
for  free  admission. 

The  library  thanks  the  many  volunteers  who  have  given  freely  of  their 
time  to  assist  with  various  projects. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Arts  Lottery  Council  approved  funds  for  artistic 
performances  for  the  children's  programs,  in  addition  to  funds  to  assist  the 
R.I.F.  Program. 

The  library  won  a  grant  from  the  federal  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  in  the  amount  of  $6,450.00  to  create  a  Child  Care  Resources 
and  Information  Program  (C.C.R.I.P.).  The  program  will  be  enacted  in  1992 
to  improve  relations,  resources  and  services  between  the  library  and  the  Town's 
public  and  private  day  care  centers,  preschools  and  nursery  schools. 

The  library  deeply  appreciates  both  the  hard  work  and  support  shown  by 
the  library  staff  and  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL 


As  with  all  other  departments  of  local  and  state  government,  the  Arts 
Lottery  Council  had  reduced  funds  to  allocate  during  1991. 

There  was  only  one  application  cycle  this  year,  during  the  spring,  as 
compared  to  previous  years  of  two  cycles  per  year,  one  in  the  spring  and  one  in 
the  fall.  The  fall  cycle  of  1991  was  changed  to  February,  1992.  It  has  been 
proposed  that  there  be  only  one  funding  cycle  per  year,  and  that  it  will  be  in  the 
late  fall  or  early  winter. 

The  Council  funded  projects  presented  by  the  West  ^ridgewater  Parent- 
Teachers  Organization,  The  Old  Bridgewater  Historical  Society,  the  Council 
on  Aging,  Friends  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  and  the  West 
Bridgewater  Public  Library. 

Meetings  of  the  Arts  Lottery  Council  are  open  to  all  interested 
townspeople.  Information  on  date,  time  and  place  of  the  meetings  is  available 
at  the  Town  Hall.  Applications  for  Arts  Lottery  grants  and  P.A.S.S.  programs 
are  available  at  the  Town  Hall,  library  and  from  Council  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 


COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

The  Cooperative  Extension  System  was  officially  established  by  an  Act  of 
Congress  in  1914.  It's  earliest  beginnings  were  the  Morrill  Act  of  1862  which 
established  Land-Grant  Colleges.  Cooperative  Extension  is  a  nationwide 
network  of  over  3,100  offices.  It  is  unique  in  its  connection  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  with  the  State  Land  Grant  Institution  for  local 
education  programs  for  youth  (4-H),  agricultural  interests,  communities,  and 
residents. 

In  Plymouth  County  the  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  Street  in 
Hanson.  The  office  is  open  8:30-4:30  Monday-Friday.  Currently  the  local 
extension  field  staff  consists  of  two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists, 
Nutrition/ Family  Life  Educator,  and  Commercial  Horticulture.  This  past  year 
six  (6)  positions  were  eliminated  —  two  clerical,  three  regional  agriculture,  and 
one  county  professional  position.  Work  is  in  progress  to  attempt  to  transfer 
several  of  these  positions  to  the  state  funded  extension  program  due  to  the 
wide  geographical  area  (state-wide  and  regional  programs)  these  positions 
cover.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program 
has  been  active  in  Plymouth  County  since  1969,  run  under  the  auspices  of 
Cooperative  Extension.  One  supervisor,  and  four  outreach  educators  (one 
bi-lingual)  work  in  this  program.  They  conduct  very  popular  nutrition 
education  certificate  courses  in  cooperation  with  18  county  homeless  shelters 
and  work  in  cooperation  with  17  area  agencies.  For  more  detailed  information 
on  the  County  Cooperative  Extension  program,  contact  the  county  office  at 
Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  02341.  (617)  293-3541  or  447-5946. 

PROGRAM  OUTREACH  -  During  the  last  12  months,  Plymouth 
County  Cooperative  Extension  agents  conducted  667  outreach  programs. 
CABLE  TV  —  Twenty-one  cable  TV  shows,  "Cooperative  Extension  News  & 
Notes,"  were  produced  by  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension.  All  but  5 
Plymouth  County  towns  use  this  half-hour  Cooperative  Extension  Cable  TV 
program  in  their  weekly  community  access  channel,  reaching  over  100,000 
households.  RADIO  —  Every  Sunday  morning  on  WBET  (Brockton), 
Cooperative  Extension  staff  present  a  15  minute  broadcast  on  upcoming 
programs  and  timely  educational  topics.  Three  Plymouth  County  Cooperative 
Extension  Specialists  have  participated  in  WBZ  (Boston)  broadcasts  during 
the  last  six  months  for  program  promotion.  NEWSLETTERS  —  Cooperative 
Extension  publishes  15  newsletters  in  the  area  on  Natural  resources  and 
Agriculture  for  residents  and  commercial  growers. 

4-H  —  Last  year  2,869  youth  participated  in  Massachusetts  4-H  Camps. 
These  camps  are  nonprofit  groups  run  primarily  by  volunteers  that  serve  on 
corporations.  4-H  Camp  Farley  (1932  est.),  the  Southeast  Massachusetts  camp 
in  Mashpee,  had  an  enrollment  of  616  youth  last  summer.  Plymouth  County 
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has  a  very  active  4-H  program.  488  key  volunteers  and  4-H  leaders  receive  a 
county  4-H  newsletter  each  month  to  assist  them  in  leading  youth  in  the  county 
4-H  club  units.  Thirteen  teacher  trainings,  reaching  300  teachers  and  5,300 
youth  under  the  sponsorship  of  Massachusetts  Agriculture  in  the  Classroom, 
Inc.  were  conducted. 

Extension  staff  serve  county  residents,  and  work  cooperatively  with  other 
field  staff,  university  faculty  and  volunteers  to  conduct  many  state-wide 
workshops  and  program  opportunities  for  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Over  800  ph  soil  tests,  and  plant  consultations  were  conducted  last  year 
for  county  residents.  Staff  networks  with  other  agencies,  and  is  involved  in 
many  educational  grants  in  the  areas  of  Water  Quality,  Nutrient  Management 
(farms),  Food  Safety  and  Preservation,  and  Volunteer  programs. 

ADVISORY  BOARD(S)  AND  TRUSTEES 

Some  key  groups  that  oversee  the  work  of  Cooperative  Extension  are  as 
follows: 

Board  of  Trustees: 

Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  programs  and  budget  are 
reviewed  by  a  9-member  Board.  They  are  appointed  by  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  its  171st  Annual  Town  Report. 

It  has  definitely  been  a  year  of  change  and  a  year  of  accomplishment  for  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  our  operations  for 
1992. 

In  February,  the  Board  appointed  Marilyn  Gordon  as  Town  Accountant  and 
received  the  resignation  of  Mark  Winer,  Administrative  Assistant.  In  April, 
Robert  Kominsky  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Sergeant  on  the  Police 
Department;  and  Richard  Freitas  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  In  May,  we  appointed  Elizabeth  Faricy  as  Administrative  Assistant. 
In  September,  Janet  Merritt  was  appointed  to  serve  as  Temporary  Treasurer/ 
Collector. 

In  efforts  to  deal  with  the  fiscal  problems  on  the  state  and  local  levels,  the 
Board  endorsed  a  proposal  to  join  with  14  other  local  communities  in  a  Southeast- 
ern Regional  Services  Group  that  will  coordinate  regional  bidding  for  certain 
goods  and  materials  and  provide  cost  savings  for  such  purchases.  The  15 
communities  applied  for  and  received  an  EOCD  grant  for  this  proposal. 

In  addition,  computerization  became  a  reality  in  the  Treasurer/Collector's 
office.  This  was  due  to  Town  Meeting  vote  and  the  computer  expertise  of  Marilyn 
Gordon,  Town  Accountant.  Through  these  efforts,  tax  bills  were  printed  in-house 
for  the  first  time  this  year  on  the  Town's  system. 

With  the  resignation  of  the  Treasurer/Collector  in  August,  the  Board,  with 
Special  Town  Meeting  approval,  successfully  petitioned  the  General  Court  to 
change  that  position  from  an  elected  to  an  appointed  one.  Such  permission  was 
granted  at  the  close  of  the  session  in  late  December. 

The  Board  also  wishes  to  publicly  thank  former  State  Representative  John 
Cruz  for  managing  to  secure  $  1 87,000.00  in  state  funds  for  the  library  debt.  This 
amount  had  been  committed  to  the  town  by  the  state;  but  once  the  project  was 
complete,  the  state  reneged  on  its  promise.  The  check  was  in  the  mail  in  October. 

In  July,  at  Selectmen  Moreira's  instigation,  the  Board  met  with  representa- 
tives of  businesses  along  Manley  Street,  state  and  local  highway  officials  and 
members  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Business  Association  to  determine  a  course  of 
action  regarding  traffic  problems  at  the  Route  106/Manley  Street  intersection.  At 
State  Senator  Edward  Kirby  's  suggestion,  a  task  force  was  formed  to  consider  the 
installation  of  a  traffic  signal  at  this  intersection.  In  October,  the  group  became 
known  as  the  Manley  Street  Business  Association.  Besides  business  leaders, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  include  the  Selectmen's  Administrative 
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Assistant,  the  Town's  Public  Safety  Officer,  the  Highway  Superintendent  and 
Chairman  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  Many  of  the  businesses  along  the 
street  have  offered  to  provide  funds  for  the  design  and  engineering  work  required. 
Funding  for  the  actual  project  is  federal  highway  monies,  and  the  town  will  be  able 
to  provide  some  of  the  roadwork  needed  on  Manley  Street. 

In  September,  the  Town  Park  was  rededicated;  and  the  hundreds  of  attend- 
ees marveled  at  the  hours  of  volunteer  work  provided  by  town  residents  and 
members  of  the  Park  Committee  under  the  direction  of  Christopher  Iannitelli, 
Forestry  and  Parks  Superintendent.  Chairman  Judith  Kinney  brought  greetings 
from  the  Board.  She  noted  that  the  efforts  of  the  Park  Committee  and  Beautifica- 
tion  Committee  were  at  last  on  public  display. 

As  a  result  of  the  closing  of  Howard  School  and  the  reopening  of  the  Spring 
Street  School,  both  the  Council  on  Aging  and  Continental  Cablevision  lost  their 
homes.  The  JOY  Center  was  relocated  to  Howard  School  temporarily;  and  the 
Selectmen  formed  the  Senior  Site  Search  Committee,  together  with  the  Council 
on  Aging.  This  group  has  been  meeting  regularly  to  review  all  available  town 
locations  for  a  permanent  site.  A  report  is  expected  in  early  spring.  Regarding  the 
Cablevision  studio,  the  Board  unanimously  voted  to  support  the  company's 
efforts  to  maintain  a  studio  in  town  and  has  been  receiving  monthly  reports. 

In  November,  the  town  played  host  to  the  Annual  Veterans'  Day  TriTown 
Parade. 

December  saw  some  really  serious  snow  descend  on  the  town.  The  Gover- 
nor declared  a  State-of-Emergency,  and  the  town  opened  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald 
School  as  a  shelter.  Subsequently,  the  town  has  been  able  to  apply  for  some 
$30,000.00  in  FEMA  aid  to  help  defray  the  costs  incurred  by  the  storm. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  continue 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and  the  Appointing 
Authority  and  represent  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection  with  the 
activities  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  the  Brockton  Area  Transit 
Authority,  the  Plymouth  County  Advisory  Board,  the  Plymouth  County  Select- 
men's Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association.  Mrs.  Kinney 
maintained  the  role  of  Parking  Clerk,  donating  an  untold  number  of  hours  in 
completing  the  responsibilities  associated  with  the  position.  The  Selectmen  also 
contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  volunteer  projects  such  as  the  Beautification 
Committee,  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Memorial  and  Veterans'  Day  celebrations, 
Community  Day  and  many  other  activities. 

At  this  time,  the  Selectmen  would  like  to  extend  their  endless  gratitude  to 
everyone  who  has  contributed  their  time  and  financial  resources  to  the  town.  We 
are  always  looking  for  more  good  volunteers  to  serve  on  boards  and  committees. 
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Please  feel  free  to  fill  out  the  form  at  the  back  of  this  book  if  you  are  interested  in 
serving  in  any  capacity. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  also  like  to  thank  all  town  employees, 
department  heads  and  board  and  committee  members  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  A  very  special  thanks  this  year  goes  to  Linda 
Souza,  Confidential  Secretary,  for  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  responsi- 
bility she  assumed  for  the  Board  during  the  transition  period  when  no  Adminis- 
trative Assistant  was  present.  All  Town  employees  are  to  be  commended  for  the 
extra  effort  they  put  forth  to  continue  to  provide  our  community  with  quality 
services.

MOBILE  HOME  PARKS  -  RENT  CONTROL  AND  DISCONTINUANCE 
OF  PARKS 

Section  1.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  to  provide,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Acts  of  1992  (the  "Act"),  for  the 
regulation  of  rents  for  the  use  or  occupancy  of  mobile  home  park 
accommodations  in  the  Town,  for  the  regulation  of  the  discontinuance 
of  mobile  home  parks,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  rent  control  board 
with  the  powers  and  duties  prescribed  herein. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law,  the  following  words 
shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the  following  mean- 
ings: 

a.  "Board",  the  Mobile  Home  Park  Rent  Control  Board  established 
herein. 

b.  "Mobile  Home",  a  dwelling  unit  built  on  a  chassis  or  frame  and 
containing  complete  electrical,  plumbing  and  sanitary  facilities  and 
designed  to  be  installed  on  a  temporary  or  permanent  foundation  for 
permanent  living  quarters. 

c.  "Mobile  Home  Park",  a  park  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health  pursuant 
to  MGL,  Chapter  140,  Section  32B. 

d.  "Rules  and  Regulations",  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Board. 

e.  "Discontinuance",  any  change  of  use  or  discontinuance  of  the  use  of 
part  or  all  of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a  mobile  home  park 
requiring  a  two  year  notice  pursuant  to  Subsection  8  of  Section  32L  of 
Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws.  The  term  "discontinuance"  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  Licensee's  conversion  of  the  mobile 
home  park  or  part  thereof  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  corporation. 

Section  3.  Mobile  Home  Park  Rent  Control  Board.  There  is  hereby  established  a 
Mobile  Home  Park  Rent  Control  Board  consisting  of  five  (5)  members 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  (3)  years, 
provided,  however,  that  of  the  members  first  appointed  to  the  Board  two 
(2)  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  (1)  year,  two  (2)  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years,  and  one  (1)  shall  be  appointed  for 
a  term  of  three  (3)  years.  Thereafter,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three  (3)  years.  Any  vacancy 
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occurring  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  officers  of  the  Board 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  its  members.  No  member  of  the  Board  shall 
be  a  mobile  home  park  owner  or  a  mobile  home  park  tenant. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  Board  shall  have  the  following  powers  and 
duties: 

a.  The  Board  shall  regulate  rents  and  minimum  standards  for  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations  and  shall  regulate  the 
evictions  of  tenants  therefrom.  The  Board  shall  act  in  the  manner 
provided  for  herein  on  an  application  for  a  discontinuance  permit 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

b.  The  Board  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  perform 
its  functions;  may  make  rules  and  regulations;  may  require  registration 
by  owners  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations;  may  require  informa- 
tion from  said  owners,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  relating  to  their  mobile 
home  park  accommodations;  may  sue  and  be  sued;  may  compel  the 
attendance  of  persons  and  the  production  of  papers  and  information;  and 
may  issue  appropriate  orders  which  shall  be  binding  on  both  the  owner 
and  tenants  of  such  mobile  home  park  accommodations. 

Section  5.  Standards  for  Adjusting  Rents 

a.  The  Board,  in  regulating  rents,  may  make  such  individual  or  general 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward,  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure 
that  rents  for  mobile  home  park  accommodations  are  established  at 
levels  which  yield  to  owners  a  fair  net  operating  income  for  such  units. 

b.  Fair  net  operating  income  shall  be  that  income  which  will  yield  a 
return,  after  all  reasonable  operating  expenses,  on  the  fair  market  value 
of  the  property  equal  to  the  debt  service  rate  generally  available  from 
institutional  first  mortgage  lenders  or  such  other  rates  of  return  as  the 
Board  on  the  basis  of  evidence  presented  before  it,  deems  more  appro- 
priate to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

c.  The  fair  market  value  of  the  property  shall  be  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  property  or  such  other  valuation  as  the  Board,  on  the  basis  of 
evidence  presented  before  it,  deems  more  appropriate  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

d.  The  Board  may  establish  further  standards  and  rules  consistent  with 
the  foregoing. 
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Section  6.  Summary  Process.  The  Board  may  regulate  the  evictions  of  tenants  at 
mobile  home  parks  and  shall  issue  orders  which  may  be  defense  to  an 
action  of  summary  process  for  possession. 

Section  7.  Discontinuance  Permit. 

a.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  discontinue  the  use  of  part  or  all 
of  the  land  owned  and  licensed  as  a  mobile  home  park  without  having 
first  obtained  a  discontinuance  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Act  and  this  By-Law. 

b.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  discon- 
tinuance permit  upon  receipt  of  such  application  from  the  licensee  or 
other  authorized  person.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  forward  such 
application  within  fourteen  (14)  days  to  the  Rent  Control  Board. 

c.  The  Rent  Control  Board  shall  schedule  a  public  hearing  within  sixty- 
five  (65)  days  of  its  receipt  of  the  application.  Notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  public  hearing  and  of  the  subject  matter  thereof,  sufficient 
for  identification,  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  Town  of  West  Bridge  water  once  in  each  of  two  (2)  successive 
weeks,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before 
the  date  of  the  public  hearing,  and  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  days  before 
the  day  of  such  hearing.  The  Rent  Control  Board  shall  also  notify  all 
tenants  living  in  the  affected  mobile  home  park  accommodations  of  the 
time,  place  and  subject  matter  of  the  public  hearing.  No  defect  in  the 
form  on  any  notice  under  this  Section  shall  invalidate  any  grant  or  denial 
of  a  discontinuance  permit  unless  such  defect  is  found  to  be  misleading. 

d.  No  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  grant  or  deny  a 
discontinuance  permit  until  a  report  with  recommendations  by  the  Rent 
Control  Board  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  twenty- 
one  (21)  days  shall  have  elapsed  after  such  hearing  without  the  submis- 
sion of  such  report,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  vote  to  grant  or  deny  the 
discontinuance  permit.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fails  to  vote  on  the 
discontinuance  permit  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  such  hearing,  no 
action  shall  be  taken  thereon  until  after  a  subsequent  public  hearing  is 
held  with  notice  and  report  as  provided  for  above. 

e.  No  discontinuance  permit  may  be  granted  except  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

f.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Section,  the  Rent  Control 
Board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing  recommend  the  denial  of  a 
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discontinuance  permit  if  a  decision  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the 
discontinuance  of  a  mobile  home  park  within  the  preceding  twelve  ( 1 2) 
months,  and  if  the  park  licensee  fails  in  the  new  application  to  allege  a 
substantial  change  of  circumstances  since  the  previous  hearing  which 
would  merit  the  hearing  of  new  evidence  by  the  Board,  in  addition,  the 
Board  may  recommend  denial  of  the  discontinuance  permit  without 
holding  a  hearing  if  the  application  is  not  in  conformance  with  require- 
ments of  this  Section  or  other  applicable  regulations. 

g.  In  determining  whether  to  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
grant  or  deny  a  discontinuance  permit,  the  Rent  Control  Board  shall 
consider  the  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 
which  may  result  from  the  discontinuance,  especially  for  tenants  of  low 
and  moderate  income  and  handicapped  or  elderly  persons  on  fixed 
incomes.  In  making  such  determination,  the  Board  shall  make  findings 
of  the  following  factors: 

(1)  the  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  person  whom  the  Act  and  this 
By-Law  seek  to  protect; 

(2)  the  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant  residing  in  the  mobile  home 
park  accommodations  proposed  to  be  discontinued; 

(3)  circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  inequity  to  the  licens- 
ee seeking  a  discontinuance  permit; 

(4)  the  rate  of  vacancy  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater  at  the  time  the  licensee  applies  for  a 
discontinuance  permit  and  the  average  rental  rates  for  the  available 
accommodations; 

(5)  the  availability  of  land  zoned  and  otherwise  suitable  for  the 
development  or  expansion  of  mobile  home  parks. 

The  Rent  Control  Board  in  its  discretion  may  also  review  other  relevant 
factors  in  making  its  report  and  recommendations. 

For  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  By-Law,  the  "vacancy  rate"  shall  be 
defined  as  that  percentage  of  the  mobile  home  park  accommodation 
which  are  empty  of  mobile  homes  and  are  offered  for  rental  to  mobile 
home  tenants.  Further,  to  be  considered  a  "vacancy"  the  rental  offer  of 
the  mobile  home  park  accommodation  must  be  without  entrance  fee; 
without  restrictions  as  to  the  age,  size  or  character  of  the  mobile  home; 
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and  without  a  requirement  that  the  prospective  tenant  purchase  a  mobile 
home  from  the  park  owner. 

In  its  report,  the  Rent  Control  Board  shall  determine  the  current  vacancy 
rate  for  comparable  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater.  Any  parties  involved  may  submit  evidence  to  the 
Board  at  the  public  hearing. 

h.  The  licensee  or  applicant  seeking  a  discontinuance  permit  must  make 
application  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  such  permit  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  serving  the  tenants  with  the  notice  required  under  the  provisions 
of  Subsection  8  of  Section  32L  of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  or 
within  30  days  from  effective  date  of  this  by-law  if  said  notice  has 
already  been  served,  and  is  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  discontinuance. 

i.  No  eviction  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  Rent  Control  Board 
because  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  all  or  part  of  a  mobile  home 
park  unless  a  discontinuance  permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Section  8.  Judicial  Review. 

a.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  applica- 
ble to  the  Rent  Control  Board  as  if  the  Board  were  an  agency  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  including  those  provisions  giving 
agencies  the  power  to  issue,  vacate,  modify  and  enforce  subpoenas  and 
those  provisions  relating  to  judicial  review  of  an  agency  order. 

b.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to 
judicial  review  of  an  agency  order  shall  be  applicable  to  a  decision  and 
order  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  granting  or  denying  a  discontinuance 
permit  under  the  provision  of  Section  7  herein. 

c.  The  Brockton  Division  of  the  District  Court  Department  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction,  concurrently  with  the  Superior  Court  Department, 
of  all  petitions  for  review  brought  pursuant  to  Section  1 4  of  Chapter  30  A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

d.  The  Superior  Court  Department  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  By-law  and  may  restrain  violations  thereof. 

Section  9.  Penalties.  Violations  of  this  By-law  or  any  order  of  the  Rent  Control 
Board  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000.00)  for  any  one  (1)  offense. 
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Section  10.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  By-law  shall  be  held  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  the  By-law  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

44,  paragraph  7  (22);  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  take  any 
other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided,  however,  that  this  vote 
shall  not — take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to  exempt  from  the  limitation  on  total 
taxes  imposed  by  -G.L.  c.59,  paragraph  2 1 C  (Proposition  2  1/2)  amounts  required 
to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote. 
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Upon  vote,  motion  carried  unanimously

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

OCTOBER  19, 1992 

A  meeting  of  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  Town  affairs  were  notified  by  warrant  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
posted  by  Constable  Raymond  L.  Silva  on  October  5,  1992. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  West  Bridgewater 
Junior-Senior  High  School  at  7:35  p.m.  by  Moderator  Warren  E.  Turner. 

With  142  qualified  voters  present,  the  meeting  proceeded  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $60,000.00  or  any 
other  sum  of  money  for  purchasing  and  equipping  a  new  fire  truck,  to  determine 
whether  this  appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 
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MOVE:  Pass  without  action 


Upon  vote,  motion  carried  unanimously 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  6  of  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  of  December  9,  1991,  which  set  a  minimum  total  bid  of 
$245,000.00  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  could  accept  for  the  Robery  Farm 
Property  and  three  adjacent  lots  on  North  Elm  Street  and  a  minimum  bid  of 
$125,000.00  which  the  Board  could  accept  for  the  Robery  Farm  Property  (Lot  1) 
by  itself,  to  now  allow  the  Board  to  accept  any  bid  for  the  said  Robery  Farm 
Property  (Lo  t  1  )  which  the  Board  considers  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  Article  6  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  December  9,  1 99 1 ,  to  allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  any  bid 
which  it  considers  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Robery  Farm  Property  (Lot  1)  consisting  of  a  parcel  of  land  with  the  building 
thereon  comprising  58,966  square  feet.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  twelfth 
paragraph  of  Section  81U  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
which  provide  that  the  Planning  Board  in  a  Town  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  expend  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town,  without  specific 
appropriation  of  a  Town  Meeting,  the  proceeds,  if  they  do  not  exceed  $  1 00,000.00, 
received  from  a  bond  or  deposit  given  to  the  Planning  Board  under  the  provisions 
of  said  Section  81U  to  secure  the  construction  of  ways  and  the  installation  of 
municipal  services  in  an  approved  subdivision,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section  81U  of 
Chapter  41  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  which  will  permit  the  Planning 
Board  to  expend  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town,  without  specific  appropriation  of  a 
Town  meeting,  but  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  proceeds 
received  from  a  bond  or  deposit  given  to  the  Planning  Board  under  the  provisions 
of  said  Section  81U  to  secure  the  construction  of  ways  and  the  installation  of 
municipal  services  in  an  approved  subdivision,  provided  such  proceeds  do  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,  000  .  00)  .

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  enact 
special  legislation  to  provide  that  the  Treasurer-Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  three  years  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or 
to  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  enact  special 
legislation  to  provide  that  the  Treasurer-Tax  Collector  of  the  Town  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  three  years  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Upon  vote,  motion  passed  by  a  majority 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  57,  which  provides  for  the 
denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  local  licenses  and  permits  for  failure  to  pay 
municipal  taxes  or  charges. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  57,  which  provides  for  the  denial,  revocation 
or  suspension  of  local  licenses  and  permits  for  failure  to  pay  municipal  taxes  or 
charges. 

Upon  vote,  motion  passed  by  a  majority 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town's  By  Laws  by 
inserting  the  following  as  ARTICLE  XLI  thereof: 

ARTICLE  XLI 

LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  OF  DELINQUENT  TAXPAYERS 

SECTION  1  The  Tax  Collector  or  other  Town  official  responsible  for 
records  of  all  municipal  taxes,  assessments,  betterments  and  other  municipal 
charges,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Tax  Collector,  shall  annually  furnish  to  each 
department,  board  or  commission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  licensing  author- 
ity, that  issues  licenses  or  permits,  including  renewals  and  transfers,  a  list  of  any 
person,  corporation  or  business  enterprise,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  party,  that 
has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or 
other  municipal  charges  for  not  less  than  a  twelve  month  period,  and  that  such 
party  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a  pending  application  for  an  abatement  of  such  tax 
or  pending  petition  before  the  appellate  tax  board. 

SECTION  2  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  suspend  any 
license  or  permit,  including  renewals  and  transfers,  of  any  party  whose  name 
appears  on  said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority  from  the  Tax  Collector; 
provided,  however,  that  written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the  Tax  collector 
and  the  party  is  given  a  hearing  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after  said  notice.  Said 
list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  for  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  said 
license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene 
in  any  hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or 
suspension.  Any  findings  made  by  the  licensing  authority  with  respect  to  such 
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license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  made  only  for  the  purposes  of 
such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant  to  or  introduced  in  any  other  proceeding 
at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension. 
Any  license  or  permit  denied,  suspended  or  revoked  under  this  section  shall  not 
be  reissued  or  renewed  until  the  licensing  authority  receives  a  certificate  issued 
by  the  Tax  Collector  that  the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  respect  to  any  and  all 
local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges,  payable  to 
the  Town  as  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  certificate. 

SECTION  3  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  enter  into  a  payment 
agreement,  thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority  to  issue  a  certificate  indicat- 
ing said  limitations  to  the  license  or  permit,  and  the  validity  of  said  license  shall 
be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  compliance  with  said  agreement.  Failure  to 
comply  with  said  agreement  shall  be  grounds  for  the  suspension  or  revocation  of 
said  license  or  permit;  provided,  however,  that  the  holder  is  given  notice  of  and 
a  hearing  is  held  as  required  by  Section  2  hereof. 

SECTION  4  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  such  denial,  suspension 
or  revocation  if  it  finds  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect  business  interest  by  the 
property  owner,  its  officers  or  stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his  immediate 
family,  as  defined  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  268A  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  in  the  business  or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property. 

SECTION  5  This  article  shall  not  apply  to  licenses  and  permits  for  open 
burning;  bicycle  permits;  children  work  permits;  sales  of  articles  for  charitable 
purposes;  licenses  to  allow  clubs  or  associations  to  dispense  food  or  beverages; 
dog  licenses;  fishing,  hunting  and  trapping  licenses;  marriage  licenses  and  permits 
for  theatrical  events  or  public  exhibitions, 

or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  Amend  the  Town's  By-Laws  by  inserting 
Article  XLI,  entitled  "Licenses  and  Permits  of  Delinquent  Taxpayers",  as  printed 
in  the  warrant  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting.

Article  7.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  the

REPORT  OF  THE 
CABLE  TELEVISION  COMMITTEE 

The  Cable  Television  Committee  held  9  meetings  in  1992,  all  open  to  the 
public.  Most  meetings  were  attended  by  a  representative  of  Continental  Cable- 
vision  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  Inc.  The  meetings  have  been  held  at  the 
Public  Library  Conference  Room. 

This  year  brought  considerable  change  to  the  local  cable  service.  New 
England  News,  a  24  hour  news  station  located  in  Needham,  MA  was  added. 
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Digital  Cable  Radio,  a  pay  service  that  carries  high  quality  music,  replaced  the 
cable  FM  service.  The  West  Bridgewater  School  system  has  been  working  with 
Continental  Cablevision  to  develop  MCET,  an  educational  television  service 
purchased  by  the  schools.  Its  installation  is  complete,  complements  of  Continen- 
tal Cablevision. 

The  untimely  closing  of  the  Howard  School  required  the  local  programming 
studio  in  the  Spring  Street  School  to  vacate  its  room.  With  the  support  of  a 
majority  of  the  committee,  Continental  Cablevision  proposed  on  a  trial  basis  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  move  some  equipment  to  a  mobile  van,  share  the  studio  in 
East  Bridgewater,  and  use  a  new  location  on  Maple  St.,  East  Bridgewater,  as  a 
central  office  and  editing  suite.  The  selectmen  turned  down  the  request,  preferring 
to  keep  the  studio  in  town.  Presently,  we  are  still  looking  for  a  studio  site.  In  the 
interim,  editing  is  being  done  at  the  East  Bridgewater  Maple  St.  site,  and  the 
equipment  has  been  temporarily  installed  in  a  van.  There  is  no  studio  available  to 
the  town  at  this  time. 

On  October  6,  1992,  Congress  passed  the  Cable  Television  Consumer 
Protection  Act  of  1992,  to  go  into  effect  December  4,  1992.  The  impact  of  this 
legislation  is  not  yet  fully  known,  as  the  FCC  must  write  regulations  implementing 
the  legislation,  and  court  challenges  must  be  resolved.  These  factors  will  deter- 
mine whether  available  channels  must  be  changed,  and  whether  rates  go  up  or 
down  due  to  the  requirements.

To  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater,  we  the  members  of  the  Planning 
Board,  submit  this  annual  report  of  our  activities  for  the  year  1992. 

The  Planning  Board  welcomed  new  member,  Gerald  Stetson  and  re- 
organized its  officers  on  May  6,  1992  with  the  election  of  Hugh  R.  Hurley,  as 
Chairman;  Grete  Bohannon,  as  Vice  Chairman;  Gerald  Stetson  as  Clerk. 

The  board  held  twenty  four  (24)  regular  meetings  and  one  special  meeting. 
The  continued  Public  Hearing  on  the  Proposed  Zoning  By-Law  was  closed  and  a 
report  issued  to  the  Selectmen.  We  reviewed  one  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan,  two 
Approval  Not  Required  Plans  (Form  A);  and  three  Loam  Removal  Permits.  A 
Public  Hearing  was  held  for  a  Proposed  Watershed  Resource  Protection  District. 

The  Planning  Board  again  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  it  has  received  from  all  Town  Departments  in  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOG  OFFICER 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater: 

These  past  two  years  of  drastic  cuts  in  funding  have  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
all  extra  programs  and  the  ability  to  perform  many  services  that  this  department 
has  been  responsible  for  under  state  and  local  laws.  These  reductions  are  due  to 
insufficient  funding  of  equipment, hours  and  facilities. 

I  have  recommended  a  "priority  emergency  status  budget"  to  the  board  of 
selectmen  and  the  finance  committee  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  department  in 
preparation  for  the  coming  year.  You, the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater,will 
decide  if  this  department  will  be  funded  appropriately  to  prepare  for  the  rabies 
virus  epidemic  that  our  community  will  be  facing.  State  public  health  veterinar- 
ians have  prepared  a  detailed  "principles  of  rabies   virus  control"  program. 
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Without  positive  funding, we  can  not  meet  the  needs  of  this  protocol  or  the 
emergency  needs  of  our  community.  Canvassing  of  town  streets  to  ensure 
removal  of  abandoned  and  stray  dogs  and  the  initiation  and  maintenance  of 
effective  programs  to  ensure  vaccination  of  dogs  can  not  be  adequately  done  under 
present  conditions.  In  1988,  over  175  animals  were  removed  from  town  streets. 

We  now  are  funded  for  less  than  21  to  be  removed.  I  believe  the  town  can 
do  better  in  providing  protection  to  the  citizens  as  well  as  its  animal  population. 
At  the  present  time  no  animals  are  being  removed  from  streets  and  tested  for  the 
virus.  It  is  crucial  that  those  animals  suspected  of  harboring  the  virus  be  tested  for 
the  safety  of  the  public  and  their  pets  and  to  warn  citizens  if  it  is  detected  in  their 
area.  Remember,  a  bite  is  not  the  only  method  of  transmitting  this  virus.  At  this 
time  I  am  strongly  suggesting  that  all  dogsxats,  and  livestock  receive  a  rabies 
innoculation  before  spring.  This  department  needs  to  again  become  the  first  line 
of  defense  in  dealing  with  the  rabies  crisis,  but  again,  if  the  department  is  not 
funded  adequately  the  citizens  will  be  left  on  their  own.  The  choice  is  yours.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  residents  of  West  Bridgewater: 

As  Superintendent  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Highway  Department,  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  annual  town  report  for  the  year  1992. 

Resurfacing  Type  1-1 

This  coming  spring  of  1993,  the  department  plans  to  participate  aggressive- 
ly in  resurfacing  town  roads.  The  monies  are  to  come  from  Chapter  90  with  1 00% 
reimbursement. 

New  Construction 

Due  to  the  lack  of  funds,  we  were  unable  to  continue  with  this  service. 
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Drainage 


We  have  no  plans  for  drainage  this  year  due  to  a  loss  of  funding.  If  an 
emergency  arises,  the  town  would  make  provision  for  that  emergency  in  drainage. 
High  winds  and  snow  on  December  12,  1992,  called  for  nineteen  hours  of  trying 
to  keep  our  drains  open  in  town  for  the  safety  of  our  town  residents.  The  state  of 
emergency  declared  by  Gov.  Weld  required  several  hours  of  damage  evaluation 
by  myself,  state  engineer  Tom  Allen  and  FEMA. 

Maintenance 

The  Highway  Department  is  responsible  for  sweeping  all  streets  in  town  at 
least  once  and  sometimes  twice  in  a  year.  Cleaning  of  several  miles  of  ditches  to 
help  dry  up  wet  areas  is  ongoing.  Another  ongoing  task  is  picking  up  trash  at  least 
one  day  a  week  and  one  day  a  week  is  set  aside  for  patching  potholes,  fifty  two 
weeks  a  year.  Roadside  mowing  is  provided  twice  yearly.  Due  to  a  shortage  of  man 
power  on  the  department,  we  are  able  to  sweep  sidewalks  near  the  schools  in  a 
smaller  perimeter.  Stolen  street  signs  and  damaged  street  signs  due  to  accidents 
are  replaced  as  needed.  All  maintenance  on  our  aging  fleet  of  vehicles  requires 
several  hours  yearly  in  order  to  perform  our  tasks.  If  no  wrecker  is  needed  at  the 
scene  of  an  accident,  it  becomes  the  highway  department's  responsibility  to  sweep 
the  glass  and  pick  up  any  debris.  Dead  animals  including  dogs,  cats,  skunks, 
possums,  woodchucks,  squirrels  and  the  like  are  also  an  ongoing  year  round 
responsibility  of  the  department.  It  is  the  highwaymen  that  set  up  barricades  to 
help  protect  runners  and  marchers  and  to  assist  to  route  traffic  through  town  for 
road  races  and  parades. 

Snow 

Through  proper  and  careful  management,  the  department  was  once  again 
able  to  stay  within  its  snow  budget.  The  four  men  of  the  Highway  Department 
along  with  the  hired  contractors  have  done  a  commendable  job  of  keeping  our 
roads  plowed  and  sanded  during  the  winter  months.  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  town  residents  for  their  continued  cooperation  in 
observing  the  winter  parking  ban  and  keeping  your  vehicles  off  the  roadways  to 
facilitate  plowing  and  sanding. 

Transfer  Station 

The  Transfer  Station  continues  to  operate  at  a  cost  savings  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  town  of  West  Bridge  water.  Although  there  are  several  new  restrictions  from 
SeMass,  these  are  items  which  will  be  mandatory  to  recycle  (tires,  batteries,  glass 
of  all  colors,  plastics,  newspapers,  cardboard,  tin  cans).  All  the  aforementioned 
items  must  be  pulled  from  our  waste  containers  and  recycled  by  April  1,  1993. 1 
have  completed  a  course  on  solid  waste  management  as  presented  by  DeFeo,  Wait 
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&  Pare,  Inc..  environmental  engineers  and  scientists,enabling  me  to  keep  current 
my  knowledge  of  regulatory  requirements.  The  sticker  program  remains  success- 
ful due  largely  to  Richard  Jefferson  prompting  residents  to  purchase  stickers 
($10.00  for  the  first  vehicle  and  $2.00  for  the  second  vehicle  in  the  same  house 
upon  proof  of  registration  in  West  Bridgewater). 

I  continue  to  assist  the  Planning  Board  and  Recycling  Committee  as  well  as 
attend  several  meetings  such  as  Old  Colony  Transportation  Council,  Highway 
Superintendent  Association  of  Plymouth  County  and  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Association.  I  maintain  contact  with  the  Department  of  Ennviromental  Protection, 
Plymouth  County  State  Aid  Engineer  for  maintenance  of  town  roads  under 
Chapter  90. 1  have  worked  very  closely  with  the  West  Bridgewater  Manley  Street 
Safety  Association  to  help  to  install  a  set  of  traffic  lights  at  the  intersection  of 
Manley  Street  and  Route  1 06.  Hopefully  this  will  reach  fruition  by  September  and 
be  completed  by  the  spring  of  1994.  We  have  participated  in  a  READS  volunteer 
program  enabling  students  an  invaluable  work-related  experience  while  provid- 
ing the  town  the  benefits  of  their  labor. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  their  assistance 
in  snow  removal  and  to  the  four  men  of  the  Highway  Department,  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  for  their  effort  in  their  attempts  at  maintaining  our  deteriorating 
road  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewa- 
ter,  the  Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  1992. 

The  year  1992  has  been  a  rather  up  and  down  year.  Due  to  the  economy, 
things  are  moving  more  in  a  slower  direction. 

We  do  have  some  rather  large  construction  going  on  that  has  caused  some 
problems.  The  project  on  West  Center  Street  is  an  on-going  project  with  many 
problems,  such  as  the  septic  system.  The  project  on  Manley  Street  has  taken  a 
rather  different  turn,  from  Industrial  to  an  Agricultural  project  with  wetlands  that 
have  called  for  a  lot  of  attention.  United  Drive  is  an  on  going  project  as  well  that 
is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  town  with  more  expansion  expected.  Hopefully,  the  year 
1993  will  be  able  to  resolve  these  many  issues. 

The  Commission  still  has  court  litigation  to  be  resolved  to  be  able  to  protect 
the  Wetland  Protection  Act  on  North  Elm  Street. 

The  Wetland  Protection  Act  is  changing  the  regulations  in  the  coming  year 
which  will  better  define  and  clarify  the  act.  It  would  make  our  position  a  much 
easier  one  if  the  citizens  of  the  town  would  come  before  us  when  there  are  wetlands 
involved  in  their  projects,  rather  than  try  to  circumvent  the  issues. 

We  then  can  keep  our  values  in  priority  much  better  and  not  have  the 
community  suffer  the  severe  consequences  of  the  future. 
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As  the  community  should  know  there  is  much  more  emphasis  put  on 
pollution  to  the  wetlands,  the  air,  etc..  and  the  need  to  protect  our  environment. 

The  Conservation  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  other  boards  and 
departments  for  their  continuous  help  and  thoughtfulness  in  helping  us  to  make 
our  town  a  better  place  in  the  environment.

REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY  PLANNING 

COUNCIL 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater: 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  we  are  pleased 
to  present  this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  1992. 

This  year,  the  Council  launched  a  major  initiative  to  conduct  a  series  of 
forums  on  the  topic  of  Regionalism  for  local  elected  officials  and  the  members  of 
the  general  public.  The  Council  is  supported  in  this  effort  by  the  Martin  Institute 
of  Stonehill  College  and  other  state,  regional  and  county  organizations.  The  thrust 
of  the  three  forums  is  to  increase  awareness  of  what  the  options  are  in  providing 
governmental  services  on  an  areawide  basis;  what  cost  savings  can  be  expected 
through  inter-municipal  cooperation;  and,  what  alternative  governmental  struc- 
tures are  appropriate  for  consideration  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  These  and 
other  questions  are  expected  to  be  considered  as  the  Regionalism  forums  are  held. 

In  1992,  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  continued  to  serve  as  the 
designated  organization  for:  elder  services  planning  and  programming  in  its 
responsibilities  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (AAA);  as  the  Metropolitan 
Planning  Organization  (MPO)  for  Transportation  and  Transit  Planning;  and,  as 
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the  Economic  Development  District  (EDD)  in  coordinating  strategies  to  improve 
the  area's  economic  conditions.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  regional  council  in  New 
England  to  hold  all  of  these  official  designations  at  the  same  time.  In  addition  to 
these  designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  authorized  by  state  statute  as  the 
regional  planning  agency  to  be  concerned  with  a  wide  variety  of  areawide  and 
inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to  the  physical,  social  and  economic 
development  of  the  District.  The  Council  also  assists  its  members  municipalities 
with  technical  planning  assistance,  grant  application  preparation  assistance  and 
with  information  on  local  and  regional  trends  by  maintaining  current  socio- 
economic data. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  District  includes  fifteen  communities  for 
general  planning  purposes  consisting  of  the  City  of  Brockton  and  the  fourteen 
towns  of:  Abington,  Avon,  Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater,  Easton,  Halifax, 
Hanson,  Kingston,  Pembroke,  Plymouth,  Plympton,  Stoughton,  West  Bridgewa- 
ter and  Whitman.  As  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  the  Council  serves  a  twenty-three 
community  area,  which,  in  addition  to  the  regular  planning  district,  includes  the 
eight  communities  of  Carver,  Duxbury,  Hanover,  Lakeville,  Marshfield,  Middle- 
borough,  Rockland  and  Wareham. 

Each  municipality  is  represented  on  the  Council  by  one  delegate  and  one 
alternate  delegate.  The  Council  members  establish  policy,  develop  the  work 
program,  employ  the  professional  staff  and  determine  the  activities  of  the  Council 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  8:00  PM  in  the  Council  offices  located  at  70  School  Street,  Brockton 
MA. 

In  1992,  the  Council  re-elected  John  P.  Lenox  of  Plymouth  as  President  of 
OCPC;  James  A.  Kassos  of  Brockton  as  Council  Secretary;  and,  John  G.  Mather 
of  Halifax  as  Council  Treasurer. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation 
of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and  involvement  of  members  of  the 
Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Mr.  Stephen  Baker;  the  Overall 
Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Mr..  Joseph  Joseph;  and  the  Area 
Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Ms.  Delores  Kent.  The  Council 
also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the  government 
agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  assisted  the  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Again  this  year  we  have  tried  to  maintain  a  level  of  manpower  that  will 
enable  the  police  department  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  community.  This  has 
become  even  more  difficult  due  to  injuries  to  officers  while  on  duty.  One  such 
injury  is  now  in  the  seventh  month  with  no  quick  solution  in  sight,  which  has 
caused  a  strain  on  the  budget  and  caused  many  shifts  to  be  undermanned. 

The  condition  of  the  cruiser  fleet  has  improved  somewhat  due  to  last  year's 
vote,  but  still  needs  upgrading  due  to  age  and  frequency  of  repairs.  A  vehicle  lift 
was  installed  for  repairing  town  vehicles  due  to  a  cooperative  effort  of  the  police, 
fire,  water  and  highway  departments,  which  has  been  of  great  value  in  making 
repairs. 

The  department  has  purchased  the  new  pepper  mace  and  most  officers  have 
been  trained  in  its  use.  This  was  made  a  priority  item  due  to  an  increase  in  persons 
being  taken  into  custody,  resisting  arrest  and  becoming  more  combative  and 
violent  than  in  the  past. 

We  will  attempt  to  upgrade  the  handguns  the  officers  carry  from  the  older 
revolver  type  to  the  more  effective  semi  automatic  handguns  in  an  effort  to  come 
as  close  as  possible  to  being  on  an  equal  basis  with  the  unlawful  elements  we  have 
to  deal  with. 

The  computer  system  in  the  station  is  very  old  and  is  down  for  repairs 
frequently,  but  at  this  time  I  would  prefer  to  hold  off  on  any  purchases  due  to  the 
possibility  of  a  federal  grant  from  Plymouth  County  which  has  been  applied  for 
by  the  sheriff's  department.  This  grant  would  provide  the  police  departments  with 
a  state  of  the  art  computer  system  designed  especially  for  law  enforcement  and  the 
court  system. 

All  officers  are  in  the  process  of  attending  a  forty  hour  In-Service  Training 
Program  at  the  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  facility  at  the  House  of 
Correction  in  Plymouth.  This  training  is  mandated  by  the  state.  Sergeant  Robert 
Kominsky  attended  a  three  week  Command  Training  Program  at  Babson  College 
in  Wellesley,  for  which  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  one  of  the  handful  of 
departments  in  the  entire  state  that  received  the  funding  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  All 
present  sergeants  have  now  completed  this  course,  which  is  attended  by  police 
officers  from  all  the  New  England  states. 

Officer  Kenneth  Bryant  was  chosen  as  the  officer  from  West  Bridgewater 
to  receive  the  Officer  of  the  Year  Award  given  by  M.A.D.D.  which  is  Mothers 
Against  Drunk  Drivers.  The  award  was  presented  at  a  banquet  held  at  the  Halifax 
Country  Club. 
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An  award  was  also  bestowed  upon  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department 
by  A. A. A.  American  Automobile  Association  for  the  department's  outstanding 
pedestrian  safety  efforts.  More  than  2,400  cities  and  towns  across  the  United 
States  participated  and  West  Bridgewater  was  one  of  316  cities  and  towns  in  the 
country  and  one  of  30  in  Massachusetts  to  receive  the  award.  The  West  Bridge- 
water  Police  has  received  this  award  many  times  in  the  past. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  cooperation 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  for  their  tireless  efforts  to 
make  it  possible  for  the  police  department  to  provide  the  necessary  services  to  the 
residents.  Thanks  also,  to  the  new  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Selectmen,  Beth 
Faricy,  who  came  on  the  job  at  a  difficult  time  and  has  done  a  great  job  and  been 
very  helpful.  Another  plus  for  the  department  and  the  town  is  having  other  boards, 
offices,  and  town  departments  that  cooperate  and  work  together  for  the  good  of  the 
town. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  at  town  meetings  and  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  1992. 


The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  a  permanent  chief,  a 
permanent  deputy  chief,  three  (  3  )  permanent  lieutenants,  four  (4)  permanent 
firefighters,  a  call  captain,  twenty  (  20)  call  firefighters,  and  two  chaplains  .  All 
of  the  permanent  personnel,  including  myself,  are  certified  as  emergency  medical 
technicians.  Nine  of  the  call  firefighters  are  also  certified  EMT's.

During  the  year  1992  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty  (1,220)  calls  for  assistance  of  this  figure,  six 
hundred  and  sixty  eight  were  ambulance  calls. 

As  you  are  aware,  this  office  took  over  the  task  of  billing  for  ambulance 
services  provided  in  June  of  1 99 1 .  After  some  initial  problems  dealing  with  some 
of  the  insurance  companies.  I  am  happy  to  report  that,  in  the  last  several  months, 
we  have  begun  to  collect  monies  due  the  town  that  go  back  to  the  beginning  of 
1991.

TRAINING 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  hold  monthly  and  bi-monthly  drills  for 
all  the  members  of  the  department  in  an  effort  to  keep  all  members  trained  on  the 
rapidly  changing  environments  in  which  they  must  work.  This  year,  through  the 
efforts  of  our  drill  instructors.  Deputy  Chief  Richard  W.  Gibson  and  Lieutenant 
Allen  A.  Breer,  we  were  able  to  avail  ourselves  of  several  training  courses 
provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy.  These  courses  were  held  at  both  the 
Fire  Station  and  the  West  Bridgewater  High  School  and  were  attended  by  our  own 
members  as  well  as  firefighters  from  surrounding  communities  and  were  held  at 
no  cost  to  the  town  for  the  training  provided.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  West  Bridgewater  School  Department 
for  their  efforts  in  providing  us  with  the  necessary  facilities  and  equipment  that 
made  these  training  sessions  such  a  success. 

INSPECTIONS 

This  office  continues  to  make  inspections  during  the  year  in  as  many  of  the 
commercial  properties  as  is  required  by  law  to  keep  these  environments  safe  for 
the  employees  and  the  general  public.  I,  along  with  our  building  inspector,  Mr. 
Steven  Crawford,  inspected  all  of  the  West  Bridgewater  School  Buildings  prior 
to  their  opening  in  September  and  found  them  to  be  in  reasonable  condition,  given 
their  age.  There  are  some  minor  problems  with  exit  doors  and  alarm  systems  that 
the  school  department  is  trying  to  address. 
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FIRE  PREVENTION 


Lieutenant  Paul  T.  Golder  and  Call  Firefighter  Thomas  W.  Hunt  again,  this 
year,  visited  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  and  some  of  the  private  day  care/ 
kindergartens  in  town  to  deliver  our  Fire  Prevention  message.  Their  program  was 
very  will  received  and  will  continue  in  the  future.  I  would  again  like  to  thank 
Estabrook  and  Chamberlain  Insurance  Co.  for  their  generous  donation  of  materi- 
als to  this  effort. 

REQUESTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  am  requesting  this  year  that  we  replace  our  1968  Dodge/  Pierre-Thibault 
combination.  This  truck  is  presently  out  of  service  with  a  blown  pump  and  can  no 
longer  be  repaired.  This  unit  is  presently  twenty  five  years  old  and,  I  believe,  has 
served  the  town  well  but  has  gone  beyond  the  point  where  it  makes  fiscal  sense 
to  spend  any  more  money  to  repair  it.  Estimated  cost  to  replace  this  truck  is 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  $  1 80,000.00  and  could  possibly  be  bonded  or  lease 
purchased. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  replace  the  chief's  car.  This  vehicle  is  a  1984 
former  police  cruiser  and  is  pretty  well  worn  out.  The  car  just  barely  passed 
inspection  this  year  and  will  not  pass  again  without  some  major  repairs.  I  would 
like  to  replace  this  vehicle  with  a  truck  instead  of  a  car  which  would  make  it  more 
versatile  for  our  kind  of  use.  We  do  not  need  a  cruiser,  but  a  vehicle  that  can  be 
used  to  carry  supplies  and  equipment  and  also  serve  as  a  vehicle  for  the  use  of  the 
chief. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  continue  the  two  programs  started  in  previous  years 
of  appropriating  sums  of  money  to  replace  the  self  contained  breathing  apparatus 
and  replace  and  update  the  radio  equipment.  The  self  contained  breathing 
apparatus  replacement  program  is  almost  completed  and  should  be  done  by  next 
year. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  your  Administrative 
Assistant.  Mrs..  Elizabeth  Faricy.  Since  coming  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater, 
she  has  been  a  very  helpful  and  positive  person  to  work  with.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
she  is  with  our  town  for  a  long  time  to  come.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  other 
town  departments  who  have  assisted  the  Fire  Department  in  the  past  year.  Last, 
but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  all  the  members  of  this  department. 
As  I  have  said  many  times  before.  I  believe  you  have  one  of  the  best  Fire 
Departments  in  the  area.  I  have  the  privilege  of  commanding  them.

Single  family  home  construction  held  steady  at  twenty  units.  While  the 
number  held  steady,  the  value  of  construction  increased  slightly.  The  number  of 
additions,  alterations,  sheds,  barns  and  garages  decreased  slightly.  Again  the 
value  of  projects  increased.  Pool  construction  continues  to  decline. 

Commercial  and  industrial  construction  is  following  a  strong  orderly 
growth  pattern.  The  number  of  projects  decreased  slightly  during  the  past  year  but 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  size  and  scope  of  the  projects  were  larger  and  more 
costly  than  any  previously  constructed  in  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  &  PARKS 

DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewa- 

ter: 

The  Forestry  Department  continues  its  efforts  in  areas  of  tree  work,  park 
restoration,  grounds  maintenance  and  recreation. 

I  will  cover  some  of  the  areas  the  department  is  involved  in. 

We  are  maintaining:  17  greens  at  intersections 

A  5-acre  park 

7  cemeteries 

Town  Hall  and  gazebo  grounds 
Legion  Memorial  ballfields 
Town  Library 

Police  and  Fire  Station  grounds 

Selective  landscape  projects  at  our  public  schools 

Town  skating  rink 

Town  greens  and  lawns  are  continuously  upgraded  and  monitored  for  insect 
and  disease  problems.  Poison  ivy  and  hornet/wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  this 
past  summer  for  Town  residents.  During  the  year  of  1992,  35  Town  trees  were 
removed  because  of  disease  or  public  safety.  We  have  continued  the  process  of 
tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  A  three  foot  walking  area  on  each  side  of  every 
public  road  is  our  goal.  Residents  are  urged  to  call  if  they  have  an  obstructed  area 
near  their  home. 

The  use  of  the  Town's  bucket  truck,  which  is  managed  by  the  Fire  and 
Forestry  Departments,  continues  to  be  a  great  help  in  tree  trimming  and  removal. 
Eastern  Edison  helps  the  Town  remove  any  dead  trees  near  wires.  A  private 
contracted  crane  is  brought  in  for  large  trees.  I  maintain  contact  with  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Management,  Division  of  Forest  and  Shade  Trees. 
With  their  aid,  assessment  of  gypsy  moth  severity  is  carried  out.  Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times.  Spraying  was  done  at  the 
Town  playgrounds,  ballfields,  park,  swamp  areas,  and  private  homes.  Any  Town 
resident  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  in  the  spring  for  larvae  or  during  the  summer 
for  adult  mosquitoes.  I  have  four  funds  under  my  department  which  I  manage  and 
to  which  I  encourage  donations: 

1 .  Stars  and  Stripes  -  includes  funds  for  all  town  flags. 

2.  Holiday  Decoration  Fund  utilized  to  supply  and  upgrade  holiday 
decorations  throughout  town. 

3.  Beautification  -  to  supply  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  mulch,  etc..  for  all 
public  areas  in  town. 

4.  Gazebo  Concert  Series  Fund  -  a  new  fund  to  help  pay  for  the  cost  of  our 
new  Summer  Concert  Series  to  begin  this  summer,  June  -  September 
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War  Memorial  Park  restoration  work  continues.  This  past  year  our  Park 
Commission  put  in  hundreds  of  hours.  Many  other  volunteers  also  gave  time 
planting  and  maintaining  gardens  throughout  the  park.  Our  first  annual  Park 
Festival  in  September  was  a  tremendous  success.  Music,  displays,  merchants, 
clown  acts  and  food  helped  make  this  event  one  we  will  not  forget.  This  year's 
festival  is  set  for  September  19,  1 993.  The  Park  was  also  decorated  for  the  holiday 
season  again  this  year.  All  lights,  electricity,  and  labor  were  donated  by  the  efforts 
of  our  Park  Commission.  The  Park  Restoration  Fund,  which  committee  members 
oversee,  covered  all  expenses.

Our  newest  vehicle,  a  1 99 1  F 1 50  Ford  pickup  was  purchased  at  auction  from 
the  Turnpike  Authority.  This  vehicle  is  in  excellent  condition  and  replaces  the 
1 978  F 1 50  pickup.  I  managed  7  workers  from  the  Brockton  Area  Private  Industry 
Council  this  past  Spring  and  Summer.  The  program  ran  for  1 6  weeks.  These  young 
men  ranged  in  age  from  15  to  19  years  old.  1,252  man  hours  of  free  labor  went  to 
projects  all  over  town.  A  $3,000.00  Massachusetts  Releaf  Grant  was  received  by 
the  Forestry  Department  in  November.  Twenty  trees  have  been  planted  at  our 
Library  and  Central  Square.  Ten  more  will  be  planted  in  the  Spring  of  1993.  In 
addition,  37  new  trees  were  planted  throughout  town.  An  adopt-an-island  program 
was  set  up.  Six  volunteers  maintained  flower  gardens  at  intersections.  As  I  write 
this  report,  a  Playground  Committee  is  being  formed  to  begin  the  process  of 
building  a  new  playground  in  town. 

This  project  will  take  the  efforts  of  many  talented  individuals.  As  budgets 
become  tighter  each  year,  new  ways  have  to  be  created  to  fund  projects.  To  allow 
the  Park,  trees,  or  Town  properties  to  decline  is  not  sound  for  a  town  that  has 
invested  so  much  in  maintaining  these  things  over  the  years.  We  always  need  fresh 
ideas  by  employees,  townspeople,  and  volunteers  to  keep  things  moving  forward 
in  a  positive  direction. 

I  truly  thank  all  of  my  co-workers  who  have  helped  me  over  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Nineteen  ninety-two  brought  a  change  to  the  school  Committee,  as  Joseph 
Kennedy,  a  member  for  nine  years,  chose  not  to  seek  re-election.  Mr.  Kennedy 
was  a  very  important  part  of  the  committee  and  his  expertise  will  be  missed.  We 
join  with  the  town  in  thanking  him  for  his  years  of  service  to  the  children  of  West 
Bridgewater.  The  April  election  returned  Mark  Burley  to  his  seat  on  the  commit- 
tee, and  elected  Nora  Bradford  to  the  committee  for  the  first  time. 

Concern  for  the  health  and  safety  of  our  students  and  staff  dominated  the 
work  of  the  committee  for  the  year.  In  February,  the  recurring  air  quality  problem 
at  the  Howard  School  forced  the  committee  to  seek  professional  help  to  determine 
the  cause  and  a  solution  to  the  problem.  Staff  and  students  alike  were  becoming 
ill,  and  the  problem  was  becoming  worse.  At  the  same  time,  we  felt  all  the 
buildings  needed  to  be  assessed,  as  we  were  aware  of  problems  at  the  other 
schools  relating  to  heating  and  safety.  The  firm  of  Strekalovsky  and  Hoit  was  hired 
to  study  the  building  and  to  give  us  an  estimate  on  the  cost  to  repair  the  problems. 

The  results  of  the  survey,  along  with  air  analysis  reports  prepared  by 
Anderson  Laboratories,  led  the  committee  to  vote  to  close  the  Howard  School  to 
students  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June  and  to  relocate  the  students  to  the 
Spring  Street  School  and  the  High  School.  Unfortunately,  this  meant  ending  the 
leases  of  the  renters  of  the  Spring  Street  School,  and  forcing  the  Council  on  Aging 
to  seek  a  new  home.  After  more  testing,  it  was  determined  that  the  cafeteria  and 
new  wing  of  the  Howard  School  were  usable  and  the  Senior  Citizens  set  up  their 
new  Senior  Center  there .  We  regret  the  difficulty  these  moves  caused,  but  feel  that 
we  acted  in  the  best  interests  of  all  involved. 

After  two  attempts  at  special  elections  to  receive  approval  from  the  town 
for  a  debt  exclusion  to  repair  the  building  and  put  an  addition  on  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School,  the  Committee  asked  the  moderator  to  appoint  a  School 
Building  Committee  to  work  with  the  the  School  Committee  to  develop  a  proposal 
for  the  repair  of  the  building  and  a  solution  to  the  crowded  conditions  that  exist 
as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  the  Howard  School.  It  is  hoped  that  this  proposal  will 
be  ready  for  the  Town  Meeting  of  1 993.  The  School  Committee  feels  very  strongly 
that  the  children  of  West  Bridgewater  deserve  a  safe,  healthy  environment,  and  the 
space  to  allow  the  required  educational  programs  to  be  conducted  in  an  education- 
ally sound  manner.  West  Bridgewater  has  always  been  proud  of  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  students,  and  the  current  generation  must  receive  the  same  opportu- 
nities as  previous  generations. 

On  the  positive  side,  we  were  able  to  make  the  necessary  changes  at  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  in  order  to  receive  full  accreditation.  A  state  per-pupil 
grant  of  $  1 00,000  allowed  us  to  make  some  very  necessary  changes  to  accomplish 
this  and  to  purchase  needed  texts  and  equipment.  The  continued  support  of  the 
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PTO,  Boosters  Club,  Gridiron  Club  and  townspeople  has  enabled  us  to  continue 
to  provide  enrichment  and  athletic  programs  for  our  students.  For  this  we  are  very 
grateful. 

We  thank  the  Boards  of  the  town  for  their  continued  cooperation,  and  look 
forward  to  working  together  in  the  future  for  the  good  of  the  students  and  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  West  Bridgewater  schools  did  well  in  1992.  Our 
students  learned  more  about  themselves  and  their  environment,  our  staff  enriched 
their  skills,  and  our  schools  came  a  step  closer  to  fulfilling  their  goal  of  excellence. 
The  support  of  parents  and  community  secured  another  good  year  for  our  children 
and  schools.  I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  made  a  difference  in  the  life  of  our 
students  and  schools. 

The  major  event  of  1992  was  the  closing  of  the  Howard  School  for  health 
and  safety  reasons.  A  continuous  and  growing  air  quality  problem  forced  the 
decision.  With  the  closing  of  the  Howard  School,  the  need  for  more  space  and  for 
building  renovations  motivated  the  School  Committee  to  ask  the  town  to  support 
a  $4.2  million  building  project.  The  voters  rejected  the  building  plan  twice.  The 
need  for  additional  classroom  space  and  for  building  repairs  still  exists  and  will 
have  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  town  some  time  in  the  future. 

Aside  from  this  concern  about  our  school  buildings,  I  can  report  good  news 
about  our  schools.  Our  students  in  grades  4,  8,  and  12  scored  above  the  state 
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average  on  the  Massachusetts  educational  Assessment  Tests  in  reading,  writing, 
mathematics,  science  and  social  studies.  The  number  of  graduates  going  to  college 
increased  to  over  85  %  in  1992.  Advanced  Placement  courses  in  American 
History,  Biology  and  Calculus  were  offered  for  the  first  time  to  high  school 
students.  Students  taking  these  courses  will  receive  college  credit.  A  full  time 
librarian  was  employed  at  the  high  school  allowing  the  school  to  receive  full 
accreditation  from  the  New  England  Schools  and  Colleges  Association.  The 
athletic  users  fees  were  reduced  to  $75  per  sport,  down  from  $125. 

Several  initiatives  were  taken  in  1992  to  improve  instruction.  With  addi- 
tional state  funding,  the  schools  purchased  additional  computers,  new  textbooks 
and  materials,  giving  our  instructional  program  a  needed  boost.  Teacher  training 
in  whole  language,  mathematics  manipulation,  cooperative  learning,  effective 
teaching,  special  education  inclusion,  and  student  motivation  added  to  the  general 
progress  towards  providing  effective  instruction  for  all  our  students. 

During  1992,  the  faculty  worked  on  ways  to  improve  student  performance 
and  school  climate.  Ideas  are  converging  on  a  committment  to  do  all  we  can  to 
provide  the  best  possible  education  for  all  our  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ROSE  L.  MACDONALD  SCHOOL 


I  am  pleased  to  present  my  second  report  as  principal  of  the  Rose  L. 
MacDonald  School  "Where  Kids  Come  First."  As  of  October  1,  1992,  there  were 
335  students  enrolled  in  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  K  -  3.  Presently,  there 
are  343  students  enrolled.  Our  population  continues  to  grow  as  has  been  projected 
through  the  mid-1990's.  Our  mission  for  the  1990'S  includes  a  transition  to  the 
emergent  literacy  approach  to  reading  and  language  arts.  This  results  from  current 
research  that  sees  reading,  speaking,  and  writing  as  message  gathering,  sharing, 
and  problem  solving  activities  which  increase  in  power  the  more  they  are 
practiced.  The  research  focuses  upon  developmental  teaching  practices  which 
promote  connections  between  reading,  speaking,  and  writing.  We  will  be  support- 
ing each  child  to  develop  his  or  her  own  ability  in  a  way  that  more  approximates 
the  natural  way  we  learn  to  speak.  Reading  incentive  programs  such  as  Read  to 
Me  Club,  Reading  Olympiad,  and  Reading  Is  Fundamental  Book  distributions 
continue  to  enrich  the  student  involvement  and  opportunities. 

Beginning  last  year  and  continuing  this  year,  we  are  working  with  a 
consultant  from  Simmons  College  to  provide  a  more  inclusive  instructional 
process  wherein  students  are  taking  a  more  active  role  in  their  learning.  Although 
we  are  now  in  the  fifth  year  of  mainstreaming  children  with  significant  physical 
challenges,  there  is  still  much  more  to  learn  and  three  members  of  the  special 
education  staff  attended  a  week  long  workshop  which  they  will  be  sharing  with 
the  rest  of  the  staff. 

Last  year,  we  initiated  a  new  math  D.  C.  Heath  Math  Connections  program 
which  utilizes  a  developmental  and  concrete  experience  approach  as  well.  This 
year,  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  a  set  of  additional  math  manipulati  ves  for  each 
grade  to  enable  us  to  provide  more  concrete  experiences  for  the  students.  During 
the  next  five  years,  we  will  be  continuing  to  refine  the  new  math  program  to  insure 
the  success  of  all.  We  are  committed  to  building  upon  successes  of  teachers  and 
students  so  we  will  not  hurry  the  implementation.  Our  kindergarten  staff  includes 
classroom  teachers  Mrs.  Linda  Naimey  and  Mrs.  Sandra  Walsh  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Constance  Picariello,  the  teacher  aid.  During  this  year,  we  have  added  a  number 
of  new  emergent  literacy  learning  materials,  including  trade  books  and  audio  tapes 
to  enhance  the  program  for  our  entering  students.  This  year,  we  have  been 
extremely  fortunate  in  having  smaller  classes  than  last  year  which  helps  us  to 
provide  more  individual  attention  for  our  students. 

In  our  first  grades,  class  sizes  have  increased  by  two  or  three  per  room.  Our 
first  grade  teachers  are  Mrs..  Carolyn  Cullen,  Mrs.  Claire  LaCerda,  Mrs.  Virginia 
Nolan,  and  Mrs.  Dawn  Wells.  We  have  purchased  additional  trade  books  from  the 
Wright  Group  Story  Box  program  and  other  trade  books  to  extend  and  enrich  the 
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opportunities  with  early  reading  materials.  We  added  a  hand-me  down  computer 
from  the  Howard/Spring  Street  School. 

Our  second  grade  classes  are  larger  than  last  year,  as  well.  The  second  grade 
teachers  are  Mrs.  Regina  Carbone,  Mrs.  Cynthia  Kwan,  Mrs.  Lorena  Manchester, 
and  Mrs.  Jeanne  Roscoe.  In  December,  our  second  grades  attended  the  Nutcracker 
in  Boston.  We  have  been  able  to  add  hand  me  down  computers  to  the  second  grade, 
also.  In  the  second  grade  again,  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  a  number  of  new 
trade  books  and  emergent  literacy  materials  as  well  to  broaden  the  range  of  student 
resources. 

Our  third  grade  classes  are  smaller  in  number  this  year.  Mrs.  Judith 
Kendall,  Mrs.  Judy  Lopes,  Mrs.  Mary  McGrath,  and  Miss  Kathryn  Sardella  teach 
our  third  grades.  We  also  have  teacher  aides,  Mrs.  Janine  Lee  and  Mrs.  Carolyn 
LePage,  who  work  with  the  third  grade  teachers  and  special  education  staff  to 
support  the  inclusion  of  several  students.  The  third  grade  teachers  chose  to 
purchase  additional  books  through  the  New  England  Mobile  Book  Fair  to  extend 
the  reading  opportunities  at  this  level.  In  third  grades,  we  have  received  hand  me 
down  computers  from  the  Howard/Spring  Street  School  so  that  we  now  have  a 
computer  in  each  classroom  to  support  instruction. 

Our  classroom  teachers  are  supported  by  a  cadre  of  skilled  personnel  who 
work  in  many  areas  which  include  special  education,  chapter  one,  reading 
recovery,  and  special  subject  teachers.  They  are  Mrs.  Rita  Broman,  Mrs.  Linda 
Dubin,  and  teacher  aide  Mrs.  Helen  DiCicco  in  our  resource  rooms.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Conover  is  our  Speech  Therapist  and  Miss  Nadine  Nagele  is  our  School 
Psychologist.  Mrs.  Joyce  Francis  coordinates  the  Reading/Language  Arts  Pro- 
gram, as  well  as  directs  the  Chapter  One  and  Reading  Recovery  Program.  Our 
Chapter  One  staff  include  four  staff  Mrs.  Dawn  Broderick,  who  teaches  both 
Reading  Recovery  and  Chapter  One,  and  Mrs.  Evelyn  Bandlow,  Mrs.  Ellen 
Gambee,  and  Mrs.  Jeanne  Menton  who  work  half  time.  Mrs.  Louise  Andrews 
works  part  time  with  Mrs.  Broderick  in  the  Reading  Recovery  Program.  Mrs. 
Lynn  Klopper  works  part  time  with  our  English  as  a  Second  Language  students. 
We  share  our  special  subject  teachers  Mrs.  Joan  Keating,  Librarian;  Mrs.  Sue 
Moran,  Art;  Mrs.  Chris  McEnaney,  Physical  Education  and  Mrs.  Rosemary 
Valentine,  Music  with  the  Howard/Spring  Street  School.  Mrs.  Mary  Schmeer,  our 
school  nurse,  also  teaches  health  classes.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  entire  staff 
of  dedicated,  experienced,  competent,  concerned,  and  certified  personnel  to  work 
with  our  students. 

The  staff  of  the  MacDonald  School  is  supported  by  a  very  active  and 
effective  Parent-Teacher  Organization.  This  year,  they  have  organized  a  variety 
of  important  enrichment  activities  for  the  students  including  Estuary  on  Wheels 
for  first  grade  in  November;  in  December,  Santa  Breakfast;  Santa  Secret  Shop  and 
Scot  Canon,  mime;  in  January,  Sumner  McClean,  storyteller;  Debra  Gould,  an 
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author  in  residence:  and  in  the  spring  the  Inflatable  Whale  for  third  grade. 
Volunteers  play  an  important  role  at  Rose  L.  assisting  with  clerical  tasks,  helping 
supervise  specialized  activities,  and  providing  small  group  instructional  review. 
As  well  as  the  volunteers  and  PTO,  we  have  benefited  from  other  community 
support;  Safety  Officer  Holmquist  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department 
arranged  for  Safety  Pup  to  visit  RLM  in  November  as  well  as  his  annual  bus  safety 
activities.  Safety  Officer  Holmquist  is  organizing  a  new  bike  safety  program  for 
the  spring.  Lieutenant  Golder  and  Fireman  Hunt  provided  fire  safety  programs  in 
the  fall.  We  had  local  cable  arrange  for  Curtis  Coleman  to  perform  a  personal 
safety  program  of  songs  for  first  to  third  grade  students.  In  third  grade,  we  utilize 
resources  from  Eastern  Edison  Company  to  enrich  our  program.  This  year,  we  also 
had  a  presentation  by  Greenpeace  for  second  grades. 

In  recognition  of  the  quality  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  staff,  we 
have  been  asked  by  Bridgewater  State  College  to  place  seven  student  teachers  in 
our  classrooms,  this  year.  The  seven  student  teachers  have  enabled  us  to  provide 
more  individual  attention  to  our  students  at  each  grade  level.  We  have  had  a 
number  of  requests  for  students  from  Bridgewater  State  College  and  Stonehill 
College  to  observe  in  our  classrooms  as  well.  From  October  to  the  end  of 
December,  we  had  two  Curry  College  students  spend  two  and  a  half  days  a  week 
assisting,  one  in  a  first  grade  and  another  in  a  third  grade. 

At  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  it  is  important  to  commend  the  quality 
of  the  teaching  staff  and  the  extent  of  their  efforts  to  help  West  Bridgewater 
children  and  to  express  appreciation  for  the  parent  and  community  support  we 
receive.  We  want  to  be  sure  that  our  students  continue  to  come  first. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HOWARD  SCHOOL 


The  good  news  is  that  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Howard  School  are  now 
housed  in  the  Spring  St.  School  (Grade  4  and  5)  and  an  upstairs  wing  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  (Grade  6).  Because  of  the  hazardous  air  quality  in  the  older 
wing  of  the  school  the  School  Committee  voted  to  close  the  Howard  School  at  the 
end  of  the  1 99 1  -92  school  year.  Anderson  Laboratories  did  a  number  of  tests  that 
showed  conclusively  that  the  air  within  the  building  contained  irritants  that  can 
cause  moderate  to  severe  respiratory  problems.  Many  students  and  staff  were 
experiencing  such  problems. 

Housed  at  the  Spring  St.  School  are  161  students  -  86  in  Grade  four 
and  75  in  Grade  five.  At  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  there  are  90  Grade 
six  students.  The  total  enrollment  of  251  students  is  an  increase  of  ten 
students  over  last  year  . 

Daily,  all  students  receive  instruction  in  Reading,  Language,  Spelling, 
Handwriting,  Mathematics,  Social  Science,  and  Physical  Science.  Weekly,  stu- 
dents receive  instruction  in  Art,  Computers,  Health,  Library  Science,  Music  Vocal 
and  Instrumental,  and  Physical  Education. 

The  Reading/Language  Arts  program  is  designed  to  improve  students 
proficiency  in  the  use  of  the  English  language.  All  aspects  of  communication  and 
the  language  arts:  reading,  writing,  listening  and  speaking  are  subject  to  improve- 
ment through  learning.  This  past  year,  a  number  of  projects  were  undertaken  at  the 
Spring  Street-Howard  School.  Once  the  move  from  the  Howard  School  was 
completed  and  everyone  was  settled  into  their  new  classrooms,  the  elementary 
reading  literature  collection  was  transferred  to  the  Spring  Street  School.  The 
collection  was  placed  on  movable  book  carts  and  placed  in  the  B  wing  corridor  of 
the  Spring  Street  School.  With  the  help  of  several  parents  and  teachers,  the 
literature  reading  books  were  reorganized  and  new  updated  literature  reading 
guides  were  given  to  all  classroom  teachers.  Additionally,  teachers  participated  in 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  a  wide  variety  of  new  paperback  books.  In  an  effort 
to  encourage  students  of  all  levels  of  abilities  to  use  books  as  a  source  of 
information,  entertainment,  and  general  self  improvement  students  participated  in 
many  varied  reading/writing  incentive  activities.  Some  of  these  included:  Read- 
ing Is  Fundamental  Program,  Pen  Pal  Letters,  Book  It,  Language  Arts  Olympiad, 
Christopher  Columbus  and  Christmas  plays,  Computer  Compositions,  Trade-A- 
Book  Day,  Young  Author  Day,  Ghost  Writer  and  Reading  Olympiad.  Themes  and 
thematic  units  have  been  developed  by  teachers  in  each  of  the  grades.  With  these 
themes  such  as  the  Voyage  of  the  MIMI,  students  apply  their  reading,  writing, 
listening,  and  speaking  skills  toward  a  total  understanding  of  the  subject  area. 
With  this  Whole  Language  approach,  students  learn  and  use  math,  science,  and 
social  studies  concepts  within  the  thematic  unit.  As  a  special  treat,  all  students  in 
grades  4  &  5  authored  and  illustrated  a  holiday  book  for  a  learning  to  read  first 
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grade  student  at  the  MacDonald  School.  The  year  concluded  with  the  young 
author  illustrators  meeting  to  share  their  special  books. 

The  Mathematics  program  is  designed  to  help  students  move  from  the 
concrete  -  working  with  physical  material  -  to  the  abstract.  Critical  thinking  and 
problem  solving  are  used  to  teach  key  skills  and  concepts.  Geometry,  mental  math 
and  estimation  are  an  integral  part  of  the  program. 

The  not  so  good  news  is  that  a  number  of  the  students  programs  have  been 
adversely  effected  by  the  move.  The  facilities  at  the  Spring  St.  School  are  not 
adequate  for  a  number  of  our  specialized  programs.  The  cafeteria  area  has  to  be 
utilized  as  a  library,  teacher's  room,  instrumental  music  classroom,  physical 
education  area  and  cafeteria. 

Specific  programs  that  have  been  effected  are: 

1 .  Instrumental  Music  -  lessons  are  given  in  the  a.m.  during  the  winter  months 
and  inclement  weather  group  lessons  are  given  in  the  school  corridors  which 
are  not  heated.  Previously  the  band  members  practiced  as  a  group  for  20-25 
minutes  prior  to  the  beginning  of  school.  Again,  during  the  winter  months 
and  inclement  weather  there  isn't  a  large  facility  available  for  their  practice. 
Also,  by  having  Grade  6  housed  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  it 
becomes  difficult  for  the  entire  band  to  practice  as  a  unit.  Grade  6  uses  the 
old  town  library  as  a  practice  area  however  this  area  is  also  utilized  for 
Physical  Education. 

2.  At  Spring  St.  School  during  the  winter  months  and  inclement  weather 
physical  education  classes  are  held  in  the  cafeteria.  Because  of  the  windows 
and  large  objects  in  the  room  the  kinds  of  activities  conducted  are  limited. 
This  is  also  true  for  Grade  6  which  uses  the  old  town  library. 

3.  At  Howard  School  there  was  an  Art  Room  -  now  not  the  case.  The  Art 
Teacher  goes  from  classroom  to  classroom,  at  all  three  grade  levels.  She 
uses  a  cart  to  wheel  needed  supplies  for  her  program. 

4.  The  library  facility  at  the  Spring  St.  School  is  confined  to  the  stage.  Space 
is  a  major  problem.  Part  of  the  collection  is  still  in  the  Howard  School 
Library.  As  soon  as  shelving  space  is  found  it  will  be  moved.  The  librarian, 
like  the  Art  Teacher,  moves  from  classroom  to  classroom.  At  the  sixth  grade 
level  students  must  rely  on  classroom  library  sets  -  since  there  is  not  a  library 
area. 

5.  A  year  ago,  we  joined  the  Mass  Learn  Pike  broadcast  network  -  with  the 
funds  being  provided  by  the  PTO.  As  a  member  the  students  were  able  to 
participate  interactively  in  long  distance  programs  which  are  transmitted  on 
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one-way  video,  two-way  audio.  The  transmission  of  the  programs  were 
accomplished  via  the  satellite  dish  presently  installed  at  the  Howard  School. 
To  continue  participation  the  dish  must  be  moved.  Though  cost  is  a  factor 
the  more  important  question  is  -  where  to  move  the  dish?  A  decision  needs 
to  be  made  relative  to  the  permanent  housing  of  Grades  4,  5,  &  6  before  the 
question  can  be  answered.  Meanwhile,  the  excellent  programs  that  are 
available  are  not  being  offered  to  the  students. 

Despite  the  above  concerns,  staff  members  are  dedicated  to  providing  our 
children  with  the  best  possible  educational  program.  Students  are  involved  in 
group  activities,  individual  learning  activities,  and  cooperative  learning  activities. 
All  instruction  is  geared  to  maximize  the  learning  of  each  individual  student. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  personnel  involved  with  the  students  in 
Grades  4,  5,  and  6  for  their  dedication  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  students.

REPORT  OF  THE 
JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

HUMANITIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  Humanities  Department  includes  Art,  English,  Foreign  Language, 
Music,  and  Social  Science.  This  department  serves  all  students  in  grades  seven 
through  twelve  and  consists  of  seventeen  faculty  members,  several  of  whom  are 
multi-disciplinary. 

ART  PROGRAM 

The  Art  Department  of  West  Bridgewater  Jr.-Sr.  High  School  consists  of 
one  instructor  for  both  the  junior  high  and  senior  high  Art  program.  Miss  Carole 
Meyer  is  the  art  teacher  and  holds  a  Masters  Degree  in  Education  with  a 
concentration  in  Art. 

Mr.  Thomas  Malone,  a  student  teacher  from  Bridgewater  State  College, 
assisted  with  the  Art  program  from  September  to  December.  Also,  visiting 
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lecturers  from  Mass  College  of  Art  and  the  Philadelphia  School  of  Design  gave 
presentations  on  art  and  art  related  careers. 

Our  art  students  participated  in  the  1992  National  Scholastic  Art  Competi- 
tion. This  national  art  contest  seeks  out  and  publicly  recognizes  the  artistic  talents 
of  high  school  students  throughout  the  country.  This  year,  due  to  budget  cuts,  our 
school  was  allowed  four  (4)  entries  instead  of  the  usual  fourteen.  Three  of  the  four 
entries  submitted  won  Gold  Key  Awards.  Carla  Hunt,  Keri  Chamberlain,  and 
Jamie  Anderson  won  awards  for  their  creative  drawings.  All  entries  were  included 
in  exhibits  in  Boston  and  at  the  Fuller  Art  Museum.  They  received  Certificates  of 
Achievements  and  Insignia  Pins  at  an  Awards  Ceremony. 

We  continue  to  hear  from  our  past  graduates  pursuing  art  and  art-related 
careers  at  the  following  colleges:  Portland  School  of  Art,  SMU,  Bridgewater 
State,  University  of  Massachusetts-Amherst,  and  Mass  College  of  Art. 

ENGLISH  PROGRAM 

The  English  program  staff  consist  of  Mrs.  Tilda  Bystrom,  Ms.  Susanne 
Cleary,  Mrs.  Nancy  Emord,  Ms.  Wendy  Marber,  Mrs.  Sandra  Reese,  Ms.  Janice 
Ricciardelli,  Ms.  Lynne  Salvador,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Woods.  Many  instructors 
hold  Masters  Degrees  or  beyond;  two  are  additionally  certified  and  have  taught  in 
the  Social  Studies  program;  one  is  additionally  certified  and  is  a  part-time 
Guidance  Counselor  for  Grades  9  and  10. 

Ms.  Marber* s  Grade  10  General  English  Class  prepared  a  cookbook  with 
recipes  from  foreign  countries  as  a  product  of  their  research  papers.  Several  of  Ms. 
Salvador's  high  school  classes  have  been  receiving  free  copies  of  The  21st  Century 
an  all-student  publication  distributed  monthly  to  over  400  schools  in  New 
England.  Students  are  invited  to  submit  their  own  writing  to  this  newspaper. 
Twenty-four  of  Ms.  Salvador's  Grade  1 1  students  supplemented  their  study  of  The 
Crucible  by  attending  an  evening  performance  of  the  play  in  early  December  at  the 
Spingold  Theatre  of  Brandeis  University.  Students  were  accompanied  by  Ms. 
Salvador  and  parent  chaperone  Jane  Carmichael. 

Mrs.  Bystrom's  students  wrote  stories  based  on  characters  in  Jack  London's 
Call  of  the  Wild.  Students  wrote  true  and  fictional  stories  showing  how  persons 
today  have  similar  traits  and  experiences  as  the  characters  they  read  about,  the  Call 
of  the  Wild  unit  culminated  with  the  viewing  of  White  Fang,  another  of  Jack 
London's  beloved  classics. 

The  Foreign  Language  program  staff  consists  of  Mrs.  Denise  Boutin,  Mrs. 
Elaine  Peckham,  and  Mrs.  Eileen  Beltis.  Dr.  Martha  Russell  taught  Spanish 
through  June  of  1992.  Effective  as  of  September  1,  1992,  Dr.  Russell  became  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  Librarian/Media  Specialist.

Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  within  the  Social  Studies 
program.  Mrs.  Peckham's  French  I  class,  Grade  8,  worked  with  students  in  Miss 
Smith's  Grade  4  class  with  a  Christmas  Around  the  World  project.  Students  sang 
French  Christmas  carols  and  learned  about  the  customs  of  France. 

French  IV  students  completed  their  four  years  of  study  with  the  production 
of  a  variety  of  full-length  movie  presentations.  All  projects  were  completely 
original  and  were  written,  produced,  and  directed  by  the  students.  They  included 
two  (2)  crime/suspense  dramas,  a  rap  video,  game  shows,  and  Sesame  Street  — 
all  done  completely  in  French. 

Spanish  II  and  III  students  traveled  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for 
a  tour  of  the  masterpieces  of  Spanish  art.  Students  were  able  to  view  works  of 
Velazquez  and  Goya,  as  well  as  other  European  masterpieces.  During  this  tour, 
students  were  able  to  see  the  similarities  between  the  civilizations  of  Egypt  and 
Mexico. 

All  Spanish  classes  had  a  taco  preparation  and  cooking  class.  The  finished 
product  was  enjoyed  by  all.  Latin  will  continue  to  be  offered  in  alternate  years. 

MUSIC  PROGRAM 

The  Music  Department  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  is  staffed  by  one 
part-time  teacher,  Ms.  Barbara  Charnley.  The  Music  Program  includes  general 
music  classes,  band,  and  chorus  to  junior  high  school  students.  All  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  students  take  general  music  for  nine  weeks.  Development  of  listening 
skills  and  music  appreciation  are  stressed  in  studying  music  of  various  periods  and 
styles.  In  order  to  accommodate  a  strong  need  for  a  high  school  chorus,  the  junior 
high  school  band  meets  twice  a  week  this  year,  down  from  three  times  weekly  in 
the  past.  Select  Chorus,  a  group  of  twenty  mainly  high  school  with  a  few  talented 
junior  high  students,  meets  once  a  week.  They  have  already  had  their  first 
performance,  an  a  capella  Christmas  Concert  in  the  Town  Park.  In  addition,  as 
schedules  allow,  high  school  students  are  encouraged  to  meet  with  the  music 
teacher  in  small  instrumental  groups  to  play  together  and  learn  the  band  music. 
They  will  also  have  the  opportunity  to  play  with  the  band  in  the  Spring  Concert. 
The  interest  is  here.  With  adequate  staffing,  the  talent  and  promise  of  many 
students  could  be  tapped  and  nurtured. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  PROGRAM 

The  Social  Science  program  staff  consists  of  Mr.  Ronald  Broman,  Mrs. 
Anne  Kelley,  Mrs.  Elaine  Peckham,  and  Mr.  Robert  Woods.  Mr.  Malcolm  Reese 
is  both  Humanities  Department  Coordinator  and  Social  Science  teacher.  As 
previously  stated,  Mrs.  Peckham  is  additionally  certified  and  teaches  in  the 
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Foreign  Language  program.  Both  Mr.  Broman  and  Mrs.  Kelley  are  additionally 
certified  and  have  taught  in  dual-areas  in  previous  years. 

This  year  West  Bridgewater  has  a  new  Advanced  Placement  course  in 
United  States  History  taught  by  Mrs.  Anne  Kelley.  Students  are  reading  primary 
source  documents  and  are  examining  historiographical  references  on  the  social, 
political,  economic,  and  cultural  history  of  our  nation.  If  students  pass  a  national 
examination  (administered  in  lay),  they  will  earn  six  (6)  college  credits  while  in 
high  school. 

West  Bridgewater  students  participated  in  the  46th  Annual  Voice  of 
Democracy  National  Scholarship  Program  sponsored  by  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  of  the  U.S.  and  its  Ladies  Auxiliary.  Students  compete  at  the  school,  district, 
state,  and  national  levels  for  scholarships  worth  up  to  $18,000.  Each  student  who 
participated  wrote  a  three  to  five  minute  speech  on  the  theme,  "My  Voice  in 
America's  Future,"  and  recorded  it  on  an  audio  cassette.  Speeches  were  judged  on 
delivery,  originality,  and  content.  Timothy  Santry  won  1st  place;  Tracy  Andrews 
won  2nd  place;  and  Kerianne  Panos  won  3rd  place.  Each  winner  received  a  cash 
prize,  and  Tim  Santry  went  on  to  participate  at  the  regional  level  of  the  contest. 

The  46th  Annual  Student  Government  Day  Program  was  held  on  April  2, 
1993.  Students  learn  about  the  structure  of  state  government,  become  active 
citizens,  and  develop  an  understanding  of  the  rights  and  responsibilities  that  we 
share  in  democracy  by  taking  over  actual  roles  in  state  government.  School-wide 
elections  were  held  on  election  day  in  November  to  choose  the  school '  s  delegates. 
Tracy  Andrews  was  elected  as  West  Bridgewater' s  delegate,  and  Cathy  Hobbs 
was  elected  as  the  alternate.  Both  students  attended  three  workshops  to  prepare 
them  to  take  over  their  respective  roles  in  state  government  on  April  2nd.  This 
year,  due  to  deep  cuts  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  budget,  the 
program  was  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association. 

Students  in  Grade  8  American  History  participated  in  a  field  trip  to  Boston 
in  October,  enjoying  the  Freedom  Trail  and  various  Boston  historical  sights. 

KEY  CLUB 

In  April  of  1992,  ten  members  of  the  Key  Club,  with  advisor  Lynne 
Salvador,  attended  the  annual  New  England  District  Convention  held  at  the 
Marriott-Sheraton  Hotel  complex  in  Springfield.  Over  the  three  day  weekend, 
members  joined  over  1,200  Key  Clubbers  who  participated  in  workshops,  semi- 
nars, luncheons,  and  dances,  with  the  highlight  of  the  weekend  —  the  Talent  Show 
and  Awards  Ceremony.  West  Bridgewater  won  the  prestigious  Third  Place 
Trophy  for  its  annual  report  of  activities  and  projects  in  the  Silver  Category  (clubs 
whose  size  is  30-60  members).  Outgoing  President  Vanessa  Cronin  presented  a 
check  for  the  Kiwanis  Pediatric  Trauma  Institute. 
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Michael  McLaughlin,  incoming  president  for  the  1992-93  school  year, 
attended  the  International  Key  Club  Convention  held  in  Montreal  in  July,  1992. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mathematics  Department  staff  consists  of  Mr.  Roger  Coelho,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Cook,  Mr.  Robert  Kellog,  Mr.  Paul  Lucius  and  Mr.  Alan  Weintraub.  In 
addition,  Mrs.  Barbara  Charnlev  teaches  several  mathematics  classes,  as  well  as 
teaching  her  music  classes.  This  provides  for  25. 5  mathematics  classes,  including 
a  half  year  course  in  BASIC.  This  year  the  Mathematics  Department  is  searching 
for  new  Algebra  1  and  new  Pre-Algebra  textbooks.  Algebra  1  and  Pre- Algebra  are 
basic  courses  for  the  department.  Once  a  new  textbook  is  selected,  it  will  be  phased 
in  over  a  two  or  three  year  period. 

This  year  the  Mathematics  Department  is  offering  Calculus  AB.  The 
students  who  successfully  complete  this  course  will  be  prepared  to  take  the 
Advanced  Placement  Calculus  AB  exam.  This  could  allow  the  students  to  receive 
college  credit  for  their  senior  mathematics  course. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Science  Department  is  staffed  by  Mrs.  Patricia  Anania.  Mr.  Robert 
Chapman,  Mr.  Charles  Monestere,  Ms.  Patricia  Oakley,  Mr.  Edward  Sarro,  and 
Mrs.  Norma  Snipas. 

The  seventh  grade  science  students  have  been  fortunate  this  year  to  be  able 
to  supplement  their  curriculum  with  three  field  trips.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Norma  Snipas,  the  students  first  went  to  the  Museum  of  Science  where  they  were 
able  to  study  two  different  biomes.  They  enjoyed  the  Omni  Theater  film  "Antarc- 
tica" which  had  been  preceded  by  an  extensive  exhibit  of  the  life  forms  and 
ecology  of  the  continent.  In  addition,  they  reviewed  the  plant  and  animal  life 
exhibits  of  the  rainforest. 

Because  of  a  grant  from  the  National  Education  Association,  the  students 
were  able  to  go  to  the  New  England  Aquarium  free  of  charge  .  This  visit  enhanced 
their  knowledge  of  oceanography  by  allowing  them  to  enjoy  live  marine  animal 
shows,  by  studying  the  coastal  ecology  displays  and  by  viewing  all  of  the  different 
kinds  of  marine  life  in  the  numerous  tanks. 

The  third  trip  was  to  Haystack  Observatory,  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology's  radio  astronomy  observatory.  There  the  students  heard  Dr.  John 
Foster.  Assistant  Director  for  Atmospheric  Sciences,  speak  about  the  design 
features  of  a  radio  telescope,  the  need  for  a  radome,  what  radio  astronomy  is  and 
how  it  is  used  to  probe  the  universe.  The  visit  culminated  with  an  actual  tour  of

the  130  foot  radio  telescope  within  the  radome.  The  students  were  very  excited  to 
actually  see  scientific  equipment  that  they  had  only  read  about  before. 

Once  again,  the  Junior  High  Science  Fair  exhibits  held  during  the  fall  and 
spring  were  a  great  success  with  many  of  the  projects  reflecting  student  ingenuity 
and  hard  work.

This  year  the  Science  Department  is  offering  a  new  course:  Advanced 
Placement  Biology.  The  course  is  open  to  students  in  Grades  1 1  and  12  and  is 
taught  by  Mr.  Edward  Sarro.  The  course  will  give  students  the  equivalent  of  an 
introductory  college  Biology  program.  Students  may  receive  college  credit  for 
this  course  by  taking  the  advanced  placement  exam. 

LIBRARY 

This  year  the  high  school  library  is  continuing  a  major  project  of  recatalog- 
ing  many  of  the  books  in  our  collection  in  order  to  bring  the  cataloging  up-to-date. 
This  on-going  project  will  allow  students  and  teachers  to  more  easily  locate  books 
in  the  library.  The  school  library  ran  a  book  fair  in  December  and  plans  to  run 
another  book  fair  in  April.  Dr.  Russell  will  offer  a  unit  on  library  skills  instruction 
in  the  junior  high  school  reading  classes. 

In  October,  students  who  are  Library  Aides  visited  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
in  Boston;  and  in  December,  they  visited  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  with  a 
presentation  on  Christmas  in  Mexico.  A  representative  from  Continental  Cable- 
vision  offered  classes  in  video  production  at  the  school  library  this  fall.  Some 
students  who  took  the  classes  have  videotaped  a  variety  of  programs  for  the  local 
access  cable  channel. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1991-92  school  year,  the  Guidance  Department  continued  to 
assist  students  in  developing  their  ability  to  make  decisions  about  personal,  social, 
career  and  educational  issues.  Educational,  vocational  and/or  personal  counseling 
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was  provided  on  an  individual  and/or  group  basis  to  students  in  grades  kindergar- 
ten through  12  . 

Various  curriculum  programs  were  provided.  Incoming  fourth  and  seventh 
graders  became  more  familiar  with  facilities  and  policies  by  participating  in 
orientation  programs.  Classroom  workshops  were  implemented  at  the  elementary 
level  relative  to  sexual  growth/development,  academic  development  issues,  study 
skills,  responsibility  and  positive  attitude  in  the  classrooms.  A  unit  on  Career 
Education  was  presented  to  all  eighth  graders  as  well.  Homeroom  Challenge  was 
coordinated  to  foster  student  and  faculty  morale  and  to  increase  participation  and 
enthusiasm  by  all  participants  in  the  junior  high  school.  A  variety  of  tests 
continued  to  be  administered  system-wide  . 

The  Peer  Education  Program  at  the  high  school  generated  a  positive  impact 
over  the  school  year  by  sponsoring  anti-smoking  activities,  anti-drinking  and 
driving  activities  as  well  as  providing  assistance  with  the  Health  Department 
sponsored  program.  A  handicap  awareness  activity  using  "Kids  on  the  Block" 
puppets  was  presented  to  all  elementary  students. 

Nineteen  ninety-two  was  a  memorable  year  for  awards,  which  included  the 
following:  one  commendation  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program,  14 
students  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the  summer  P.C.C.  Advanced  Studies 
Program  at  Bridgewater  State  College,  and  12  students  initially  qualified  to 
participate  in  the  "Talent  Search"  sponsored  by  CTY  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Scholarships  totaling  over  $64,000.00  were  awarded  to  graduates  and 
former  graduates  of  West  Bridgewater  High  School.  The  funds  were  raised 
through  the  efforts  of  the  local  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation.  The  total  also 
represents  contributions  from  the  Horace  Howard  Student  Aid  Fund  ($28,000.00), 
local  businesses,  social  organizations,  memorial  scholarships,  private  contribu- 
tions, and  trust  funds  . 

The  Class  of  1992  ventured  onto  various  career  paths  after  graduation. 
Eighty-two  percent  of  the  class  continued  on  to  post-secondary  education  after 
high  school. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  West  Bridgewater  Junior  -  Senior  High  School  Business  Department 
services  students  in  grades  6-12.  The  staff  for  the  department  consist  of  Mrs.  Gail 
Callahan  and  Mr.  Robert  Lopes. 

This  year's  offering  included  Accounting  1  &  2;  Keyboarding  1,  2  &  3; 
Model  Office/Office  Practice;  and  Computer  Applications.  The  curriculums  for 
all  of  these  courses  require  students  to  utilize  the  department's  IBM  computers. 
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The  Business  Department  has  teamed  up  with  the  Bridgewater  Savings 
Bank  to  introduce  banking  to  the  students  enrolled  in  Mrs.  Gail  Callahan,  Model 
Office/Office  Practice  Course.  In  addition  to  students'  class  studies,  two  students 
per  week  spend  one  period  a  day,  three  days  a  week  at  the  bank  learning  first-hand 
about  banking.  While  at  the  bank,  students  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
Assistant  Branch  Manager,  Diane  Easton.  Students  participating  in  the  program 
this  year  are:  (Seniors)  Brian  Anderson,  Angel  Burr,  Susan  Fratus,  Pamela 
Liverett,  Diane  Maturo,  Dianne  Meehan,  Jill  Metcalf,  Stephanie  Torres  and  Gina 
Zibelli;  (Juniors)  Jason  Pensinger,  Lisa  Barends,  Kim  Gaurill,  and  Melissa  Verga. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  1991-1992  school  year  marked  the  final  year  of  a  three  year  Compre- 
hensive Health  Education  Grant  awarded  to  West  Bridgewater  (one  of  only  eight 
South  Shore  communities  so  chosen)  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

During  the  past  three  years,  with  the  support  of  the  administration,  the 
efforts  of  the  health  education  staff,  and  the  funding  made  available  through  the 
grant,  a  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  in  health  education,  making  West 
Bridgewater  a  recognized  leader  in  the  area. 

The  following  is  only  a  partial  listing  of  the  projects  and  programs  under- 
taken that  are  positively  effecting  our  community. 

Comprehensive  Heath  Education  Grades  K-  12  . 

Full-time  school  nurses  at  all  schools. 

The  development  of  a  student  assistance  program  for  troubled  students  in 
grades  7-12. 

The  development  of  an  access  center  for  students  in  grades  7-12  to  receive 
outside  counseling  and  resource  information  . 

The  development  of  a  computer  health  resource  database  for  students  and 

staff. 

The  purchase  of  new  and  up-to-date  health  curricula  materials  including 
texts,  videos,  and  charts. 

The  offering  of  numerous  health  workshops  for  students,  staff,  and  parents. 

The  development  of  protocols  for  the  school  system  dealing  with  H.  I  .V., 
suicide,  and  sudden  death. 
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As  can  be  seen  from  this  partial  list,  West  Bridgewater  is  in  the  forefront  of 
health  education. 

It  is  our  hope  that  although  the  state  grants  are  no  longer  available,  the 
importance  of  our  program  will  be  recognized  and  the  projects  that  have  begun 
will  continue  to  develop. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Health  program  is  a  composite  of  learning  activities 
and  experiences  within  the  school  setting  including  Health  Education,  Health 
Services,  and  Community  Outreach  that  are  directed  at  promoting  healthful  life- 
styles for  not  only  our  students,  but  for  the  entire  community.  The  number  one 
killer  in  the  U.  S.  today  is  life  style,  and  the  only  way  to  attack  the  problem  is 
through  education  and  reeducation. 

Our  ultimate  goal  is  for  students  and  community  members  alike  to  achieve 
their  full  potential  by  accepting  responsibility  for  their  own  personal  health 
decisions  and  practices  based  on  knowledge  and  experience  gained  through 
participation  in  our  program  . 

It  is  our  plan  to  continue  to  develop  and  expand  our  program  in  response  to 
the  needs  and  interests  of  the  students  and  community.  As  new  needs  are 
recognized,  we  will  address  them  in  a  positive  and  professional  manner  . 


ATHLETICS  DEPARTMENT 


The  goals  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  program  do  not  change.  The 
goals  are  for  our  students  to  develop  skills,  values,  attitudes,  and  a  competitive 
spirit  which  will  better  prepare  them  to  take  their  place  in  today's  society. 

Our  athletic  program  should  not  be  thought  of  as  an  entity  in  itself,  but  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  total  educational  experience.  The  athletic  experiences 
encountered  by  our  students  help  them  to  develop  cognitive,  affective  and 
psychomotor  skills  that  cannot  be  learned  in  any  other  area  of  the  educational 
process. 

Difficult  economic  times  at  the  national,  state,  and  local  level  have  made 
reaching  our  goals  difficult  ,but  not  impossible.  It  should  be  noted  that  without  the 
support  of  the  Gridiron  Club,  YAA,  and  Youth  Football,  our  programs  would 
suffer.  In  particular,  without  the  efforts  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Boosters  Club, 
The  West  Bridgewater  Athletic  program  as  we  know  it  would  not  exist. 
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The  1991-1992  year  was  again  a  positive  year  for  West  Bridgewater 
athletics,  with  over  350  students  participating  in  over  250  contests  at  the  varsity, 
sub-varsity  and  Jr.  High  levels. 

During  the  1991-1992  year,  West  Bridgewater  teams  won  six  Mayflower 
League  Championships  (Gold,  Football,  Girls  Basketball,  Baseball,  Softball, 
Girls  Track),  with  seven  teams  qualifying  for  State  Tourney  play.  The  girls  field 
hockey  and  basketball  teams  both  progressed  to  the  sectional  semi-finals,  and  the 
football  team  won  the  Division  VI  Playoff. 

In  addition  to  team  achievements  during  the  1991-1992  year,  44  West 
Bridgewater  student  athletes  were  selected  to  all  star  teams;  and  four  coaches  were 
selected  as  Coaches  of  the  Year  by  their  peers. 

It  is  often  asked,  "What  values  are  derived  from  athletic  participation?"  We 
at  West  Bridgewater  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  aside  from  the  obvious  physical 
values  derived  from  participation,  our  student  athletes  learn  the  meaning  of 
sportsmanship,  cooperation,  and  commitment.  We  believe  that  these  lessons  are 
among  the  most  important  to  be  learned  by  the  youth  of  today. 


HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Physicals  for  fall  athletics  were  held  in  August  and  September.  Dr.  Arthur 
P.  Carriere  performed  the  physicals.  The  turn-out  was  great,  as  is  the  usual  cus- 
tom in  spite  of  the  users'  fee.  Pre-physicals  were  done  also,  which  consisted  of 
heights,  weights,  and  blood  pressures.  Physicals  are  also  done  in  November  and 
March  for  winter  and  spring  sports. 

Confidential  information  was  distributed  to  members  of  the  faculty  and  staff 
the  day  before  school  opened  so  as  to  acquaint  the  faculty  with  students  that  could 
have  any  specific  medical  or  emotional  problems.  In  cases  of  vision  and  hearing 
problems,  preferential  seating  by  the  teacher  may  be  arranged  for  the  student  prior 
to  the  opening  of  school. 

Handicaps,  Diabetes  and  Epilepsy  to  name  a  few,  and  their  special  instruc- 
tions to  the  faculty  are  included.  This  confidential  information  is  updated  as 
needed.  Instruction  for  the  use  of  the  Epipen  were  given  to  all  faculty  members, 
as  there  are  some  students  severely  affected  by  insect  bites. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  school  be  informed  of  any  unusual  home 
situations  which  could  affect  the  student  and  their  school  life,  such  as  a  death  in 
the  family,  a  divorce  or  separation,  or  an  illness  to  a  member  of  the  family  which 
would  be  stressful  to  the  student. 
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Vision  and  hearing  screening  was  done  during  October  and  November  as 
required  annually,  by  law,  with  failures  rescreened  by  the  school  nurse.  Referrals 
are  then  sent  home  with  those  students  who  have  failed.  Parent  cooperation  is  a 
must  in  returning  these  referrals  so  that  the  school  nurse  is  informed  of  what,  if 
any,  action  is  indicated. 

Students  have  all  been  immunized  according  to  the  Massachusetts  Dept.  of 
Public  Health.  Updating  Tetanus/Diphtheria  boosters  is  done  each  year  through 
school  clinics  or  by  the  Physical  Education  Department,  with  positive  findings 
being  referred  to  the  school  nurse  for  rescreening.  All  positive  or  questionable 
finding  by  the  school  nurse  are  sent  home  by  way  of  a  notice.  Students  should  then 
be  checked  by  their  own  private  physician.  Health  counselling  continues  daily. 

The  school  nurse  is  an  advisor  to  the  Future  Nurses  Club. 


HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  staffed  by  one  part-time  teacher.  Mrs. 
Judy  Cadmus.  This  provides  for  three  courses  servicing  134  students  in  grades  7 
and  grades  9-12.  All  seventh  grade  students  are  required  to  take  Home  Economics 
for  one  term.  Their  curriculum  includes  advertising,  safe  and  sanitary  food 
preparation,  nutrition,  and  stenciling  of  clothing.  Life  Skills  is  a  half-year  course 
geared  to  ninth  and  tenth  grade  students.  The  course  includes  decision  making, 
finances  such  as  checking  and  savings,  credit,  nutrition,  and  food  preparation. 
Singles  Living  is  a  half-year  course  offered  to  junior  and  senior  students. 
Curriculum  topics  include  adult  living  styles,  income  planning  and  budgeting, 
consumer  issues  related  to  major  purchases,  location  of  a  home,  selection  of 
housing,  and  laws  related  to  responsibilities  and  protection  of  consumers.  Chef's 
Course  completes  the  junior-senior  program.  The  course  deals  with  planning  and 
preparing  meals.  Attention  is  given  to  nutrition,  health,  and  cost  of  the  meal. 


INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  staffed  with  one  part-time  teacher.  Mr. 
Eugene  Mozzone.  This  provides  one  course  at  the  junior  high  level  and  one  full- 
year  and  two  half-year  courses  at  the  senior  high  level.  Each  eighth  grade 
homeroom  takes  wood  shop  for  nine  weeks.  At  the  high  school  level,  a  course  in 
wood  working  is  the  only  full-year  offering.  In  addition  to  their  individual 
projects,  the  students  in  this  class  have  constructed  numerous  projects  for  other 
departments  in  the  school  system.  More  work  could  be  done  by  these  students  if 
the  course  were  broken  down  into  smaller  sections.  A  half-year  course  in  technical 
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drawing  is  a  required  course  for  all  students  planning  to  go  into  wood  shop 
courses.  The  course  also  provides  some  background  for  students  planning  to 
pursue  technical  training. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 

CULTURAL  COUNCIL 
(ARTS  LOTTERY  COUNCIL) 

The  West  Bridgewater  Cultural  Council,  formerly  the  Arts  Lottery  Council, 
is  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  funds  to  groups  or  individuals  who  provide 
artistic  programs  to  the  public.  These  funds,  which  are  a  percentage  of  lottery 
revenues,  have  drastically  decreased  over  the  past  several  years.  This  decrease  has 
been  due  to  a  change  in  the  allocation  of  the  lottery  proceeds  by  the  state 
legislature  from  the  original  intention  of  lottery  funds. 

This  year  was  the  introduction  of  a  yearly  application  cycle.  Because  of  this, 
there  were  two  cycles  — February  and  December.  Nineteen  ninety-three  will  have 
only  one  cycle  in  the  fall. 

Funds  have  been  provided  to  the  W.B.  Public  Library,  OBHS,  Brockton 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Fuller  Art  Museum,  Plymouth  Bay  Girl  Scout  Council,  The 
PTO,  students  at  the  MacDonald,  the  COA,  the  RIF  Program  and  for  several 
summer  musical  programs. 

Meetings  of  the  WBCC  are  open  and  held  approximately  six  times  a  year 
in  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 


This  school  year  marks  the  fifth  year  of  our  effort  to  increase  opportunities 
for  aU  children  to  experience  success  within  regular  classroom  programs.  Regular 
and  special  education  teachers,  staff  and  administrators  continue  to  work  together 
to  promote  "inclusive"  educational  practices  throughout  our  school  system;  and 
they  have  actively  pursued  in-service  training  and  professional  coursework  to 
expand  their  knowledge  and  skills.  We  have  learned  by  our  own  observations  and 
experiences,  as  well  as  through  research  findings,  that  all  children  benefit  by 
learning  together  and  learning  from  each  other.  No  student's  needs  have  to  be 
sacrificed  for  the  needs  of  another.  Techniques  such  as  cooperative  learning 
activities,  peer  assistance,  team  teaching,  modification  of  curriculum,  instruction- 
al techniques,  physical  environment  and  staffing  patterns  are  just  a  few  of  the 
different  approaches  that  we  have  had  success  with  in  classroom  programs.  The 
commitment  and  efforts  of  the  teaching  staff  and  administrators  deserve  recogni- 
tion from  all  of  us.  Our  children  have  directly  reaped  the  benefits  by  achieving 
many  of  their  goals  and  feeling  better  about  themselves  in  the  process. 

Support  from  parents  and  the  community  in  the  effort  to  increase  the  quality 
of  services  we  provide  to  children  in  each  school  is  essential  to  this  process. 
Parents/Guardians  working  with  teachers  and  administrators  to  determine  their 
child's  needs  and  how  best  to  address  them  both  in  school  and  at  home,  is  really 
the  only  way  the  system  can  give  the  most  to  their  child.  Good  communication  and 
cooperation  are  what  we  strive  for  in  our  work  with  families.  That  support  has 
proven  to  make  a  very  positive  difference  in  their  child's  educational  experience 
and  development. 

Our  Integrated  Pre-School  program  is  in  its  second  year  of  operation  and 
we  have  a  full  complement  of  fifteen  children,  ages  three  and  four  years  old,  who 
attend  morning  sessions  five  days  per  week.  The  program  is  staffed  with  a  teacher 
and  three  teacher  aides,  and  each  day  is  filled  with  much  activity  and  genuine 
student  enthusiasm  and  accomplishment.  Observing  the  children  learning  and 
growing  with  each  other  is  exciting  proof  that  inclusion  for  all  children  really 
works. 

It  is  important  to  acknowledge  the  tremendous  efforts  put  forth  by  the 
Special  Education  office  staff,  Sharon  Kilpatrick  and  Karen  Anderson,  in 
providing  the  administrative/clerical  support  that  makes  the  whole  operation  run 
efficiently  and  effectively.  They  assist  all  staff,  administrators,  consultants, 
parents  and  vendors  in  all  aspects  of  billing,  reporting,  scheduling  and  monitoring 
procedures.  They  also  coordinate  the  van  transportation  for  all  Special  Needs 
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students  within  our  school  system  and  those  in  programs  around  the  region.  The 
van  drivers  themselves  are  an  example  of  true  dedication  and  commitment  to 
providing  the  best  and  safest  transportation  services  for  our  children.  They  have 
"rallied"  many  times  when  problems  occur  with  the  van  schedules  or  students 
themselves,  and  are  always  cooperative  and  flexible  in  working  with  my  office 
and  parents  to  resolve  issues  or  meet  additional  needs  of  students.  It  is  the  efforts 
of  all  these  "behind  the  scenes"  people  that  we  often  take  for  granted  because 
we've  come  to  expect  the  high  standards  they  have  set  for  themselves.  But  when 
we  look  at  the  big  picture  of  a  school  system,  it  is  the  teamwork  of  all  staff,  direct 
and  indirect,  that  ultimately  creates  high  quality  services  and  programs  for  all 
children.  A  genuine  "thank  you"  is  extended  to  all  staff  that  contribute  to  our 
effort.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  DISTRICT 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


This  past  June,  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  completed  its 
twenty-fifth  year  of  operation.  The  school  district  is  comprised  of  eight  towns  and 
the  city  of  Brockton. 

On  October  1,  1991,  there  were  1,  262  students  enrolled  in  the  school 
district.  West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  $8,147,108.00  school  district  budget  is 
$53,450.00.  This  is  2.09%  of  the  total  budget  and  represents  26  students. 

We  recently  received  the  results  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.,  who  evaluated  all  of  our  secondary  and  post- 
secondary  programs  this  past  November.  We  received  the  equivalent  of  a  ten 
year  accreditation.  In  addition,  our  Medical  Laboratory  Technician  Program, 
Dental  Assistant  Program,  and  Medical  Assistant  Program  were  also  evaluated 
and  accredited  by  their  respective  professional  organizations  . 

School  construction  projects  this  year  included  a  new  baseball  field,  loading 
dock,  dust  collector,  shingling  and  siding  of  warehouses,  and  the  installation  of  a 
school-wide  air  compressor  system. 
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Federal  grants  from  a  variety  of  sources  were  used  to  offset  equipment  costs. 
Vocational  Education  Carl  Perkins  Grant  funds  were  used  in  the  automotive  area 
to  purchase  an  engine  analyzer  and  a  disc  brake  lathe.  Gas  broilers  and  a  freezer 
were  purchased  for  the  Commercial  Foods  Program.  A  two  color  press  was 
purchased  for  the  Graphic  Arts  Department.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  the 
support  of  volunteer  Advisory  Board  members  who  assist  us  in  making  recom- 
mendations for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  school  has  also  received  many  donations  of  supplies  and  equipment 
from  local  businesses. 

Post-secondary  funds  were  used  to  purchase  supplies  and  equipment  for  the 
Dental  Assistant  Program  and  microscopes  for  the  Medical  Laboratory  Techni- 
cian Program. 

The  Department  of  Education  awarded  the  school  district  a  sex  equity  grant 
to  work  with  four  towns  within  the  school  district  to  make  students  and  staff  more 
aware  of  opportunities  available  for  male  and  female  students.  A  vocational 
counselor  visited  middle  school  students;  and  students  participated  in  an  after- 
school  program  in  Graphic  Arts,  Commercial  Foods,  Electricity,  and  Carpentry. 
It  was  very  successful,  and  we  hope  to  expand  the  program  to  additional 
communities  in  the  near  future. 

Equal  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  funds  were  used  to  purchase  academ- 
ic and  vocational  supplies. 

This  past  year,  we  participated  in  a  $165,000.00  Carl  Perkins  Tech  Prep 
Grant  with  five  colleges  and  eight  high  schools,  enabling  students  to  receive 
college  credits  upon  graduation  from  high  school.  Southeastern  has  signed 
agreements  with  Massasoit  Community  College,  Quincy  College  and  Wentworth 
Technical  Institute  for  students  in  Electronics,  Health  Services  Assistant,  and 
Carpentry.  The  grant  is  expected  to  continue  for  the  next  two  years,  and  we 
anticipate  extending  Tech  Prep  college  credits  to  five  other  vocational  programs. 

Special  Education  funds  (P.L.  94- 1 42)  were  used  to  support  our  Chapter  766 
Program  and  our  second  annual  summer  program  for  handicapped  students. 

In  June  of  1992,  two  hundred  fifty-nine  students  graduated  from  Southeast- 
ern Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School.  Guidance  Department  records 
indicate  that  89%  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1 992  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs 
or  had  elected  to  further  their  education. 

The  demand  for  technical  school  graduates;  continues  to  be  very  strong  in 
Massachusetts.  Studies  indicate  that  over  15, 000  technical  high  school  graduates 
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are  needed  each  year.  Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  innovative  ways 
of  conducting  its  educational  programs  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
district.  The  cost  of  operating  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  com- 
pared to  other  regional  vocational  schools  for  the  past  three  years  has  been 
amongst  the  lowest  in  the  Commonwealth.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We,  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  of  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1992. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  242,975,660  gallons  of  water  were  pumped.  This 
is  6 1 ,4 1 0, 1 60  gallons  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount  for  any  one 
day  was  June  14th  with  1,409,880  gallons  being  pumped.  The  largest  month  was 
June,  with  27,235,160  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week  was  June  13th,  with 
6,428,340  gallons  pumped. 

With  242,975,660  gallons  of  water  pumped,  plus  983,440  gallons  bought 
from  Easton,  a  total  of  243,959, 1 00  gallons  of  water  were  used.  This  makes  a  daily 
average  usage  of  665,686  gallons. 

Sixteen  new  services  were  installed,  bringing  our  total  to  2,389  services. 
Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,  after  every  severe  storm,  and  after  all 
power  failures.  A  total  of  522  hours  of  overtime  were  spent  in  emergency  leaks 
and  maintenance. 

The  crew  has  continued  to  upgrade  and  replace  old  water  meters  in  our 
system.  The  investment  we  have  made  has  shown  up  in  much  more  accurate  meter 
readings,  and  the  time  spent  reading  meter  has  been  cut  in  half.  One  problem  we 
have  experienced  in  about  1  %  of  the  new  meters  is  that  the  meter  inside  the  cellar 
register  very  accurately,  but  the  remotes  on  the  outside  of  the  house  fall  behind  in 
their  reading.  These  meters  operate  in  such  a  way  that  the  outside  meter  does  not 
measure  the  water;  instead  it  mirrors  the  reading  from  the  meter  located  in  the 
cellar  to  the  outside  of  the  house  so  that  the  meter  may  be  read  without  entering 
the  house.  Because  of  this,  we  need  the  home  owners  to  check  the  two  readings 
and  make  sure  that  they  agree.  When  a  discrepancy  is  found,  the  Water  Depart- 
ment should  he  notified. 
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In  the  fall  of  1 990,  an  1 8  wheeler  hit  the  Walnut  Street  Ridge  and  destroyed 
the  water  main  in  the  bridge.  The  Walnut  Street  residents  on  the  east  side  of  Rt. 
24  are  still  being  serviced  with  a  temporary  water  main  over  the  top  of  the  bridge. 
The  water  main  in  the  bridge  has  finally  been  replaced  by  the  insurance  company, 
and  we  are  preparing  to  tie  the  new  main  in  on  both  sides  of  the  bridge  the  1  st  week 
of  April. 

Once  again  in  the  fall  of  this  year,  the  Water  Department  undertook  a 
flushing  program.  The  flushing  program  seems  to  have  been  successful,  and  the 
dirty  water  complaints  have  decreased  considerably. 

One  of  the  big  challenges  over  the  next  few  years  will  be  finding  adequate 
funds  to  meet  the  federal  Clean  Water  Act  and  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act.  Just 
one  of  the  recent  federal  regulations  that  was  imposed  under  the  Safe  Drinking 
Water  Act  mandates  all  wells  within  100'  of  a  river  or  pond  must  have  a  treatment 
plant  connected  to  them.  This  facility  would  have  cost  our  town  around  one 
million  dollars  to  build  and  $  1 00,000  per  year  to  operate.  We  volunteered  the  town 
for  a  study  being  conducted  by  the  state  to  see  if  all  ground  water  is  influenced  by 
surface  water.  In  our  case,  it  was  found  not  to  be  influenced.  As  a  result  of  this, 
we  were  given  an  exemption  from  building  the  treatment  plant.  In  addition,  an 
exempting  process  was  started  by  the  state  so  that  towns  could  try  to  prove  they 
did  not  need  to  treat  their  wells.  Because  we  volunteered,  our  testing  fees  were 
paid  by  the  state,  saving  us  another  $30,000.  Not  only  did  we  save  the  cost  of 
building  a  treatment  plant,  we  also  saved  the  engineering  costs  of  getting  the 
exemption. 

During  the  year,  142  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  made  for  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  Agency  for  bacterial 
elements.  Eleven  reports  were  most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly 
acceptable  quality  and  free  from  bacterial  elements.  Analysis  of  sodium  concen- 
tration in  our  water  averaged  18.0  milligrams  per  liter  for  1992,  allowing  us  to 
meet  the  state  regulation  of  a  maximum  of  2  milligrams  per  litre.  We  also  ran 
individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants  in  our 
water,  and  none  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  crew  of  the  Water  Department  for  making  this 
year  a  success,  all  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when  requested  and, 
most  importantly,  all  the  townspeople  who  have  supported  us  in  reaching  our 
goals.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

PROJECT 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1992. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957  and 
is  now  composed  of  24  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the 
Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  On  April  1  st,  the  Town  of  Hanover  rejoined 
the  Project.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides 
a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and 
mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical 
area  of  responsibility. 

In  1992,  the  Project  was  again  challenged  by  the  threat  of  the  mosquito 
transmitted  disease.  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE).  Spring  and  early  summer 
were  drier  than  normal.  Residential  complaints  were  received  later,  with  isolated 
mosquito  problems  in  our  coastal  communities.  Efforts  were  again  aimed  at  larval 
mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood,  and  aerial  larviciding  continued  using 
B.T.I. ,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the 
spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-low-volume  adulticiding  began  The 
Project  responded  to  requests  concerning  mosquitoes,  and  all  sprayers  and  trucks 
performed  well  with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

EE  Virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting  species,  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  from  collections  in  Carver  the 
week  of  August  23rd.  Of  the  season's  total  of  ten  EEE  isolates,  six  were  from 
Plymouth  County:  Carver  (8/23  and  9/28),  Kingston  (9/21  and  9/28),  Brockton 
and  Halifax  (9/28).  In  September,  a  human  case  of  EE  was  confirmed  in  a  59-year 
old  man  from  Braintree  who  had  been  fishing  in  the  Carver/Plymouth  areas  during 
the  last  week  of  August.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  in  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below. 
While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does 
provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health 
and  comfort  of  West  Bridgewater  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  2,128  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to 
the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made 
in  May  and  the  last  in  October.  Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mos- 
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quitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps, 
marshes,  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on 
these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are 
present. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  the  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was  less  than  two 
days  with  more  than  80  complaints  answered. 

Water  Management.  During  1992,  crews  removed  blockages,  brush,  and 
other  obstructions  from  480  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows 
or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with 
machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  of  the  mosquitoes  in  West 
Bridgewater  indicates  that  Coquillittidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant 
species.  Other  important  species  collected  included  Aedes  vexans  and  Culex 
pipiens. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  informa- 
tion about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other 
matters  of  concern. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BRIDGEWATER 
VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

Statistics  can  be  mind  boggling  as  we  compare  the  growth  of  the  Bridgewa- 
ter Visiting  Nurse  Association.  Ninety  one  years  ago  in  1902,  our  income  was 
$863;  and  in  1 993,  we  project  our  income  to  be  $990,900.  The  salary  for  our  nurse 
in  1902  was  $765;  and  our  staff  salaries  in  1993  are  estimated  to  be  $615,000. 
Percentage-wise,  it  was  far  more  expensive  to  operate  the  Bridgewater  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  in  1902  than  it  is  today.  We  have  come  a  long  way,  not  only  in 
home  care  statistics,  but  also  in  the  quality  and  sophistication  of  home  health  care. 

Again  we  report  growth  in  services  delivered  to  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater.  Our  commitment  to  prevention  and  health  education  has  been 
responsible  for  our  health  clinics  and  conferences  and  the  Tenth  Annual  Health 
and  Fitness  Fair. 

There  has  been  growth  in  the  number  of  personnel  serving  our  agency.  We 
have  a  staff  of  thirty  two  paid  employees,  a  governing  Board  of  twenty-three  and 
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an  advisory  staff,  the  Group  of  Professional  Personnel,  of  seventeen.  Statistical 
reporting,  reimbursement  and  referrals  have  been  improved  with  our  computer 
and  FAX  machine. 

The  financial  support  of  West  Bridgewater,  the  donations  to  the  Friends  of 
the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  the  contributions  of  the  business 
houses,  the  Old  Colony  United  Way  and  the  Conant  Trust  Fund  have  helped  us 
balance  our  budget.  We  could  not  have  done  it  without  you. 

At  this  time,  may  I  extend  to  each  of  you  who  contribute  time,  energy  and 
money  in  support  of  the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association  our  sincere 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  RAPE  CRISIS  CENTER

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  West  Bridgewater  Council  on  Aging  is  the  primary  agency  of  local 
government  which  serves  the  elderly.  The  three  core  responsibilities  of  the 
Council  on  Aging  are: 

1.  To  identify  the  needs  of  older  people  and  to  connect  them  with 
appropriate  services. 

2.  To  educate  the  community  at  large  to  the  problems  of  aging  and  to  make 
them  aware  of  the  needs  of  it  older  citizens. 

3.  To  design,  promote,  and  put  in  place  services  that  are  needed  and  to 
coordinate  the  efforts  of  other  agencies  which  serve  the  older  population. 

Many  services  provided  by  the  Council  on  Aging  are  familiar,  such  as  the 
Hot  Lunch  Program  and  the  Walking  Club  provided  every  Monday,  Wednesday, 
and  Friday;  Social  Bingo  every  Tuesday;  Line  Dancing  on  Wednesday;  and 
Bowling  on  Thursdays.  We  also  provide  a  monthly  newsletter,  transportation  (day 
and  overnight  trips  and  daily  medical  transportation  by  Dial  A  Bat),  plus  outreach, 
telephone  reassurance,  advocacy,  and  emergency  intervention. 

Other  services  provided  in  conjunction  with  other  area  agencies  are:  Home 
Delivered  Meals  from  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services,  Inc.;  Fuel  Assistance  and 
Surplus  Commodity  Food  Distribution  by  Self  Help,  Inc. ;  Blood  Pressure  and  Flu 
Clinics  by  the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  Legal  Assistance  by 
South  Eastern  Mass  Legal  Assistance  Corp.;  Tax  Assistance  by  AARP;  and 
Geriatric  Counseling  by  Jewish  Family  Services.  In  addition,  your  COA  works 
with  the  West  Bridgewater  Housing  Authority  to  solve  housing  issues  and  the 
West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  to  provide  large  print  books  and  cassettes 
(talking  books)  for  the  sight  impaired. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  transition.  We  had  to  leave  our  home  of  ten  years  at 
the  Spring  Street  School  to  our  new  location  at  the  Howard  School.  However, 
through  all  the  changes  we  have  survived  and  are  even  flourishing  in  some  areas. 

Our  Social  Day  Care  Program  is  still  in  operation.  This  program  provides 
social  activities,  exercise,  and  socialization  with  peers  for  seniors  age  60  and  older 
who  require  daytime  supervision.  The  program  is  designed  to  meet  individual 
needs  of  each  client  and  to  provide  respite  for  family  caregivers. 

The  Nutrition  Program  is  self-sustained,  as  is  the  Social  Day  Care  Program, 
so  it  is  at  no  expense  to  the  taxpayers.  The  students  who  attend  Reads  Academy 
have  given  the  Council  on  Aging  many  volunteer  hours.  These  students  have  been 
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a  valuable  resource,  and  our  relationship  is  ideal  for  the  students  as  well  as  the 
seniors. 

Our  staff  remains  dedicated  in  all  aspects  of  their  job  functions.  The  Council 
on  Aging  could  not  survive  without  its  volunteers,  who  are  very  caring.  In  1992, 
they  gave  us  a  total  of  12,644  hours.  They  are  our  unsung  heroes. 

The  Council  on  Aging  was  fortunate  to  receive  a  Formula  Grant  and  a 
Nutrition  Grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  and  a  gift  from  the 
Capen  Trust  to  pay  for  the  newsletter  mailing.  J.O.  Y.  (Just  Older  Youth)  continues 
to  hold  fund  raisers  during  the  year  to  support  activities  provided  by  the  Council 
on  Aging. 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  have  an  excellent  working  relationship  with 
all  Town  Departments  and  wants  to  thank  them  for  their  continued  support . 

Many  thanks  to  all  the  Senior  Citizens,  Townspeople,  Businesses,  and  Organi- 
zations who  have  continually  given  their  support  to  the  West  Bridgewater  Council  on 
Aging  in  all  of  our  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 
AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency 
on  Aging  Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area 
Agency's  activities  for  1992. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  is  responsible  for 
administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older  Americans  Act.  This  federal  funding 
enables  the  Area  Agency  to  address  the  growing  needs  of  elders  in  twenty-three 
communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  Working  closely  with  local  Councils 
on  Aging  and  other  community  agencies,  Title  III  funds  are  combined  with  other 
resources  to  develop  and  support  a  broad  range  of  in-home  and  community-based 
elder  services. 

During  FY  1992,  an  estimated  13,  000  elders  received  assistance  through 
more  than  twenty-five  nutrition  and  social  service  programs.  The  following 
services  were  funded  in  FY  1992  by  the  Area  Agency: 

o  Senior  center  and  outreach  programs 

o  Home  health  and  respite  services 

o  In-home  mental  health  services 

o  Services  for  deaf,  blind  and  physically  disabled  elders 

o  Transportation  services 

o  Legal  services 

o  Emergency  services 

o  Congregate  and  home  delivered  meals 

o  Services  to  families  and  caregivers 

o  Nursing  home  ombudsman  services 

The  Area  Agency  on  Aging  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  generous 
support  and  cooperation  of  the  communities  in  the  planning  and  service  area, 
especially  the  local  citizens  who  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by- 
Dolores  Kent  of  Easton.  The  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  representatives 
from  each  of  the  communities  served,  assists  the  Area  Agency  in  assessing  elder 
service  needs,  establishing  funding  priorities,  and  selecting  subgrantees  to  pro- 
vide the  various  Title  III  services. 

The  Council  further  notes  with  appreciation  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions,  public  and  private  agencies,  various  institutions  and  individuals 
who  have  cooperated  with  or  otherwise  assisted  the  Council.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  AND 
EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 


OLD  COLONY  ELDERLY  SERVICES  INC. 

The  Home  Care  System  does  not  function  in  isolation.  The  prevailing 
economic  conditions  in  the  country  and  the  Commonwealth  have  direct  implica- 
tions for  our  clients  and  for  the  funding  upon  which  the  System  and  OCES  rely. 
It  is  an  ironic  fact  that  when  the  general  economic  climate  deteriorates  and  the 
need  for  social  service  increases,  the  funding  available  (tax  base)  to  address  these 
needs  decreases.  Therefore,  although  it  may  be  disheartening,  it  should  not  be 
surprising  to  report  that  the  downward  funding  spiral  which  began  in  FY90 
continued  in  FY92. 

The  results  of  reduced  funding  are  all  too  predictable  and  familiar.  Although 
OCES  was  able  to  maintain  service  to  seventeen  hundred  fifty-five  clients  per 
month  (1755  clients/mo.)  in  FY92,  this  figure  is  five  hundred  (500)  below  the 
number  of  elders  serviced  during  each  month  of  FY88.  In  addition,  because  of 
continued  budget  reductions,  the  Agency  was  required  to  initiate  another  round  of 
staff  layoffs.  OCES'  State  Home  Care  Program  staff  has  now  been  cut  by  better 
than  thirty  percent  (30%)  over  the  past  two  fiscal  years.  Consequently,  FY92 
witnessed  yet  another  internal  realignment  of  staff  and  function.  The  workload 
and  the  challenge  to  maintain  service  quality  increased  for  every  staff  and  Board 
member. 

The  programs  which  are  described  and  the  figures  which  are  presented  in 
this  Annual  Report  are  a  testament  to  how  effectively  OCES  responded  to  this  on- 
going fiscal  crisis.  What  these  statistics  represent  is  the  suffering  relieved,  the 
anxiety  allayed,  and  the  sense  of  worth  reinforced  for  those  elders  who  were 
served.  What  these  figures  fail  to  reflect  is  the  need  not  met  and  the  elders  not 
served  because  of  a  lack  of  resources. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  level  of  funding  and  services  for  FY92  left 
much  to  be  desired.  However,  it  must  be  said  that  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder 
Affairs  (EOEA),  the  Mass  Home  Care  Association,  and  the  Legislature  were 
neither  unaware  nor  insensitive  to  the  predicament  which  elders  faced  and  OCES 
shared.  Each  of  these  members  of  the  elder  service  network  sought  to  find  ways 
to  slow  the  funding  slide  and  means  to  mitigate  the  impact  of  one  funding 
reduction  after  another.  Paperwork  and  monitoring  requirements  were  reduced  or 
streamlined.  A  performance-based  contracting  process  was  initiated.  Greater 
flexibility  in  the  use  of  sliding  fee  funds  was  allowed.  A  new  service  model  to 
reach  the  frailest  elders  in  the  caseload  (i.e.,  the  Managed  Care  In  Housing 
Initiative)  was  established  and  funded.  The  Coordination  of  Care  Program  (i.e., 
Nursing  Home  Screening)  was  expanded  to  include  all  Home  Care  Corporations 
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in  the  State.  The  'consolidation'  issue  was  joined  and  served  as  a  catalyst  to 
invigorate  and  focus  Home  Care  Corporations  across  the  State.  In  sum,  although 
FY92  certainly  could  not  be  characterized  as  a  good  year  for  elderly  services,  there 
were  some  very  positive  signs. 

Only  time  will  finally  tell  whether  the  worst  is  over  and  the  few  shreds  of 
hope  seen  during  FY92  will  actually  mean  that  needed  resources  will  be  made 
available.  But,  there  are  some  elements  in  the  equation  which  have  remained 
positive  and  constant;  i.e.,  the  commitment  of  OCES'  Board  and  the  dedication 
of  its  staff. 

In  the  coming  months,  it  is  for  each  of  us  to  renew  this  commitment  and  to 
redouble  our  efforts.  The  goal  of  providing  service  to  seniors  in  need  requires  that 
we  do  no  less.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS'  SERVICES 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  marked  increase  in  the  volume  of  inquiries  about 
eligibility  for  benefits  and  programs  available  to  veterans.  The  aging  of  World 
War  II  and  Korean  veterans  and  their  widows  accounts  for  a  large  part  of  this 
increase,  along  with  the  continued  economic  straits  facing  veterans  of  all  con- 
flicts. 

Direct  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  medical  benefits  and  cash  assistance  was 
approved  for  twelve  veterans.  In  1992,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
reimbursed  the  Town  for  $16,066,  representing  75%  of  the  direct  expenditures 
for  1991. 

Notices  were  printed  in  The  Enterprise  regarding  the  Gulf  War  bonus,  and 
applications  were  processed  for  five  local  veterans  of  that  action. 

This  department  looks  forward  to  providing  continued  help  to  veterans 
while  minimizing  the  financial  burden  on  the  Town  by  directing  veterans  to  other 
available  resources.

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REPORT  OF  SELF  HELP,  INC. 


Self  Help,  Inc.  is  greater  Brockton's  and  Attleboro's  anti-  poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families  and  making  all  segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1 992,  Self  Help  received  a 
total  funding  of  approximately  $9.4M  and  provided  direct  services  to  42,641 
limited-income  households  in  the  area. 

Six  hundred  and  four  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  households  received  direct 
services  totaling  $  83,346  during  the  program  year  1992. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,387,675  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human 
services  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to 
mobilize  an  additional  $2,549,61 1  of  other  community  resources,  such  as  contri- 
butions from  the  towns  and  volunteers.  The  gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the 
past  program  year  was  $1 1,937,286. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  200  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited 
income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  year  10/1/91  through  9/30/92  was  a  successful  one  for  us 
and  very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  population.  We  thank  the  many  volunteers, 
Boards  of  Selectmen  and  their  representative  to  our  Board  of  Directors,  Fred- 
erick Watson  III,  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater: 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  1992,  the  library  operated  under  the 
restricted  FY91  budget,  with  reduced  hours,  programs  and  book  purchases.  This 
was  coupled  with  loss  of  certification,  state  grant  money  and  borrowing  privileges 
at  Bridgewater. 

At  the  June,  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Library  Trustees,  with  support 
from  the  voters,  obtained  approval  of  an  increased  budget  for  FY93,  thereby 
achieving  recertification  by  the  State  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  restored 
borrowing  privileges  at  Bridgewater  and  improved  patron  service.  Hours  open  to 
the  public  increased  in  the  last  half  of  the  year  from  29  hours  to  43  hours,  children's 
reading  programs  expanded,  and  book  purchases  were  restored  to  state  standards. 

During  this  period,  we  again  enjoyed  the  support  and  assistance  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Library.  They  were  especially  helpful  in  encouraging  children  to 
form  a  love  of  reading  through  their  Reading  is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.)  program  in 
both  the  library  and  primary  school. 

For  the  past  few  years,  we  have  attempted  to  fund  an  automation  project 
which  will  provide  for  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Automated  Bristol  Library  Exchange  (ABLE).  Funding,  until  recently,  has 
been  prohibitive.  With  a  restructuring  of  the  system  to  accommodate  smaller 
towns  and  application  of  some  state  grant  money,  it  is  now  possible  for  twelve 
communities  in  the  Bridgewater  subregion  to  participate  at  minimal  cost.  It  is  our 
goal  for  FY94  to  provide  this  service  to  our  townspeople.  Our  present  book 
collection  is  approximately  26,000  volumes. 

This  automation  project  will  provide  access  to  some  500,000  books  avail- 
able in  the  system,  thereby  enhancing  the  educational  and  economic  opportunities 
offered  to  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
TO  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


In  March,  1992  for  FY  1992,  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  became 
decertified  by  the  Mass.  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  for  insufficient  local 
funding  to  meet  state  requirements  for  a  public  library  budget.  For  FY  1993, 
beginning  July  1,  1992,  the  library  budget  was  adequately  funded.  Services  were 
restored  with  increased  open  hours  to  43  hours  per  week  .  However,  based  on  the 
decertified  status  of  the  previous  year,  the  library  was  ineligible  to  apply  for  a 
Federal  Collection  Development  Grant  administered  through  the  state.  Also, 
when  the  state  aid  to  libraries  check  was  issued,  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library 
suffered  a  25  %  cut  on  a  prorated  basis  for  not  having  filled  the  required  book  and 
materials  budget  line  for  FY  1992.  The  library  lost  $1300  in  state  aid. 

The  library  has  enacted  the  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
grant  (won  in  1991)  for  the  Child  Care  Resources  and  Information  Program 
(C. C.R.I. P.)  administered  by  the  Mass.  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  during 
the  year.  Three  workshops  were  presented  on  topics  relating  to  caregivers  of  pre- 
schoolers. A  circulating  collection  of  materials  in  packets  is  available  for  caregiv- 
ers in  public  and  private  day  care  centers,  pre-schools,  and  nursery  schools. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Cultural  Council  has  funded  several  artistic  perform- 
ers for  children's  programs,  as  well  as  supplementing  the  funding  for  the  Reading 
Is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.)  program. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  actively  led  the  R.I.F.  program,  expanding 
the  three  distributions  of  free  books  to  cover  the  first  through  fifth  grades  of  the 
town's  children.  The  Friends  Book  &  Bake  sales  have  been  successful  raising 
funds  for  library  projects  and  programming.  The  Friends  sponsored  an  evening 
with  Peter  Hotton,  Home  and  Garden  Editor  of  The  Boston  Globe. 

The  Greater  Brockton  Board  of  Realtors  presented  the  library  with  a  check 
for  $335  as  a  result  of  the  third  annual  "Bowling  for  Books",  in  which  West 
Bridgewater  children  participated  to  raise  funds  for  their  public  library. 

In  July,  the  library  participated  with  East  Bridgewater  and  Bridgewater 
Public  Libraries  and  the  Bridgewaters'  Rotary  Club  in  the  Tri-Town  Summer 
Games  Day  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College.  One  hundred  children  from  the 
three  towns  enjoyed  a  Ha'penny  Walk  to  raise  pledge  funds  for  the  three  public 
libraries  and  participated  in  a  variety  of  field  sporting  events  and  listened  to  tales 
from  three  storytellers. 
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The  Adopt- A-Book  program  was  very  active  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 
Over  $700  worth  of  books  were  sponsored  by  individuals  and  organizations  to 
help  build  the  children  '  s  and  adult  collections  . 

Both  the  children's  winter  reading  program,  with  the  theme  of  "Where's 
Waldo",  and  the  summer  reading  program,  with  the  theme  of  "Summer  Games", 
are  non-competitive,  independent  programs  encouraging  children  to  continue 
reading  and  learning  through  the  holiday  weeks  and  summer  months. 

Two  children's  sleepover  parties  were  held  during  the  year  .  Families 
participated  in  games,  meals,  and  storytelling.  The  adults  have  as  much  fun  as  the 
kids  at  library  sleepovers. 

The  children's  summer  program  highlighted  "Camp  Library"  for  children 
ages  5  to  8.  Tee  shirts,  outside  nature  activities,  movies,  and  an  ice  cream  party 
were  part  of  the  fun.  Toddler  story  hour  programs  were  added  to  the  regular  story 
hour  programs  for  children  ages  18  months  to  3  years  accompanied  by  a  parent. 
The  library  presented  programs  throughout  the  year:  Randy  Julius  speaking  on 
Indian  traditions  and  artifacts,  Dollie  the  Clown  demonstrating  holiday  crafts,  an 
art  display  by  Christine  Gomes,  a  model  circus  train  car  display,  and  lectures  on 
retirement  income  planning,  trusts  as  part  of  estate  planning,  improving  S.A.T. 
scores,  and  interior  decorating. 

The  library  thanks  the  dedicated  volunteers  who  have  freely  given  their  time 
to  assist  library  programs.  The  library  gratefully  acknowledges  the  support  shown 
by  the  townspeople  ,  the  library  staff,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  .

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE 

EXTENSION 

PROGRAM  HIGHLIGHTS  -  1992 

Cooperative  Extension  System  was  officially  established  by  an  Act  of 
Congress  in  1914.  It's  earliest  beginnings  were  the  Morrill  Act  of  1862,  which 
established  Land-Grant  Colleges.  Cooperative  Extension  is  a  nationwide  network 
of  over  3,100  offices.  Its  practical  research-based  programs  and  funding  connec- 
tions with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Land  Grant 
University  and  county  government  make  it  a  unique  program.  Extension  offers  a 
wide  range  of  educational  opportunities  in  agriculture,  youth  (4H)  and  volunteer 
development  and  critical  issues  that  affect  our  lives. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St .,  Hanson.  In 
Southeastern  Massachusetts,  the  other  main  Cooperative  Extension  Centers  are 
located  in  Barnstable  County  and  at  the  Southeastern  MA  Agricultural  Center 
(also  called  the  UMASS  Cranberry  Experiment  Station)  located  in  Wareham, 
MA.  Satellite  offices  are  located  in  Bristol,  Dukes/Nantucket  and  Norfolk 
Counties.  The  State  Extension  Administrative  Offices  are  located  at  UMASS, 
Amherst.  The  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Office  is  open  8:30-4:30, 
Mon.-Fri.  Currently,  the  local  extension  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director, 
two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Nutrition/Family  Life  Educator,  and 
a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition 
Education  Program,  which  has  been  active  in  Plymouth  County  since  1969,  is  run 
under  the  auspices  of  Cooperative  Extension.  Currently,  one  supervisor  and  three 
outreach  educators  work  in  this  program  conducting  a  very  popular  UMASS 
nutrition  education  certificate  course  in  cooperation  with  county  homeless  shel- 
ters and  key  area  agencies.  For  more  detailed  information  on  the  County  Cooper- 
ative Extension  program  contact  the  county  office  at  Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  0234 1 
(617)293-3541  or  447-5946. 

PROGRAM  OUTREACH  -  During  the  last  12  months,  Plymouth  County 
Cooperative  Extension  agents  conducted  667  outreach  programs.  CABLE  TV  - 
Sixty  one  cable  TV  shows,  "Cooperative  Extension  News  &  Notes"  have  been 
produced  by  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension.  All  but  five  Plymouth 
County  towns  use  this  half-  hour  Cooperative  Extension  Cable  TV  program  in 
their  weekly  community  access  channel,  reaching  over  100,  000  households  . 
RADIO  -  Every  Sunday  morning  on  WBET  (Brockton),  Cooperative  Extension 
staff  present  a  1 5  minute  broadcast  on  upcoming  programs  and  timely  educational 
topics.  NEWSLETTERS  -  Cooperative  Extension  publishes  15  newsletters  in  the 
area  on  Natural  Resources  and  Agriculture  for  residents  and  commercial  growers. 
A  master  list  of  these  is  available  from  the  county  extension  office.

County  4-H  Advisory  Council: 

The  active  county  4-H  program  looks  to  a  9-member  advisory  group  to  assist  with 
fundraising,  program  reviews  and  promotion.
